CHAP. I. 
The Linage of Stary, and how for inventing the Sowing of 
Corne, Planting, c;, He was honoured in Crete as a God, 


* Hen the childzen of Noah, were ſpread by the Climate 
V raignes, and fronge habtsations of the wozlo, by che 
general dibiſton of tongues , made at the formdation 

of rhe Tower of Babylon: in thoſe dans, that tie 

wozld wag of gold, and the men ffedfaſf as Pountaias, and rude 
as beaſfs, exalting their defires in rare tontelts, pragiſing to 
make Towag, Cities. and.Caſtles, @pters and Tfadems, and 
to fozge the curſed ſeq of Gods among the poſſeſſo2s of the Iſle 
of Crete. There was a manexalted ſull of Riches, Happy o a 
Venferons enterp ze, and bery rich with the grace of foztune, 
ſome men called this man Cel'on , and ſome Vrants, he wag 
lawſnl Sau of Eter, fon of Demor Gorgen the old 8weker in 
15 the 
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the Cavies of Arcadie , and firſt beginner of the falle Panim 
Gods. This Uranus had te wife his own fiffer called Veſca: he 
libed glozioullu with her, and had polſcſſion of the molt part of 
the Alle of Crete, and abounded pꝛoſperoull in wozldly gods, 
increaſing in Seigniozp : and in linage , and was marvailoug 
rich, Ve had two Dons, to wit Titan and Saturne: and two 
Daughters , Cibel and Ceres, ot whom hereaiter ; and be bad 
many other ſons and daughters , et whoa J make no mention, 
fozagmuch as thep are ont of mp purpoſe, What ſhall J re- 
hearſe moze of che glozu of this Uranus, Me Had all things ag 
ge would, and was leztun ate, and nothing went agatilk him: pig 
gods multiplied , his Childzen increaſed, but Titan, the eldeff 
ſon was ill favour:d, and tounterſeit, and Saturn was marvel: 
louſlp fair, and amiable : fo: which cauſe Veſca the Pother lob» 
d much better Saturn then Titan, and that by nattre, fo: ng- 
curally, the mothers love better their fair Childzen then their 
foul; wherefoge Saturn was noartſhed molt in the lap of his mo- 
ther, and Titan was in manner bantHed. And when Saturn wag 
great, what faz his beanty, and foz his cunning, and other ver⸗ 
r11:s, he bare the whole love of all the people, n 

Zu this time, whoſoever teund anything pꝛofitable, fog p com- 
mon wealth, was ſommonlp p;oclatmed a Gad, alter their fwlith 
and dark cuſtome : wherefoze Saturn wag ſo named, fo: in his 
pouth , and bp bis cunning he gave the firſt inſtrugion, * til- 
ling and manuring the earth, and {oz lowtng and reapingTov1, 
This invention was applued to Saturn, with divine reberence 

ud lobe, not onelp of Veſca and Uran'ts, and his Ktn{men : but 
above meaſure,all the people of Creet, and of the mar eg and 
Countries lying there about, And thus his name wag renewu⸗ 
ed, that from all places, men and Childzen, Nobles au? Pea⸗ 
ſants , came to Hig School to learn. Jn thoſe daps that aturn 
began thus to flouriſh, and was twenty pears of age, and bie bꝛa⸗ 
ther fozty , Uranus their Father by a ſickaeſs that he Had, dyed, 
leaving his wifeVeſca endowed with large poſſ:Nions. Dis death 
wos greibous te Veſca his witt and His ſong and daughters alſo, 
thep did his obſequie reverently, abouuding with great and bit- 
ter ſozrow. The obſequie done (but not their ſozrow ) Veſca = 
that 
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that Titan Her eldeft ſon pyzetended to enjoy the ſucteſſion of big 
Father: we on a dan called Her dear ſon Saturn with ! iran, and 
other of the Countrep, and laid, that her pouag ſon Saturn mould 
ſuccad, and have the heritages of her Husband. Titan-yearing 
the will of zi mother wept, an Knteling to Hig mother, (24d in 
this wiſe: Patcher, Jam right moztunate, when pe will (Har 
mp tight! 2airimony ſhall be given from me: and that becauſe I 
am noe {2 wel founed of members, as my bzother Saturn ig. 
ve will de pꝛete me of mu foztune, which pe map not do on lar? 
oz rtaſon. Jam pour firſt Ben, pe have nou iche d mee with ehe 
ſubTance of pour blod, as pour Child bozu in pour beilp 
ume months. J am he that frſt inpabired pour feminine 
chambers : then peu gabe ine pour due lobe, and ſozted to 
me the ſucceſſion of pour Hevttages, Then whence cometh chis, 
that ve now ſk co deifrop me: everp mother is baund co con: 
ſerve che right of her Child, Alag, mother, will pe make me a 
baſtard, was net Uranus mp father - am J aot he, that pe were 
ſa glad faz, when fir J was concefved in the lawful bed of mp 
father pour Pugband - am J not he, that pe bear, and gabe mk 
ſuck of pour bꝛeſts, and ofcentimes, kiſſed mee, when my mem⸗ 
bers were ſoft and tender⸗ Ma mother! acknowledge that Jam 
Titan, and foz as much as J am not (0 well abddx\ſed as mu bza⸗ 
ther Saturn, ſo much ne eught the moze to deſire mp pzomortorn. 
When Ve ca Heard her Sen Titan ſpeak ſ@ pꝛofoumdla, he 
Had pitcy on him: vet that pity was not of ſs High vercue , that 
might lurmount the great love the Had foz Saturn, then ſhe laid: 
Titan mp ſon , J deny not, that thot-cokeT® thy ſubſtance from 
mee, J lobe the entirelp , and J deſire thy welfare : but it is e 
bident tn everp mans light, chat foz the default of thu members, 
thou art not a man ſufficient to befeud thy farhers Heritage 
with labour and pain: foz if it happen that one man would make 
war, thou wert not able ta reſiff him chp bzother hath the love 
of all the people, fot His beautp, and his vertues eberp man Hold- 
eth him in reverence and cHee in deriſton. Be thou content, thou 
halt lack nothing, and ik thou doſt, ſpean to nite, 4 I ſhall reme⸗ 
du it: but never ſpeak fo2 the heritage, far Saturn cad obtain it, 
by the favour of pf hig wiſdome, m@kneſs, and beuignitn, and 1

ſo beraule the common ſozt judgeth that he Call be the man, 
whoſe life ſhall ſhine gloz touſtn. 

Titan was ſoze troubled with the wozds of His mother, and 
began to Wax red, Having ſuſpition , that Saturn had contri⸗ 
bed this matter againſt him: whereupon He laid to him » Saturn 
thy ambition to reign above mee, hath now ingendzed in mp 
heart chp moztal miſcheif, Thou knoweſt well , that J am the 
eldeſt ſon of our father Uranus, wHhp art thou ſo bold and pze⸗ 
ſumptuous , to exalt th ſelf aboue mee. Wherefoze name mer 
from hencefoxth thp moztal enemp. When Saturn ßeard theſe 
menates of his bzother Tican , he excuſed Himſelf, and anſwe- 
red that he neber thought te come ts the ſucteſtton of their fa- 
ther, noz neber Had conſpired it. Then Veſca their mother, Ci- 
bell, and Ceres, tok the wozds from Saturn, and ſaid to Titan, 
that his thꝛeatuing of Saturn was nothing, foz He ſhould reign, 
and be their Lozd and Paffer, Titan ſull of enby, and moze an: 
gr then he wag befoze, ſatd plainly , He would not ſuffer it. Sa- 
turn had a great part of the people that aſliſted Him, Aand Ti- 
tan alſo had others on his ſide, which began ta murmure, the one 
party agaiult the other. All the company was ſoze troubled, and 
began to pzefſe in, and intreated them to ceaſe the nopſe, and 
appeaſe Titan: not wit hſtanding tt was hard to do,foz He would 
often Have run upon Saturn, if He Had not been Hindzed. In the 
end, the wiſe men ſhewed Titan by great reaſon, that he was the 
moze feeble, and that Saturn was moze in the labour of the peo⸗ 
ple, and wiſhed him to moderate Himſelf a little, and ſaid, that 
He ſhould agree, and grant the raign co Saturn, bp condition;that 
if he married, he ſhould be bound to put to death all his childzen 
maleg that could be begotten of His ſeed, if He Had any, fo: the 
will of both parties. Veſca with Her daughters,and the ancient 
wile people commended co Titan this condition, and laboured 
ſo to Saturn, that thep bzought them to the Temple of Mars, 
that was in the Citp of Oſon, whereof was Lozd, a mightp man 
called Milliſeus, awd that befoze the Jmage of Mars , Saturne 
\woze that if he Happened co marry, and that he Had anz Chil- 
dzen males, He would ſlap them all: and thus was Titan con- 
tent, that his bzother ſhould eujon the Land of Creet, and peace 
was made betwan them, | CHAP, 
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C HAP. II. 
How Saaturs was crowned King of Crest, found divers Sciences, 


and was honoured as a God. 


"A Fter the peace between Titan and Saturn, Titan ſaw in 
A himſelf, that He could not with Honour abide under his 
pounger Bother : but choſe rather co ſearch his adventures in 
other places , then ts a Subjeax in his own Countrep, Me tool; 
his wife, his childzen and friends, and departed at al advey- 
ture fnts divers places, where he found foztune ſo good and Hap: 
pn, that bu arms and Freugth he made bimfelf Ling of diverg 
Realms , which He parted unte his Childzen, aud pzovided cer- 
tain Eſpies, teobſerve if his bzother Saturn married, and if Hig 
wife bzoughe fozth male-childzen , and whether He put them to 
death oz no. During theſe things, Saturn dwelled with Hig mo- 
ther and his ſiſfers, Cibel and Ceres, and reigned with great 
maquificence : the people of the Countrp, Crowned him with 
great glozu, with a Crown of Lawrel , Saturn accepted this 
Kopal honour , and took rhe Septer in his hand, and bare the 
Crown on his head, and Raigned wiſelp,inducing his people to 
live Honeflp, and to lobe bertue, and ozdained a naked ſwozd to 
be bogn befoze him, in ſign of Juffice, Ye did Juſfice an male⸗ 
fanozs, and exalttd them chat were good: he alla did build a City 
which he named Creet, becauſe the Alle bare the the ſaid name, ) 
and he was the firff Jnhabiter. When he had founded the City, 
He ozdained His Palace and dwelling place in the middle thereof, 
ag the Heart is in tHe midſt of the bodp, ta miniſter to the mem 
bers,ſo He would iuſtrua and godern his people. And after thig, 
He choſe an hundzed and four wiſe men, which he inffituted and 
ozdained Counſeliozs aud Governers of his Realm, And then 
thep of Creet, ſæing the great wiſdom of their King , aſſembled 
together divers times, and named him a Cod: and yet moze, 
then founded unto him a Temple, an Alter, and an Idol, bear- 
ing in the one hand a ſickle,in fignification, that he deſtroped the 
vices in ſuch wile , as the ſickle tutteth Hearbs and oeſtreved the 
weeds : and in the other __ he Held a ſerpent , that did —

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his tail, ſozalmuch as Saturn ſaid , that cberp man Gould bite 
the railof che @erpent, that 1s to ſap, that every man ſhould 
tear aud fip the cvil end: Foz the end oftent1:nes 1s veuemous, 
as the tail of a Serpent: and that appearet!} pet datip , by the 
end of manp evil diſpoſed and invenomed men. 

Bp the means of theſe things, the Renown of King Saturn 
grew famous, There were moze abundance of truts, then in a⸗ 
np other time. ©s that the Ports compared the 1-215 at this 
time to gold, which is moſt pꝛecious of all metcalg : wheretoze 
men laꝝ that Saturn was the firſf man that found the manner to 
melt mettal, and to refine gold, and made his bellelg awd uten⸗ 
lils of his houſe , of dibers mectals, Then began men, bp che 
docrine of Saturn te uſe and wear gold, to mine the Rocks , co 
pierce perilions mountains, to haunt choznp deſercs, to fight 
with Serpents, fierce Dzagons , deadlp Gziffong , and diver 
monffrous beate, and to ſ(pꝛead abzoad thrir wozldly engines. 
By theſe exerciſes, Saturn learued men to take theſe beaſts. Aud 
firſt found out the manner of ſhoting and dzawing of the Bow, 
Df gold, made Saturn his houſe , his Chambers, and Halls, to 
ſhine bu marvellous wozking. Be was frong and hardp, and did 
not fear any ſerpent of the monntatn, noz ann Ponſter of the 
Deſart, oz beat dwelling in Caves. Þe knew the beins of gold 
in the earth , and could deſern them from the veins of ſilber. He 
edified rich things of Gold, pleaſant to the epe ſight, and coura- 
gious ta the Heart. Jn this time of the golden wozld, che people 
libed long. And all che wozld laboured tn edification of Science : 
Among whom Saturn was never idle, after he had once la bou⸗ 
red in earing and ſowing'rozn, Ve melted aud refiened gold and 
mertals , ond inured His men to dzaw rhe Bow. Þre himſelf 
found firf the Bow, and the manuer to ſail by Sea, and co row 
with little Boats in the Rivers , and tok much pleaſure co en: 
doctrine his people in all theſe things, and he had great abun- 
dance of wozldlp gods, onlp he dutſt not marrp, becauſe that he 
bad (wozn to put to death all che men Childzen that ſhould 
come of Hts ſeed, Whereof he wag oftentimes grieved , co pig 
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CMA P. III. 
How Saturs went to Delphos , to tho Oracle of Apollo who an- 
ſwered he ſhould have a Son would chaſe him our cf h, 
Realm. And how he married his Siſter C;he!, &c, 


Wn Saturn law His pallace flouriſh , and thine] with 
gold and his people oben him, and law his gold-\mithg 
and wozkers bzeak mountains, with their Pick-axes and inry- 
ments: ſaw His Parriners cut the waves of the Sea with their 
Dars, ſaw his diſciples manure the earth, ſaw his Archerg 
ſhest and [mite the birds ſitting in the High tries, and flying in 
the Air: He thought He might imbzate great glozu, and exalt on 
his high thzone and his felicity. But on the other ſide, when he 
remembzed the Covenant made between him and his B:orher 
Titan, he was like the Peacock that is pꝛoud of his fair teatherg 
viverflp coloured which he (pzeads round as a whel, and with⸗ 
all one in loktng on His feet , he leabech all Hig jon. Saturn like - 
wiſe by his treaty, loſt all his jon, His glow and pleaſure. Ye 
long time lead this lile , now glad, now ſozrowſful, growing al⸗ 
way, and tucreaſing his Realm, and dailp thought and pondzed 
in himſelf if he might marrp oz not, foz nothing in the wozlo lic 
would taiſifie his oath : He was juſt and true in woꝛzd and ded. 
Neverthelcſs n1ture moved him to Have generation, and to 
come in compann of women, and this mobing was at all timeg 
refreſhed, and re:4ged by a contiuual ſight that he Had daily in a 
poll ng (air Yd, to wit His ſiſter Cibel , who he ſaw conting- 
alp: in whom was no delault of all the parts of naitu e apper- 
tatning to a woman: ſhe was out of meaſure right huinble in 
ſpeaking : wile in her wozks, doneſt in converſation, and flowing 
in all vertueg. And foz this cauſe Saturn beheld her oft timeg, 
and on a time as he beheld her affairs aud wozks,he caſt his enen 
on ßer vertues, that pleaſed him ſa greatly, that in the end her 
xoas d ſirous of Her lobe, whereof his mother Veica Had great 
jon. And the perceiving the defire of Satarn , gabe him cou⸗ 
rage and will to marrp her, and ſolicited che marriage lo effe⸗ 


cualp, that with great honour Saturn eſpouſed Cibel hig m_ 
arter 
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after their manner, and ſhe was the kirſt Quen of Crete, Hee 
living with her, paid in ſuch wiſe the due debt of marriage, that 
at the end of nine monet hs. Cibel had a (on, which Saturn did put 
ts death, acquitting Himſelf of the oath that He had made into 
Hig Bzother Titan. And of this Boccace maketh no mention, 
Bur then lap together again, and Cibel conceived then of the 
ſ&d of Saturn, another Son with a Daughter, that by ſpace of 

time appeared great in the Pothers belly, | 
In the time when the law of Nature wag in his vigour and 
ffrength then men marrted with their lifters : and tu eſpecial 
the Panims, if thep were not content, and had lutficient of one 
wife, they might take moze without repzoach: When Saturn 
knew that His wtfe wag with Child the ſecond time, the death 
of His fir won came beſoze him, and he ſaid in Himſelf, that he 
would that hig wife Had been barren, Then he began to be full 
of divers fantactes of ſoze thoughts , and deſired to know, what 
Gould befall of the fruit of the womb of Cibel. Be went Himſelf 
foztH ro the Ine of Delphos unto the Ozatle of Apollo, that 
gabe anſwer to the people, that demanded of things that ſhould 
after happen. And then when he Had done big@acrifice,and made 
his pzaper the Pꝛieſt of the Temple put him inta a perclos un 
der the Alter of the fozeſaid Adel: and there hee Heard a great 
whirling wind that troubled him, and al his wit and underſtand⸗ 
ing that he was in manner of a ſound, by which he fell to the 
ground and when he aroſe, he thought that Apollo appeared un: 
to Him with a dzeadful fate, and ſaib thus unto him: Saturn, 
what moveth thee to know thine evil Deſt inn Thou Halt begot-: 
ten a Sen, that thall take from thee the Dtaden of Crete, aud 
ſhall banich thee out of thu Realm, and ſhall be without com - 
pare above all prople , che moft fozcunate man that cver was 
bozn in Crete, After theſe wozde, Saturn came again to Him- 
felf and remembzed him of His cvil Pꝛopbeſie, chat teuched the 
hottom of His heart, and being ſoze amazed, andright penſive, 
he went out of the Ozacle with a tronbled heart, came to his 
Der vants, and went co ſhip: and when he was in his ſhip, her 
hung down bis head, which he held not up till He came to Crete, 
Then he began to think, and be penſibo. And after manp right 
(0:rwtul 
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ſszrowful ſighas, engendzed in the rot of melanchollp, ſatd in 

thig wile ; Alas Saturn pour Ring, what ab ileth me , the dig⸗ 
ity to be the firff King of Crete - What pzofited mee, theſe dt⸗ 
bine reberences - oz what good do me mp Science , when J feel 
the fickleneſſe of Foztune O Foztune! ſoon turning, plying to 

ev:rp wind like a rofier at leaſt ſfap that the whe! char eur - 

eth without end, may ſpeak to me Saturn the inventer and konn⸗ 
der of the Common wealth. And it thou wilt not lend mee thn 
clear and laughing viſiage , at leaſt lend me thp large ears - 

Thou haſt given me trpumph and glozp of a Crown, and now 

tau ſuffereX me to fal from this great Honour: and what ig 
this thau half conſented to mp pꝛoſperitp, and now conl[ptre( 

my oberthꝛow, and ſhameful end: and tutendeſt chat J ſhall be 

named the unJappp Saturn. Ik al mp life hach beew nouriſhed 
in happineCe, and the end unhappy and waful , J Gall be called 

unhappu and all mp fozrunes ſhall turn ts repꝛoach and ſhame : 

O Fozcy:e ! in what thing Have J offended » Habe J fought 

againſt thee - What hav? J done, tell me - Balf thou envp to 

ms, becauſe J have been in the Dzacle of Apollo; he Hath fhew- 

ed unto me the ruine of mp Scepter , the downfall and bzeak⸗ 

ing of mu Diaden, the exalting of mp Child , and the putting 

me ont of mp Realm, Alas what remedp ts this great ſozzow 

that J have? J have flain one of mp ens, and Hav? concluded 

in mp ſelf , that never Hereafter J wil ſo cruelp (pil the life of 

mu Chalqyen, but rather dye with them. After this concluſion,” 
I muft of verp fozce continue in mp fir# unnatural ccelty, Foz 

if mp Son that now ig in the womb of my Wife, be ſuffered to 
live he hall exile and put me out of mp Realm, which chan 
he to me right hard to bear, And therefoze it is better to ſlap 
bim. Alag, and if J flap him, then if ſie meth me. I ſhould reſi 
the will of mu God , which paradventure will raiſe him again, 
and that ould be wozſe, fo2 then I ſhould nor onelp bee called 
a homicide and man flaper, but an unnatural murtherer not 
ef a Gpant, n2z of a frange man of another land: but of an 
funocent little Child: tTued of mp Noper beines, bones and 
fleſh : that after the Pzognoftica' ien of Apollo, is pze-elea,and 
choſen bp the greateſt Loꝛd of Greece, and ſovereign of all the 
Kings in his ume. C 2 Jaturn 
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Saturn thus feeling himſelt in great trouble, and alway wotſe 
and worſe, ag aloze is ſaid, began to change his colour and waxe 
pale, fill of melanchollp,aud of fautacieg, and could not appeaſe 
bis migioztune. his mult pzivate friends , and thep that were 
moſt tamiliar wich Him, durſt not appzoarch unto him, but laing 
His lozrow, then were diſcomfozted in diſcontent, ſozowful with 
His ſozrow, and angerp with his anger, He was in ſhozt time lo 
greatiꝑ perplexed that his face was like unto aſheg, oʒ as he had 
ven dead: and alter mann thoughts, he opened his mouth and 
ſpake ſoftly thus: J lap mn ſelf bp melanchollp, and am a man 
Nreatip ahuſed: J habe made an oath, unco mp bzother Titan, 
that J will put al mp Childzen male to death, that ſhall come 
oc mp fleſh, Peradbet:ture the Gods would not fiffer that J 
Wall be fezſ wozu, but let me Have knowledge by Apollo, that 
inp wife Have concetbed a Don, that (hall put me out of my 
Realm to the intent that J ſhould flap Him: fozaſmuch as J 
had concluded in mp ſelf, ta Habe bzoken mp oath , and have 
ſpared the lides, of mp Childzen. And ſince it is ſo, J will no 
louger ſpare them: if it happen that mp Son be bozn alive He 
Gall be put to death: fag it is better that he dye a Child, then 
he ſhould wax a man, and re ber againſt me, and exalt himſelf 
abobe mer: bp his malice, inſurreaion, oz otherwiſe. 

In tbis reſalution, ſozrowful Saturn returned into his Houſe, 
Continuing in this effate , in ſuch wiſe that Cibel durft not come 
inta his pꝛeſente , noz could get of him a pleaſant lk: where: 
upon he got Him a ſurname of ſozrow , and was named Saturn 
the Pelanchollp, And it was ſa, that when he Had ben iu His 
Houſe a certain ſpace, and ſaw che dap appzoach that His wife 
ſuauld be delivered of Child: ts execute His reſolute will, he 
calted His wife and (aid - Dame , it is ſ0 apparent, that ſhozrlp 
thou ſhale be deliveredof the fruit of thy womb: If thou be de- 
livered of a Mon, J command thee upon pain of death, that thou 
Han him, and that thor lend me his heart. Mow when Cibel 
heard the woꝛds of this unnatural vislence,the fell to the ground 
in a ſwound, faz her leggs failed Her. Aud in the recourriug of 
the ſwound, the kueeled befoze the fert of Saturn and laid on this 


Wile. Mir. haſt thou no ſhame, that wilt be us band co a woman 
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murdering her own Child: J thee require of mercy and grate» 
be(&ching thee to Have regard, that J am tp wiſe , and habe 
the heart of a woman, and not a Tprant oz Purtherer, Dame 
(anſwered Saturn) require no moze touching this matter: it is 
judged bp a fozeſœn ſentence , that if thou habe a Don He Chal 
be dead: foz J have ſwozn ſo ts mp Bdther Titan: and above 
this, J habe anſwer of Apollo, that in thn womb is a Son that 
ſhall caſt me out of this Realm : and cherefoze ſ& that at Hig 
birth he be dead, es thou loveſt thy life: and alſo as J have ſaid, 
ſend me his Heart mingled with wine, that J map dtink it. Sit, 
anſwered Cibel, knowſt thou not that J am a woman, that by 
pꝛoper and ſingular inclination, J habe a lobe to ſmall childzen. 
D thinkeff thou that J habe a heart ſo hard, as to ſolle mp 
hands with the blood of my own Son - J pzap thre to revoke 
thu ſentence, and be petious to thun wife aud generation. Thou 
art wiſe after the judgement of thp people: in this point, thor: 
ſheweſt thy ſelf cruel, foz by thy oath thou art not bound to lap 
thu Son ; ſeeing it is truth, that all oaths made again good 
manners ought not to be holden, Fez to flay thy Won, it is a 
billainous caſe, and contrarp to honour, reaſon, pitp, cquity and 
juſtice, It is ſin againſt nature, againſt vertiie, and againſt all 
good manners. Theu thp oath is naught, and thon oughteſt to 
diſanul it: thou art King, and upon pain of death fozbiddeſt all 
people to do murther, oFhomicide.

After this 
conclufion, Veſca wꝛapped the Child as it ought to be, and de⸗ 
libered it a Damoſel being there pzeſent , with all things, 
and gabe her charge to bear it ſecreclp to Almachee and Milli- 
ſee, The good Damoſel euterpꝛized the laid charge and departed 
out of Creet with the Child in (afetp to the City of Oſon, which

Cibel and Veſca , all her pꝛoteedings, inſomuch that ſhee gave 
them great comfozt touching the Child. Then the two Ladies 
n deliberation tot an Abeſt which is a ptertong ſtone and bꝛap⸗ 
ed it to powder, and after they had mingled it with wine. in a 
cup of gold, dame Ueſca , bare it to Her Don Saturn, and ſhe a-

feat Here to thee, the heart tempered in wine: whirh J pzeſent 
to thee, to the end that thou do thy pleaſure, and be no moe in 
doubt bp thy Don to be put out of thu Realm, | 

When Saturn Heard che pitioug wozds of His mother, under 
Tanding the tidit:gs that ſhe ſhewed him, began to frown. and 
was greatly diſpleaſed, however drank the dzink, thinking that 
it Had been done as Hig mother Had given him to underſtand and 
after went in o His Chamboe, and there began to be exceeding 
melancholip: and atter that time fozward, he purpoſed and ſtrobe 
— abſtain himſelt rom paying his Wife the due debt of Par⸗

And to cagtent Her Hugband Saturn, when the 
was delivered ol rheſe two Thildzen, the (ent ta hita her gaugy- 
ter, which was called Galanta , and the djird in her tender pears, 
And thug of all theſe Generations Satu: n ſuppoleh that none 
had bern reſerved but Juno His Daughter, whom he went of- 
rentimes to biſit in Parchenie , where he leut it to be nouriſhed 


wich mann noble Mirgins of her age, and allo man ancient 


Gentlewomeu , to teach them Gentleneſle and bertue⸗ But of 
all them J will a while paſs ober, and alſo of Jupiter, Nep- 
cane, and Pluto. And now J will ſhew , How Dardanus put pig 
Bzether abe to death , foz cobetouſneſſe to raign in the City 
of Corinth: and how he de parted out ol Corimh, and how hee

Atlas of Libie ; named Electra. Thep reigne® together pioſpe⸗ 
roullꝑ, thep left after them two Dong, ane wag named Darda 
nus, and the other Jaſibs: Dome ſap, that Dardanus wag Set: 
to jupiter: hut Boccace ſuppeſed he was lawful Won of Corias 
thts , ag it agpeareth tn the fixt bo*k of the genealogie 2 —

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Tods) then Dard anus and Janus, after the death of their Fa: 
cher Coriathns , and their Pother Electra) would ſucced in 
che Realms, and iu no wiſe thep could accozjvn Thep were both

of their Had unjufflp undertakten this war, they acknow: 
"Tedged Heir faule, and went to the King Lycaon bearing bzan, 

cheg of Olive; in ignication of peace, and required him that he 
would condiſcend to accozd che peace of. both. Lycaon confider- 
ing that his pevple Had ag much loft as won, and that che battelg 

weve us, .accozped tos the Spiriens, by condition that then 
would deliver him one of their moſt noble men, ſuch ap he would 


demand, to be His ſerbant a ſpace of time. in token that they bad 


unrightfullp eugendzed this dfſcention.

joe Here is the Epirien that hath ſerved mee, which was cauſe 
al the eſchutng of the rutne and perdition of Epier. J ſaid peſters 
dap, J would deliver him this dan: take Him who win, J dil⸗ 
charge and quit mp hands of Him, and will have him no moze. 
All thep that were pzeſenr as well His ſervants as rangers, 
had great Hozrour, when thep Heard and underffood the wo:ds of 
King Lycaon: then Had great ſhame and furp to behold ſo 
Gamelul and abominable a wozk,and outragfonus fin : and were 
ſo tronbled, that the blood went from their faces, and then laid 
their bands be loze their eyes , as then that abhoxred to behoſhy 
the pooz Paxtpred Epirien.

be bozn, And the cerrivlenefe of the Tyrant Lycaon, is not ts 
be bettered, when it abid eth un puniſhed. ve ſee that the Pela⸗ 
gians make ſhe w that then de evil apaped with him: he muſt be 
puniſhed. J ſap as {oz mee, I wall neber hade pleaſure in my 
life, till J ſee Him reffratned of His Tpzonnn, © 

At which time che Epirie#s couretviity we great courage of 
Jupiter that was ſs noung, then thanked their Gods fo it, that 
then had bzought Him with them, aud ſaid to him, with one boice: 
Child, bleſted be the womb that bare thee, arid bleſſed be che 
Gods that foze-ſ@ing this injurp bour to us, Have fo inſpired- us, 
to bzing thee with us. We had not bee ſa hold, ag to habe tak: 
en ang vengeance- Thy wozds quirkned our ſpirits, which were 
dead and allæp, and had paſſed by the infamp of the Tpzant Ly- 
caon, Thy hardineſſe hath made us Hardp, chp valtantneſſe Harh 
made us ba liant, aud lovers of valtanty : and thy wiſdom Hath 
illuminated us. Jn this caſe , thou ſhalt bee tonducoz of this 
wozk, and tommander: and we will oben ther. 

Jupiter anſwered, Wozſhipfal Lozds,and firg , J am not wife 
enough to receibe che Honour that pe do mee, noz mu tender 
pears hall uot arcept it. Alwap by advice of tounſel as humbled 
under all cozrection, J wil ſap to pdu what ts expedient to bee 
done. Af pe find no man ſap better, then pou ball do bp iy 
counſel and adbice : pe (all take this pooz Epirien, in the ſame 
eſtate that he ig delivered to pot , and bear him unto the tom. 
mon place of this Citp : foz it is this dan Sabboth and Holp- 
day, the Pelagians being there tu great uumber, and multitude, 
palliug their time with divers planes and ſpots, Cen pe ſhall 
thew this pez dead man: fo: ft is ſaid, that th: King is not 
well belobed by hig own people fo2 his unmanly mog, and 
this 
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this treſpaſſe is paſſing ſoul : anon, as they ſhall kuow what he 
path done bp this toul wozk : pe wall ſe if then will take in 
this pleaſure o; diſpleaſure, Jt pleaſure, then it were in vain , 
and lol to.ſpeak thereo!, foz this pzeſent time aun moze , but 
we mult lek remedp, in our return ta Epire. Af then take diſ⸗ 
pleaſure, pe map plainlp diſcover pour courages, and call them 
to purge this trime that is (0 tin ſed, and J know, they hat 
lightlp intend to us: And foz the neu⸗amitn that ig between 
him and them, he ſhall not dominere n0z reigy ober them, by 
txraunp: Foz he is uot their natural Lezd: but he is the Don 
of Titan, bzother to Saturn. And ig not King bpelenion : bin 
bp foꝛce. 

All then that Heard Jupiter thus [peak , marbailed greatlp. 
and actorded co Hig counſel, that na man coucraried it. and fa 
then took the murdered Epirien, and bare him to the common 
plate and there thep ſhewed him openlp in eber mans ſight. 
When the Pelagians ſaw this dead man, of whom the gkin wag 
ſcozched, the fleſh roa ed, and the ſine we &zunken : aud that 
the bones appeared by the joputures: then aſſembled all abeut 
him in great number, and caſting their eveg upon him, chep had 
ſo great Hozrour , and abaſhment , that their hearts trembled, 
complaining each to other: and manp went away toz compaſ- 
ſion, and wept rrembling foz anger, and other took duff and 
taſt into the Air in ſign of ſozrow, cutting their cloaths , and 
ſaping lifting their Hands on high: O Gods al:nighty what peo- 
ple be theſe Epiriens - thep habe roaſted a maus body. aud haue 
bzought it befoze ue? What mean then - Are we eaters of mans 
fleſh - 02 bzing then it to us ti ſhew the cru. ltp of their courage , 
oz tome then to eat this dead man among us to fear ug withat, 

Jupiter there being awaiting. and lapiug his ears, and ſ&'ng 
wich his eyes the maner of the Pelagians, and their cauntenan⸗ 
ces, concerning that thep condiſcended in the tandem tion and 
enmitp of him that wzought this pitions wozk, when hee had 
heard their reaſous, he addzeſſed himſelf. among them, and la. d: 
O ve meu of Pclage, marv:}pou not of this unmanly and un⸗ 
natural wozk / haue pe not enough learned and known the tp- 
zanies of King Lycaon ? Yee hath murthered this man, —

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this man is the Epirien that was delivered to Him at che treaty © 
of peace with pou, fo2 to ſerve Him; Loe this is the reward that 

be hath done to Him, Ye hath turanized verp mach, and þach 
done Him evil foz good. O what great infamy is it ro pou, that 
the folk nnd people of every other Citp, Have Ratgning ober 
them Kings, noble and bertuous ; and they bee Crowned bp e- 
len ion foz their vertuons dds - pe be fav different from them, 
and of onother nature: A Tpzant is neut Ring, an unjuſt man, 
a ſinner wozthp of infamous death, confider under whoſe hand pe 
be, and how nigh pon find pour ſelves in maladp and peril of 
death. When the head aktth, al che other members ſuffer pain: 
then pe map not be whole and ſound, That ſhall wee now do, 
think pe, and totmſel pe us: we come to poi foz refuge, and to 
demand of poi how we eught to de and behave us againf one 
that is ſo foul a King as Lycaon: Tell us the verp truth: If pe 
ronfeſſe the truth, and that pe be lovers of reaſon, Jufice and of 
* : pe ſhall judge and condemn him, pe wal lap pour hay3g 
— in cozrection of Him , and ſo wall pee be ridde of his 

m * 1 
As the Pelagiens underffoed of Jupiter, that Lycan their 
King had commirted this viainoug crime, alſo that he had p:e- 
ſented to the Fpiricas the bodp of their friend ls dead, then being 
at table: then condemned his ſin, and murmured againſt dim 
ſaping : that thep would no moze be governed under che rod of 
fo perberſe and infamous a Tpzant , and ſaid to the Epiriens , 
that then would abide by them and ſfaud their friends, Wich 
cheſe wozds Jupiter put Himſelf among the Pelagicns, and admo- 
niſhed them to conſpire againſt their King. Mtteh which coaſpi- 
ration atteꝛded all then of the Citp. And the wozds of Jopitex 
were ſo agreeakle unte them: and his manaers, that they put in 
His hand the death and defrucion of their King Lycaon, to the 
end that he ſhould truſt and Have aTiance in them, thep ſent toz 
their arms and habiliments of war, and armed themſelves. Af. 
ter then allembled about Jupiter, and ſaid to him, that He ſheuld 
be their Captain and chekr conducey to atchieve this ſaid wozk, 
Jupiter being jonons of lo great an Honour and wozchip, ex⸗ 
tuled himſelf, But his excuſationg.rok no plate, the Epiricns 
and 
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and the Pclagians ozdained him head eber them, And ße being 
conffituted in his dignitp, ſet his people in oder, and after bid 
them to march toward the Palace, T3ep had not long goue on 
the wap: when then ſaw King Lycaon iſſued out of Hig Palace 
with a great companp of his friends al armed as chep that had 
ben advertiſed of the conſpiration made againſt Lycaon : and 
fearing that his enemies tame tv alſail Him, ta ſhew himſelf a 
man ot fierce courage, came agatiiſt them thinking pʒeſumptu⸗ 
ouſlp to Have ov:rcome them. And as then began to appꝛeat h 
then challenged each other to death without other counſel : Aud 
fronglp moved, making a battle marvaileus arpe. 

Lycaon having lead his people tn oꝛdes again jupiter. Then 
mingled chemſelves haffilp together with little rife of wozds: 
but with great amazement of ſtrokes. 

The &rife coft much, but molt eſpeciallp to Lycaon : fo; his 
people were lefſe in puiCCance then the men e Jupiter, whic 5 
were rong and of great enterpzize: ſo then fought and (mote 
upon the Pelegiens manp blows and caſt them down by fozce (# 
unmeaſurablp , that none was able to abide that wag befoze 
them, Among all other Jupiter did wonters: bp his well doing 
he put Lycaon, iu a paſſing great dilkreCe and wopance. And in 
this great annop, he purſued paſſing faſt, to run upon him. But 
when the falſe Tyzant ſaw him come, and laid dts frokes ſs 
mightily that al them that he caught were [ſmitten down to che 

earth, then his heart began to fail him, and went on the other 
ſide : and he had not long abiden there, when that Jupiter Jad o- 
berthzown the iens, and made them to li from the plate 
befoze him, like as if he Had been the thunder of tempel. 
Jn this manner, when Lycaon (aw his complices in ſuch ex- 
tremitp, he hid himſelf, not ag « King, hut a5 a pac man oat of 
tom lozt and hope, ſs deſolate ag he durff take none of his Com. 
plicies with him to help him awap, noz to camfozc Him. He fear: 
ed Jupitoc as death: ( (0 lying awap as is ſaid ) durff not en- 
ter his Palace, but iCued out of the City and went unts a great 
Foxreff, that was nigh, and from thence-fozth he was a thefe, 
and fo; this cauſe the Poets faju , that he was turned into 6 
Wolfe : that is te ſap, he lived 7 a wolf, of pꝛeyeg and robbe ·

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ties, Albeit to confirm his mutation, Leoncius rehearſetß, that 
Lycaon ſo fiping as is ſaid, fearing to be purſued of Jupiter, put 
Himſelf in a River oz a great Kale, and there ſaved Himſelf : 
where feeling that the water of that River had a ſingular pzo- 
pertie, that che men that pur theinſelbes into that water, ſhould 
be turned into wolbes ſoz the tearm of nine pears; and the nine 
pears expired it then would put themſelves in the water again, 
thep ſhhould re tober their frſt likenefſe. And ſs it might wen be 
done; foz Lycaon put Himſelf into the water, and wag trangfo:- 
med fo a Wolf by ſpace above ſatd, and lived of theft and pil- 
lage in the woods and fozreſts, waiting oft times hode the Pela- 
gians governed themſelves ; and in the end when he Had accom - 
pliſhed his penance, he returued into che Riber and toon again 
His mans fozme,and knowing tnt the Citꝑ ot Pelage might ne- 
ver be recovered, he returned po and werefied to his father Ti- 
tan, of whom J will ſap a little, and ſhall teu, how Jupiter be- 
gan to be amozous on Caliſto, Daughter of the ſaid Lycaon,

cer 
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ter of King Lycaon, named Cx iſto, which was bern fair, poung 
and freſh of toſour.

When Jupiter ſaw her 
lo diſcomfozted , he ſate Him down by her, and ſaid : Damoſel, 
comfozt pour ſelf, and ſpeak to me, and ceaſe nour weping.

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pelagie, a Wile noble-man named Jupiter, of whom Boccace ma⸗ 
keth mention in the firff book of the Genealogie of the Gods, 
which Jupiter was King of Attick, who ſozalmuth as he indu⸗ 
ted the people to honeſh Laws, and did firft ozdain and halew 
marriage: Befoze that time the Atticians married them not, 
but uſed wamen in tommeu, and ef this Jupiter came a daugh- 
ter named Diana, the which willing to abide in the ſtate of Uir- 
ginicy, made a Cloiſter in the Woods of Arcadie, where ſhe al⸗ 
ſembled many Uirgins that paſſed their time with huuting and 
chafing the wild beats. Foz to t un to our prirpoſe : this noble 
Airgin Diana, libed at the time of the ſubverſio:1 of che raign 
of Lycan. When Jupiter underffood of Califto , that ſhe would 
peild her (el6with che Uirgine, he (aid unts her: and how Da- 
moſel be pe {6 deſpared foz a little tribulation, that toucheth not 
pour perſon - Þe be poung and fair, among none of peu that ſo 
go inte Religion, map grow no lt uit of Childzen, Adviſe pou 
well, It were better that pe abode.ameng the people, that re- 
pleuich the wozld. Panp women and allo men, enter into Re- 
ligion in $þctr pouth, and repent them in their age. Six, ſaid 
Caliſto, tempt me no moze. Af there be anp gentlencfſe in pou, 
reteibe the pzaper and requeft of ſo deſolate, and infoztunat e 
a Gentlewoman, moze defiroug of che Health of mp ſoul, then of 
tempozal pleaſures, During theſe deviſes, Jupiter beheld with- 
out ceaſing this-Damoſels beauty: fozalmuch as ſhe would ge 
into Religion: when he had heard hex anſwers, and had lan 
How ſweetly he Had taken it, and would not be turned from her 
will: he ſaid to her, that her requeſf Would be accompliſhed. 
Then he called the Epiriens,and required them that then would 
be content to ſuffer this Wirgin.to enter into Religion. The E- 
piriens put the requef# in the will of Jupiter: and Jupiter p&@ld, 
ed (0 much,that ſhe was conduced into the Religion of Uirging. 
After he ſearchedall the Palace of King Lycaon, and made 
the Epiriens ſeize his riches : and there Jupiter abode a certain 
time with ſo great wozſhip, that the Pelsgiens and the Epiriens 
—— Crowned him to be their King : But he would ne- 
ber conſent thereto: ag he that tonſider ed his poung age, and 
the hariatieus of fozrune, and laid, that it availeth moze to a 
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man, and is to him moze (ure, ts be made King in Hig old age, 
then in his youth, foz the divers perils that map fall. Alwap 
He accopped, that he would be Captain cf the Realm, and was a 
man of greatJuſtice , Iwæt and courteoupg unte all manner of 
coplr, i 
, This was the firff coming up of this Noble Childe , When 
he had bought in ſubjeaton the Pelagiens, He burped the Epi- 
rien that Lycaon had murthered, and did his obſequie ſelemip, 
and after he did burn to aſtes the Pclagiens, that had been flain 
in the help of Lycaon, and after that he ſent woꝛd, aud did all 
theſe things to be known andſhewed to the Epiriens that were 
left at home in Epire, as to the King Meliſeus, whereof all the 
Epiriens and the King Meliſens gave thanks unts their Gods, 
Atter this, he gabe not His Heart and courage ſo much to attam⸗ 
pliſh theſe things, but that otherwhile He gave Himſelf to re- 
member and to think on the beautp that He had ſeen in the reli⸗ 
gious Caliſto, wherebp the ſparkleg of love enbironed ſtronglp 
his Heart, in ſuch wiſe that dap and night, he withed her in his 
arms, and repented him that he had confented that the went in⸗ 
to Religion. And ſo laboured in this manner, that His reſt in 
the night wag taken from Him, and He was not now Hig own 
man, lo encreaſed hip love and deſire to this Uirgin : and fo2 to 
ſee her, he made his paſtime to haunt the Woods, and tontinu⸗ 
ally to hunt the wilde Beaffs in che Fozreff with Dame Diana, 
where, bp foztune and adventure otherwhile he encountred and 
met the Paid Caliſto. And when he had once ſeen Her, that dap 
He wag ober joped. And if he (av Her not, her Had abundance of 
manp thoughts, that ran ffrangelp in his mind. J may not at all 
tarrp on this matter. Þe thought fill How he might rome te the 
grace of this religious Caliſto, and all thoughts reduced and 
bzought inte one, He concluded on a dap, that he would pur him 
in the habit of a Religious Woman, and go into the cloyſter of 
Dame Diana, and require te be received with the Airgins. 

This concluſton being ratified in Jupiter in divers dates, he 
did make his womans cloathing bp a ſecret wozkeman , which 
pzomiſed him to k&p his ſecrets. Wheu his loathing was made 
be aſſembled the Epi iens, ” an ebening, and topk his leave — 
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them foz rertain time, lapiug: that be would go alone, to do 

certain ſcert things. The Epiriens were all difmaped and ve: io 
ſolate; when thep heard the intention of Jupiter: and pzaped to 
the Gods fHat then would conduc him in his journey requiring 
Him inffantlp , that hee would return Yoztly again ta them. 
Which he pzomiſed he would: and then he withdzew him'tuco 
His Chamber, and cok the ſieves of the great Gate, and on the 
mozrow betimes, when He was arraped and dzeſſed in the ve: 
ffure and cloathing of a Paid, he departed from thence alone, 
and entred into the Wood, and came to the habitation of the 
Religious Paideng. Jupiter had pet no bear, but was tair co- 
loured in vfſage, When he came unto the Clopfer, hee knocked 
at the Gate, and then came unto him a paſſing a fait paidnam- 
ex Athalanta, that after was Wife unto the King Meleager 
of Achay. And the demanded of Him, what he wonld⸗ Jupiter an 
ſwered : noble Uirgin, J am a pooz 'womati, of a noble houſe ; 
J Have abawed to the Gody mp Uirginitn: pꝛau pon peſent 
me unto the Lady of this place , to the end that J might ſerve 
the Godg, aud he of the number of the other Uirgins, And il it 
pleaſe the Gods . J wil deſerve it at pour Hands, Achalanta , 
moved with compaſſion to the Paid, accozded him his requeſt, 
and pꝛelented him to Dame Diana, Jupiter ſpeak all ſv Iweœt⸗ 
in anddemuerlp, and made ſo humble and femunne manners , 
that he .ſ&med to be a Paid. Diana beheld him woll, and ſaid: 
that ſhe had neber lern ſo fatr a Paid, oz ſo great: aud then 
welcomed him, and received him. Then Jupicer thanked Dame 
Diana faz Her grace, and Athalanff of her tourteſie, and Had god 
hope in his enterpzize > when. He ſaw Himſelf fo ſoon received 
without knowing. Then Jupiter began to learn to ſpinne,and to 
dk in „and to do the exerciſes of Paiseus. And it became 
Him as wel as if he Had been a Paid. Be was humble and of 
lolitarn toberſation: he labzured with his hands, with his en eg, 
and his heart: with his Hands He made cozpozal wazks, and with 
- His-epes be beheld [ecreclp the heatitꝑ of Caliſto, and with Hig 
wo » imagi ding how and bp what meanp Pee might beguile 

Caliſto. 

Pis heart was alway fearful: lometimes He was moved with 
great 
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great heabineſe, and orherwhile in tomlozt, and hope to ſped 
well and pet knew not what to ſaꝝ oz do, tozagmuch. as ſhame 
were moze in him then Hardineſſe, He was long in this pain 
moze doubeful then bold. But in the end he adventured Himſeif

and have abomination of thy ſhame, Foz this cauſe ir is of fozce 

that thou depart out of this houſe : thou ſhalt be no longer their 

fellow. Thou haft made thp (elf wozthp to depart, bp the bzeak- 
ing and loſing of tha Uirginitp. Take thine arrap, go thy wap 

into ſame place, where thou mapeſt be delivered of the fruit that 

reffeth in the, fo: thau alt be no longer here within. 

When Califto heard the Goddelle Diana, and knew that ſhee 
ſaid truth, great tears fell from her res, and weping in great 
abundance, excuſed her upon Jupiter, rehearſing the abuſe and 
biolence that ihe had. Diana and the Paideng had great marvel 
of Jupiter that Had them ſo deceived. Ca iſto crped her mer⸗ 
cy, and naup times offered her ſeli to the cozrecion of the Pat: 
dens. Notwithtanding, ſhe was held excuſed, thep received her 
not to mercy. She wag condemned to go out of the Clopfker, and 
ſo much went the matter fozth, that the poz Religious woman 
departed from thence ſs aſhamed, that ſhe would not go to ann 
Town, City, oz Pouſe : but ina dep Cave that ſhe Had ſen 
afozetime in the Mod. And fir ſhe made her pzovikion of herbs 
and roots, fozalmuch as the winter was coming. After ſhe en⸗ 
tred into the Cave, as the Bear Holdeth him in his Den, where 
foze the Ar chadians fained that ſhe was turned inte a Bear, And 
it is not to be fozgotten, that during the time, ſhe wag deliver- 
ed of a Don, which che named Archas, The Child was great 
and huge of members. Caliſto nouriſhed Him among the wild 
beaſts, with roots, fruits, and Herbg, and of the pzoper meats 
and pzepes that the cruel and terrible beaſts lived with, and 
there was no beaſt chat did him ann harme And he was ſo true! 
and fler te, that at the age of ſeven pears, His mother angred o: 
tronbled him on a dap, he lifted up himſe!f , againf ber, and 

would Have flain Her. Inſomuch that Caliſto wag conffraſned 
to lle be oʒe him bu the _— and to iſſue out of the wood, and

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Archas purſued Caliſto Hig mot r, until he came within the 


Citp, and ſo foxth entred after her into the Palace, and held in 
his Hands two great raund ſfoncs: when Caliitoentred into rhe 
Palace , ſhe met with Jupiter whom thee knew : and kneeied 
down on the earth befoze Him, required Him in a troubled ſpirit, 
that he would do her juice on her Jon that would ſlap her. Ja- 


piter that nothing knew Caliſto fezaſmurh as ſbe was ii cloath: 
ed and Half wild and ſavage, beheld che Child, and made him ve 


taken, and after he demanded of Caliſto what ſhe wag-Sir (ſaid 
ſhe) Jam Cal iſto, that ſoz thp ſin was long ſince baniſhed out of 
my Religion. J have Had this Child of thy ſæd, ſuch as thou ſie: 
eff, this is thp Son: J Habe nouriſhed him leben pears in the 
F-2eff among wild beaſfs.

heard theſe woꝛds of Caliſto, He was glad, foz it was ſaid, that

His mother, and cauſed Him to be tloathed and retained htm in 
His Palace, And thencefozth the lame Archas governed Himſelf K

\ \ 7 en poung Archas was Crowned Ring of Pelage Hee i 
named the Citp Ar-hadia after His name, King Saturn 
was lo puiſſant, That to amplifie and increaſe the ſplendour of 


his nativity, he named Himſelf Saturn , Sonne of Beaben and 
Earth. But then as he began to ſtudie How, and by what man; 
ner he might exalt the ſplendour of His felicitp, by dibine mp: 
ſeries, Foztune turned her back to Him. And as there is no- 
thing in the earth that map abide andendure : lo it Happened 
that Titan was certified,that Queen Cibel had dibers men cHil: 
dzen that ſhe did cauſe to be kept ſecretlp,and thereby had ſaved 


their 
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their lives Boccace that reconnceth this Þifozp , in the fourth 
bok ot the Genealogies of the Gods, laich not by what means 
Titan knew this thing alwap, either bu [aſpition oz by enbp, 
that he Had of the glozy of Saturn his Bꝛother, oz bp ſecret ad: 
bertiſemenc. Ander this colour be determined in his courage, 
to aſſail Saturn by arms, and foz chis cauſe he did aſſemble all 
his Sont, and required them, that then would Help him to ger 
the Land of Greer, ſapiug that he would make war againſt Sa- 
turn his Byother ; and that bp right and juſt title hee Had good 
cauſe, foz that He Had not put to death divers men Childzen that 
his wife Cibel had conceived of his ſerd, like as he had pzomiled, 
an) ſworn, 

The Childzen of Titan, th? one was Lycaon,that at this time 
was no longer a wolt , naz King of Archadia, another had to 
name Tiphon, anv was King vi Sycile and of Cypres, the third 
was call d Briarius, and was King of Nericos , the fourth was 
named, Cen, ind was Bing of the Ide of Cya, the fift was na- 
med Egeon,, Auig of the Sea | gee, and of the Alle deſart, and 
the xt was named Epir'on , King of Plipheres, Wheu then 
had heard the will oi thctr Father that Had purveped them an 
theſe Realms that ye pad conquered after his departing out of 
Creet, thep deſiring to pleaſe him, and robeting ths.recoverauce 
of thcir anciene heritage that were then of great reuown, aid 
to him as bp one vente, that then were readp to accampliſh hig 
good pleaſure, and to go fats Creer with armed hand, and ware 
that they ſhould tonſtrain Saturn to (@k His Song, and perſetute 
them wich bis band to death. 

The old 1ican had in his Heart great jon, when He beheld 
the great tourages of his Sons. And they pzomiled and ware 
together, that then all ſhould emplop themſelves to the retover⸗ 
ance of their Yeritages, After which Communication, then ga⸗ 
thered them together at the Pozt of Sicil, and ſent unto their 
Lowhips to aſſemble men af Arms : Thep went and made ſuch 
dilig ute and ſo exploited, that there were aſſembled great oze 
of armour and hardeneſſe,aud much people at the ſaid Pozt. And 
when the dap was come then ſo defired,chep departed trom $icil 
with a great Yoſt, and a wen „that in few days thep ſailed 
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unto Creet, at the Pozt arribed, and twok Land. And then en⸗ 
tring fiercelp into the Land, thep deſtroyed all befoze them ſo 


cruefly, and continued iu their war lo mogtally, that then tame 0 


unto the City of Creet, where King Saturn dweled and wag 
reſident : and then Saturn was advertiſed of their coming and 
deſtent. And Titan that might no further paſſe without a battle 
oz aſſaulr, ſent to Saturn a Letter whereof the tenoz followerh, 


O Satarn glutted with worldly honeur, and covtteus of glory, if

for as much as thou art occupier of the Segniory that by rig 

belongeth to mee, Titas thy Lord and elder brother: furthermore, 
becauſe thou art falſly purjured , for thy wife hath divers men- 
children that thou haſt not put to death, in likewife as thou 
wert bound: know that I am come to take poſſeſſion of thy King- 


dome, not appartaining to thee , but to mee. Wherefore Come hi 
a ſubmit thy ſelfe to grace, or elſe make thee ſure 
of thy perſon, for if it be poſſible for mee, I will come and have 


to mercy, an 


fatisfaRtion of thee, 


When Saturn Had read this Letter, as a man alt amazed 


ſent foz his Wife Cibe! and tok her apart, and adjured her co 
fap the truth, and tel him what ſhe had done with His Childzen. 


The poz Ladp changed colour,and ſatd - Sir,thou knowet# that 


Jam a woman, the heart of a woman natural doth wozks of 
pity. Had not J ben in nature an abominable monſter , if J 


ould have deboured with mp hand the Childzen of mp womb - 4 


Where is that mother that will murther Her Childzen - Þp 
hand wag never man-ſlaper, noz neber (hall be, J Habe erred 
againf ths Commandment, in the fabour of nature, and ſince 


it muff needs be ſo, IJ had rather to bee murthered then a mur ⸗ 
therer, and to be named pitions, then cruel, foz murther ig cru⸗ 
elty appertaining to unreſonable beaffs, and to Tpzants : and © 
pity it is naturalꝝ appartainiug to a woman. And therefoze J 


confefſe to have bozn thzee Pong conceived of thy ſæd, which J

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Saturn hearing theſe wozds of his Mike, was lo atkoniſhed⸗ 

that he aſſembled all the wiſe men of his City, and ſald to them: 
Py hzetheren and friends, what ts beit to bee done ⸗Tican mp 
Bꝛother hath begun war in this Realm: mp Wife Hath con- 
felled, that ſhe Hath received of mee thz@ Sons, which the Hath 
nouriſhed in a ſtrange kind, under the colour that J ſhould not 
flap them. Titan aſſaileth me. What ſhall we do ⸗ Sir, (an- 
ſwered the Wiſe men) where anp thing is exalted bp ober 
great pzeſumption, there muſt be policy to tondua wilelp, and 
to withfand it. Thou haſt a ſtrong Citp,aud mann people, thou 
art wiſe to govern them: put thp ſelf in arms, and take no re- 
gard to the quarrels of Titan, A man is not wozthp to be a King 
without bertue aud gentle manners. Creet was neber a Realm 
but now: Titan Hath been in all His life incline co vices , in 
which purpoſe he ſ&keth to come to thy Crown. It he extol him⸗ 
ſelf thou muff de baſe him. This is the remedp , help thu elf, 
and we ſhall Help thee, Me that flveth , cauſeth his enemies to 
chaſe him. Thus now it map not bee eſchewed , hut we muſt 
wit hit and and aſſult our enemies, and that couragionflp, Foz 
what a man map do this dan, let Him not put it ober till co moz- 
row. 
Arm ther then well and ſurelp, and aſſail from the City thine 
enemies. It thou ſo do, thou ſhe weſt thy courage to be adbanced 
greatlp, and not lightly to be obercome bp am and ſo thou maps 
eſt abate ſomewhat their pzide and pzeſumptcton, If thou be⸗ 
habe thp ſelf otherwiſe, and let them take their reſt, that hall 
be matter and cauſe to encourage chem: upon which thep will 
ware pzoud, hoping ts come to their purpoſe, which ſhall bee to 
ther moze Harming then abaileable : Foz courage and Hope of: 
tentimes, (men lap) make men to attain to become Conque⸗ 
tous, great aud high. Notwithfanding, thou art King : and thy 
will muſt be accompliſhed and fulfilled, 

Saturn anſwered, Bzethzen and friends : it were great ſhame 
to us and our Citp, if we ſuffer it to be diſſipate and deffroped, 
It is of fozce and berp neteſſarp that the war be begun and laid 
open, that everp mau diſpoſe Himſelf to ſabe His wozthip, Titan 


allaileth mine Honour, Since it mult be, that of this matter the 
33 arma 
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arms and war mut be judges, we wil arm us in this inſtant, 
and purſue the entertainment of the right god adventure of _ 
Fozeune that ſhall come unto us. And mp heart telleth me, that 
as ſon as our enemies be entred inte this Land, we ſhall make 
them iſſue out-again. With this anſwer all che wiſe and noble⸗ 
men of Crect twk great pleaſure. 


Then Saturn gave the anſwer to the Peſſenger of Titan; 


and ſaid unto Him: that if Titan returned nat within two hourg, © 
de would come and cake the battel againſt him. With thie an» 
wer the pelſenger returned to Titan, and told him the inten: 
tion of Saturn, Titan ſwoze He would never recurn back, til He 
Had abidden the battel, Saturn was a man of great valour, and 
High ſpiric. When the Pelenger of Titan wag departed), pee 
made found an Alarm to Arms, at which lound both poung and 
old armed themſelves,aud made them readp. Aud in ſhozt time 
they were reabp at the point: and when Saturn ſaw that his ene⸗ 
mies made no appearance to move, he went an? aſcended into 
bis Chartot (foz in this time che Kings went ta bactel in Cha⸗ 
riots. ) after he iſſued out of this Citu, and ranged his people 
about Him, and cauſed them to march againt his bꝛother Titan. 
As ſoon as the Titanoys ſaw the Saturniens come, thep were 
right glad and made themſelbes the greate!t chert of the woꝛld, 
and moved themſelves jopouſly againſt them: and with a great 
crp , then Had great Sh&elds of Tres , Paces and Polaxes , 
Guiſarms of range faſhions, andrhep were aff on loot extept 
Titan, and his Dons, which as Kings had then Curres and Cpa⸗ 
riots, tn which they were bzought and carried, not by the fozce 
of Hozſe , but bp the puiſſance of nn. The Archers of King 
Saturn began to ſhet , and made the Titanoys to tap and and 
as long as their ſhot dured, and lle m manp of chem. When the 
ſhot fatled, the Tyranoys, that Had great ſozrow to bee ſo ſerved 
of the Sacurniens, ozdered themſelves again, and ſwoze the one 
to the other, that thep would be avenged, and came tozth and 
fought hand to hand: in which they beffirred themſelves ſo ea⸗ 
gerip , that fo: che nopſe and dinne that their Axes and Guil⸗ 
arms made upon their ſhie lda, it ſæmed as ic had ben thunder. 
Ac the encountring the battle was hot: Lycaon, Egeon, — 1 
| Tiphon, 
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Tiphon, Encheladus, were in the firſt front: Caon and Tiphon, 
at the beginning maintained themletbes valzantlp, and con⸗ 
duced their folk all within the battle bp the rigeur of their 
ffrokes , inſomuch chat whom thep met of the Saturi e:, then 
beat down. Bu their well doing then were knowu and douhcets 
of their enemies, inſomuch that Ssturn mabe his Chariot ca bee 
lead out of the wap, lo the great bʒuit and nople that chrp made 
about him. There was great cffulian of blood , log che Titanoys 
did what thep tould to habe endured in thetz bzuit ud cr: bur 
the Saturvics with Saturn labemed to abait and leap tt, und 
ſo the coming of Saturn was cauſe of pioweſſe uvam ue, 
and of many ſlain , and thep 14tozced one another ſo buſſly to 
their wozk, that the moſt part of the dap they tongue ther 
none mtght glozn of vicozp , noz bee croubled toy diicomfcure; 
But in the end, when the Tytazoys ſaw tHe un geeſine, as ue⸗ 
ing cobetoug of glozy and wong, at one cry char Tirana nde 
upon Saturn, Lycaon and Egeon , with my np other, enciolcy 2- 
bout him, (He being from his companp, hie Tpariot aßen bp 
foxce of Pol-axes) and gave him mann wounds: and ua then 
telt him, Ano that which is wozſe , then were ſo diſcourage , 
when then underf&d that Saturn roas taken, that then ou che 
bigour and frength of their hearts, and the might vf geir 
arms and turned their backs and fled al out of oder lo tha ve 
Titanoys entred with them into the Citp, and tok it, withon e 
any reſiſfance, beating down the people with great murt her or 
men, women and Childzen. 

At this time men might ſee the Ladies and Patrone of 
Creet,take the duſt, and calf it into the air, and run un aud own 
the ſtreets taſting away their attpze , and their little Childzen 
crying alter them. The wiſe men of che Town ſemed ur of 
their wits , and the City was ſs troubled, that the e could nc 
be moze. Among all other, Cibel, Veſca, and Ceres, made great 
ſozrow without ceaſing: foz 1 itan, that neber lobed them. came 
then into the Palace, aud put in Pꝛiſon <aturn and his wite,aud 
ſwoze then ſhould neuer depart th. nce, t il ihep Had put to death 
all their Hons that were come of them. And furthermoze, 1i- 


tan did cauſe Himſelf to be Crowned King of Cregc, Do avaticy 
not 
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not the infinite pzapers and oziſons that Dame Veſca made to 
Titan, in the compaſſion of Her Son Saturn, and of Cibel , fg, 
their deliverance, noz the fair ſpeaking of Ceres, nez the tearg 
were of no value. The mozs pzapers then made uuto Titan, the 
moze then found him cruel, and hard hearted. Ve did execute 
and put to death all them that held 02 were appertaiuing to che 
partp of King Saturn, and by the ſpace of four dates, vexed and 
troubled Creet in robbing and wedding the blood of rhe Citt⸗ 
zens, and he perſecuted not only che men, but alſo women and 
rhildzen, and took their goodg,and parted among them that held 
on his party : when Veſca ſaw all thoſe things happen in the 
Citp, and that her Sen Titan goberned him lo malictoully and 
alwap wo:ſe and wozſe, without aup compaſſion on the people, 
the came to the pziſon where Saturn and Cibel were, and ſaid 
to them with a mouth vopding dolozous lights. Alas mp childꝛen 
what will ne do » What wall become of pou - How ſyall pee be 
ſaved - The Land of Creet is not onlp dzowned by the tears 
and weeping of pour beſt friends, but with chetr blod, and with 
the blood of their wives and childzen. And the heart of Titan 1g 
ſo tirrible Hard and obdurate, that pe ſhall due here in milera⸗ 
ble grief, 0z pou! muſt put pour Sons to death. Since it is ſs, it 
is better that then be put to death. and that pe lend to ſeek chem, 
When foz pour life itz none other remedp. 

The anger of Cibel was ſharp , to hear theſe ſozrowſul tp: 
dings inſomuch that her heart bailed, ſo ag Saturn and her mo⸗ 
ther thought ſhe would habe dped, When ſhe was come again ta 
her ſeif, ſhe crped, andſaid, a mp Pother, what ſap pe to ws - 
ave we lo great griefe to kp our childzen,and that we ſhould 
this hour abandon them to death - Shall I ule treaſon to mp 
Childzen that begin to flouriſh in mot clear fame - That ſhall 
never be (if it pleaſe the Gods ) J had rather due. Jupiter mp 
Son hath a great name, and hath won the love of the Pelagiens 
and of the Epirens : all the wozld pzaiſeth him, and holdech 
bim one of the valtanteſt men in the wozld, he is mp Sen, 4 
hall ſend to him, and let him Have knowledge of rhe miſery that

of Cibel,at the nopſe whereqf they begau to rejopce,foz then had 
a good hape that Jupiter would obtain the vinozp agatift Titan, 
This hour Veſca went up upon a High Tower , that he might 
ſæ iuto the field, and there the ſaw the barrel, Then Held Jupi- 
ter hit Sword in one hand, and his Shield in the other, and 
wifh ue Sword he [mote into the thickeſt of his enemieg: and 
with his Shield he ſaved Himſelf from their ſtroneg. And with 
oue troke of His @wozd he debided the bobp of Enceladus, one 
of the Hong of Titan, and ca him on the ground at the feet of 
the 7iranoys, Jupiter aſſailed them ſharpelp, and one crped lap, 
flap, but he that ſo crped was lain bu che hands of jupiter, that 
deſfroped his adverſaries. Ye wos ſfrong and poung.and of high 
enterpuze.

fiercenefſe'of Lycaon that Jupiter Had loug time in hatred, foz:

in pore, bp the help of the Epir?Ens, and with the @wozd that 
he ſmote off his arm, he parted the life from the bodp of Titan, 
by a moztal roke chat he gave to his heart: and then bent he 
bis endeabout co perſetute Lycaon and Egeon , that Had given 
ta him mann ffrokes, and he ſmote with his Swozd upon the 
bead of Lycaon, whereat Egeon led, and ſaved him trom the 
Skirmiſh : in which okirmiſh the Titanoys ſo unmeſurably had 
the wozff, that all were put to flight in the fields: oye of che 
Sons of Titan named Tiphon, ſ&ing the diſcomfiture, came un:

hen da Jupner had done the obſequirs of the Ti- 
tanoys , tpdings tame td Npiter that Apollo King of Paphos

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tanoys, This ſaid Apollo had made alliances with Saturn, ang 
was Don of Iupiter of A:tick. When Iupiter and Jaturn Heard 
theſe tudings, Sa urn required lupiter that He wonld take ven: 
geance on Apollo chat was his allie, and that hee would deſtron 
big enemies. At the re queſt of Saturn He enterp2ized the warre, 
and in halt went and beſieged the City gf Paphos. and took it 
with aſſault , and put ta Dwozd all the Fugitiveg that he could 
find: and mozeober, he ſpoiltd Apolſo ot al His riches , and of 
big Lozdſhips, leaving Him ſo nakedlp, that he departed from 
Paphos, not as a King, but as a pos} beggar : and Faztu ie was 
to hin lo contrarp.that he was conffrained to keep the Shep ot 
King Admetus of Theſſaly, Jn this place ſome men ſap, that 
in the time that Lapicer began to mount in His Reign and co 
embzace Honour, Eſculapius Son of Apollo, which was expert 
in Medicine, and ſearching on a dap his adbentures, as He went 
by a wood ſide he ſaw from far, where an Heardlman with Hig 
lutle gozn , fought againſt a Baſllig&, that of Hig nature flew 
the people onely. with his ſight, When Eſculapius ſaw this, he 
grtailu marbelled, he Had not long abidden, but that the Heardſ⸗ 
man had obercoine the Baſiligk, and tonſtrained him to with- 
dꝛaw him upon a Rock that was there hard by · Eſculapius was 
amazed with this thing, ſo that He knew nat what to ſap: ſoz he 
thought it was impoſſible foz any man to overcome ſo moꝛtal a 
Beaſt. Chen the Baſilighk was with dꝛawn upon the Rock, E(- 
culapius went haſtilp unto the Heardſman, and finding that he 
had on Hig head a Chaplet 02 Garland made of divers hearbg 
and towers, he judged incontinently, that in this foxeſaid Gar⸗ 
land roas an herb of ſuch bertue that kept him from death, and 
alſo from the ſubtil venome of the Baſilizk, Then He entreated 
ſo, that the Heardlman oz Shepheard, gave him his Chaplet 
02 Garland, as ignorant of the vertne thereof : and then, the 
ſaid Beard'm3n went again to aſſatl the Baſilisk: and ſuddenln 
with one pꝛoper light ol His excs, the pooz Shepheard fell dead 
t3 the earth. 

Eſculap us was then welt aſſured, that He Had well thoue ht 
that in the Chaplet vas an he arb that \nficed co withſtand a⸗ 


agiut the malicious intoxitatton of the benemous cpes of 
| Bealks:; 
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Bealfs ; and with the ſaid Chaplet He went to the Rock, and 
fought agaiult che Waſiligk chat he flew Him. When he Had thug 
done, he went vuts the Peardlman, and having picy on Him rok 
all the hear bs one aſter another.w;ereo! the Chaplet was made, 
and put them ſeveralip each by Himſelf in his month. and atlaf 
He teuched the leabeg of the vertuous herb, and bziiſed it in 
His mouth, ſo putting it in the dead mans mouth, ſudde::1y He 
roſe from death to lite. O marvePFoug vertue of an hearb: men 
read that by the ſame hear b, Hyppolitus (which came unto Hig 
death by the means of his ſfepmoth*r, ho accuſed Him falſelp) 
afterward was raiſed to lite again, and after he had been long 
dead and dzawn thzough buſhes, hedges mountains and chozmg, 
when his bodp was found, and they that lound him lu id him in 
a Pedow upon a plac of bunker unto the hrarb whereof wag 
ſpoken befoʒe, bn the bertue of the ſame his wounds was healed, 
and his life was given and p&lded to him again. 

- When Eſculapius Had raiſed the Yeardſman oz Shepheard ; 
He took the Hearb and the Ballligkt, and bear them unto the City 
of Paphos, telling his adbenture, and from thenrefozrh He raiſed 
mon from death to life, bp bertue of the hrarb. And foz this 
cauſe He got him ſo High a name, that Iupiter was diſpleaſed at 
bis glozy , and flew bim: whereof his Father Apollo took ſo 
great ſozrow to himſelt, that He entcrp2ized the warre againſt 
Iupiter, but Iupiter overcamehim, and tonſfrained Him to (ach 
an mik That to Hide His name, He went and ſerved King 
Admetus of Theſſaly. And thus when lupiter had vangquiched 
Apollo, he returned unts Creet with great glc2y,and found there 
Neptaze and Pluto his Bzethzen, and Iuns His ſiſter. This lu- 
no was the moſt beautiful woman and faireſf Paid tu all the 
Countrp. After the returu of lupiter the converſed with him a 
certain ſpace of time, albeit thep diſcovered not their minds at 
this time. And in pꝛoteſle of time I no returned into Parthenie, 
with the other Uirgins which ſhe had been nouriched with, and 
abode in manp thoughts and defi: cz: and made never other 
prapers unto the Goi g, but that they oueln would give her grace 
to be wife unto Her bzother. Aud it is uot ts be fozgotten , that 

as the was ffronglp ſet in love with her Bzother Iupiter, as 
much 
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much oz moe was Jupiter in love with Her, Foz to her one ln 
(after that be had ſent Home all his min of war into their own 
Countries, and that he had cfabliſhed His Father Saturn in His 
Seigniozitp , and Lozdſhip ) under the colour of Devotion He 
went oftentimes into the Citp of Parthenie, and to pleaſure to 
be with her.

How Jop/ter with great Joy ꝓouſed his Siſter lune. And how 
King Stars began War againſt Japiter his ſon, 


Nd as Jupiter wag buſie ta ſolicite the Uirgin Juno in 
Partheny, to habe che better occaſionto abide there, He 
butideda Temple and dedicated it ta Hig mother Cibel, and did 
make an Jmage oz Statue of a woman in Nopal attpze, that 
meat to many ſmall Images of little Childzen , in re- 
membzance that the had ſaved the life of her Childzen, And when 
this Temple was perſeaed and made unto the Dedication , Sa- 
turn and Cibel tame th with all the Nobles of che Coun- 
trp,and made a great ſolemuitp,that dured fift&en dates in great 
gladneſſe. And at this great feaſt and merriment failed not Ju- 
piter and Iuno, foz about the end of this ſolemnity , the Nodes 
of the Country treated their marxiage, aud the Pꝛieſts of the 
Temple of Cibel aſſured and betrothed them together. Jn the 
ſame Temple their Spouſals were made and celebzated with 
great glozp, not poſſible to be rehearſed, And Iupiter and Iuno 
lap together, and engendzed a Daughter, that then named Phe- 
be. The Partheniens foz memozpot this marriage, founded a 
Temple, wherein then ſet the Image of luno. And after Iu- 
piter married luno, then made in that Temple an Anniberſarp 
Peaft , which was Held in manner of a wedding. Alfter thele 
chings, Saturn returned into Creet, and Pluto inta a part of 
1heflaly , where he founded the Cirn of Hell, whereof Gall be 
ſpoken in the ſecond book , and Neptune returned into Athens, 
where the Artheniens made Him Ring, as well ſo Hig bertueg as 
that he was Mon of Saturn, at that time the molt renowned 


King of the woald, | 
2 In 
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In thoſe daies, when Siturn ſaw himſelf quit of Titan, an?! 
that be law his thildzen mornnt from löw places to Raign in 
High Chairs, all pig (ozrows vaniſhed awap, and then began the 
clearneſſe of his Ralgu to be peaceable : all dotivts, aud dzeads 
were put awap: Ye Had of goods of Foztune as much as he 
would: None was ſo hardp that durſt conſpire againſt his do- 
minton : he found himſelf in peace generalip. And it is to be ga- 
thered out of the Raigns of this time, that he was in {6 great 
peace and trangilitp, that he might Have finiſhed and ended hig 
daies in the ſame, if Himſelf bad not ſought to begin and thzea- 
ten war: foz he had Jupiter his Von unto help, at that time 
the moſt vnliaut in arms that was in all the word. And when 
Ring Saturn ſats himſelf thus in peace, it came te his mind, that 
Apollo Pzognofficated, that this Jupiter ſhould put Him out of 
his Reaka , ſuddenlp there began to ingender in him a 
moztal hate againſt lupicer that Had doue Pim ſo manp good 
d#ds. And ſ&ing every man held him in lobe , and was buſie to 
pleaſe him, He was the moze incerifed; and gave tredante unto 
this curſe Pꝛognoſtication: and he returned imto his ancient 
— and fantacies, in ſuch wiſe that he made them appear 
out Crd, F 
When then of Creet ſaw Saturn ſo troubled, Hig ſocret coun» 
(cl endeavoured to comfozt him: but it Helped noaght, foz they 
could not get from his mouth the cauſe of his melanchollp , til 
He had determined chat he would perſetute His won Iupiter. And 
then he did oſemble His Pꝛintes and Counſellers , and ſaid to 
them: J charge and adjure pou all; bp'thenames of all our 
Gods, that pe adbiſe m what ſhall, oz ought a King:do with a 
man that he doubteth, bu a divine anſwer chat Hath ben ſaid to 
bim, that this man Gall put him out of his Raign and King: 
dome, When thep of Creet Had underſtood the charge and adju, 
ration of the Ring, then appointed one, to give this anſwer, 
Sir, the Counſel knoweth that pe had anſwer ot pour God, that 
pe Had engendzed a Don that ſhould put pou ont of pour Realm, 
and that dame Cibel was then engendzed of lupiter : the Coun- 
fel pzapeth pou that pe will conſider, how pe were depzibed of 
xour Crown and had loſt it, and he delivered nou, and quir pou el 
pour 
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pour enemies. I the cauſe of pour charge and adjuration touc® 
not this matter, the Counſel is of opinion, that if the King have 
puiCance and might ober Him that he doubteth, and that he have 
cauſe evident, he ought to make Him ſure from that man , and 
{r& from dangers. 

Said Saturn, the adbite of the Counſel is reaſonable enough : 
fozaſmuch as J muſt declare to pou, what J mean: J am the 
King that 3 ſpeake of, aud the man that J doubt, is Jupiter, mp 
Son: him J fear and dzead much moze then death, inſomuch 
that J map uot endure, noz take reſt foz him: Foz leping J 
dzeam that he arileth againſt mer, and aſſatleth mee in arms, 
with a great multitude of Arcadiens and Epiriens , and reffeth 
conquerous and viaoʒious over me: and waking, J babe alway 
mine ears open to hearken, if he be about to come on me with 
men of arms: and thug J can habe no reſt, J am a man loſt. 

This conſidered : J will that He be dead: and J cake the blame 

and ſin upon me. And, J will that pe know that J am pour R. 

and that pe to me owe obepſance, foz that I command pou upon 

pain of death, that there be not oae man that ig ſo þardp to gain- 
ſap any thing coutrarp to mp will, that each ot pon be to-moz- 

row ſound readp in arms befoze this Palace, 


CHAP, XIV, 
How they of Creet, when they heard the commandment of Satarn 
were ſore troubled ; and how he gathered his forces againtt 
Jupiter his Son, 


Hen thep of Creet Had Heard the reſolution of Saturn, 

then were greatly aſhamed : and he was a terrible man 
to offend : and they knew that wzongfullp He willed the death 
of his Son 1:1pitcr, that had reſtezed Him to His Lozdſhip : Þa- 
np there were that went into another Kingdome, becauſe thep 
would not be with the Father againſt the deu, noz with the 
Son againl? the Father, But there was no man that dur be 
ſo hardy to reply again Saturn noz ſap that he did evil, foz the 
dzeaded moze his ire, then tooffend juffice, After the commaud- 
dement of Saturn, each man. withdzew him to his houſe;, full — 
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grief and ſozrow in heart. And there was not one man, but had 
big face charged with grief and Heabinefſe, 

The dap then dꝛew pat: and on the mezn, Saturn Armed 
Himſelf and ſounded Trumpets to arms, Thep of Creet aroſe 
this mozning, and manp there were of them that knew rhe in: 
tention of Saturn: And alſo there were many that marvetied 
of that, what the King would do, and could find no reaſon where: 
foze he made this Army : Fox all Creet was in peace , and all 
the Titanoys were diſpirſed, and put mito deſtrualon foz ever, 
Among all other, Cibel knew not what to think: D#iag that 
Saturn ſent not foz Iupiter, the demanded of him oltentimeg 
ther He would go, and foz what reafon He took not lupicer 

him in hig companp-Iupicer wag at that time in Partheaie 
with 


wife Iuno. 

ben Saturn Had heard the demand of his wife Cibel, al his 
blood be gan to change. and he ſaid, that ſhe ſhould know the place 
that he would go to, Cibe! was wife and ſubtil: when ſhe heard 
the anſwer of the Ring, and ſaw the faſhton of his countenance, 
Her heart gave her chat he Had ſome ill wilt : and ſhe Had ſulpi⸗ 
tion that He would do Harm to Iupiter. Wherefoze ſhe went in⸗ 
to her Chamber bern penſive, and at all adventare ſent haſtiln 
into Parthenie, and ſignified to Iupiter, that he ſhould depart Has 
ffilp frem thence : and that ſhe imagined that Saturn His Father 
would do him diſpleaſure, foz He made a bern great aNembly of 
men of Arms, and there was no man chat could tell the cauſe 


thereof, 


CHAP, XV, 
How King Satur, with all his Hoſt came before the City of 


Arcadia agaiplt Jupiter his fon, 


Ere is to be noted, that Tupiter Had his heart very dilplea⸗ 
at he Had received theſe tndings from his Pother, 
though Ge warned him by ſuppoſing,as ſhe that knew not 

erilp j — conſidered that he wag 
not ſent foz unto His armp, He doubted him, and departed from 


thence, and ſaid to his wife Iuno, that he would ge unto 3 
la,

: Lozd Inpiter, that every man ſhould malte good match, and keep 
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dia, c@ncluding in himſelf, that by this mean he ould ſ& the 
be habtour of his Father, and to what place he imploped his Ar⸗ 
mie. But He was not farre on His wap , when he veſted upon a 

ountain, and looked behiad Him, that he ſaw the Citu of Par- 
thenie , full of the men of Arms, of King Saturn: that gave to 
him a great pꝛoof of the advertiſement of his Pother. And to 
le what wap he bent his courſe , He tarrie d (ill on the Þpun« 
tain, Having His epes alwaies unto the Citp. And anon he ſaw 
his Father Saturn mount into his Chair, and all his Armie il⸗ 
Cue out of the ſame Cate where he tame from, aud to the ſame 
wap that he had taken: And that gave Hiu verily ta underſtand 
and know that his Father ſought him. And lo he depart ted from 
His Pountain, and went to Arcadia, and told Hig Son, and to 
thc Arcadiens the cauſe wherefoze he was came, and pzaped 
them, that then would furuiſh him with good Armours , to the 
end he might defend their Citp, if nced were, ; 

The Arcadiens at the requeſt of lupiter, made readp their 
Arms and their Citp, and ſent out ſpies upon the wap. gs 
non, after they were come from the Palate che ſpies affirmed 
to Iupiter and Archas, that then Had ſen the country, 
and the waies of Arcadia all full of men of arms. Anon there 
was p2oclaimed in the City in the name of their ſoberaigne 


bis ward. With this crx the Arcadiens armed them with Þel- 
mets and arms of leather: and went upon the Walls , having 
in their hands Axcs, Dwozds, Guiſarms, Glaves, and Paceg, 
And then ſaw come from far two men of Creet , which came to 
the Gate , and agked of the Pozters if Iupiter were within - 
The Pozter, when he underſtod what then agked , auſwered 
them, that Iupiter was in the Citp : and it they had any thing 
ro do with him, thep ſhould find Him in the Palace , where he 
paſſed ihe time with his Den Arckas : and that he was newlp 
come unto the Town to viſit hum. When they of Creet Heard 
this, thep were ſoze troubled : fag then ſought him that then 
would not find, Notwithſfanding thep went in, and paſſed fozth» 
with up to the Palace , where then finding Iupiter wich the 


Nob les ol Arcadia, after due reverence made, one of them ſpake, 
aud 
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and ſaid : Dir, we lk thee : aud we habe no will co find. thee, 
foz we come againſt our wil, to execuce commiſſion , bp the 
which map ſooner come ruine and trouble then peate to Creet 
and ug, Saturn thy Father commandech the chat thou alone 
come ſpeak with him, He Hath ſought there, in all the places of 
Parthenie, His Daughter Iuno rhp wife (not thinking evil) 
Hath aſcertained him that thou art come hither. Me ig come af; 
ter thee in arms. aud we know not what he thinketh ta do: fog he 
wag never ſo augrp, noz ſozrowful, as he is now, We be 515 
ſrrvants, ſoʒte Hath conftratned us is his obeyſance, and foz this 
cauſe will we thee to appear in perſon betoze him this lame 
Hour, all excuſations ſet apart. 

Wheu Iupiter Had conſidered and well pondred in his mind 
the adjournment oz ſummons, with his epes full of tears, be 
made this anſwer, J marvel of the right ſtrange demeanour of 
my Father: and peradventure it is not without great canſe. 
His Realm is in peace. J have put and ſet bim again in his 
Realm, he putteth Himſelf in arms without mp knowledge, and 
now he ſendeth foz me , that J would alone come ſpeak with 
him: that is too ſtrange a thing unto me. And he behaveth Him- 
ſelf not as He ought to do: foz men onght to pzaiſe chem that 
have deſerved it, and be of value, J have abailed him as much 
as his Realm is wozth: and he hath at other times ſent foz me 
to make war. J know not what evil defire He Hath oz may 
Have cowards me. But Here he is come with his Armp , where 
He bath nothing to do. And being come he demandeth nothing 
but me onelp, All things conſidered : J have no reaſon to oben 
his tommandment not withſtanding, that he is mp Father-foz: 
aſmuch as the ſuſpition is too much apparent, But J am con- 
tent, if He Have todo with me, to ſerve him, aud to come to 
him, upon condition that J ſhall be accompanied with all my 
friends that A tau get and not otherwiſe, 

The two Commiſſaries , with this wozd returned unts Sa- 
turn, and told him the intention of Jupiter, Saturn took impati⸗ 
entlp the anſwer of Iupiter, and approathed unto Arcadia, mak: 
ing his avow unto his Gods, that if he map habe Jupiter, he with 
his Hands would make ſaccifice of Him, And then he ſent fo2 his 

moſt 
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mol wile men, and wlled them, that with cruel menaces then 
ſhould go ſummon the King Archas, and the Atcadiens, to pielo 
and deliver unto him Jup ter: detlariug op. nlp and plainlp,char 
he wag moze Hig enemp than hi Son, 

The wiſe men departed from the Boſt, at the commandment 
of Saturn and did perfozm their deboyye to ſummea the Arcas 
diens: and ſaid to the King and people of Arcadia: We be come 
unto port, fozaſmnch ag pe ſuſtain Inp.ter:' whom the King Sa- 
turn Haldeth ag an enemp, teling poli, if pe deliver him umtco Sa- 
turn ne hall be Hig friends: and if not, he doth gebe pou to wie, 
that pe do keep goo) watch and ward, foz he hat h none in the 


wozld whom he reputeth greater enemies then pot * 


Bp this commandment Tupiter knew, it was he foz whom 
Saturn made His Armp. The Atcadiens aſſembled to counſel 
wichoue Iupiter, andfpake of this Patter, and made anſwer to 
the wiſe men of Creer , How then were bound to ſerbe Iupiter, 
and then would keep Him; and libe and due with him agatnſt all 
men, aboveall other. when the wile men had their anſwer , 
thep returned unto Saturn, and told Him the anſwer or? the Ar- 
cidiens, being enflamed with ire, he commande d the Citx ſhould 
be aſſa{lcd, Whereupvon, went to arms they of Creet, and they 
appzoathed th? Mals and Fozts. Now when the Arcadiens 
ſaw their enemies app2oach, thep ſounded ta arma and came to 
the fight, and plyed them to defend their Walls with great tau⸗ 
rage. Then was Yor manp an Arrow, and manp a ſtone caff, 
and many beaten and hurt; as well within as without: there 
was ns Guns, Bombards, noz great Artillery in the Realms. 
Thep of the Citp did tat upon their enemies burning bzands 
and oyls, and waters bopling with aſhes. 

And to do this Jupiter had induted and tanght the Arcadien 
prople, mien and women, that when chen of Creet tame moſt 
ſtrong to tte aſſault,and ſuppoſing to habe entred the Citp, then 
were charged with fire, opleg, andſcolving waters , which of 
lozte conffrained them to go back, wich great loſle of peonle, and 
to ſound the retreat! @aturrraking4#wfT ſagrow. taʒ that bu the 


ang lan moze then fotiy da en of Hig men ee returaing 
into his Tenr, after the aFarlil 


; paſſing fozrowful : had ſo great 
J wy N grief 
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grief at his heart, that he could neither eat nez d2ink. But fo; 
all this notwithſfanding he thought well on His Hurt people,and 
went to their Tents, and did eauſe Phyſiftafis to miniffer me. 
ditine unto them that were hurt. =. 


| CHAP, XVI." 
How [Jupiter (ent his Embaſſadours to his Father Saturn for peace: 
and how Saturs would not conſent to peace. 


T Arcadiens were glad, when they ſaw How thep of Creet 
ceaſed with ſhame their aſſault, and after the retreat on 
both ſides Satura.applyed to heal and gibe medicines unto Hig 
hurt men. The Arcadiens then aſſembled a Counſel, and by 
great deliberation they fent ſetzen af their Honourable Coun: 
ſeloꝛs in Embattage to Saturn, of whom the one laid Saturn, 
thou knowei that eberp King ought to labour to live in peace: 
Foz the moſt fair thing in the wozld is peace : bp peace are po. 
-peredmen : Towns, and Citys, are united and knit * ther by 
tharttꝑ, and made as ene bp amozous communication: by peace, 
'Realmns pzofic, in beautibng and building fair houſes: and in 
length of life. Bp peate mens bodies be whole and quiet: and it 
is that, that cauſeth a man to demand ſoveraigntp, © Saturn, 
it ſemeth that thou regardeſt not this good vertue, foz Raign: 
ing in peace and tranquility, there is no King, noz Pzinte that 
dare ſhew himſelf againff-thee. Thou Half not onlp croubled 
thy Realm, but art an abuſer of war: to Have peace , a man 
ought to oꝛder the war, Thou doelt. all otherwiſe: and regardeff 
not that thp Son Iupiter hath delſbered-thee from the bondg of 
thine enemies, and hath let thp Diadem in a ſurety of peace, 
- which thou mighteſt not do ut him - Delt thou not, that 
bp making Him war, thou eanff not habs peace : and that thou 

deſtropeſt and bzeakeſt this peate, ſeeff thou not that this is thy 
Son, bp warriug agatuſt whom thou art a Ponſter in Nature - 
The Fathers naturallp lobe their Childzen : and the rude and 
bzuite Beafs keep and Hold this condicion of Nature '- Thou 
ſekeff and wouldeft deſtron thp Son, From whence cometh this 
unnatural. appetite - Bight it not ſuffice tha oruel purpoſe and

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old errour to think on the gwdneſſe and benefit that thou hal re- 


ceived latelp bp his refforing the to Kaign - be thine intertonr 
rancours permanent - Shall thy fantaſies never ceaſe Milt 
thou be in age woze fooliſh then a Child - The moze men grow 
in age, the moze they be wiſe. Thou half leſg knowledge now 
then chou hadd in thy wildeſt pouth. From whence cometh this 
default „ Js this. by the Yeavenlp influence Ak it be thus: 
where is reaſon - where ig cquitp - where ig the lobe of che 
Father co the Son - andknowelt thou not, that Had not Jupiter 
thy Son been, thou hadſt been in great darkneſfe, langutſhing- 
Iliguifie co ch&,ag the advocate of Jupiter, that he loveth che 
as his own Father: and ,furthermoze , J pzap thæ that chou 
wilt be ty peace, And if thou wilt with him no good / pet at lealt 
will him no harm. | 

I ſhould ſaon peild to pour demand ( anſwered Saturn if the 
experience of the life of Jupiter come not to mp ſight, We A 
not, How he exalteth pimelt the moſt he can ⸗ Ser J not, how 
the people by his fair and fawning words, owe him moze fa- 
baur then me - See J not, that he flpeth from me ⸗ If he be 
not tulpable where foze flpeth he⸗ Be will ſap ta the people, 
that he is inacent. Hap pe that he hach nothing done againſt 
me - J know not how the Arcadiens take it: but if J map once 
ſet mp Hand on them, there was never fuch a grgat deſkruaion 
as ſhall come unro Arcadia, and J have not ag now anp purpoſe 
to depart from this place, till J habe utterly raſed the City , 
that rebelleth againſt me and mp commandments, Sir, ( an- 
ſwered the Arcad ens) ſince that fair ſpeeches map not teſtrain 
thy great ire, no2 reſtrain thp war, beware, thou keep thp ſelf 
from us, and us from thee, foz the matter ſhall be derided bp 
war. God ſpeed the right and Foztune, we will not long dzaw 
fozth time: it is concluded, that the Arcadiens and Jupiter will 
iſtue to mozrow out of the Citu: and if then find any allail them 
th: p muſt and will defend their libeg. 

This ſpeech ended, Saturn turued Hig back to the Arcadiens, 
ſhaking his head, and the Arcadlens returned inte their Cucp , 
and rehearſcd from the beginning ta the end all that then had 
doge: aud bp their repozt, it was confirmed, that the day fol-

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lowing thep ſhould {ue out of the Citp, at thep had purpoſed a: 
mong themſelbes. 

lupiter Had great diſpleaſure in Himſelf, that he ſaw his Fa- 
ther wag lo grieved, and would not be content, pet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding he doubted not ſo much, but took conrage, and ſatd: he wag 
mo2e hiden to kep bis life , then to obep the evil will of his 
Father, that hated him at his birth. This night paſſed ober. A: 
bout the third Hour of the dap, Archas, Jupiter, and the men of 
war of the Citp,went into the eld in god oder: and they were 
not ſo ſo iſſued out of the Gates, but chep were ſ#n of the Sa⸗ 
turniens, that waſted foz them bp the commandment of Saturn, 
And then began eat) againiff other, ſs great nopſe and crie, 
that it reſounded unto the Pauntains and Mals. And then 
then began to aſſail the Accadiens bp ſhot and ſtontg, ſo eagerly 
that when jupiter ſaw there was no other remedy, but to fight, 
he put him fozth fozemolk in the front , lo began to fap to them 
that ſought Him, crping with an High vopce; loe Here ig Iupiter 
each man do to him what he map. 

Thus began the dolozous battel of Haturn and Iupiter, There 
was the Father againſt the Sen, there loſt nature her fair and 
commendable pzoperties, The Father ſonght to ſpill the blood 
he had en d: and pzzmiſed great gifts unto them that 
might take Him. The battel wag rigozous and crnel; and then 
wzought and fought well both Iapiter and Archas, and above an 
the noble Iupiter imploped ſo bzavelp his ſwozd tempred with 
Stiel that he ſmote down both Shields and Helmg , and cut 
off heads and arms, and there was no man might reſi hih in⸗ 
bincible pzoweſſe. He made to tremble the Hardieſt that were 
there: he made them retire, and to go hack, that had adbanced 
themſclves moze then thep had power and fkrength to maintain. 
He bzake the wings of rhe battel : and in their mol Nrength 
he met and encountred many timeg Waturn His Father, and it 
was often in his power to grieve him: but though Saturn lat» 
on him, and gabe him griebous wounds, pet Hee would never 

mite again, but ſaid to Him oftentimes : Alas, mp Father, 
- wherefoze ſekeff thou the effuſion of mp blood - J am thy won, 
and thy Servant - Thou haſt no cauſe to perſetute mæ, J will 


nec 


* 
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not ſap mp hend upon thee : but beware and put not aftance in 
the Arcadiens, foz if then map get thee in their power, thou 
ſhalt lind in them little pity oz mercp, 

Saturn not withſtanding would not refrain his ire: but ſmote 
tber upon Iupiter as fiercely ag he could, Iupiter of all his 
ſtrokes took no heed, and ſet little therebp , and though He had 
ottaſion to fight and (mite his Father, he turned his rokes,and 
Had no conſcience to occupy Hig ſharp Þwozd upon them of 
Creet,pet ſometimes he ſo laid on, that ebery ſfroke without fatl 
was dped with new blood. And this he did, meaning to ſhe w 
Saturn that he fought againſt Him in batn,and that to hinrwas 
nothing impoſiible. All theſe things nothing diſmaped Saturn, 
The crp was great about, Jupiter, the arms were grtatlp exer⸗ 
ciſed, the ground was all covered with the effuſion of blood, and 
the dead bodieg lap one upon another beheaded and ſmitten in 
peces, O cruel and ſoze battel , Waturn was ſo ſoze entangled. 
in his obſkinacp; that the blood of Hig men wetting his arms bp 
the courſe of the large wounds that lupiter made into. them, 
might not moderate his tre naz Heat, And his epes were ſo blind 
in his ire that he ſaw not His evident damage: noz How he 

ſougbt the pꝛoper mean, by which he was put out of dis Realm, 
that he doubted, and againſt which he intended to make reft- 
ſtance, and eſchew it with his might. 


CHAP, XVII. 
How Jupiter vanquiſhed in battel Satars his Father: and Saturn 


fled by ſea, 


12 this battel, Iupiter oftentimes ſabed Saturn among the 
Swozds of the Arcadifns, and did good againſt evil; manp of 
them of Creet ſought againk their will, knowing that Saturn 
was cauſe of che war: and notwithfayding they put their Hands 
to wozk, pet the faint-Heartednefſe that then had among them- 
ſelves, wag cauſe of the lofſe of a great number of people, They 
doubted Jupiter, nd had na power to fight ſo well ag they would 
have done, if they had known the quarrel to be good: and by this 


manner was the battel demeaned, to the great pzejudice of che 
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Saturniens. Jupiter ſubmitted Himſelf to His Father, and often. 
times trped in his ear that He ſhould withdzaw him, oz the bat⸗ 
tel wonld be wozſe, Ve withſtood His Trokes a great while , 
waiting that he would convert Himſelf from His evil optnion, 
But then at laſt when Jupiter tozk heed and ſaw that he would 
in no wile Hear him, he diſplaped his valour , and the great 
might of His arms, and of his Swozd, and made luch afrap up« 
an his adverſaries, breaking their Helms , and hewing their 
Harneſſe, not in manner of a man, having al day ſuffainez the 
fear of great ffrokes and conflias of the Saturniens: but in 
— — op of a Champion freſh and new, of whom the trokes 
re , 

Thus then it ſæmed umto the Saturniens, that in multiplu⸗ 
ing of che frokes , the ffrength and puiſſance of Jupiter began 
to rebibe. His will doing and valfantneſſe, gave unto the Arca- 
diens ſfrength upon ffrength : and unto his enemies great loſſe 
of blood, and alſo of life. The ground was bedewed with new 
blood: The dead bodies covered with new dead men, There wag 
the Chair of Seturn ſmitten into peites, Saturn held a long 
while the battel, as long as his ffrength would endure : and in 
no wiſe would fie, But tn concluſion when his men ſaw that 
the war went with them from evil to worſe, they began to re- 
tpze, and turned their backs and fled : and Saturn turned aud 
fled in perſon : then they were followed in the chaſe, ſo ſharply , 
that ſome were ſlain in the wap, and ſome ſaved themſelbeg 
Here and there. Among all other , Saturn wag ſo nigh purſued 


- bp Archas and ſome of the Arcadiens, that he Had no leiſure 


to return into Creet, but was dziben bp fozte till He came unto 
a Pozt of the Sea there by, where he ſaved Himſelf by means of 
a Ship that he there feund: and he went unto the Sea , with 
ſame of them that fled, ſo penſive that he might uot ſpeak. 

Thus this battel ended, both of the Father and the Sonne. 
hen Archas ſaw that Saturn was ſabed inthe Sea, he recur 
ned to jupiter His Father, and aſſembled again his people, and 
told them theſe tudings, and alſo he aſembled His Counſel, to 
kuow what Jupiter ſhould do. And then of the Counſel were all 
of the opinion, that Jupiter ſhould go into Creet, and that then 

would 
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would make Him King: ſaping, that the Gads Had ſhewed clear- 
in that He ſhonld ſucceed as King in the Realm, when His Fa- 
ther was fled,fozaſmuch as they had then no head. To this — 
fel attozded Jupiter, and went to Creet, where he was recethed 
King, the Citizens durff not ſap againſt ir, And although Ci- 
be! and Veſca made great ſozraty foz the miſ-foztnne of Saturn, 
pet thep turned their fozrow into gladneſſe at the Cozouation of 
Jupiter, and fent foz Juno. Then began Jupiter P Raign , in 
deffrubiting and departing unto the Arcadiens the treaſures of 
His Father, rrhereof then had great jop, and tozthis cauſe ( ſap 
the Poets) Jupiter was gelded, and calf His genicozs iuto the 
Sea, of whom was engendzed Venus: That is to ſap, he caſt 
the treaſures of his Father inte the belies of his men, where- 
of engendꝛed aft voluptuouſneſe, which is compared and like⸗ 
ned unto Venus. * 


CH AP, XVIII, 
How Ac hriſius had a daughter named Danse, which he did cauſe 
to be ſhnt in a Tower, becauſe he bad an anſwer that ſhe ſhould 
have a ſon which ſhould turn him into a tons. 


12 thoſe dais when Jupiter of Crest flour iſhed in honour, and 
baljance, in the City of Argos taigned King Achriſius, that 
cauſed His Daughter Danac to be kept in a Tower. To know the 
Genealogie of this Ring, it is to be noted, that of Jupiter,and 
of a Datnoſel named Ifivs came a den named Epaphus: this E- 
paphus engendzed a Bon and a Daughter, the Son was named 
Belus, and raigned in Egypt, and the Daughter. named Lybia, 
and dwelt in Aﬀrick , where the conceibed a Son named Buli- 
ris, that was an um humane Tpzant, as ſhall be rehearſed here- 
after in the derds of Hereules. Belus then engendzed two Song, 
Fanaus and Egyptus, Danaus had fifty; Daughters, and Egyp- 
tus had og manp Dong. And theſe ens and Dayghters were 
conjopned together bn Marriage. Egyptus Habing- marrted his 


Dong was deceived in his knowledge, foz Danaus toz enty and 


cobetouſnefſe to Have the ſuctellion, made hie Danghters trai⸗ 
terguflp murther all the fifty Song of Egyptus, the night of 


their 
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their Eſpouſals, as thep ſlept. And all conſented to this Hozrf- 
ble crime, except Hyperneſira', which had a fedfaſt heart of 
pittp : foz when ſhe thould habe perſecuted her husband Linceus, 
wwe ſaved His life mercifully , and alſo conceived of His ſ#d, a 
Son that was named Abas, that after was King of Argos: aud 
he engendzed the King Achriſius: whereeof is made menſion in 
the beginning of this Chapter. Theſe were the Parents and 
Pzogenit 029 of King Achrifius, he was berp puſſiant in riches, 
but he named himſelf poo2: foz he had no childzen but one daugh⸗ 
ter enelp, which He named Danac : and te habe a Son he went 
dap bp dap, ta the Ozacles of the Gods : and there made p:apevg 
and ſacrifices, alms and other ſuſtrages. Al theſe things might 
not help noz bzing to paſſe the accompliſhment of his defire, Hig 
wife came unto her barren pears, and He wag out of all hope to 
Have ann Child male, and then he commfozted Himſelf in Danac 
his Dauhter, and ſet his love ſo greatly on her, that he Had no 
pleaſure but only to behold her: and he purpoſed that never 
man ſhould Have Her, excpt he were the moff noble and vali:

ofcentimes, otherwhile in crueltp, and ſometime in pity. The 
remoꝛſe of that, that he loked to be cransfozmed into a ſtone, 
bp Him that Gould be hom of his Daughter, moved Him to cx:1- 
eltp,that oftentimes He determined to put her to death, and 
ſpoil his bloꝛd, to remedp His migfoztune, But when he had ta- 
ken in His Hand the d wozd where wit h Fe intended co flap Her, 
Nature began to put her ſelf between (hem: and from this cruel 
tu made him ts condiſcend to pity, and pur awan hig m_ 

his 
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This King Achriſius from thencefozth cook his reſt, croſſed 
with manp ſighs,and could not be aſſured of himſelf. His dnngh- 
ter grow and became a woman: ſhe was berp fair, and many 
Kings and great Lozds deſired to habe her in Parriage, and 
would habe endowed with her noble Crowns, But the King A- 
chriſius te fuſed all them, that required her, and imagined; that 
bis Daughter, foz her great beau, might be taken awan and 
raviſhed, bp which che might by adventure Have a Bonne that 
ſhould turn him into a fone, And to the end, to eſchew this pe- 
ri] and danger, he thought, that He would make a Tower tße 
frongeft in the wozld,and in the ſame Tower would his dangh- 
ter Danae be ſhut duriug her life, withaut coming of ann man 
to her: foz he was ſo jealous of her, that He beleeved Her not 
well when he law her. In the end He ſent foz wozkemen, and 
fozgers of Stel and Copper, from all parts, and brought them 
unto a ffrong place, allenvironed with waters, where was no 
entry but in one place. 

When he had bzought thither all his wozkemen, he ſaid to 
them, that he, would paves Tower made all of Copper, with a 
Gate ſeveral ktom the Tower, to put in four and twentp men 
of Arms, tokeepthe Tower if it were need. The wozkemen a⸗ 
greed with King Achriſius, to make the Tower and the Gare 
andy ſet on Hand to the ,wozk : the Tober was made in ſhozr 
time: aud when all wag,achicved, Achriſius bzoughe thitßer 
his Daughter without letting Her know Hig intention. And eg 
ſoon as ſhe was in the Tower, he laid unto her: Þp onct« 
Daughter it is tome unto mp knowledge, that in ſearching 
thu pzoſperitp, to mu God Belus, habe bten advertiſed, that of 
the ſhall come a San which ſhall convert and turn me inte a 
fone.-Thou knowelt that cbery man natutallp coveteth to be 
in his life. J lobe chce paſſing well, aud norhing in the world 
ſo much excepting mp life. But certainly mp life courheth me 
nearer to mp heart, then thy lobe: whetefo.e J ſ&king and re- 
quiriug the remedies again mp pꝛedeſtinate mif:foztune, would 
never give thee in marriage to anp man that hath required ther. 
Allo, to the end, that geueration diſtend not of chu body, and 
that thou ſhould. Have no knowledge of man durnig mp life,

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J have made to be framed this Tower of Copper, and will 
that thou be cloſed and ſhut therein, and that no man ſee thee, J 
pꝛaꝑ thee mp Daughter, accozd thee unto mp will and deſire : 
and take patience in this place foz to paſs chp time. J will pzo- 
vide to accompanp thee with mann noble Uirgins, that yall 
give unto thee all that thou tauſt oz mapeſt think needful. 

Wheu the noble Damoſel Danze underfood the will of her 
Father, ſhe beheld the Tower of Copper made to Rep her ſhut 
tal therein. And further, when the ronfidered that ſhe Gould 
neber marry during the life of Het Father the King, ſhe wag 
ſoze troubled about cheſe things, and bp great bitternefſe ſhe be⸗ 

n to weep, and ſaid ; Alas mp Father, am J bozn under ſo un⸗ 
. tonſtellation, to be a martpzefſe and Pziſoner not in the 
end of mp pears, but in mp poting time - Not in a Pztiſon of 
tone but in a Tower of Copper, fn ſuch wiſe as J would dwell 
therein perpetuallp - Thou enterpꝛeteſt evil che ſentence of the 
God Be'us , ſaping that of me wall be 'bozn a Son that wal 
turn ther into a ffone : bp this ſentence ought none other thing 
to he under but that J ſhall Have a Son that ſhall Raign 
alter thee, aud ſhall turu ther into a fone, That is to ſap, into 
thy Sepulture. Behold , then what ſimplenefſe ſhall it be to 
thee to behold me thuFencloſed , and ſhut in this Tower, 3p 
Daughter ( anſwered Achciſius, ) thou enterpzeceſt che Pzog- 
noſfication of our God Belus, after what liketh thee to thp jon 
and pꝛoſit. Jt trotibleth me, chat it thou habe a Son , He ſhall 
put me to death, and that is mp judge ment and fear. Gain-(ay 
no moe ta me, I am thy Father, Lozd, and Paſrer over ther, 
thou ſhale abide here, either bp love oz otherwiſe. At this con: 
tluſiou, when Danae ſaw that ſhe might not content her fear: 
ful Father, as wiſe and ſage as the was, ſhe agreed, to do his 
pleaſure, v&lding to it with the moxth, but not with the heart. 
And then the King ſent foz Uirgins and alſo old Patrons in 
all the Realm about: and delivered his Danghter unto them, 
to accempanp and keep her, and made them all to be ſhut in 
with ber. After he took His leave of them, commanding them 
upon pain of death, that then ſhould nor ſuffer ann man to tome 
and ſpeak with his Daughter without his knowledge. hes 
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he had thus done, he returned into the Cicp of Argos, and al-

Saturn and Ga- 
nimedes then ſwoze the death of Jupiter, and ap;oached ſa" 
nigh the ſtraight , chat then came within a Bow ſhot of each o⸗ 
ther, end from as far ag thep ſaw each one nigh the ather , thep 
made great tries and ſhouts, Jupiter had ſet his puiſlante in two 
Winas, whereof he was chief in the fozemoſt, and Ixico , and 
his Cent aures were gobcrnours of the ſecoud. When Jupiter 
law there wat no wap but co pkirmilh , he ſaid he would begin 
the battel: and after that ße had encouraged his p:aple , he

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By the fping of this Eagle, Jupiter and his people receive d 
a Hope of good luccefſe, And Saturn and che Trojans fell iu a 
fear and doubt, which then could not dzive out of their conceitg, 
When jupiter ſaw the Eagle, he rejopced greatly in His heart, 
and as a man well aCured of victozy, he entred among the Ar: 
cherg of the Trojans , that Got thick at him, and luing like a 
tempeft paſſed by their Arrows, and tarried not foz reit ante 
of Wet, till he came amongſt the men of Arms of che Trojais,” 
The Trojans Had neber ſ&@n man on hozſe-back beſoze , and 
when then ſaw Jupiter, then thought it had ben Half a man 441 
Halt a hozſe : and there were ſome that fled at His coming , and 
ſome abode and fought valiantcly againf him: chug began the 
battel of that dap, Thep of Creet followed jupiter with a 
great nopſe of Tabozs ; and Clarions and began co okftmih 
with the Trojans, thep did their beſt on both ſides, Jupiter bare 
tot anp Trojans, and well imploped his hozſe on 
ads. | e. Ganimedes and Saturn, on the other ſide failed 
not. Jupiter pʒobed himſelt $1 arms the moſt expert 
abobe all other. And adbentured his bod n and life iu fight with 


his enemfeg, and there was no man chat durſt abide hig froaks, 


but was flatn oz put to flight, bu the valoz and pzoweſſe of this 
wouthp Champion. 

Cruel and flertre was this Battel, the Trojans were with- 
ont fear, and did great pꝛoweſſes, and menla, by the leading 
ef Satutn and Ganimedes, Saturn met Jupiter oftentimes , 
as he that ſought his liſe: but Jupiter that kuew Him well, 
would never abide him, ſaving that ße would never lap hand 
an his perſoy , bureſthewed and ſled his death. Pet notwith-

Ganimedes the noble Trojan was of little Fatyre , pet not- 
withfanding he was ol greater courage then anp other , bigo⸗ 
zouflp He fought againſt them of Creet, as he that minded no- 
thing but to win Honour and renown, What ſhall J ſap : they 
fought maufulin on both parts, from che mozning titi the even: 
ing, not getting anp adbantage one of the other , then Satura 
with-dzew his people on the one ſide, and Jupiter returned with 
King Ixion, and the Centaures , and fill! followed him alwaicg 
the Eagle, and ſat upon his Tent, which was made of beugſs 
and green Ruſhes. Foz at that time, Tents and Pabilions of 
Cloath werenot invented, howbeit the making of linnen Cloath, 
and th of gold, and Silk was found befoze this time. Jn 
this night chcpof Troy, and alſo of Creet, made great-chear 
in their Tents, and pzepared themſelves to begin the battcl a- 
new ty the twozning, rach one perl wading himſelf with hope of 
bicazyp. The wounded men were dzeſſed, and the harneſſe bzo- 
nen was made again and amended : then

dap folowing-the Centaures ſhould habe the battel , aud thep 
that had fought the dap befoze ſhould reſt them. After this, he 
ſept on the green , and reſted until the time the. Centsures put 
them in arrap, and went to Hozſe-back, Aud ſa did Jupiter, fog he 
Had rather Have dped , than to be idle. At this time Saturn flept 
not, oz was there ann moze llackneſſe found in him and Gani- 
medes, than was in Jupiter, fog then were [ure then ſhould be 
met withal , and aſſailed of their enemies again. Trep pze⸗ 
pared and arraped them the beſt thep could , and abour Sim rt: 
ſing, then went unto the Yolk of Jupiter, encouragitig each o⸗ 
ther to fight vicoziouſlp , and alail their moztal enemieg har» 
dilp, ſox to abenge the blood of their feflows, that were dead in 
the batsel the dap befoze. as 
To make ſhezt: the Trojans were ſoze enflatned with beüre 
revenge, and were the firſt in the field, wherefoze thep re: 
jopce greatlp in their hearts, and made an extraozdinary ſbout, 
but this ion was anon abaited unto them: foz Naddenlp as ſupi- 
ter and the Centaures heard theit cru, then took the Banner whh 
the Eagle of gold, their Þpears and their Shields, and wfth a 
jopful ſound of Trumpets , Clariozs , and Tabours , pzited 
fozth their hoꝛſes which ran ſwiftly thzough the air, and run- 
ning as then that held not of He auen, noz of earth, upon their e- 
nemieg. -When the Trojans (aw the Centaures mounted on 
Dozſeback, runnfng as the wind, thep were ſoze amazed. Ne: 
bertheleſſe, then took courageand withifood them, and the Cen- 
raures fotight ſo valfantly that each of them boze to the earth a 
Trojan with the point of his Spear. And among other , Gani- 


medes, was allo bvzn down to the earth: aud ſome were hurt, 


others relieved after hurting , and fome without Hure. Then 
Ganimedes felt himſelf among the Bozſes ſ&t; He ſaid, that he- 
would be ſhoztly rebenged. And he aroſe (uddenlp , and tok his 
Swofd and ſejug the Centaure that Had overthzown him, do- 
ing marvailous feats of arms amon jo Brea mp of Hig men;

Trokes, he gabe him 
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niched, that he fell from of his hozſe, and he himſelf leapt up 
into the ſaddle, This Centaure was named Elſon, and being 
young, was afterward Father to Jaſon, that conquered the 
golden Flece.UWhen he had received the ſtroke that Ganime- 
des gave him, he made ſo great a cry, that ten Centaures came 
running e defended him from the pzeſs, And caſting down one 
another, they beat the Trojans and overthzew them and lo 
ſpzinkled their blod, that afl the place was dyed reo:then they 
found Eſon ond Ganimedes one nigh the other, and beheld Ga. 
nimedes pzatiſe to mannage and govern his Bo2ſe: & ſeing 
their fellow had loft his hozſe,they were greatly ſurpzized with 
moz2al hate, that they purſued Ganimedes with great ſtrength. . 
The Trojans app2oached and fought manfully againſt the 
Centanres, and the Centaures ſtill purſued Ganimedes, 

The Centaures were ſfrong, and lofty : the Trojans 
had mo2e courage then frength of body. In this place Gani- 
medes ſhewed enough of pzoweſſe and valour and well defend: 
ed him a while: but in ths end foztune was to him adverſe,jin 
ſuch wiſe,that after he had ſuffered many aſſauſts,* had loſt 
mo3e then a thouſand Trojans, he loked about and beheld Sa- 
turn retire in plain diſcomfiutre:after he ſaw his Trojans d2iz 
ben back and flain, without turning oz reſiſting, and ihat all 
brake and turned their back:alſo he ſaw them that were about 
bim, turned their backs and fled: & then knowing in this dil⸗ 
comfiture that he had no remedy no2 recoverance he betok 
bimſelf to flight, and fled after the other,+ ſuſtained as he 
might the purſuit that the Centaures made upon his ment in 
the end he guided them unto the Poꝛt where the ſipping was, 

Saturn then in deſpair entrev info his ſhip; with great loſs 
of Troj ins and Ganimedes entred into anather; co full of 
wꝛath and anger that J cannot rehearſe- At the entry of the 
Ships, part of the Trojans that were left periſhed in the Sea. 
part by the ſwo2d, and the other tok Chipping. Jupiter and 
{lion thanked the Gods greatiy foz this viaozy and concluded 
together, to purſue their enemtes by lea, fo2aſmurh as they 
were prt great in number, And Irion laid, that it was expe- 
dient to bꝛing them to utter nee eee as they = 
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Foꝛtune With them, and to the end that they ſhould never ga⸗ 
ther koꝛce moe againſt them. Jupiter pielded to this purſuit, 
greatly gr iu ved, hecauſe he had tarried t long, and vet ſhould 
tarry longer, it he put forth to Sea, that he ſhould not be with 
Dine, at che day that he had pꝛomiſed her: This not withſt an. 
ding hoping alwates to crcule himſelf unto her, he made him 
ready haſtdy to go to the purſuit of his enemies, and ſent fo; 
the Marriners and after went into a Temple tht was there.

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non after tame tydings, that his Parriners were ready: ſo he 
weatiout ot the Temple, after he had paid his Duſcns to 
Mars, and came to his Marriners that had made all things rea:

thouſand Cretan, and failed after his enemies as he deſtred: 
to2 the Trojans fled apace.and made all the ſail they could. In 
theke two dates Jupiter oftcutimes. wiſhed him with his fair 
Dante and: thought that his long tarrying would beirkſomg 
een 5,125 <4 1E cn .-: 

The third day about th2& of the clock. they of Creet, + Troy 
began to meet together upon the Sea. They of Troy wr re (92: 
romful, but they of Creet reſoyced greatly. at this time Saturn 
was not with the Trojans as be that durſt nat return with 
them foz his ſhame that was befallen and was utter lydiſcom⸗ 
koꝛteg and in deſpair: and flying from Creet, ſailed towards the 
Eat. When :Grpimedes eſpied the Ships of Creet from far, 
be lupnoſed eſt, that it bad bæn Soturs;. and tarryed a while 
at. Auehoꝛ: hut when Gapimedes ſaw the hips appꝛoacij mea» 
rer him; and law the banner of ing Jupiter appear, he knew 
foz certain that it was Jupiter and his enemies, and not Saturn 
chat the abode fo z, 2 Then 
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Then was Ganimedes ſoze troubled, and calle dd his compa- 
nies, and ſhe werd them the Banner with the Eagle ol gold, and 
asked them what was beſt to do⸗They anlwered him and (awd; 
That Saturn had abandoned them and given over, and that they 
ought not to abide and tar ry, but only ebery man to ſave him⸗ 
lelt by flight. Ganimedes would fain have tryed a battel, to 
pꝛove if they were as foꝛtunate, and hapꝝy an the Sea as they 
were on Land: but when he knew the mind ok the Toj ins, 
that they deſired nothing but reſt, he madeto weigh up ancho2s 
and ſail foꝛth flying and withdzawing from them of Creet, as 
much as in them was poſſible. Jupiter and his Centaures then 
ling the Trejans lying at auchoꝛ began to furniſh ⁊ fit them 
far the fight: and when they ſaw their enemies take up their 
ancho2s they began to ſhout and follow. The purſuite was 
ſtrong, and dured thꝛer daies and th2e nights: and the fourth 
dy in the mozning, Ganimedes and his company eſpying land 
(which was Troy) they dzew to the Pozt with great joy, but 
that was ſon mingled with ſoꝛrow. Foz lohen they had taken 
land, they loked back and ſaw their enemies follow them, and 
came to the Pot all pꝛovided and ready fozbattel. This ſhame 
and lols ſtrok Ganimedes unto the heart, in ſuch manner, that 
he called unto his men, and laid as followeth : 

Pn bꝛethren, and my Fellows, Foztune bath dene to us a 
grate, by which we are bꝛought awdrconmdgted hither, but this 
grace ts to us little proſit as we may plainlyperccive. Fo2 
here is King Jupiter; which hath ane to us great ſhame, fo to 
chaſe us into our own tert ito t what ſhame willi it be to him 
that will nam fly⸗ and mozeover, who is be:that now wiltnot 
hold the bꝛidle hy the t@thy. now it gyshoveth us not tp fiye, 
but to fight t ia mat andureeſſary fat to rebenge our boſtes 
and blod, and ta recaber our: henou Of c cour we cannot 
fail, foz now; the Ttojam be upon th Mals and goapon the 
high Edifices of the. Gity,and veheld:gur Ling. And many 
there ate that make themerady ta Icom, And who that 
nabe is not weikeonragioug, never; farg let aher m in 
cafo2ce the vartasat᷑ his guength. An dee Lil rather 
be rr in peeces, J will no mw „ p2Ay vou that 
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ve take courage and abide with me. 

Twa things happenes while he ſpake and uttered theſe ſpe⸗ 
ches unto his people, the Trojans were adv ertiſed of the com. 
ing ol their men, and of the following and landing of their ad: 
berfaries, they diſpoſcd them to reſiſt & withſtand them. And 
Jupiter and his men appꝛoached the [ozt, and wich that Gani. 
medes left warning his fellowes, and ran unto the Port, hol:: 
ing in his hand a ſtrong Sprar: is company t vk example by 
his high courage, and followed him. Then began both the par: 
ties to make their cries, that went up into the ap2e. Jupiter g 
his Centaures enfoꝛced them to take Land. Ganimedes and the 
Trojans enfozced them to defend, and to put them from the 
Land, Great and ſoze ſtroakes were given: Many of them 
were periſhed in the Sea, and many there were that their blad 
was ſhed cn the Land, Jupiter that had no fellow in the place, 
got Land in a little ſpace,and ſuſtained the fiercencſle of the 
skirmiſh by help of ſome of the Centaures,ſo that he made G2. 
nimedes to retire back to his fellows, and ſo erploited by the 
hewing of his tharpSwozd, that made all his men to take 
Lan:,and hadlightly put Ganimedes and his men to the foyle, 
ik aut of Troy had not iCued King Troos and his Sonne 11ion, 
with a great multitude of people that ran unto the reſcue and 
belp- of the vellani Ganimedes, who to ſave his men, offered 
and put his body ta incredible perils. y 

Ning Troos and his Son llion,then made a ſally out of Troy 
infair oꝛder, and erpoſed them to bear a part in the travaile 
of their blood. Jopiter with Ixion and the Centaures, left then, 
them that he eſt emed banquiſhed and over come, and direced 
their fo2ces again King Troos and Illion, and them that fol⸗ 
lowed them, notſhithftvnding that they had been febled by the 
ap2e, and being on the Sea, which did them little god, The 
Centaures were great and huge, and frong as Elephants. At 
this time the weather was fair © clear, the ſun ſhined bzight, 
when they began to skirmich: it was a bzave ſight to behold 
the bickerings, and a g2eat noiſe to dear the cries: There was 
manya Spear bzoken,4 many a'faffe + Gniſarme ſhtveres, 3 
Þelms cnough fruſhed e many s kins of Lyons, _— nd ] 
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Ho2ſcs,ſmitten and tozn in pieces. Troos and ſlion were flerce 
in the reſcue of Ganimedes, Jupiter and Ixion were valiant and 
deſtrous to get honour.ans ſo fought, an3 laid on the Trojans 
on the right ſide,an2 on the left that vefoze them was no reſi⸗ 
fFance, no2 02:er holden. 

The Banner of the Eagle of gold was allwai:s in the moſt 
ſharpencſs and fury of the battle. King Troos that had never 
ſen Banner uſed in *attel,greatly marvailed what it ſhoul 2 
ſianiffe,andoftentunes did what he could to fight againſt them 
that held it, and would fain have put it down an? mitten ic 
in peces,but alwaies he found there ſo great ſfrokes,+ſo well 
laid on: that he was conſtrained to retire as far back as he 
came nigh.1Be was valtant fo2 his perſon, + well knew the art 
of war. Jupiter appꝛoved him many times and often,#+ fought 
with him in many places, and noted him in his mind fo2 a no- 
table man: there was in him no fear no2 d2ead, noz alſo in 
both his Sons /lion and Ganimedes : thep peilded unto arms 
their devoy2es. They did wozſhipfully deal with their vo ies, 
untotheir puiſanc? without end. They ſought with their ene- 
mies, making their words red in the blod of the Cretans. 
They followed with great fury, that tbey fought all that day, 
otherwhiles afo2e,and ſometimes behind. And it was ſo in the 
end, that when the ſun began to go down, Ganimedes think⸗ 
ing on his g eat loſſes, and deſtring to recover his honour, 
tak a terrible and mighty axe, and enflamed with a noble cou⸗ 
rage, fought about the Banner ofthe Eagle of gol dwhere was 
moſt frengrh, and ſmote down on the one ſite and on the o⸗ 
ther, ſo unmeaſurably, that his are changed colour, and he 
cryed with an high voyce, Troy, Troy. 

Jupiter had alway an eye on the Banner.When he heard the 
ery of Ganimedes and ſaw his behat iour, he knew him, where- 
of he had great joy, foꝛ he ſought no man but him: he gave over 
the place where he was in, and joyouſly addzeſſed him unto 
dim, and ſaid,O valiant Trojan, thou haft ſhewed thy p;oweſs 
all the day, and now thou manifefteth and heweſt thy ſcif by 
baughty feats of arms,and of great ſhouts. Thou art only he

ſume to be moꝛe valiant in arms then thou, but fozaſmuch as 
thou art he that haſt aſailed Creet, and that J have purſued 
the hither.

Ganimedes with this wo2d lifted up his Are, and caſting his 
eyes on Jupiter, made him this anſwer : Happy King of Cteet, 
I know that thou art wozthy to have grace of Foztune, 
wn that thou art moꝛe wiſe then ſtrong. Thou ſeeſt tha: Foꝛ⸗ 
tune is with the, neverthelels now thou enhanſeft not thy (elf 
above me. Jallow and p2aiſe the: in as much as thou daeſt 
woꝛſhip and honour to thine enemy, and diſp2aiſeſt him not, but 
imagineſt that he hath courage at his heart, know thou that 
thou doſt thyſelf honour and woꝛchip. Foz, to diſpꝛaiſe, and 
blame another man. nꝛ man cught to advance himſelf, J would 
that it pleaſed the Gods that thy Father Saturn which is wan⸗ 
dzing on the Sea, were now here, foz it is mine intent, that by 
his help we would hade realen of the, and J will come thereto, 
if it be fo2 me poſſible,fo2 J ſhauld be ſatisſted fo2 all my hurts 
andloſſes,if J might conquer and overcome ther. And without 
mo2e words, Ganimedes let fly his Axe, and ſmote an Jupiter, 
Jupiter covered him with his Shield, which was-fmitcen in 
two peeces by the cutting of the Are, then Jupiterbeffirred 
Himſelf,;who all that day had abſtained and ſpared from ſtght 
and the feats of Arms: andcommanded: his falk that they 
thould let him alone with Ganimedes, fozaſmuch as he was 
alone. And now he defended himſelf againft the Are of Ga« 
nimedes, and belabouredhim with his Swozd the beſtwiſe to

Thus began the baftel of the two Champions of Creet and 

ot Troy. They were both right expert, to do the'fratsoOArms, 
the cryes were high and fierce, they lmote each other fiercely, 
the fire ſpꝛanꝝ aut ot their helms by the might of their Erokeg.

Men Troos and Ilion were with⸗dꝛawn, they abode at 
V the Gate un il the time that all the Trojans were 
come again into the City, ag they that knew not where Gani- 
me des was become, whom they ſo2e deſired to have found, All 
they that were inthe battel of the Trojans were centred, and 
there was no man could tell the King where Ganimedes was. 
And when he ſawhe had no moꝛe men left in the fleld: he re- 
turned into his Palace ſozrowing,and ſent for them tha: were 
come again from Creet, and enquircdof them all the tydings, 
and what they had done with his Son, As touching his Son, 
they an{wered: that in the evening he was inthe pzefſe among 
his enemies, but they knew not what was become of him, And 
as touching the tidings of Creet,they told him how they had 
ſped in their journey againft them: and how the Eagle appea⸗ 


red unto Jupiter: and how they were over come by the ffrength 
of the Centiures, And how they knew not where Saturn was 


become. . 
Thele tydings gave unto King Troos ſozrow upon ſozrovv, 


and to Ilion, And the tears fell dovon from their eyes, and 
in ſpecial Vios vvept ſoꝛe bevvailing his Bꝛother, in thisman- 
ner: Alas my Bzother, alas Ganimedes, vvhere is become the

befaine,fo2 to lay all thy mil adventure an miſ-hap is to p1e- 
judicial unto the houſe of Troy. Ilion fair ſan anſwered Troos, 
fo2 one a>verſity it behoveth not to be abaſhed in the war in a⸗ 
ny wile, but to have firm courage: war givech this day vido⸗ 
ry ſo one and on, the mozn taketh it away, and giveth it to a- 
nother, and ro putteth each out. A vertuous and a manly man 
uuto his death, ought not to be afraid, Jf Ganimedes be dead 
in the battel,o2 if ee he taken, what remedy, it is then erpedi. 
ent, either to avenge his death, oꝛ to ſuccour him: but our e⸗ 
nemies be in little number, we will to mozrow fight with 
them again: and let the Gods do their wills of us, and if J fail 
herein, A chall be quite diſcouraged. 

Nion and the Nobles of Troy comkozted them with theſe 
wozds of King Troos,and confirmed his reſolution, to go on 
the moꝛrow to aſſail his enemics, whillk theſe things were in 
parley in the City. Jupiter was in the eld t made great chear 
with Izion and the Centaures : and being ſet at ſupper upon 
the ground, as about a great fone, Jupiter ſent to fetch Gani- 
medes and made him to ſup with them. Ganimedgs was ſo2e 
moved and had in his heart great trouble: yet he tok a ſhozt 
refection with them, foz he felt great ach and ſmart in his 
wounds. And there Jupiter communed with him ſaying,that he 
was the valianteſt man that ever was ſen among the moſE 
valtanteſt of Troy, c fozalmuch as he was in his mercy, and 
that it was he that late with his Father,deſcended into Creet, 

where he has gladly pl*nted his name in wozſhip, if Foztung 
would have ſufferedhim : therefoze (ſaid he) J will no moze 
war befoze Troy, but J will enter again to mozraw unto the 
Sea,and will go and put in erecution, a thing that lyeth me 
now loꝛe at Þ heart:And J will give you to know, that J have 
intention to go unto the Realm of Argos, unto the Tower of 
Dacdan,foz to deliver acco2ding to my pꝛomiſe paſt, out of the 
ſame Tower the fair Danse, whom the King Acrifias hold⸗ 
eth kalt ſhut in, without any reaſon. This concluſton pleaſed 
King Ixion and the Centavree, fozaſmuch as they had heard

The Quan Juno his Wife, made great cheat, foz he loben 
bim with all ber heart, wherefoze ſhe feaſted him, and them that 
pꝛeſented to him the Yozſcs, And he put in pꝛiſon Egeoa, ana 
let Ganimedes go fre wherebe would: they lobed then toge- 
ther ever after as two bzethzen. When Jupitet had ben there; 
tha daycs, be tak four hundzed of his men of the mof# puiſ- 
ſant, and made them Knights, gibing to cach of them one of 
his Yozles : and perſeded them in the feats of Arms, after the

Ganimedes and 
Ixion comfozted him the bet they could, and bzought dim again 
ta Crest, he held bim there ſolitary a bile : and lap by bis 
Wife Juno, and Jaco and her Aunt made him good cheat

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of his ſozrow. Me beheld the beautp of ber: and fo; that hee 
was alone, he ufed the matter ſo that de had to do with ber and 
know her flelbly, midaffer be. dot fn his mind, that bee

How Queen Meduſa came to Athens, to worſtip in the Temple of 
the Goddeſſe Pallas. And bow King Neptune waxed amorous

12 this time when Jopitor lived peaceally King, of Creet, 
and that bis Won Vulcan IT > ey gs gs craft of 
Negromancy, in the Land of Heſperie, there paſſed out of the 
Mold a King named Porcm, a man of great dalour, which the 
Heſperiens called God of the Sea of Spain, anciently cal - 
led Heſperi, as is ſaid, This King left three Daughters, lovers 
of the earth, fozaſmuch ag they intended unts ices, that hold 
of earthly things.

Neptune 
did great honour unto the Pifſengers of Meduſa, and accozded | 
unt o her, that the ſhould enter into his City, and into the Cem⸗ 
ple, upon condition that the hGoursIavenone-with ber but her 
Damoſels. Uhew'Medula heard theanſwee of King Neptune, 
tHe cancluded'thit-ſhe would gotatothi Temple. And ſhe was 
Ace ompanied with many Damoſels ſo richly arraped, that it 
vas a gallant fight to ſee. She enfred into the Temple, and in- 
tothe City, and there e twrned into Tories not on the men 
that beheld her, but alte the MMomen, and ameng all other e- 
ſpecially a Queen that was named las. 7 Oi 
By this it is to be undeiffood, that this Meduſa was of fo cx 
cellent beauty, and ſopaſſing rich, that all they that beheld her, 
gave themſelves oder wholly to cobet her beauty, and her 
riches.

rnſomuch, that Neptune heard theſe tydings, and deſtring to ſee 
ttis Num, bee went into the Tempte, Where ſhe was in con» 
templation.

This Medaſa was long ſpacein contemplation, during which 
Neptune -deffred der beauty moꝛe and moze, and his heart gave 
him, that bee Goutd obtain his purpoſe. And after, bes alittle 
pulſed, confidering the excellency ot ber, grief, and thoughts 
traverſed, and aroſe in his mind, that ecnffrained him toſay

lobe: and if you will rome and abide with me I make no doubt, 
but that pour mind will rbange. Sir ( anſwered Meduſa ) mp 
will is unchangeable. Hot withſtanding ( laid Neptune) it muſt 
change, be not abaſbed. Sir ( anſwered Meduſa) I ſee nothing 
that giveth me cauſe of abaſhment, foz I feel my beart firm and 
Eableinhis aperations. Yu be a King, and have given mee 
lite conduc to finiſh my Devotion at the Temple of the God- 
defſe of pour City. Reaſon and honour ſhould govern pour cou» 
rage. Dame ( ſaid Neptune ) if your beauty ſurmounted not the 
beauty of other women, I would willingly conſent to your re- 
turn: But when 1 conceive how you are fozmesd in ſo high a 
degree of Nature that nothing lacketh in pon. And further, 
when I ſee that the great GoddeCCe Pallas hath inſpired pou to 
come to this my City, reaſon may have no place: howſoever - 
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bee by love 92 by fozce, pe ſhall be my Mife: 1 bad rather dye, 
oz run into all the diſhonours of the wozle, then foz to fail to 
habe pour lobe. "OA A 
When Meduſa that was wilt, had underfood th? wozds of 
Neptune, end ſalv well that he was couragiouſly enflamed with 
her amozeus deſtre, and that ſhe might not eſcape his power, foz 
der beauty, unlels it were by an adventure: then ſhe changed 
ber hair into colours: that is to ſay, that where fozce ratgaed, 
ſbe wrought by Cubtilty, and ſaid unto the King. Sir, I know 
you are agrzat and puiſſant Lozd,and that lobe hath moved you 
by fozce to take mee to pour Wife. Hinte pour pleaſure is ſuch, 
I am content to do all as pou have demanded, and that this 
ſame day be ſolemnizep the marriage between pou and mee: 
but the-nov2e ſotemnlp- to adozu the Feaſt of our Wedding, I 
require of you two things: Fir, that I may return vato the 
Pozt, to my people, foz to array and drefle mee with my coſtly

Neptune was then as ane all rabiſbed with jep, then bee 
heard this anſwer of Meduſa: and he ſeat again this Meduſa 
unto the Galleys, hoping that che would return again to be his 
Wife : but when ſhe by the (ubtilty of her wit, was delivered 
again at the Poꝛt where Neptune had nothing to do: inſte as to 
return to the Citp, Me cauſed to weigh Anchs:s of all her ſhips, 
and hoyff ſail, and in all hast withd2zew them from ths Poxt : 
and infrad to array het in veEmeats uuptial.ſbe took ber arms, 
and made all her men to Arm them. Aud this be elcaped from 
Neptune, who was in g eat (ozrow, ayd in great anger ſatd, 
that ſhe had the head of a Werpent, and that ber bairs were tur- 
ned into colours, to the end to hids moze graciouſly the maliceof 
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me: ne ok her head Serpentine: and Neptune abode converted 
and turned into a one: of this thing ran the renown thzough 
all Greece, And the beauty of Meduſa was ſo commended, that 
from thoſe parts went every day many Knights to ſæ her, and 
many of them were turned into fones,and many loft their trea: 
laces : innumerable infozcing themſcives, by Arms to conquer 
this Lady, who withſtood alway their aCaults and endeavours, 
and alway abode conquercur of them, 

Me duſa ſct nought by King noz Pzince, that would habe her 
to Mife: ſhe was all ſct to get and gather the treaſures of the 
Wozld, Whereas her Father had been bery-covetous, pet was 
ſhe moze cobetous: and coming again from Athens iuto her own 
Realm, after that ſhe bad bzoughtunder ſubjction the Greeks 
that rebelled againſt her, The waste plunged-ig the d&p ſwal- 
low of covetouſacCe and avarite, that be made war againk all 
der neighbours, and conquered them, conTraining them to pay 
ber pearly large tributes, Whereby her fate aud name aroſe, 
and was ſo great, that the fame thereof ran into many far Re- 
In the time that the renown of Medaſa was in this credit, 
Perſeus Son of Dunas and Jupiter was in the valour and pzime 
of his trength: and he daily required his mother and ths King, 
that they would give him leave to ſeek his Adventure. When 
then Pilonus heard ſpech- of the mightinee of Meduſs, of her 
rapines and avarice, hee thought that bis Son in law ſhould do 
a bertuous' work, if he might cozrec ber : ſo hee told to Perſeus 
that he would lend him thither, Ferſcus thanked him andſaid, 
be would employ thereto all his puiſſance. Then King Pilogus 
ſent foz menof Arms, and mane ready thirty Galleys foz the 
Acmy of Perſeus; and dubbed him Knight, foz the ozder of chi- 
balry began that time to be uſed in all the wozld, And it was 
decrecd that ſame day Perſeus ſhould go to ta. 

And when the King had accompliſhed all the Ccremony to 

1 — Perſcus took leave of the King Pilonas, and 
of bis mothe® Danze, and et the Damaſcls; and entred ints his 
Galley : afterward they weighed Anchozs, and departed from 
tho Pozt of Nie with 6 great get Trumpots and with 
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Baancrs diſplayed, and ſailed into the dap Sta. There was 
many & tear wept : ebery body lobed Perſens foz he was hum- 
ble and courtecus. The Apuliens departed not as long as they 
might ſes dim: and then after thep returned home, praping un- 
to the Gods, that gocd and happy might be the Foztune of Per- 
ſews. And the noble Knight went by the Sea coats at all ads 
denture, Be lo baſted on his way that he came to Aff. ick that 
was named Libie'at that time, and there would bave refceſh:v 
bim at a pozf, beſide the trait of Gibralter whereas was King 
Atlas the great Aſtrologian, But this King put him from lan- 
ding at this Po2t, and came in Arms, againſt him end ſhewed by 
gn a far off, that be weuld kep his Countrp with his word. 
Then Perſcud which would not there employ his Armie, but 
withdrew him from ths Pozt, meaning to avenge him another 
time of that hard uſage, if Fe2tune would help him. Pee paſ- 
ſed the Craif, and ſought ſo long the Realm of Meduſa, that af- 
ter he found it, and had tpdings by certain Merchants that he 
= * Siſters ſojeurned in a City which Food on the Des 
cat. 

"Grcat was the fop of Perſeus, ohen he underſtood theſes t y- 
dings: his folk had great ned of bicual, wherefoze be called 
them all, and bade that they ould make them ready, foz they 
were nigh the place that they Cought : and then, as they ſailed 
atvap fozth about three hours b:foze the evening they ſaw the 
City where Meduſa was, and mozeoder they ſaw Meduſa and 
ber ſiſters with a great number of men of war, that wers train- 
cd cn the Pozt; richly arraysd and furniſhed. When Perſeus 
ſaw this, be divided dis Army fnthre& equal battels, each bad 
ten Galleys, and ozdained and put in Captains of warrs : and 
wiſely cnfozmed them how they hemd tome nigh and appzobeh 
the Pozt, And after he put himſelf in haet battel : and tho 
Poets ſay, that the GodveCe Pallas gabs ta bim then a Shield 
of Chriftal : that be approached wiſely the Pozt that was upon 
the great Sex of Spain, and that he conducted himſelfby: ſuch 
pzudence which is likened to Chriftal, that be came anyfaught 
band to hand againff the puiCance of Meduſs : and that by the 
ſhining of the clear Shield 1 pzudencs in receiving —— 
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giving infinite ffrokes, he got Land and conffratned Meduſa 
to return to her Citp, by fozce of Arms, and with a good oz der- 
ing and fighting of bis Souldſers, At that time the bead Ser- 
pent, like of Meduſa might not withſtand his firft foztunes, foz 
ſhe that was accuſtomed to put underfoot and overcome all them 
that expoſed them in Arms againf her, at this time was put to 
the lame extremity, that he had put others unto. 


CHAP. XXXI. 
How Perſeus vanquiſhed in battel the Queen Meduſa: and how ſhe 
fled into her City. 


NO ſuch was thebeginning of the war, that was between 

Perſens and Meduſa, where the Gorgons which Meduſa 
bad cheriſhed dearly, fell down from ths bel of Foztune, 
which wheel badconſented that the prudence of Per ſeus ſhou(d 
be cauſe of their humbling, This not withKanding, Meduſa took 
courage in ber ſelf, and re-enfred into her City , and gabe 
charge to one of her men, to go unto her enemies, and to en- 
quire of them who was chief and Captain of them, and what 
thing he ſought in her Country + The Heſperian depazted from 
the City, and came tothe Yoſt of the Apulians, that were buffe 
to lodge them that uight : and he haſted ſo much that bee came 
to Perfeus, who tack his refection upon a Table that be had made 
of a great Fong of marble , and (aid to him in this wiſe : Sir, 
the canquereſCe of men bath ſent me to th#, to enquire what 
thing thou wilt do in her Country, to the end ſhe may know 
what ſhe bath to doe Pelſenger ( anſwered Perſeus) J habe & 
purpoſe to enfranchiſe and make free all men from the ſervitude 
that thy PiltreCe':halaech them in: and to make her that bath 
but ans epe, that ſhe conbert and turn men no maze into ffones, 
and that her. riches Gall be no moze the cauſes of the loſe and 
perditien ot Knights: which ſhould have her in marriage. Foz a- 
gain her malie {of the /@grpent, J will be armed with p2y- 
dence, and will that 4 knew, to mozrow, without longer de- 
lay, J wil! give afſault unte the City, in caſe the come not a · 
gainſt mee in battel. ; 
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With this anſwer the Heſperian returned unto M:duſa, ans 
recounted unto her all that de had heard. Meduſa afembles 
then all her men of war, and ſa{'d unto them : it is no marvel 
though JI have my Heart ſo troubled, when after that J have 
banquiſhed great cempanies of menof Arms, 2 ſe that ſhame» 
fully we are driven back and with-drawn into this City, by the 
p;owcfſe of a handful of men. © what grief is this to them 
that have been accuſtomed to triumph in all manner of wars - 
Where be the bigh enterpzizes, by which wee made all the 
Veſtern Seas to fcar - Where be the Swozds that have been 
peilded to us by the Kings our Mributaries : Where bee the 
Armics and ſtrangths that have made to tremble the mountains 
and Rocks of Libia - Where be they that this day have taken 
fear foz P2zoweſſe, dread foz Pardinc fte, diſhonour foz hanour : 
At leaft fince this thing is ſo handled, it behovetb to deal the 
beſt wiſe we map: but now it behoveth alſo, that every man in · 
courage and ſhew himſelf valiant, and that to mozrow it be 
recovered, that by us this day is loff, The enemies ofthe City 
to mozrow will give us afſault, if we furniſh not them with 
battel. And fozalmuch as thep be travelled on the Aire of 
the Sea, it is much better that we furniſh them with battel at 
this time, then that we ſhould abide longer, Our enemies be 
rangers, here lpeth our triumph, oz ever moztal miſadver- 


ture. If we overcome them, it ſhall be a memozy foz us far te 
and nigh in allhonour. If the caſe go contrary, we ſhall run 


with the loCe of our lives into derillon and morkcry of all peo- 
ple. And what is this, call the blood be ſpread abroad of them 
that hade made the ground red with the bleod of others „ Shall 
the honour be walt ed and loft, and alla the name that wee have 
gotten with ſo great labour All the woztd take to them cou- 
rage and hope: theſe tlwo things de as neeaful in warre, as the 
Arms, and without them wall never man attain to the croton 
of vicozp. Ab then take heart to pon, and make ready pour har - 
nete and Arms: to mozrow muff be the day that ye mu needs 
maketo ſhine pour d&ds the beſt wiſe ye may, and that foz to kp 
your renowas, and pour titles of honourable pzoweſſe. 5 

Padam ( an\lvered one — the Captains) it is great — 
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bat ye were not a man, fo2 if it had been lo, it is apparent that 

Peu would have brought under all the Monarchy of men, As pee 
tap, we muſt needs keep our renvivn, if Foztune hath ben to us 
this day froward, to mozroty che ſhall furn to pzofff. Ede 
wounds that be made in our Honours and blood, we mutt bear it, 
and take it in good part, And eur prowrſſe and honour ſhall to 
mozrow put from us all notes and ſhame, yp will ſo behave our 
ſelbes, Can pe not rite ſo carly that we might bee in the front 
of them well arrayed and p2oved to fight fo2 the p2oſperity of 
pour Land We will do pour requeſt. When Meduf heard 
the good will of her Captain, ſhe was joyous. and concluded with 
them, that ſhe with all their puiſſance, would aſſail their ene⸗ 
mies at Pit-night, in hope to come upon them unawares. This 
concluffon was thought good unto all: and each man with drew. 
to take their reſt, and to make ready their PYarncſe. Meduſa 
flept not much this night, as ſhe that had the heart alway great, 
and ſoze charged with greedy deſtre of vengeance : end at mid» 
night, ſhe ſounded to Arms, and made them fo be ready. Shee 
took her Banners that were rich, and her men were diligent e- 
neugh to Arm them, foz in that art they were well inffruced. 
And when af were all ready and afſembled befoze the Palace 
Royal, Medala and her ffers iſſued out of the Gate in rich E- 
tate, and giving good mozrow to her folk, with as liftlenovſe as 
the coula, ſhee dibided them into two companies, whereof thee 
made one company to depazt by one ofthe Gates of the City, 
and ſhe her ſelf conducted the other by the Gate that was againſt 
the Pozt oz Yaven, ; 

At this time the Apre was pure and clear, and the Starres 
| twinkled: and anon the Poon ſhane, and put awap the dark- 
nefſe of the night accoꝛding to her celeſtial office.

watct-men of the Yoſt of Perſeus, and they figrifted their eom- 
ing to Perſeus and his men that fept in their Haxtiefſe; And 
thus, when ſhe appꝛoached unto her enemies, and had ſuppoſed 
ta have diffreſſed tdem, ſhe found them ready furniſhed, wheres 

with 
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worth there aroſe a great cry on both parties, and With this cry 
there grew s great skirmiſh, ſo eager and flerce, that it was 
n&d unto all men st balour, to thew fo2th their pzoweſſcs and 
their ffrengths. There was many a man caſt down dead upon 


the wand. Then began the lecond battel of Meduſa, making a 


great noyſe in fopning the battel, and then had they of Naples a 
frong party foz to matter. 

In this Tempef Perſeus gave himſelf to no reſt: be had al- 
way bis eyts open, his ears bent to heat, bis arms ready tolmite : 
de tas quiek in his green ponth, dis Stpozd flaſhed and cut deC- 
peratelp: be (mote no man noz Shield, but hee brake it, and 
flew all down right- Meduſa, that alway put her in the moſt 
Erength and affairs, and moſt pzefſe, by mighty courage, to en- 
tertain and hold together her men: ſesing oftentimes the pꝛa⸗ 
tiles and the noble feats of Arms of her enemy Perſeus, had 
great ſozrow, foz with bis onely balour, be held the Apulians 
in effate and rap, and there was none that might roſi@ his 
ffcength oz at (leaf that had might to reſff him. This thing 
turned to great diſpleaſure unto Meduſa, pet ſhe eogreced it, and 
uſed her pzoweſſe the beit ſhe might, She did great hurt to her 
enemies, and (mote down here and there ſo haliantlp, that thee 
ſeemed much better tobe a mon then a woman: and better be- 
came her to brandich a Swozd, then to ſpin oz turn a lpindle.

the head was of a Serpent. 

Meduſa was never far from this Banner, fo2 ſhe drew her 
alwap thither fo2 reſcue. When Perſeus was come thither with 
a great company of bin folk; he cryed Perſeus, Perſeus. And 
lifting bis Sword that was tempered with blood from one end 
to the other, it happened that the fir ſt Froke that he gave in this 
plece, fell upon one of the @iffers of Meduſa, that ſhe fell down © 
dead. When they of Naples Imote on the Heſperians with all their ® 
fozce, Chen ſmote Perſeus long andoverthwart ; his ſtrokes 
were ſo moztal, that they afraped not -onelp the moſt feble of 7 
dis enemies, but all the moſt ftrongeft, and allo the moſt coura- 
gicus Meduſa. - | 

Great was the laughter: and being at that point. Meduſa 
enfozeed her power to withfand the great face of Perſcus, Not- 
withſtanding, che that befoze had overcome many men, was then 
obercome: andhaving late the greateſt courage, and the heart 
moze flerce then any man, ſhe was vanquiſhed with deſpair, by 
the onely- chivalreus dealing of Perſeus that had broken her 
Banner, that had ſmitten her men in p#ces, partly lain with 
bis @wozd, and partly den. And he bad not onely made red bis 
Sword and right band with her blood, but the Sea by [mal! 
gutters was made red with warme blood : through which Me- 
duſa loſt ber ferocity, all her pzeſumption, all her ſtrength, and 
alt her vigdur: lo ebil went the game on her ae, that oben 
che had ſeen ber anne deſtroped, whenſhe had ſeen the moſt |. 
bict@jons of her Knights confaunded by fight, and hor men of 
Arms teave the battel and fiye befoze Perſeus, as befozethe J. 
mage of death. Finally, ſbe law all her puiſſante turn into de- 
ffruction general, whereof the end was that each man gabe it 0- 
ber, and ebery man that might ſave himſelf ſaved him by caves, 
aud buſbes, here one, andthere another, ſo ſoze afraid, that it 
was a pitious thing to hear their cries: and many ſaved them 
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in the City, and many were dlain in flying, by Perſeus and his 
men, - | 


How Perſexs corquered Meduſa, and her City, and ſmote off her 
head. And how he went to fight againſt the King At/ar of Sepre, 
a mighty and puiſſant Gyant. .

A T this diſccmfiture , Perſeus purkued Meduſa, flping into 
her City, and entred with her, and the moſt part of his 
people with him, that failed him never to put to death all the 
men defenſable that they found, but they ſpared the blood of 
women and little Thitdren, bythe commandment of Pe. ſtus. 
And among others, Perſeus found Aeduſa hid in a Ceffern and 
lmote off her head. And of the blood that iſſued out, there engens 
dred Pegaſus the flying Þozſs. By the head that Pecſeus (mote 
from Meduſa , is underſtood, that hs took from her her Realm. 
and deprived ber of it, and ba niched her poor andnaked. And by 
the flying. Horſe that was engendrer of the blood that iCuea 
from her head, is meant, that of her riched iuing of that Realm, 
be made a Ship named Pegaſe, that is as muchas to ſay Good 
Renown: and this ſhip was likened unto an YVozſe flying, foz» 
almuch as the good. Reflown of Perſeus was then bozn from te- 
gion to region, as upon a YHozfe fing. And fozaſnueh as Per- 
ſeus went in this ſhip, into divers Countries, where he got him a 
great name. |

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When Bellerophon had heard the good wozds and and wer of 
Perſeus , he made alliance with him, and entred into bis Gal- 
ley and gave leave to his Parriaors, and accompanied bim 
with Perſeus and Dana, that foz tobe of bim took their way 
into Sicil : where thep o2ztly arrived: and the ſame day Belle- 
rophon Armed him, deſtring to finde the Chimere, and tocke 
leave of Perſeus, in ſuch wiſe, that be put dim in peril of death, 
The Poets write that this Chimete, had the head of a Lyon, 
the womb of a Goat, andthe tail of a Serpent, but foz truth, it 
was a mountain inbabitable, that had in height above, a paſſing 
great Cave of Lyons, aad in the middle of the Þill it was full 
of Goats, And at the foot beneath, it was enviraned and ſet 
reund about with Serpents, Shefe Lyons and Serpents were 
paſſing dangerous and noylemt unto the C ountty about. When 
ſerophon law the Mountain, he wentthither, and Perſeus 
and Danaus followed him. Whey had not long marched, when 
they ſaw moze then a fhouſand little Serprns, with many 
great Dragons, of whom ſame came about Bellerophon and 
taſt out their benome, and the other-paCedfozth, and came run. 
ning upon Perſeas and Danaas, who had pomiſed to Bellero- 
phon, that they would there perfozm nothing, unlefe they wert 
conftrained to defend themſelves, 


When as theſe thre valiant Knights ſaw theſe curſed 
Beats, thep took their So, and ſaote upon them, and be- 
headed many ef them, but with this they had great paine and 
trabail, foz theſe Beaffs were cruel and full of pꝛide, and hard. 
ned them eagerly fo them, and if they had not ben well pꝛo- 
bided with babiliments of War, they had there ſooner found 
death then like. Bellerophon went alway befoze, aid ſmote in 
perces many. Perſeus noz his Bzother Danaus fought not, but 
with the Brafts only thit came upon them. When Bellero. 
phon had a little ceaſed the fight again theſe Uermine, and 
had found if moe ſharpe and moze biting, ( fo2 the point of his 
Swo2d was made terribly blant, with friking againf their 
bard ſcales, and skins) then there leapt dolon, and out of their 


holes the Goats, and the Lyons, and came down foz 2 
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- Knight in ſo great number, that he was envbironed with 
them, 

Some of theſe Beafs tſcapꝛd from him and came to Perſeos, 

ann gave him bis hants ſull to imploy bis trength and p2oe 
tveſs :. ihe Lponis Ice pt abeut the neck of Bellerophon , ſome: 
time in luch number, that i no part de might be ſeen, Vet by 
biz ability be could well iave bimCelf, but he had nt der tſcaped, 
tber came ſo much beacm upon bim thee, and brafts, and 
on Pe:ſ:us and Danaus, u bich ſo fiercely eMſailed them: and if 
be an. wai: a Rock, upon which de got up with great pain, 
Fir to ge upon this Rock, there was but one traight way, 
th: c-mpatlſed bim the Lpous, and with them the other. beaſts, 
which ſta cu on the wap of the Rock, and at the foot, roaring 
and making great nciſc about him le that Perſeus and Danaus 
had none other hope a the Knight, but that it had been his laſt 
dap, foz hc had ſo many beats about him , that it was likely 
that the edge and cutting of his [wozd might not long endure, 
without it were wozn oz bzoken, Then the Lyons When they 
might nat touch his bodp bit the ſtones, and did tear them with 
th:irclaws: the werpents fl:w up into the ayr, andlifted up 
their bodics upon their tails,and caſt fire and (moak out of their 
tbzoats unto the Rock, And the maſt har dieſt of the Lpons, one 
after another, trained themſelves in battel againſt him , and 
hewing their teeth, rectiving his Eroaks fcutly : And they 
flednot , but abots as beaffs familiar , and foze covetous of 
mans blood, in whom raigned erceeding great flerecneſs, as 
much as in any wild beat at that time, 

Hard and marvellous was the battel as Perſens and Danaus 
dcheld, and thought in what fachian they might ſuccor Bellero. 
phon. The noble Knight ne fende him. to bis power, and ſeek» 
ing how he might ſav hun from this pexil he caſt his eyes upon 
a great ſtoue that havged ebet the wap dt the rock, whereupon 
be was mounted, and then be theught if be might make that 
tone to fall down, that be ſhould kill the mot part of the 


\beags. Thenhe began a little anda little to mode the Cone, 


andtoſeck the joyntures that held it. andſomucy labored,that 
in the end he made it ta fall upon the Lyons, 5 — 
| T oats 
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Goats,in ſuch vile, as in the falling he made al! the Rocks to 
tremble and feared in general thels unhappy Beads, ſo that 
they wereghece all bzuiled, like as the Ctunder had came upon 
them, and pet that moe is, with the tumbling down, it made 
the Rock that Bellerophon food on, ſo chake, that he tumbled 
down thereon, and was (o aſtaniched, that he knew not whether 
it was day 02 night. 

The ſtone was great. and bꝛougbt down many fanes with 
bim, Perſcus and Danaus thought at the beginning that all the 
Pountains hd tumbled down, and were not vecy well aſſured 
in themſelves. This notwithftanding ; they beheld plainly in 
the end, end ſceing after the neile of the Tempeſt, that their 
fclioto lap upzight all along upon the Reck,they ſuppoſed, that 
he had ben d[ad. Thea thep made great ſozrow; and appzoa- 
ched the Rock, where thep found the Beafs lping under the 
ffoncs.dead, and thep went upon the Mountain, and then kneto 
that — — was not dead: whereof they rec:vered great 
fapand ceaſing their ſozrow, they took the Knight between their 
Arms, and Perſeus demanded how it food with him, and how he 
felt. himlelk⸗

2 Perſeus and Dantus foaited gladly the anſwer of Bel- 
leropt00, and held him foz the moſt accompliſhed Knight 
that eder they ſaw, Perſens and Danaus ſcarched this Poun- 
tain, and went into the Caves of the Beaffs, but they found 
none, And fill ſate Bellerophon upen the Nock, foz he might 
not gg foz the hurt of his fot. And then as the two Knights 
dad feched a compaſs and gone about the Will, they returned 
ta Bellerophon, and then Perſeus ſaid to him, Pp Bother, 
bow well art thou wozthy to babe of me pzaile and commen- 
dation - thou haft this day done a good and holy work, by thy 
wo: thy behaviour, thou hack gotten unto thy name the Crown 
ofegto2tous fame, Thou haff paſſid the ttraight way and 3 
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of mil - foʒtune, from whence thou art iſſued clear as the Sun» 
And not only thou-baft laboured foz thy weal and utility, but 
foz the god and p3offt of this Region, Foz thoy haft flain the 
Wardeis af the Serpent, and the Pozters of the Lions, that 
kept this Country inhabitable, which all from heneefozward 
bs inhabited, and occupied with people. Ba lerophon was all 
abaſhed, when he heard the glozp that Peri us gave unto him, 
by meeknels and humility that was in bim. And anſwered, ik 
there be any wozſhip in this wozk, that it hall turn as well un; 
to them as unto him, and thep began to pꝛaiſe each other, and 
they t at upon this Hul the ſame night, after thep had made 
Sacrifice unto their Gods, And hither came all the Apulizns, 
obere they made creat chear. Afterward they took all the skins 
ofthe Lions, and the heads of the Serpents that were dead, in 
ſign of biaoʒy, and laded th m in their Galley , and they bare 
them with them into their Galley with Bellerophon , finally 
they went unto the Sea, and ſailed toward the Pozt of A+ 
thames, but when they thought to have dzawn unto this Pozf, 
ſuddenly there arole a tempeff onthe Sea, that they were ron 
rained to abandon them unto the Mind, and paſfed fozth by 
the Haven,and their foztune was ſuch, that they were bzought 
into Syria,upon the Sea of Paleſtine, And they came into the 
Dot and Paven of Joppe, where raigued Amon, and in Paſe-

The ſame time that Perſeus arrided thete by means of this 
Tempeſt, the Pozt was full of Pen, Women, and Childꝛen, 
that it ſeemed that all the wozld had been aſſembled, Perſeus 
came thither alone, foz his folk were diſperted upon the Wes. 
When the Syrians ſaw bim arive by fozce of the Wind', they

Chziftal, he and alt bis folk, in a moment, were turned into 
ſtones; that is to ſay, that he and all his men had loſt their 
firength aud courag's, and that they might no mo2e lift their 
Swo2ds, then might a Statue oz Image. Then Pricus fled, 
and all they that coul d, fled ſome info the City, and ſome into 
the fields at all adventure. ' Perſeus would not follow the chaſe, 
becauſe of thrir pooz. caſe. And thus Pricus clcaped the prath, 
and abanvoned and gave over the Country, and went with 
them that fled into Calidonia, where he was afterward put to 
death by Hercules. And Perſeus went into the City ef Argos, 
the gates whereof was open, and there was no man reſted 
them. Whey he was in the City, he made an Edie, charging 
upon pain of death, that none be ſo hardy to uſe eny violence 
oz fozce there, After that he ſent to ſeek his Gzandfather Acti- 
us, and told him who he was, and ſo delibered te him again 
bis Tify end Realin. 
Fos this courteſte, Accifias held himſelf greatly beholding 
undo Perſeus, and asked bim, and enquired of his daughter Da. 
nae and of their adventures. Pecrfeus told him all that he knew, 
and then Acriſius was fozry at that hard uſage that he had done; 
and faz to amend al, he adopted Perſeus to be his ſon, and gave 
bim the full power to govern the City. and himſelf withdzew 
dim inte the Tower of Dndanę, und then kent again unto Na- 
ples, Dardanus his Bꝛot her, with whom went Bellerophoo, and 
be gabe unto them, and to their eompany, great treaſures at 
their Det; Perſeus ſent manp Argiens into Libie, and 
made them to inhabit the Tountry. And thus abode Perſeus in 
Argos with bis wife Andromeda, of whem he got many chil- 
d2en ; that is to lap, Sthelenus, Blache, Demon, Ericteus, and 
Gorgophon, hich all became men, ann betook wives, king A- 
criſius pet reiguing. And among all other, Gorgophon had ene 
Wife, of wyom he had two ſons, Alceus and Electrion, Alceus 
tugendzed Am phitrion, and Electrion engendzed Acumena, of 
whom came Hercules AI will not ſay much of the facts and of 
the generations of this Perſeus ; he goberned paſſing _ — 
kalm, 
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Realm, and lobed much king Acriſius: but there fell an hard 
foztune unto him,foz as he went cn a night alone unto the Tow- 
er of Dardan to go villt the king , the Gua; ders of the Tower 
knew dim not, and teti upon bim, and burt him; when he felt 


dim ſmitten; de put himtelt᷑ to defence. The novſe wared great, 
the king heard the nople, and came running down fs part the 
frap, thꝛuſted into the pꝛels, in ſuch wiſe tat Perſeus knely him 
not, and with his ©wozd he \mote him, that de led him, and 
all the people with bim: aud anon after, when Je came in, and 
found him dead, he remembzed and thought he had put him ty 
death, after the P2ognoſtication of the Gods, and made great 
ſozrow , and did 92dain his Dbſequy right ſolemnly. And at 
this Oblequp happened fo2 to be there, Jup.ter and his Bon 
Volcan, which at that time p;aciſed together the Science of 
Pagick, and Negromaney, | 
Pe this time Volcan fozged and wzought the Thunders unto 
Jupiter; that is to ſap , be buſted himſelf with troubling by 
fire and ®wozd, the. Realms of his neighbours: Perſeus then 
did 1 honour and woꝛſbip unto his Father Jupiter, and like» 
wilt bid Jupiter unto Perſens : and each rehearſed to other theit 
dbetiiros but when'the Oblegup of king Acriſius waz per: 
o2mted, and Jupiterſaw Perſeus ſo heavy that he could have no 
jop, he returned into Creer unto his wife Juno, and there ht 
exerciſed himſelf in the Art of agick. And then when Perfeus

but be reigned there not long; fozaſmuch as the denth af Acri- 
ſiur renewed always, and he cauld not put it aut of his mind, 
and lo departed thence, and with dzew dim with a great Hot 
Country; which be named 'Perfia, akthr his otyn name, and 
there founded the City called Perſepolis, after that he bad van:

moft fatr waman that ever was lei) all bis delight, and buſte 
care lvas in bcholding the Ladies, He deffred nothing but to 
be always among the Ladies, and always had bis epes firt on 
them: but in the end he b:held Alcamena ſerigufip, in whom 
be bad a finguſar plealure. De (6 Joze fired his eye on her Ex- 
celicagy, that hts beertbegan to be troubled, ſo that he was 4. 
mozous of ber love. Ja this his greedp covetouſaeſs, he let 
pals the ſolemnity of the Meddino, and returned into Creet; 
but he bad not long ſejcurned, when the ſaid cov:touſnels 
wzought fo behemently in bim, that an a dap be began to ſpeak 
of Alcumens in the p2eſence of Juno, and ſaid unto Ganimedes 
bis Eſquirr, Ginimedes, what think you of the beautp of Alcu- 
mens? Sir, ſaid Ganimedes, J think ſh! ſbineth in all manner 
of Excellencp, and tocomp2ize all her Uirtues, there is go

des; but as ſoon as de was iſſatd out of the Gate, there met 
bim ont of the knights of Thebes,” and did reverence unto the 
king, andſaid unto him, tht king Creon ef Thebes Int him 
unto him, end r quired bim that he would aid and help dim to 
tar again? king Thellepoly, that had treſpaſſed againft him, 
When k.ng Ju it: r had heard the meſlage of theking, he was 
berp gla' of the rrqueſt of the king of Thebes, and took th kt. 
by thc hand, an bzought bim to his Palace, and there frafted 
bim and aft r he ſaid, that with verp gsod heart and will he 
woul} ſucc*ur and gels king Creon in his war. Tbe knight 
bf Thebes with this a: wer took lende of king Jupiter, and res 
tuen d unte Theb:s, twh re p eparation and Ordnance was 
made to go unto Thelitpolis, It was not long ater thet , king 
Jupiter made his Armp, and made as much haſt as p:\fible he 
could, that ſhoztly after he might come to the h2uſe of Thebes, 
where he hope to fl. c Alcumena, CAhen all things was ready 
be fork his wap, and (p:d him in bis faurnep, that he came to 
Thebes, Where be was honourebly reecived of the king, the 
Queen, and the Ladies King Jupiter at his coming fozgot not 
to look if he might lee Alcumcna, but be ſawher not; wheres» 
koze he was in great grief, and knew not what todo, And he 
looked after Amphitrion, but be could no whrre ſee him, wheres 
of be was moze abaſhed then he was befoze, In this abaſhment 
be appꝛoached to king Creon, and demanded of him , where 
Amphitrion was „ king Creon anſwered him, that de would 
ſhoztly come, and that be aſſembled bis men of Arms at the 
Taftle of Arciancy, which he had given him.

When Amphitrion ſaw that their enemies Were overcome, 
and that there was no moe peril, be had great deſt e to go lee 
bis wife Alcumena: and to halt bim the ſooner to be with her, 
he departed from the Hoff, with leave of the King , accompa- 
nied with an Cſquire only. When Jupiter ſaw Amphitrion 
lo depart upen bis wap, h began to think of a great ſubtilty, 
to come to bis intent. And be departed from the Yolf with G- 
nimedes cuhly; and as. ſoon as he was in the fleld ontde wap, 
thep two being together, Jupiter entred into conference with 
Ganimedes, and ſaid to him, J have great affianc? in pou, and 
moe then in any man that liveth , whe:efoze J will tell you a 
thing (:eret, Which J hall accompliſh as J bepe: and pe 
muſt keep it ſecret, Truth it is, that J am amoꝛous ferridly of 
Dame Alcumena; by no means in the wozld J map pet fozget 
her, noj put her from my deſtre, She knoweth not the pain that 
koz her love aboundeth in me, fo2 J never was ſo hardy to 
- diſcover to ber my caſe , no2 never durft chew it to her, kozal⸗ 
mücb es J kno her wile,chaft, and birtuous. This conſidered, 
J conte ſa mp folly, foz Jam ina manner in deſpair, fearing 
I ſhall not find the like anſwer of lobe in Alcumena, But the 
ſudden departure of Amphitrion, pet gibeth me in a manner an 
hope, faz at the time that J ſaw him depart from the Hot, to 
Ba lee bis.

Ganimedes hcarkened diligently to the will and purpoſe of 
Jupiter, and p2omiſed that he weuld implop him in this affair 
as much as in him was poll ble, and fo they rode with great de⸗ 
fire the readicſt wap, and in riding Jupiter went about his en: 
chantments, andſped him ſo, that he arrived in an evening at 
the Cadle of Arciancy. When he was there arcibed, he tranſ: 
figured himſelf and Ganimedes, as he had befoze purpoſed, and 
then at the lame hour that Alcumena flept , and that each man 
was abed, they came to the Caffle, and ſo knocked at the gate, 
that they awoke the Pozter. The Pater came to the window, 
and looked town bencath, and ſav Jupiter and Ganimedes by 
the Poon-light, and it ſremcd to him to be Amphicrion, and his 
Eſquire, wherefo2e be opened the gate and received him, as it 
had been bis 192d Amphbitrion. After, he b23ught him unto the 
dooz of the Chamber where Alcamena llept, and awaked her, 
laping, that her Lo2dwas come.

of Amphitrion, as recounteth Boccace in his Book of the Gg- 
nealogp of Gods: but whoſe ſon ſoeber he was, Euriftens had 
bim in keeping, and nouriſhed him hardly , and not tenderly, 
without the City of Attick: foz the king, and the Citizens, 
and Townſmen, in their time, made their childzen tobe nou- 
riſbed out of good Tolwas, and made them to lye upon the bare 
earths and naked, foz to be moze ſt rong, without entring into

And fog 
to come again ts my putpole: Hercules was nourifhed in an 
bouſe that ſtood in the plaid ſteldg, and was oftentimes put out 
into tho rain and wind, and lay the moſt part of that time upon 
the carth, without any other bed: he lay oftner lo then upon 
dap oz dzy ffraw. With this nouriſhment he wared and grew 
in all beauty; frength and wiſdom : be was humble, coarteous 
and gentle. All god manners began to gro v and ſhine in him: 
be was ſober in cating and dzinking: he fl pt gladly in the 
ficlds : he ſhot and dzewthe Wow, hen Kiirg Egem of A. 
thens had heard ſpeech of him, be commanded that his Son 
ſhould be nouxiſhed with him, that was named Theſeus. Her- 
cules and Theſeus were both of one age, and loved right well t9: 
gether, Theſeus was ffrong and mighty, ande fair Child, and 
de had wit enovgh, Hercules paſſedhim, and ſhone as far as 
bove him, as the lun Wineth above the ttars. When he was 
ſeven peers old, he trercifed ett ling and overth;ew and caſt 
the greateff and Frotigeft that came to him, Not one and om 
at one e, but five 02 fir, 02 as many as be might let his hands on: 
und did ſo great feats of ftrength, that out of Thebes, Arheng, 
and Attick daily came men, women and Ch'ldzen to ſee him, 
The moꝛe and eder de greto, the moꝛe enkoꝛced behisfrength, 
GWhen'he was ten pears old thete might no man ſtand eꝛ abide 
in bis hand; at thirteen years of age be began to handle and 
uſe Arms, and of his pzoper motion; be thought he would go 
to the pount Olympus, and there de would abide and anſwer 
all manner of men thither coming fo: the ſpace of fifteen days;

together: and foz to deal with them at the Spear, at Sword, 
at wzeſt ling, and at running, alway foze-ſ&n, that it be by pour 
licence, and leave, end that it pleaſe pou of pour courteſte to 
give unto him that hall do beſt ſome p2ize, to the end, foz to 
encourage the hearts of noble-men unto baliantneſs, that they 
might attain to renown, Euriſteus anſwered and ſatd : Hec- 
coþas fair Son, pe can requireof me nothing that is.hone@ and 
wozſthipful, but J will be thereto agrecable, Ye be young. and 
pet pe are ſtrong and puiſſant , and J knot well that there is 
no man that is able to ſtand againft you, Since it is lo, that ye 
have the will ſo to do, Jam verp well content that pou (hall 
make the pꝛof, and ſhew the ſtrengtb of pour peuth : and fo: 
to effec and bꝛing this Enterpꝛize unto paur credit, J will ar⸗ 
ray pou as richly as if you were mp pzoper Son. Þp Father, 
(anſwercd Hercules) J thank pou of this grace andkindnels, 
and fince it is lo pour pleaſure, it behoveth you to chuſe a man 
of great under ſtanding and authozity, that ſhall gounto all the 
Realms of theſe Coaſts, foz to ſhew unto the Kings, Dzinces, 
and Gentlemen, the purpoſe and Enterpzize that Jhave taken 
in hand: Fair Bon (ſaid Euriſteus) you ſap the truth, you ſhall 
make paur Letters containing paur intention, and ſend them to 
me, and then when Jhave reteibed them, J will uſe ſo god di · 
ligenee, that pe ofrcaſon ſhall! be content, 

After theſe (peechcs and man otber, King Euriſteus went 
home, and Hercules {wk ink and Parchment, and let him to wzite 
in Letters the foꝛmet a Pꝛoclamation, which he made, that 
contained in this wile. 

Greeting be to all Rings, Princes, Knights, Gentlemen, La- 
dies and Gentlewomen, from the Eſquire Unknown, and well 
Fortuned. We let you have knowledge, That the firſt day of 
the Month of May next ſollowing, the Eſquire Unknown, will be 
on the Mount Olympus, for to wow himſelt in habiliments conve- 
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nient unto Arms, at the pleaſure of the Gods and Fortune, and 
for to receive all them that be of noble houſes and name, that will 
and ſhall come thither to try maſteries in the manner as followeth. 
In the beginning of the firſt three dayes, he ſhall hold exerciſe of 
wraſtling, and he that ſhall do beſt, by the judgement of the Judg. 
es thereto committed, ſhall win an Elephant of fine gold. The 
fourth day he will run a furlong or more againſt all them that will 
run, and he that beſt runneth ſhall win a fair Courſer, At the 
fifth and ſixt dayes he will ſhoot with the hand-Bow, firſt at the 
moſt ſtraight and nigh marks, and after at the moſt long marks, 
and he that ſhooteth moſt ſtraight and nigh at ſhore marks, ſhall 
win a Glove of gold: and he that is beſt at long marks, ſhall have 
2 Bow and a ſheaf of Arrows. At the ſeventh, he will caſt a tone 
againſt all men, and he that doth beſt thereat, ſhall have a right 
good Diamond. At the eighth day, and other following to the 
fifteenth, be will exerciſe Arms: and if any will prove himſelf one 
alone againſt him, he ſhall be received { foreſeen that during the 
firſt ſix dayes he ſhall come and preſent himſelt unto the Judges) 
and he that fo doth' beſt ſhall have a rich Sword: And it it hap- 
pen that they that ſbal come to this Feaſt will turney together in 
manner of a Bartel, in Juſting with Lances or Spears, and fighting 
with Swords or Barriers, the Judges ſhall ordain Captains, ſuch as 
ſhall ſeem convenient, and who that beſt doth in this exerciſe or 
night, ſhall win a Garland of Laurel. 


All theſe things before written, the ſaid Eſquire Unknown pro- 
miſeth to accompliſh, and prayeth unto all Noble-men, Ladies and 
Gentlewomen, that they will youchſafe to come and ſee this meet. 
ing of Nobles, which ſhall be performed by the pleaſure of the 
immortal Gods, who will give unto the accepters of this worthy 
Challenge, multipliance of honour, and encreaſing of good For- 
tune. | 


When Hercules had wzitten this Pioclamation, and en! 
arc(ſed it, he ſent it to Euriſteus, who read it, and it ſeemed ta 
dem that the invention of the Anthoz and maker was god, and 
very woꝛthy to be kept in mcmozp,and called one of his knights, 

and 
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and gabe him ths charge and office to go publiſh this Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation in the Courts of. all the Kings of Greece, 

The Knight enterp2izcd with right good heart to do the ſaid 
office: (ans this was the firſt-Dff.cer of Arms that tber was.) 
He wont to Athens, Thebes, Argos, Lacedemonis, Arcadia; PE. 
relie, Magneſie, Creet, Ephele, Pepos, Tripoly; and Theffaly, and 
all «bout he publiſhed the Pzoclamation , without declaring 
who it was that ſhould keep the Ererciſe: They that heard 
fpcak of the quite unknown, and uinde:Eood his Enterpꝛize, 
ſudged hint rhat this came of a noble courage, and that be 
might not fail to get Vondur and Fame. The knight fo2 to fl 
niſh this boyage, had four nroneths time to accompliſh it. 

During this time, Hercules diſpoſed him foz to furniſh his 
p2obiffon foz the Exerciles, and ſo did the Kings and Koble⸗ 
men, foꝛ to comethither. Wh'n'th? cven befoze the fick dap 
of the Ererciſe was come, King Eur iſteus bzought Hertuſes up- 
bn the Peunt Olympus, and from all parts came thithec ſo ma» 
ny Fable men, Ladics, and Gentlewomen, that the number 
might not be eFeemed ; the Mount was full on all Ades, All 


this night there was great ado, und noile er one and other, fo2 


to make their Tents and Lodges of Boughb and Lees, a 

to pitch their Pavilions, And it ought not tobe küigotten, 
when the eben was come, how the knight that had publiſhed 
the Challenge , aſſembledina common Cent' all theknights 
that were come thither, and required them in the name and on 
the behalf of the Eſquire unknown, that thep wouldchaſe't» 
mong them ſuch as ſheuld be Judges, and give the pꝛize: when 
the Kings that were there, heard and underſtood the requeſt 
of the Aoble Tſquire, thry thanked him, and thep choſe th:ee 
kings to be their Judges, that is to lap, the king of Thebes, 


called Creon, the kieg of Argos, named Gorgophon, ahvithe 


king of Myrmidon, named Eſon , which was Father of Jaſon; 
thep were wiſe and diſerect, they enterp2432d the office with a 
good will; andfhat night thep paſſed over with great jop, fo 
they aCembled in a Tent which was made foꝛ to dance in and 
the kings with the knights young and old went together : and 
thus brganthe Feaſt , which endured till-midnight in Dances 
and Songs. P3 The 
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be King Jopiter and Amph; erion were nat at this aſſem, 
bly by the Ceunle l of King Evrifteus, that let them habe know: 
ledge ſeerctly, that Hercules was he that Chould hold this ſpazt 
oz txerciſe, foz to eſchew-all wo2ds and languages, that night 
grow oz riſe up becauſe of the Natibity of Hercule: : foz Am- 
phy trion an the ane fide believed not that he was his Son, and 
Jupiter an the other de (aid that he appertained not to him, 
De [cat them wozd therefoze, that they could do no better then 
not foz to come to this ſoltmnitp, which was a moſt ſpceial 
thing, and the moſt ſtr ange that eber was ſpoken of befoze that 
time: the fir day of May, at the hour what time the un caſts 
bis beat upon the Earth, Hercules did cauſe to ſound a Trum- 
pef, to make the Ladies go up into the Scaffold and places ap- 
pointed: and after they being mounted and let, Hercules leapt 
out of the Tent apparelled to wzeſtle, end came into the midi 
of the place oz field, making reverence unto the Judges, Kings, 
and to the Wadies: be was then faurt&@n years old full atcam 
pliſhed : and as he had done the reverence, the Knight that wag 
Dff:eer of Arms, made a cry and ſaid : High and Excellent 
Judges, We let ou have knowled „with all Kings, Knights, and 
Gentlemen of Arms, Ladies and Gantlewomen, that here is the 
Squire Unknown N preſent in his perſon, upon the Mount 0. 
Hep, and offereth himſelf to ſullill the Contents of his Chal. 
enge, by order, and after the manner that th particulars thereof 
— Wherefore if there be any man that will prove 
and «flay him at Wreſtling , let him come, and he ſhall be re- 
ceived. 

Theſeusof Athens, at the cnd of this P2oclaination, and at 
the commandment of Wing Egeus his Father, entred then into 
the fir]d : he was a paſſing fair Child and a gentle, at his cem- 
ming be ſalutedHercules, and ſaidta him: Pater of all bodily 
Exxrcile, J am come hither , not of pzeſumption , but fog 10 
learn thofe things that, Jhave nad of, and therefoze J recom 
mend me unto pour Grace. Py Bzother Theſeus, anſwered 
Hercules, J map moze learn of pou, then yoy of me: tbhercfoze 
let us endeavour to win the pzize, it muſt be begun by ſome bo- 
dy. Theſe wozds accompliſhed, the twa Noble Elguires aps 
: pꝛoathed 
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pꝛeached, end leized cachother, Theſeus impfoped his puiſ- 
kance, and Hercules ſuſferto him to dyas much as he 02 
could, {tt{thaut chewing and putting out his fate and miget a⸗ 
gam to him. And (a they ſhok and lugged eachother, but in 
the end Hercules caſt Theſeus, the moftſoftly and favourably 
that. be could. Whereat the laughter waz great ameng the 
Ladics end Gentlewomen. Thefeus then departed from the 
place, and went amoug the Lad:exand Gentlewomen, pzxping 
them that they would take in good part Bhat he had done: then 
came unto the place many poung ©qu-res , of whom J know 
not the namce, andthey indeavoured and travelled all that they 
might fe to get hondur and wozſhip, but their labour pꝛoffted 
little unte them, in rrg4rd of getting the pzize : fo2 Hercules 
caſt and f;ptcd all them the! cam? and the weffing tured four 
hours centinually : Atthelafk, at the requeſt of the Ladies, the 
Judges made the wꝛeſtling to ceaſe fo2 that day, becauſe that 

they ſaw that Hercules was poung, and that de had done a great

" Eihin Hercules had underſtood that the Judges hav made 
ceaſe the lozeſtling, de was ſozrowful , fo in his wzeftting he 
bad a ngular pleaſure, The Judges then with Eufteus came 
to him, end made bim do en his cloaths and array him.

Mis Tent, and the Lent of the kings, and ol 
the Ladies, were made but of bzanches, with leates and 
berbs, giving good odour and ſavour, Jt was not known how 
to make Tents of cloth; noz of lk then, Hercules paſſed this 
night, moze in 2 think on the beauty of Megara, then 
faz to | ney, day foll lowing, at hcur convenient, ſhe came 
ta the ſpozt, ere were many poung menftrong and ative, 
the Troagett of. all Greece, but Hercules with one arm thzew

he ſhot alwars ina little 1ing of Gold, and as fo2 Yooting at a 
leng mark he paſſed the furtheſt in the field twenty four Fries: 
bis Bow was lo great that it was the buithen of a man, Na 
man could bend it but himſelf, Jt was a pleaſure to ſ# him, oz 
he gat great pꝛaiſe and fame two days; and pit be got moze the 
dap fellowing, which was the ſcventh day of the @pozts : 
foz ſchen it came to the caſfing of the fone a far, one after ancs 
ther, then be caſt it imploping his Hrength in ſuch wile that he 
paſſed ſix paces further then any man that at that time implox⸗ 
ed himlelk in that Exercile. 

Then ttey that were come to this Feaſt erped with a high 
boite, the Eſquire unknown is neither the Son of Amphitri- 
on, ne the Hon of jupiter, but he is the Den ef the God of 
Nature, which bath garniſhed bim with double fozce and re⸗ 
doubled it an hundzed fold: in his infancy he banqui ſhed the ler⸗ 
pents and in his pouth he ſurmounted in wit, fozce, and valeur, 
all the wozld, Bleſſed be the womb that cenceived him and 
bare him, fo2 to glo:ifle Greece : Foz certainly the time chall 
come one? that he ſhall be the glo;v ofthe Greeks, and their try⸗ 
umph and well ſhall help them ifthep have need, 

Sick i ece the woes of the Kings, of the Ladies, and of the 
PDamoſ:ls,of the Rebles, and of the Waliant, each man pꝛailtd 
him in his guiſe. The fair Megara heard gladly the commcn- 
daticn, and pzaiſing that men gave him, but pct ſhe ſaw him 
moze glad ly do his feats and valiancics, and it is no marvaile 
though ſhe ſaw him gladly, and gate der to behotd him: fo2 in 
Hercules was that, that was not in other: his brauty ſurmount- 
ed the meaſure, and the great poztion and quantity of his foꝛce 
aud ſtrength. After that each man that would cat the fone 
bad dene. he went into the common Tent, where many an a- 
mozous man was with his Lady, and there he began to put hints 
felf fozth a lit'le, and his ſyecch with one and other became 
him : fon te had a right bigh and clear voice, Megara and Her- 
cules in this evening oftentimes beheld tach other fecretly, and 
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their countenances were fired on tach other often, and then or 
fozce thep changed colour. Ja this changing of colour there 
was not a bein in them but was moved. And by this moving 
grew amozous in abundance, with deep ſighs, which were noy- 
richtd in the Abilmes and bottoms of their hearts. 

Ameng all other things, foz to ſpeed the matter, the kings 
and ancient knights al mblcd them in counſel, foz as much 
as thep had manp young knights that were come, and had a. 
bidden from the beginning of the feaſt, foz to dofrats of Armg 
againſt Hercules, The puiſſance and ſtrength of Hercues 
was wel! conſtdered of in this Counſct, and fozaſmuch as 
it was very likely, that no man might ſtand againſt him, it was 
o2dained that he ſheuld do no deeds of Arms hand to hand, and 
that the dapcs that were pet to come of the reſtdue of the frag 
from two daps to two daps, thep ſhould turnep in manner of 
battel, whereof Chould be Captains two Kings that were there, 
to wit, Tandarus that wes Father of*Nenelaus, Busband of 
fair Helene, and Ixion that was King of Theſſaly. Theſs twg 
Kings tok on them with a god will this charge, and it was 
ozdained that Hercules ſhould let them all Turnep untill the 
time that the one party were at wozle, and that then he might 
belp that party of ſuffering the wozſe, wnto the time that be 
bad bzought them to match their betters. This ozdinance was 
ſhewed in the Cent by the Officers of Arms: They that were 
aloꝛe⸗named to fight, man foꝛ man againſt Hercules, were right 
jopous ofthe new ozdinance. - The feaſt then ceaſed and one 
and other with-dzew them unto their Cents: on the mozning 
thep came to the flelda foz to begin the firſt Turney, and there 
were fibe hundred Eſquires , and thzee hundred Knights all 
Armed as to go into battel, ſabing that their Stvozds were re- 
batnes and not ſharp, and that their Spears bad Rechets of 
tree, 02 of wod, The King Tandarus and the King Ixion was 
richly arrayed, and well hozled, and armed well with boſſed 
curets, and ran inthe moſt hardieft place of this aNembly:there 
was no moze but an hundred Knights on hozſe-back, foz hozſes 
at that time were but little known noꝛ uſed : all they on hoꝛſe⸗ 
back, and they on.foot were parted into two companies, — de⸗ 

ivered 
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they that! had hoꝛles, at the ſound of the Trumpet were ready to 
ju, and ran one agaiuſt another, ſo couragiouſly, that they 
troubled all the Ait with Duft and Powder that aroſe by their 
Hozſe feet. At ths bickering each met with other oktentime. 
and there were Come overthzown under the hozſe, and tumbled 
up ſide down at joyning : and ſome there were that bake their 
Spears Bnightly and Thibalrouſly , foz there were plenty of 
baltant Knights, But in the end when the Knights en hozſc- 
back had done their endeabours, and that they (et their hands on 
their ſwo22s, the footmen began to renew th? Turnep with 
ſo great a ffir and noiſe, that all the Mount red2unded , oa the 
one ſide, and on the other, there were many ſpcars bzoken,and 
Shields unjopnted, thep jopned with their Spea.s eagerly, 
their ſtrokes and fopnes were great:each man ſhelved the quan- 
tity of his fozce, it was joyous to (& the (pears flie in the Air 
by pieces, there were great tries, none ſpared other, ancient noz 
poung. The ancient fought with the young : the young men 
by great courage learned and chewed the old men. When their 
Opcars wers bzoken they took their (wozds, wherewith be- 
gan a new ado, joyous and pleaſant,they cutting their Helme, 
and hewing on their Shields ſo couragiouſly, and in eſpecial 
they of the part of Ixion, that they of the part of King Tandz. 
rus were conſtrained to call foz Hercules unto their reſcue, 
When Hercules hcard that they cryed after him, be was 
paſſing fopous, fo? it was a grief to him tobe idle, and to ſæ 
ethers labour, Yo was nigh by the Turnep bebolding them 
that did beſt: he had alſo his ſwozd in his fit, At the crp of 
them that there put to the wozſe, he went unto their aid, and 
began to turney on the ſide where wete the greateſt frokes 
given, ſo pleaſantly, that it was jop to behold. The King Ixion 
came againft him to maintain his pzoweſs, and to bold toge- 
ther his folk: but fo; his welcome Hercules ſmate him on the 
Shield, that al aſtonied he bare him to the Earth, and down 
from his hozſfe, Then began there a great bout, and laugh- 
ter, and as well one as the other began to apply! them to the 
relcue of Ixion, Hercules put himſelf into the pzeſs, and — 
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beeps en all ſites» ſo great that Tandatus and his folk ico: 
bered, centred into the battcl with their counter⸗partp. At 
that time began again the Turnep ſtrong ani ſhatp: they that 
lled, tek heart, fozce,and virtue to them again, by the well do: 
ing of Hercules, and recovered bigeur and ſtrength Hercules 
of all them that were there was takin hed of, bis r kes 'urs 
mounted all other without all meaſure, and be bzouabt again 
Tandarus to match his better with little lab ur. Final!; he 
did chew lo great pꝛowels that day, and in the dapes following, 
ht be wes com mended above all ct men in the wild, Tee 
werethze great Turneps and notabl-, at tach Turuep, as 
len as it bappenid that one party was put beck, and te the 
wozle. Kercules by his well deing rice vered them, an put tbem 
up again. No man fock Hied but to his gl 2p: cvery man ſaid 
well of him at dances, and at feaſts every men lov dim a verp 
man wo:ſhipp:ed him, there was no tongue of noble, ue: of baſs, 
but that gave bim laud and pꝛaiſe, whereof the cnc uon was 
ſuch, that all the prizes abode with bim, and alſo there were 
given unto him many gifts of the Kings that were there. The 
baps ofthis ſolemnity dꝛew ever, and the laſt night. tbe K ngs 
and the Ladies, and Nobles aſ*mbled in the common Tent, 
and cfone cemmon #cco2d thep would that from pear to year, 
they and their heirs ſhould hold and renew the Feaſt th+t Her 
cules had b: gun and Eſtabliſhed, foz they ſaw that it was'the 
mt honourable paſtime that eber was mate in Greece and 
named the Feaſt Olympiades, becauſe of th» Mount Olymp. 
And they bad it ſo in ſtimation that from thenerfo2th they cas 
ted their @dics,and their Letters of continuance, with the peer 
of the firſt Olympiade. &c, Jn ſuch wiſe, as we lap the vear of 
the Incarnation. Lhele things ozdained, given and promiled, 
the Officer cf the Arms of Hercules, fhankcd all them that were 
come to this Olympiade After that cach ton leave ef other and 
dt par ted an the mozrow,and thus flaiſhed and ended this feat. 
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CHAP. XI. 
How Hercules ſailed by the Sea incoHeſperie,and how he vanquifl;- 
ea the iſle with the Muttoas ot Sheep, and va- quiſhed Phil/zzes, 
and flew his fellow. 
T th? c pa ting, Hercules paſſed not greatly foz the de- 
A rarting ot all them that were tere, laving foz the depart⸗ 
ing ot Megara: he knew not the mala w of lobe, witl! the 
tine hat ye ſaw her depart into th? Countrep, Mypgira went 
unto Thebes, and Hercules azew h:m to Athens peaſtiv;ly, and 
th king much of his Lady: and ſoze dedring tolebher,he ent 
inthe compauy of Euriſteus unto Athens, waere thep teaf-a 
th m four caps long. At ths frurth dap tidings came, tat 
unto the Poꝛt and PBaven were come ſtrange folk by fortune, 
whicy w reclea hed in bery plcaſant Robes and Garmeats. 
When Ring Euriſteus heard theſe &tdings , be (ent fo fetch 
theſe ſt:angers to him, aao asked them from whence th'y were, 
th-y ant werte, thep were of the Meik, and of the: Region 
of Heſperie, Mhere is the Region of Heſperie (aid Euriſteus , 
and what manner of Tountrep ts it Uecily anCwcreo one dt 
them. I think that in all the wozld is no better Cauntrey, foz 
there is abun ance ob all thinas that be neceſlarp fo2 mans life, 
and Fcan tell pou, that in th*.p!zces of our: dwelling, end 
where we have our haunt. there manp Iflands ping abaut 
the furtheſt pa ts of Maurce, bepond Ampotche j where grow: 
eth al the beit things that men can think, and there is a King 
named Philoces, Don in Lam to a King named Atlas, which is 
of the generation ofthe Greeks: and it is not ta be fo2gotteny, 
How the King Pbilotes accompanied with the Daughters: of 
King Atlaslatel» found an Id very pleaſant, as wess his ad- 
denture, This Ile is all plain, witheat Pountain oz Mallep: 
and there be ther in lo many Sh#p and Puttons, that it is 
mar del, which he k; pt and cheriſhed there as if they were of 
fine Gold. Of thele Pattons that J ſpeak of, we habe our 
Robes and Gowns made: we and they that may bade them 
muſt buy them at a gc est p2ice of fine Gold, Me eat the fleſh 
and cloath us with the skins.

alway the one walk th, while the other fleepeth, 

Surely (ſaid king Eu iſteus) by that, that J hide under⸗ 
{fd of pau, th2 Ifl2 that you ſp2ak of, is of great Excellency. 
This Philotes that pou make mention of: what man is 
this Philotes? The ſtranger anſwered, that he is the mo@ re⸗ 
doubted and dread king of the Meſt parts: he is a Gpant 
that by his fozce and ſtrength bath conquered the Ille with the 
ſheep, and hath put out them that dwzllcd and inhavited there 
b:foze. Pet lo ſtrong, that if is but late ago, that he ſaid, 
if ho could find a man ſtronger then h* is, he would never after 
boar Arms to fight in battle, during the life of that other. 
The king Egeus then gave leave to the Rrangers to depart 
from his pꝛeſence, and commanded that no man ſhould binder 
them in their returning toward their Countrep, and thep de- 
partcd, Euriſteus gbode with Egeus, and Euriſteus came to Her. 
cules, and Theſeus, and wiſhed by a great deſtce to babe of 
thoſe uttons, ſaying to them, that be would that it colt him 
as much gold as & pair of Puttons weigh: and that he had a 
Ram and an Ewe, koz to ingender in his Countrep. In that 
time were no ſheep in Greece, When Hercules had heard the 
deſtre of king Euriſteus, ſuddenly he ſaid to him. Sir, you 
babe a diſtre to have a pair ok Puttons, appettainſug to the 
Daughters of Atlas, by the conqu?ſt and Arms of the Erong 
Opant Phylotes, J pꝛomile pou here foz truth upen my Gen⸗ 
tleneſs, that by this dap thꝛee weeks, J will Tepa.t by water 
o2 Land to fetch them: and J will never return into Grecce, 
until the time that J habe found the Alle, and that I ſhall op» 
poſemp ſelf againſt the Gyants that kep if, and will aſap if 
A tan get the Ile from them, like as Philotes bath gotten it 
from another, When king Euriſtens had under ſtod the enter⸗ 
pꝛize that Hercules made, be was paCing fozry , foz be loved 
Hercules as well as if he had been his own ſon, He diſwaded - 
dim from that Enterpꝛile, thinking to have bꝛoken it: but Her- 
cules antwe ted him lo diſcreetly, that Eurifieus was content's 
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let bim go unto this adbenture, and Theſeus with him. 

The renown of this voyage Was ſp2:cad ab2oad in all the 
Countrey.Egeus and Euriſteus made rcadp foz their two ſons 
a bery goodly Gallep, and furniſhed it well with all manner of 
things. At the end of thzce weeks they went to Sea, and with 
them manp Noble Greeks, and rowed till they came into the 
dep ra, Where thep (ailed and rowed many dapes, with⸗ 
out finding of any adventure to ſpeak of - Foz at that time the 
Ser was but little uſed, neither of Thiebes, noz pet of Merg 
chants. Their Maſter oz Pplof, in pzoceſs of time b2ought 
them unto Heſperia, that afterwards was called Spain, and there 
fought lo long the Ille with the ſheep, that at laft they arrived 
at the place. The Spant that was appointed to keep the en-; 
try of the Ade, flept not when the Greeks landed. Me then if» 
ſued gut of his houſe,and came armed unto the lraight piſage, 
where no man could go up, but one at once, that he cryedunto 
the Greeks and loid; Girs, what ſeek pe here - Hercules an- 
twered, we (eek the Puttons that be in this Ille, foz to car- 
ry ſame of them into Greece. Habe pe ( ſaid the Gzant ) mo» 
ney enough y if pe have, pe ſhall have enough. Shall we (ſaid 
Hercules) not have them otherwiſe » Na ſaid the Gpantf. ) 
Then ſaid Hercules, let us have them at the p2ice that pe got 
them - Yow (ſaid the Gpant - ) the king Phylotes did conquer 
with bis Swozd, the Ade and the Puttons, Hercules an- 
ſwered: mp intent is likewiſe to conquer the Me from him. 
If you will defend it, haſt you: pe ſhall have the battel again 
— 02 elle let me have the Iſle, that J may do therein my 

ill. 

ben the Gyant underffood the concluſton that Hercules 
made, he made him ready to defend the place, and blew a 
great hozn that hung there uppn a Trec, At the ſound of the 
Hozn, the Daugbters of Atlas awaked Phylotes, and told him, 
that ſome were there to get the place: anz that the Opant bad 
bl:wn the hozn, Phylotes with theſe wozds aroſe up, and faw 
that Hercules by main fozce had put back the Gyan! ( that ex⸗ 
cept Philotes, was the beſt man of Arms in all Heſperia ) he 
was ſoze abalhed, and very ſezrowful: But — 
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this, he had not farried there long, when Hercules [mote the Op- 
aud on the right ſhonlder with lueh fo:ce,that theGyants ſhield 
fell front him, and b2uifey his Armes, and his Swozd entered 
into his body lo far, that it pierced his heart, and he fell down 
dtad ät his feet. 2 > 
yen Phylotes ſaw the Gpant dead, he came unto Hercu-⸗ 

les, foz to defend the place, ſaying : He would be revenged fog 
his Gyant, if be might, Hercules refoyccd when he law Phylo- 
tes come to the place, and laid to him: King thou art wel⸗ 
tome, Jrefopce at tip heart, that I ſhall pzove my ſelf agent 
the, Pen ſay there is no ſtroke but of the Paffer : Naw let 
us lee how we hall wok together. And happp be he whom 
Foztune ſhall favour. Phylotes hearing thele wozds,came un- 
to the'place/and with a great Pole-ar he bnete ſoz» upon the 
Shield of Hercules, and made bim to fagger @ little. Whorc- 
at Phylotes began to laugh, and thought to have mitten again 
Hereules with-that Pole-ar, who was aſhamed of the other 
ſcroke. And be then guarded him well, and Phylotes t riking at 
bafr; he caught it, and plucked it from him, and thzew eit into 
the ral 'Which made Phylotes wonder at the fozce ok Her- 
cules: And loſing this his Pole-af, he tak his word, and re- 
newed the battel afctch. Phylotes had the advantage foz Her: 
cules was under him. Whey aſſailed one another fie cely, and 
well defended their bodies. All this dar fhep fought: without 
craſi*qf51ong as the day endured : the night dem on, that 
they mitt ceale, then they both laid them down upon the place, 
They fl*ptnot,foz it was no time, but they both keyt a watch, 
and thrp endured it well. foz they were accuſtomed foꝛ to wake, 
Then being awake, Phylotes had many wods wird Hercules, 
and demanded from whence he was : And Hercules told him 
the ruth. Then they talked of their battel: and at the deſtre 
and requeſt of Phylotes, they p2omiſed each unto other, that 
ik any of them both were vanquiſhed and obercome,fo2 ſaving 
his life, he would ſerve the dar quicher all his life after, 

During theſe ſp#ches and p2omiſes, the.Day:Far that the 
Poets call Aurora beganto arife in bis Reign. Th? Air was 
fair and eleat, the Stars ſhined. At this heul Hercales caſt dis 
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eyes among the Stars, anb ſœ ing there Aurora to ſhine above 
all other, he began to remember his Lady Megara, ſaying: A- 
las Padam, where are you now-J would it pleaſed the Gods, 
that you remembꝛed me. as wel as J remembec pou. In 
truth the light of this lame Starre inflameth the amozous 
fires wherewith J was late ſciſed by the adminiſtratien of 
your beauty. Ye be as far ſhining in beauty abobe the maidens 
of Greece, as this Aurora chineth above all the other Stars. of 
whom the number is lo great, that no man can tell them. O 
neble Megara, the right clear Star, your remembzance il⸗ 
luminateth mine heart. like as the Starre illuminateth the 
Heaven and me thinketh that by this remembzance, when J 
came to the WBatte?,J hall pꝛevail the better, Mherefoze J 
pꝛomiſe pou, if Foztune help me to my deſtre, you ſhall have 
part of all that J ſhall conquer. 

Hercules was glad of the thinking and rememb2ance that he 
had of his Lady, and tok his ©wozd, and ſaid to Phylozes, we 
have pauſed long enough, [oe it is day, and the Þun riſcth, it 
is better that we ererciſe deeds of Arms now, then when the 
rayes of the Sun is greater: let us take our time befoze the 
great heat come and let each of us do his beſt. Phylotes that 
was all ready, was joyful when he heard Hercules, foz he 
thought in his mind, that he ſhould ſon, and in little ſpace (ped 
this matter, and he laid unto him: Hercules J am ready, and 
was ſince yeſterday. to obtain this battel, guard you as well 
as you can, you have ſlaiu my Gyant the ſtau:eſt and hardicſF 
man that wavin all the we, wherefoze J am much diſpleaſcd, 
but at the leff. ſince his death cannot be recovered by the death 
of another, J will do my endeavour to get a new ſouldier, and 
that ſhall be you,o2 elſe my Swozd and Foztune ſhall fail 
me. Shall Jo laid Hercules? And if pour ©\voz2d and Foz⸗ 
tune ſhall fail you what then, By my honour ſaid Phylotee, 
that befel me never. And if any ill foztune and miſadventure 
run upon me, that J muſt neds be pour ſervant,let it be on 
condition, that J ſhall never go after into battel at my own 
adbenture oz none other during your life: neither fo you 02 
any other will J fight,unleſs it ve in _ own W 
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dut other woꝛds the two Champions aſſailed each other, and 
fought together ſo valiantly, that the place redounded with 
their Frokes. In a little ſpace they had their Shields unkaſt⸗ 
ned by great blows, Phylotes laid great grokes cg Hercules: 
but yet his ſtrokes were not 2 — Hercules might bear 
them well enough without grief oꝛ ſuffering great dammage. 

Thus began the battle again of the two Gyants, Hercules 
was as high as a Gyant, he was right fierce in Arms. he did 
much to get the ſtanding, but yet he might never attain to 
Ur ike Philotes a full kroke fozaſmuch as Philotes was above on 
the paſſage, which contained well two cubits, of height. When 
Hercules ſaw and knew that Philotes kept his ſtanding with: 
out adventuring to come down,he would feign himſelf weary, 
and ſo by little and little he began to ſtrike moꝛe fœbly then he 
did befoze: after that he recoyled himſelf, and ſtruck from far 
as if he had fainted,and ben weary, The Greeks were afraid, 
and thought he had been weary: and then Philotes ſpꝛang down 
from the tanding, thinking to have put him to the foyle : bit 
then when Hercules ſaw him be foze him, and that one was no 
higher then another, then Hercules came to his place again, 
and gave ſo great a ſtroke to Philotes, that he made him re- 
coyl and go bark moze then four fot, 

Philotes was then abaſhed, and repented that he deſcended 
from the fanding : but that helpt not, fo2 it might not avail, 
Then he tak courage and lift up his Swoꝛd, and wounded 
Hercules on the left Arm, that the blod ſp2ang out. 

When Hercules ſaw the Arms of Philotes beſpzinkled with 
his blod, he made none oth er countenance, but that he would 
luddenly be avenged of the ſtroke. In giving to Philotes th:# 
Trokes, with the firſt he bꝛake his helm, and ſtruck him on the 
head, and with the ſecond he,gave him a great Wound on the 
right ſhoulder, and with the third ſtroke, he made his ſwozd to 
fite out of his fiſt: and then he caught him in his arms, and 
after long wꝛaſtling he caſt him to the earth in ſuch wiſe that 

'Philotes yeilded him fervant unto Hercules, and p2omiſed him 
to ſerve him truly all the reſtdue of his lite, and alſo that he 
would vare his Acms after him in places where he thall go, 

Hercule, 
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Hercules received to mercy, Philotes: And then called Tht- 
ſeus and his company, who came, and were joyful of the bictozy 
that he had obtained, Then Hercules Philotes and all the o⸗ 
ther went into toe Ille, where they found the Daughters of 
Arlas, greatly diſcomfo2tcd foz the deathok the Grant. And 
fozalmuch as Hercules had alſo conqu red Philotes their Ræp⸗ 
er, Hercules and Philotes comfozted them the beſt wiſe they 
could, and there the Greeks refreſhed themſelves fo2 thie 
dayes. ; 

The fourth day he tok 30. Rams and 30,E ws, and bꝛought 
them into their Ship, after they went to the ſea, without a- 
ny harm doing in the Ile, fo2 the love of the Gentlewomen: 
they departed thence accompanyed with Phiſotes, which was 
conquered by Hercules, as is ſaid, aud after loved Hercules well, 
and truely,and lerved him ever after. But of their fourneys 
J will ceaſe fo2 this time and will [peak of a Ponſter of the 
fea, that the Gods ſent to Troy, to deveur the fair Exione, 
Daughter to King Laomedon: 


CHAP, XLI. 
How Herclues fought at the Port of Tro againſt a Monſter of 
the Sea, for the Daughter of King Laomedsn., 


: TOW in that time, as Boccace, rehearſeth in his genealogy 

Lok the Gods, in the third Chapter of the ſixt Bok: Lꝛ20- 
medon the King of Troy was buſie to foztiſie his City with 
Walls and Towers, Ye was not well furnichen wich Trea- 
ſures,no2 with money:foz to accompliſh his deſtre, he went un⸗ 
to the Temple of the Gods, of the Sun and ofthe ſea, that 
were paſſing rich, and tok all the money that he could find, 
p2omiſing to pay it all again at a ceztain day pꝛefirt. By 
means of this mon en he fo2tifted the City of Troy with Walls 
and Towers : the wozk was coffly, pet in little time he fint- 
ſhed it: and it was not long after the Wozk was finiſhed, but 
the day came in vvhich Laomedon ſhould pay and render unto 
thc Temples of the Gods the money he had taken # bozrow- 


ed, At which day the Pꝛieſts of the Temples came unto Lao- 
Aa 2 medon 
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me don, and demanded ot him. if he would render the ob liga⸗ 
tions and offerings he had taken out of the Temples⸗Laome⸗ 
don ſcoꝛned to ſpeak to the Pꝛieſts, but ſent them woꝛd ſhame, 
fully, that they ſhauld return and kep their Temples, where⸗ 
foze he was akter ſoze puniſhed, fo2 the ſams night after h: 
would not hear the Pꝛieſts the great Winds began to riſe and 
beat one againſt the other, and cauſed the Sea to riſe in ſuch 
wiſe that it cameſofar into the Town that it filled the Ecets 
full of water, and downed a great part of the Town, Beſide 
this in eight daies following, the Dun ſhined lo ardently, and 
gave [o great heat, that the people aurft not go into the air by 
day time,an? that d2yed the ſuperfluity ef the Water of the 
Sea, that was left, whereof roſe a cozrupt and moztal vapour 
that infected all the City, whereof engendꝛed ſo great a Peſti. 
tence, that the moſt of the Trojans were lmitten to death by 
the great influence of th? coꝛrupt air, | 

By this Peſtilence, they of Troy, fell in great deſolation, 
the Citizens dyed (without ſpeaking,) ſuddenly. The Father 
could not, noꝛ might not help his Child in neceſſity, noz the 
Childe the Father, At this time raigned in 7 roy, neither love 
to2 charity: foꝛ each man that might ſave nimſelf, fled awap 
foz tear ot this moztality,and left the City, and went to dwell 
in the fields, and among al! other, the King Laomedon ſ&ing 
the P:eftcuction of his Realm, went into the Alle of Delphos, 
unto the Temple of the God Apollo, foz to have counſel) of A. 
pollo, touching the health of his City. With Laomedon went 
meſt of the Mobility and powerful men of Troy: When they 
were come into the Temple, they put them in contemplation 
aud Devotion befoze the Idol, and the Devil that was there: 
in, anſwered them and ſaid. The money which was taken out 
df the Temples,and not rend2ed and paid again, is cauſe of the 
malady and vengeanceof Troy, And leb ali the Trojans know, 
that Troy Mall never be fræ from tbis matady: unto the time 
that the [aid City pzovide to appeaſe the Gods in this wiſe : 
that every month they muſt chute one ofthe Uirgins+ maids, 
which mult be ſet on the Sex (ſide fo2 to be deboured by a Mon 
ger, that the Gods ſhan lend thither: and the ſaid Uirgin o_ 
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made his men to caſt Auchoz, and going out he ſaw the Ts 


ds to appeaſe the Gods, until the time that they find out one 
man that by fozce of Atme ſhall · overcome the ſaid monger. 
When they heard this anſwer, Laomedon and the Trojuns 
aſſcmbled to counſel, and ccncluded, that foz the Common- 
weal and health of Troy,thep woulv put their Uirgins in that 
jeopardy and adventure, to be devoured of the Ponſter, with- 
out exeption. Then they returned to Troy, and tok their Mir - 
gins and caſt lots among them, and on her that the lot kel, ſhe 
was bzought to the Sca-lideand anon after. was ſeen to come 
eut of the Sta ſo great a Tempeſt, that it was ſoze troubled, 
The Sea w2ought and & great flod of Water lifted out the 
Monſter, by times out of the Sea: e was as great as a whale, 
02 a Hulke, and then he tok the Wirgin and ſwallowed her, 
and went again in:o the Dea: and ever after the Peſti lence 
ceaſed, Thus Troy was delivered from their ſickneſs by the 
eblation of their Airgins, that were off:red unto the Ponfter 
from Penh to Month: and thus (as is (aid)the Uirgins were 
devoured up. Jt happcn:d inthe end of a Month, that the lot 
f: to one of the Daughters of King Laomedon named Exi- 
ons : this Pamoſel was young and fair. and well beloved of 
all people. When this lot was kalen on her,ſhe was not one- 


ly bewailed of Laemedon her Father, and of bis Son Pris- 


mus, and her Difker Antigona, and Kinſmen and Allies: but

Royal attire, Hercules nroved with compaſſten to the Damg: 
ſel, add2eſſed his language unto King Liomedon, foz as much 
as it le med, that above all them that were in the place, he 
was a man of auth22ity:+ demanded of him, wherefoze theDa, 
moſcl was bound there- Ezomedon cafting his eyes hedewed 
with tears on him, and was all abached to [x his greatneſs, x 
beauty: anſwered him; what art thou that art ſo hardy to de.

it on his ſhoulder. He ſent foz it. and pꝛeſented it to Hexenles, 
and kercules lifted it up as it had ben a little blade. Pbylotes 
and Theſens were pꝛelent at all theſe things, Hercules take 
leave of them, and of the people, and recommded him unto 
their p2ayers, and fozthwith the ea began to roaz terribly, 
Laomedon and the Ladies, and they that were there toe 
Leave: of Exiona and Herenles, and recommended them unto the 
mercp of the Gods, and went upon the Downs to ſe theevent, 
Thus abode Exiona, alone and deſpaired on the gravel : but 
Hercules kneled on his knees upon the gravel, turning his face 
unto the Eaſt, and made bis pzayers unto the Gods that made 
the Ponſfers and terrible Beaſts, requiring them tha: they 
would give him fozce ſtrength, and vertue, ot power foz to de⸗ 
liver Exiona from her mil-foztune of the Ponſter, His Ou⸗ 
ſons accompliſhed, Hercules entred into a little Boat, that Ex- 
iona was in and anon after, the Ses rozing moze aud moze, 
it grew and aroſe inſuch wiſcthat the Boat floated and was 
lifted up, and bom by divers Waves: After this, in great 
treuble of Wind, when the Sea was riſen in great abu

Amphit tion his ſuppoſed Father, began to re- 

ceive him into favour, and into Thebes to him: Pis Pather 

Alcumena c ime alſo, and ſurely ſhe rejoyced greatly, when ſhe

bout him. Me fought until the night, and neberrteaſed until 


the going down ok the Sun, and then the Trojans tounded the 
retreat, and they departed both parties. And they concluded, 
that on the mozrow they would furniſh their enemies with 


battel. And the Greeks furniſhed them in the Champain, and 


made god chear, foz they had toft but little of their people at 
rhcir. comming on Land. When the day appeared to the Tra. 
jam c the Greeks each in his manner made hin ready to the 
batcel: many of the Trojans would gladly habe bzoken this bats 
tel, and pꝛaped King Laom: don that he would render and de⸗ 
tiver to Hercu es the Bozſes that he owed to him. Laomedon 
would not do it, but anſwered, that he doubted nothing his e⸗ 
nemies.

but thep could in ns wile ; Foz Hercules anſwered Euriſt eus, and 
the Ladies, that it was the firſt enterpzize He Had taken in hand 
at the requeſf of anp body, and fox as much as the Quien Juno 
Bad deſtred Him to do it, he had intent toaccompliſh it, bp the 
pleaſure of God and Foztrne,

The fran 
was lo great, that Hercules; Jaſon, Pyrothus, and Theſeus, tan 
unto them, and when then knew that tHe Centaures had rabi hen 
the Lady, then went pꝛeſently and armed chem. 

Hercules put on the gkin of the Lion, and tok his Dwozd, bis 
bow, and his arrows, and went after the Gianttz, without ſtaning 
foʒ anp other company. They were plated under a Tre, and 
there trained them in battel rap, becauſe they knew, che firſt 
that ſhauld tome after them would be Hereules, They hatrd him 
et retly, and enbied his glojv; and they woze rhe deut h of him, 
at that time when then were in thele terms, Euricus 


Hercules a far off, and wewen him unto his compann, He was al 


alone, and tame not a flow pace like a man, but ran as nimblp 
as a Part in the Wallep, he ſæmed to ſiꝝ in the ait. The lwift⸗ 
neſs ol Hercules, frighted nor the Centaur es, fog they abtut 
fonſcoze; and wert all ol great courage: They tak their Spears, 
Pole axes, Swojvs, and other Weapons; and lorme of rhe Hrung · 
eſt were againſt Hercules: But as ſw a# He was tome ſo nigß as 
to ſhot at chem, he bent his bow, and with an arrow kmote « 
Centaute named Grineus, ſo that the artuw faffned his bene 
Tree, with the ſetond arrow he lmote another Giant named Pe- 
treus in the bzeſt, through dis Armanr quite rþzough Hip bon 
with the third he hit Dorillus a terrible Slant, and nafley 

hand to his fate, of which Froke He dped. |

his-Hor failed, the Giants being gritved fo; t of t 
fellows by the ſhot and ſtrung Hand ol Hercules; then ran 

him, and invironed him on all ſides. Siſacus, Neſſus, Lincus, Sti- 
lo, Lodeuin and Piſeon, were the firſt that (mote upon Hercu- 
les with their words, then he tek his ſwozd, arm tame agaiuff 
Pheofones, that Had an Axt, lo grrat, that it was ay d2dinars 
mans barden, Phectones pteſerttip ttt up dis Ate, andrhought 
to have [mitten Hercules, hut he knowing enough of the War, 


turned him from the ſkroke, ſs that the Axe fell to the ground, 


then Hercules cought the Are, 2 out of Hip hands. 
| and 
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and fozthwith gave Him a froke with it, that he ſmote off hig 
right arm at the ſhoulder. 

Thus began the battel of Hercules with the Centaures, Ja: 
ſon and Theſeus tame to the battel, and well pzoved their pouth. 
Foz to incourage the other, Hercules thzuſt Himſelf among the 
Giants, and ſo wzought with the Axe, that they curſed Pheoro. 
nes that b2ought it thither, and beating down all befoze them, 
Hercules began to {ek foz Hypodamia, and found her nigh to 
Euricus. Then he ſpalte to Euricus, and ſaid, thou evil glutton, 
thou haſt this dap troubled the Feaſt, and ſtoln the Ladp of my 
friend Firochus, and nom J will trouble tim ſpirit, with this he 
up with his. Axe, and ſmate Euricus on the head, that he fell dead 
to the great grief of all the other Giants, foz beholding the Axe 
dped with the blood of Euricus their Captain, then were all aba- 
ſhed : Then began Hercules to (mite moze and moze upon the 
Giants, there was none then ſo-reſoluts but was afraid, noꝛ ſo 
hardy but began to hide himſelf, his frokes were not to be bozn, 
he put all his enemies to flight: Finallp with the help of Jaſon, 
Theſeus and Pirothus, that were marvellous valiant, thep van- 
quiſhed and chaſed them co a riber, where twelve of them ſaved 
e by lwiming ober, and all the reſt were lain, ſave on: 
pLyncus that Hercules Held yziſoner, becauſe he pzaped foꝛ mer- 

d pielded to him. were the Centaures deſtroped, mou 
and and ffrength of Hercules, than bp any other: When 
he had cleared the place of all the Centaures, he and his fellows 
returned to Hypodamia, and bzought her again to the City with 
fins ane The Ladies rejopced foz the recoberp of Hypo-

How Pluto raviſhed Proſerpina, and how Orphens went for her to Hell: 
how Queen Ceres came to the wedding of Pirothus, and how The 
ſer and Pirathss ſonght with Cerbemu, the porter of hell, 


T this time, a little bsfoze the Wedding of Pirothus, 11u 


LA tothe King of Moloſſe, Sen of Saturn, and Bzocher of Ju 
, piter 
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arrived in Sicil, and found there nigh to the water ſide, a vern 
great aſſembly of Sicilians, that hallowed the feaſt of their gods. 
When Fluco ſaw this feaſt, he armed twenty of Hig tompann 
under their robes, and went in this manner to ſe the feaſt, and 
try it he cculd finde anp botp, This Pluco was the greateſt thief, 
and the meſt leat herous man in the wozld, and had with him a 
Giant named Cerberus, enough like unto Pluto in condition and 
courage, but he was moꝛe ſtrong and puifſant of bodp, all the o⸗ 
ther were great ag Giants, and had learned nothing but copza- 
ace miſchief, and could do not hing elſe, 

When the Siciliaus ſaw Plato come and his fellows, then ſup- 
poſe>it had been ſome of their neighbeurs that came to ſee their 
plates, and ſports, fozaſmucy as thep came cloathed in their gar- 
ments, and law none of their Armoz oz Harneſs, and thep forced 
them to ſing and dance, but their Songs and Dances did not con- 
tinve lng, foz in coming to them, Ring Pluto caff His eve aſide, 
and (aw the Queen of that Countrep, that beheld the feaſt and bn 
her, her Daughter, that made a Garland of flowers: The Bo- 
ther was named Ceres, and the Daughter was called Proſerpi- 
na, and was morried ta a Nobleman, named Orpheus, that ſate 
by her and played ona arp: this Proſerpina wag marvellous 
fair. And anon, as Pluta Had (cn her, He deſired and coveted her 
and adrertiſed his folk ſecretly of Her, and after came nigh unto 
her, that he let his Hands on her, and laid her on his back, and 
bare her awap. * 

When Orpheus and Ceres ſaw. Proſerpina taken awap-, then 
trued ont pitifullp unto Pluto, with this icrp the Sicilians left 
their feaft, and ran after Pluto in great numbers, Men and Mo⸗ 
men, hoping to have reſcued Proſerpina, But when Cerberus and 
us companions ſaw the upz0ze, thep drew their Swezds, and 
tſhrwed their Weapons, and ſmote upon them eat appoached 
them, lapiug them abundantly, then retired, and went unto the 
Pc2t , in deſpight of the Sicilians and Orpheus. Then. guided 
Pluto to his ſhip, and after then diſanchoꝛed, and carrped away 
Proferpina, The Sicilians were then unpꝛobided of arms, and 
could not withſtand the taking awap of Proſerpina, At the de- 

CG 2 parting 
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parting from the Pozt,was made a moſt ſharp lamentation. Pro- 
ſerpina wept on the ons ſide moſt pittifullp, Ceres on the other 
fide, with the Sicilians made no ſtartitp ot tears. Orpheus alſg 
failednot to furniſh his tears with dep ſighs, fo2 He loved Pro- 
ſerpina, and ſhe loved him ag well. At their departing their 
hearts were bzought to a grievous diftreſs,with ſo great anguiſh 
that Proſerpina fell down in a {wound , and Orpheus raviſhed 
with anger, that he returned to his Palace, when he had lof the 
ſight of Proſerpina, and kept Himſelf cloſe in his chamber, with: 
out fpeaking ta any. in two daps. | 

At the end of two daues Ceres came to viſit Orpheus, that 
would neither eat no2 dzink,and ſaid unto Him, ſhe knew well the 
ravither of her daughter, that it was Pluto King of Moloſſe, and 
that He dwelt in a part of Theſſaly, in a low baſe City, called 
Hell, . fozaſmuch as in this Ale, King Pluto and his fellaws.did 
ſa much harm that then were compared to Devils, and their City 
youud Hell. When Orpheus underſtod that Proſerpina was in 
Hell; He tk a little Hope in Himſelf, and ate and dꝛank, and made 
a Wow he would never reſt in peace until he had ben in Hell to la 
Proſerpina. 

After he had raten, he ſent his Pariners and bade them make 
ready a in: When the Dhip,was furniſbed (after leave ta- 
ken of Quen Ceres } in diſguiſed Habit he entred into the Ship 
with his Harp, and made his Mariners ta ſail fozth on the Sea, 
in ſuch wiſe that he arrived at one of the Pozts of Theſſaly , Oc: 
pheus went there on Land, and commanded his Partners that 
then ould abide foz Him in that place, till a certain time by him 
appointed. He departed and went from Country to Country, ſo 
long the tame tothe Gate of Hell, which Cerberus kept, there 
he began to plan on his arp moſt melodioufly, 

When Cerberus Heard the Puſical ſound of the Parp, He liſt- 
ed up his tur len head, and came out of the Gate, to know who he 
was that plaped ſo melodiouſlp And bp the ſound of the Harp 
he found Orpheus; and thinking that Pluto would gladlp hear 
him, (to re jopte Proſerpina that alwaps wept ) he cauſed him to 
enter into the Citp, and bzought Him befoze the King. Orpheus 
then began to plan again on his Harp. When King Pluto 2 
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him, he tok great pleaſure therein, and ſo did all they that were 
there. Then Pluto ſent fox Proſerpina , when ſhe was tome and 
heard him plan with his Harp, the knew it was her Yugsband, 
then was ſhe loze abaſhed, whereas ſhe had ſoze wept befoze , (hc 
wept much moze now. Pluto was ſozrp fo; the grief of Proſer- 
pina, and ſatd to Orpheus, if He could plan with his Harp ſo as 
the Lady ſhould ceaſe her weeping ,' he would give Him what he 
ſhould agk of him. Orpheus pzomiſed him that He would, aud 
Pluto {ware to Him, that he would kep His pꝛomiſe, it he did ſo. 
Then Orpheus tuned His Harp, and played. divers Songs lo 
ſweetly, the infernal Cerberus, and manp other fell aſlep, and 
Proſerpina, by means of certain ſignes and tokens that Orpheus 
made with his eves, ceaſed her weeping. 

When Pluto ſaw Proſerpina ceaſe her weping , he was right 
joyous, he then awoke Cerberus and the other that ſlept, and ſaid 
to Orpheus he Had well Baxped , that no man could do better: 
and that he ſhould demand ſomething, and he wonld gtbe it him 
without fail. Orpheus hearing the words of Pluto, Had great 
perplexitp in Hiniſelf to know what he ſhould demand; in the end 
he laid to him, Sir, J am Orpheus the Hus band of this Lady, 
and foz Her love J Have enterpzi zed to come hither in this caſe, 
now J p2ap pou that vou will render her again to me, that J 
man bzing her again to her mother that diet h foz (o2row. When 
Pluto Had Heard the regueſt that Orpheus made, he was all a- 
mazed at the Hardineſſe that he had ſhewed: Yawbeir, he laid to 
him, Orpheus, pou Have demanded Proſerpina, ſhe is the Lady 
that J moff lobe in all the Wozld : Nevertheleſſe, to artom⸗ 
pliſh mp pꝛomilſe that J have made unto nou, take her, upon con⸗ 
di tion that pou hing her out of this Citn without lokirig behind 
pou; and if it happen that pou once lok behind nou, pe ſhalt loſe 
ber. At this anſwer Orpheus was coatent, and it ſeemed to him 
that His wife was as god as recovered again, be and Proſerpina 
paſſed ober that night in god hope, When mozning was come, 
pluto delivered Proſerpina to Orpheus, upon condition before re⸗ 
hearſed. He and his Wife tok leabe of King Pluto, and thault⸗ 
ed him: After they went on their wap, but he had not gone half 
wap to the gate, but he loked pꝛiviln behinde him, to le if any 

man 
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man followed him, and there he found Cerberus at his hls, that 
tk away his Wife from him, and delivered her again unto the 
Bing. 

Orpheus ſ&ing by this unhappineſs he Had loſt His Wife, be⸗ 
gan to curſe the day that he was bozn aud he fellowed after her, 
and began again to Þarp, and offered great gifts to recover her 
again, but it was ſaid to him He ſhould never Have her again, and 
alſo, that if he Had uſed the feats of arms, as he had the ſtrings 
of. his Harp, he ſhould habe died. With this concluſion Ocphe- 
us departed from Hell, full of ſozrow , and returned into Sicil, 
unto Nian Ceres, telling her His adventure, The Queen being 
allured that Her Daughter was in Hell, and being advertiſed 
that in Theſſaly ſhould be all»wed the Feaſt of the wedding of 
Pirothus; where were many Knights of great fame, ſhe went 
tothe Dea, and came fitlu to Theflalonica, while the feaſt en- 
durtd. In appꝛooching the Citp, on an afternon Picothus and 
Theſeus were in the field, then met her. Yer attendance was 
great. Theſeus and Pirothus ſaluted Her, and ſhe ſaluced them 
again, and asked them the eſtate cf the feaſt cf the Wedding, 
They told, and retounter her all. After ſhe demanded of them 
if there were no knights of great name, and high enterpzileg: 
when then underffwd that ſhe enquired ſo far, they would know 
what ſhe was, and demanded her name - Jam (ſaid ſhe) the 
Lady Ceres of Sicil. Then ſpeak Theſeus and (aid, ys you 
are welcome. foz what occaſion demand pou if in the feaſt be any 
Knights of Enterpzile : I tan tell pon that there be, notwith: 
ſfanding J do wich pou, and alſo require that pou declare unto 
us the cauſe whp pou have thus demanded - 

Sir (laid the Lady) ſince it pleaſeth you to enquire of my c- 
fate ſo far; Know pou foz certatn, that J have made my demand, 
tozaſmuch as Pluto King of Hell, Hath raviſhed mp Daughter 
Proſerpina, bu which J am hurt unto death. And J wouldglad- 
In finde ſome Knight chat of his courteſie would imploy him te 
get her again, and aſſail the curſed Tyrant: who J pzap God 
may be damned everlaſfinglp foz His demerits. Wherefoze J 
pꝛap pou if pou know any that will be merciful to me, that it 
pleaſe nou fo; charitp to direa me unto him, Madam (anſwer- 
cd 
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red Theſeus ) be pou no moze inquiſitibe ts finde ſuch a Knight 
as pou (@k: fo; in the favour of all Ladies, J will be pour 
Kntght in this Wozk, and pꝛomiſe pou upon mine Honour, that 
J wil tran'pozt me into Hell. And King Pluto ſhall never 
have peace with me untill che time he hath reſtozed pour 
Daughter. | 

When Pyrothus Ecardthe enterpzize of Theſeus, he began to 
b:eak off his wozds, and (aid to him, Pp Bzother, what think 
ucu to do, when pou enterp2tze to go into Hell Vou know not 
the bounds , noz the ſcituation of that place. Hell ſrandeth be: 
hinde the Inner Dea, betwern Pountains and Rocks, ſonigh, 
that the Citizens therein be in continual darkneſſe and ſhadow : 
and the entry is ſo difficult, that it is impoſſible to come within 
the City, unleſs the Poꝛter conſeut: Foz here befozetime, many 
habe gone thither, that be there left and abiding: there gor th no 
man thither that ever cometh again. It is right an hell , and 
each man namcth it Hell, ag well foy the ſcituation rhereof in ſo 
dark and unlighteſom a plate, as foz the inhumanitn and ter⸗ 
ribleneſs of the Inhabitants that wait to do evil to all the woꝛld. 
Theſeus anſwered unto Pyrorhus, and laid: There is nothing im- 
poſſible unto a valtant heart. 

King Pluto is cruel andf{frong, his folk and people tp2anous. 
Vis City ſtandeth in a Coumtren environed with moztal perils. 
Not wit hſtanding ſurely the doubt and fear of theſe things, chall 
never daunt my courage, but that J will do mp endcavour to 
atchreve this enterpzize, and will perform mp pzomiſe, oz will 
have repzoach of all Knighcs. Foz a man to keep his own honoz, 
ought not to doubt any peril whacſoever.ic ſhould be. | 

When Pyrochus Had Heard the noble anlwer of Theſeus, He 
allowed it greatly and ſaid unco him, that His wotds were to 
him ſo acceptable, that He would Hold him companp in this ad- 
venture. The Nun Ceres, thanked the two nights: lo they 
b:ought her into the Citp , and to the Palace, ſhe. being there 
received and feaſfed, The ffealing awap of her Daughter was 
told, and the enterpziſe of the two Knights. Bp the repozt of this 
adventure, and the enterpzize that Theſeus and Pyrothus Had 
made, all the feaſt wag troubledagain on anew, Among al - o

lotas charge to ing Lincus unto Thebes, and put him there 
in Pziſon until his coming again.

How Hercules found Pyrothus dead at the Gate of Hell, and Thcſeu 
in danger: and how Hercule, vanquiſhed Cerberus: and how he 


reſcued Proſerpins from Pluto. 


E this place it ought to be ſpoken, that when Theſeus and 
Pyrothus were departed from Theſſalonica, to trp if they 
could recover the fair Ladp Proſerpina :+ thep travelled. {o mach 
that by their diligence in ſhozt time then arrived in the. Walley 
where wag Proſerpina, full of ſin and curſedneſls. Pyrothus 
that knew the Countrep, found the diren wan that went into the 
Cttꝑ, and encred ſirſt therein. This wap was lo ſtrait, t hat there 
teuld hut one at once go neither on the right ſide noꝛ on the left, 
the Racks were ſo high, that no man might go on either ſide, 
When then had paſſed this way, then found a Rock that was cut 
into Fairs, he wed our with Chizels, Then then law beneath 
them Hell, a City ffrongly environed with waters that fell 

down 
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dawn fearfullp from the Rocks, and made a terrible roaring : 
fo: then fell from High into a low vault in rhe earth. This City 
was intloſed with Pountains. A very Hell, having mo moze but 
one Gate: then to tome dawn to the Gate, Pytothus and The- 
ſeus deſcended down by the ffairs made in the Rock. In the de» 
ſcending, luddenly tþep ſaw come out of the Gate, a marvatlous 
great Oyant, that had an head marvailoufly mif-ſhapen, fierce, 
black andugly. He had his noſe high and wide, his Pa 
his teeth as great as Yozle teeth, his epes like unto an Ore, 
ears hanging like a hound, his choulders large and bzoad, His 
belly ſwolne , his legs and thighes were ffrongls boned atib 
mighty. This terrible Gyant was Cerberus, whereof is couch» 
ed be fozed. 

The Ports named him the Hound with ther heads, tonſider⸗ 
ing his grievous and unhappy living, which is compared und 
thi ſingular vices : to wit, ro Pꝛide, Abarite any T 
By Pꝛide, he glozified Himſelf; and exalted him above all the 
men in the wo2ld; with his frength, he was ſoffrong that no 
man could wichffand him. Bp Avarice and codetvuſnels, He 
had an appetite inſatiable to gother treaſures together, 
away all that he could nde. By Luxurp, there was no man [f- 
bing of moze foul life then he was: foz he had neder.ddmr'6r 
thing in all his life, then de file and raviſh women and Pa 
Ladies and Gentlewomen, ſo the Poets rightlp named him an 
Hound with ther Heads, fo: He was foul, as a Hound thatlivech 
in multiplication of ſing, and taketh therein Hts feliritp;' 
Theſeus and Pyrothus Hadeſpyed this Cerberus pate pies. them, 
all armed, making the wheel in — proudly unte them, 
pyrothus laid to Theſeus, mp Brother, behold what ene nip this 
is, he that putteth him in ſuch perils koz the love of Ladies, ſer- 
eth but little bp his life. It beHoveth ng now to live oz dye, let 
us now atthiebe jopouſlp our enterpꝛiſe, to the end that pon man 
not think but that J had rather die then Have repzoath, ul 
be the firſt that ſhall begin the battel. Theſeus Bad no ſpare nz 
leiſure to anſwer, foz Cerberus came te them, and called to 
them, ſaping : what ſe&k theſe fellows in Hell » We tome (ſaid 
Theſeus) to ſ&k Froſerpina, a Pluto Hath taken awan from

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the Quten Ceres. Me will neber return ints our Countrep, un 
until the time we bzing her with us.

nou be now, With theſe woꝛds he lifted up his [woꝛd, and gave 
lo great a ffroke at Theſeus upon His thield, that he did bear awa 
an half quarter of it, 

When Pyrothus ſaw his fellow ſmitten, Ht tok Hig (wozd and 
{mote Cerberus on the one ſige , and Theſeus on the other ſide, 
and thep gabe him two erp great ſtrokes, that then made Cer- 
berus to be chafeb ſo ſaze, that he began the battel unmealu⸗ 
ably, that he hake their Shields and Barnes, and alſo made 
Hig \mozd to be dyed with their noble blod, as He had befoze ſaid, 

e hattel was hard and moztal at the beginning, Theſeus and 
yrothus receſved mann wounds by eager ffrokes, their Arms 
were all hehe wn and bzoken. The battel endured vers long, and 
Pyrothus behaved Himſelf very well: but Cerberus (mote upen 

im ſo unmealurahlu, that after many wounds given to him, 
Mae His helme, and tleaved his bead into two pietes unto the 


9 Theſeus ſaw his fellow dye, he ſfruck Cerberus lo fierte · 
In that he made him ffagger, and go back two paces, Cerberus 
would Have abenged him of his froke, and [mate Theſeus ſo that 
if the nahle knight had nat turned back, Cerberus Had ſmitten him 
unto death. This ſtroke of Cerberus fell upon the earth and en⸗ 
ered therein, and Theſeus matt again upon his enemp, which be: 
gan ta roar like an old Lpon, and ſfruck Theſeus ſo fiercely with 
His ſwozd, that He bzoke His ſhield, and ſo bzuiſed His helm, that 
he was aſfoniſhed at the fe: ke, But alwaps Theſeus abcde in the 
ce; and then Cerberus would have bzought Him to deſtrugiz3, 
= 0! tae adventure of Pyrothus, if Faztune had not 
W les thither, who tame la fitlp toreſcue Theſeus that 
e knew not elſe How to ſave himſelf. 

At this point when Theſeus was ſo &ffoniſhed, Hercules that 
Wag deparced from the ſea (as is ſaid) came to the ſtairs that 
yp were

were tut in the Rock, and be holding Theſeus all covered with 
blod, and Pyrorhus dead, he began to deſcend down, crping to 
Theſeus that he ſhould not be afraid. When Cerberus ſaw and 
Feard Hercules, he began to cry again and roar, to be quit of him. 
Theſeus was recomfozted with the voice of Hercules, but þowe- 
ver he began to run here and there befoze Cerberus. 
Do much then haſted Hercules down the fairs, in entring the 
lace, andas haſtilp as he might, He crped to Cerberus, cruel 
mant, let the Knight run and come tome: thou haſt put to 
death mp god friend Pyrothus, whereof J am ſozrp, but J will 
take vengeance of thee foz him. Cerberus hearing the ſentence of 
Hercules ran Ko moze after Theſeus, but tarried and beheld Her- 
cu'es witha fierce lok, and anſwered Him, De meaneth he to re- 
venge his ſhame, that ſo believech: J Have deſfroved thy fellow 
untodeath, and unleſs thou exced him in skill of arms and in 
bodilp frength an hundzed fold double, it is follp foz the to come 
hicher : Foz Jam Cerberus the Pozter of Hell, that at repozt of 
mp name all the wozld tremblech. | 
Thus ended his anſwer, Hercules wag at the foot of the Rock, 
and he had his Club upon his ſhoulder. Cerberus came againſt 
him, then (mote each other luſfilp, and thus then began a vern 
hard battel : then Theſeus, that was wearp late by, aud reffed 
7 dzping and cle anſing his wounds of the blind that came out 
0 m. a 
Hercules beheld Theſeus cleanſing his great wounds , He be: 
gan to implop the fozce of his frength and might, by ſuch mar- 
vail, that with a froke that he gave Him on his helme, he made 
him to ffop . Club, and to knel to the round with e . 
left knee, and at the ſecond ſtroke in purſuing him bafti]p, 
made his ( woꝛd to flp out of His hand, then he made him to fall 
on Hig arms to the ground, and wich the third krone, as Cer- 
berus thought to have reltevcd him and gotten His Swozd, Her- 
— * ol upon che b he made bis head reel a- 
nſt a great fone: after that he ſpʒang upon him, and bound 
his legs with the ſtrength x fozte of His Hands Abet t of the 
Opant, and he toze the helme off His head, and wauld have llain 


him, but Theſeus pzaped him that he would not put him to death 
D 2 there. 
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there, but that He would bꝛing Him into Theſſalonica, to dye by 
the ſentence of the Nuten Hy podamia. 

Cerberus wes not then put to death, at che requeſt of The- 
ſeus, - Notwithffanding Hercules, bound his hands behinde Hig 
back, and after he made him ariſe,andtwkHim by the beard, and 
made him go up on the Rock, and there he laid him down, and 
boimd his feet, His hands, and his neck together, in ſuch wile, 
that he durſt net remobe. When he had dene ſo, he went down, 
and entred into the Gate of Hell, and leaving there Theſes, 
He went ſo far that be found the Palace ok King Pluto, and 
there came ints'the ſame Hall where Pluto was with Proſerpi: 
oa. Alf they that were there, marvailed at him, when they 
ſaw Him entred : foz they knew not of the overcoming of Cer: 
berus, at theꝑ that left all the charge and keping of their City 
to him, without having ann doubt 02 ſuſpition : alſo then were 
fo far fromthe Gate, that then might not hear of the battel, 
no: knew of nothing that befel their Pozter. Then when Her: 
cules had found Pluto and Proſerpina , He Had great jop, and 
new him by certain marks, he addzeff him towards Fluto, and 
ſaid: Pluro, bp thp treacherp, Sicil is now full of Heavineſs; fo; 
the rabiſhing of this Lady, which thou haſt not granted to pefld, 
and tende r again to her husband Orpheus. J Know not what 
pleaſure thou rein, but J will make the fo repent this 
injurp, in following the evil adbenture of Cerberus, whem J 
Have 2 With theſe woꝛds Hercules lifted up his Club, 
and gabe a ſtroke to Pluto, that he oberthꝛew him to the 
earth, ko that he mobed neither head noz foot. When he had lo 
deaten Pluto, thinking rhar he had been dead, he afſaſled them 
that were there murmuring, and put them all ko death lightly 
with His Club, in the pzefence of Froſerpina, who trembled fo; 
fear. Then he comfozted Proſerpina, and ſaid to Her, He was 
come unto that place to deliver Her, and to bzing her again to 
her other, and that ſhe ſhould botdlp folfow him; Proſerpins 

this, was comforted with the wozds of Hercules, and 
followed +. 4 k * , 
Hercules opened the dan, and went ont, and Proſerpina with 
bim. After he addzefſed him unto the Gate of the * G 
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hapued that there He found a great compenp of Citizens, that 
were adverttzed of this frap, and way Secs upon him unmeaſura⸗ 
blu purſuing him te death. When Hercules ſaw that, he willed 
Proſerpina to get hex apart. 9 liftedwp his Chub, 
and began to gkirmith wi th his enemies with ſuch valdur, tha 
he covered all the entrp of rhe Palace with rhoſe miſerable Ty- 
rants that he flew, foz He put ts death moze then four hundzed. 
Do that the other fled and gabe it ober: and then when he ſaw 
his enemies dead and ſcattered, he tot Froſerpina by the hand 
and lead her out of the Gate of the Citp. * 
Theſeus (that tarried at the Gate, as is ſaid) re jopted great . 
ly when he law Hercules come again with Proferpina : he aroſs 
and met them and ſaluted che Lady, and pzeſented to Hercules 
a Chain of Iron, that he had found at che Gate, and many pzt- 
ſoners bound by Cerberus. Hercules anbound the P2iſoners, and 
tek the Chain and bound Cerberus therewtth, Andwhenhe had 
buried Py rothus, he departed from Hell, and tk Hig wap with 
Proſerpina, Theſeus, and Cerberus, and journeved, till he arrived 
in Theſſalonica, and delivered Proſer pina to the Quien Ceres: 
and to Hypedamia he pzeſented Cerberus, rehearſing to her and 
the Ladies, How he Had lain Pyrothus. Hypodamia lo great 
1 ache death 7 Pyrothus, that to recount it is tinpoſſible- 
All then or Theſſaly likewiſe made great ſozrow'foz their'L62. 
And to revenge his death, Hypodamia did cauſe Cerberus to be 
bound to a fake in the Theater of the City, where poung and 
old tozmented and ve red him thz& days, d:awing him by the 
beard, and 54 N in his fate; after flew um mhumanetp; 
And when Hercufes and Theſeus, Ceres and Proferpiny had tarri- 
edrhiere a while in comfozting Hypodami teave 
and Hercules went accompanied with Theſeus toward the City of 
Thebes, Fut J will leabe them, and ſpeak of the adbentures of 


Philotes. 
CHAP VII. | 
How Andromedus delivered Lynoxr : And how hee ſle w in battelthe 
King Creon, and took the City of Thebes. 
Wy" Philores had received into his guard and keeping 
yncus , Hercules was gone to the fuctour of Theſeus 
and 
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and Pyrothus, ag befoze is ſaid: the Parriners tak their Ship 
and ſailed all t hat dap without finding any Adventure. But on 
the mozrow betimes in the mozning, Foztune that always tur: 
neth without ann reſting, bzoughr to them a great Ship, chat 
dꝛew his courſe unto the ſame plate that then came from. An- 
dromedus Ring af Calgide, was Captain of this Ship, This 
Andromedus was Cozen to Lyncus, When he had elpied the Ship 
where Lyncus was , He made His Gallep to row thitherwards, 
and ſaid: he would know what people were therein. In ap: 
pꝛoaching the Ship of Thebes, Lyncus beheld the Gallep of Andro: 
medus, and kuew it byche Signs and Flags that it boze. An- 
dromedus demanded of the Parriners to whom the Ship belon⸗ 
ged - Then Lyncus ſaw and Heard Andromedus , he b2oke the 
anſwer of the Parriners , and crued ro Him Andromedus, loe 
Here thu friend Lyncus, if thou gibt me ns ſuccour thou mayef 
loſe a god friend in me: faz Jam a Pꝛiſoner, and Hercules Hath 
lent me into Thebes. | | 3 

Andcomedus Hearing Lyncus , Had great anger, fo: he loved 
Lyncus well, and callzd to them that bzought him, and ſaidto 
them, that were all come unto their death. And alſo that 
they were under His ward. Fhiloꝛes and his folk, were furniſhed 
with Arms and Harneſs , and made them all ready ts defend 
themſelbes, and with little talk, they of Calcide aſſailed Phi: 
lores, and Philotes, and His folk emploped them at their de: 
fence. The battel was great, but ill foztune andmiſhap turn 
ed in ſuch wiſeupon the fellows of Phylotes, that thep were all 
ſlain, Andromedus had two hundred men in his company, all 
Robbers on the Sea. Theſe Thieves (mote fiercelp upon Phi 
lores, and hewed his arms, ſfriking , and gibing Him many 
wounds. But their ffrcng re liſtante pzofited them but little, f; 
in the end he was taken and bound, and Lyncus was delivered 
and unbound from the bonds of Hercules. 

Lyncus had grrat jon of his deliverance : thanked His good 
friend Andromedus,, After this he told Him hem he was taken, 
and How Hercules had diſlipated and deſtr ped the Centautes. 
And among other he named manx of His friends that were dead, 
whereat Andromedus Had ſo great diſpleaſure, that He ſwoze in- 
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tentinently He would revenge it. That ag Hercules, had llain 
his friends, in like manner he would deſtrop His kinſfolks. He 
ſaid to him, that Hercules was gone into Hell. And after deman: 
ded, How He would revenge Him upon the friends of Hercules: and 
thereupon then were long thinking. Jn the end, when he had 
takedadbice. Andromedus concluded, that he would aſſai[ the 
City of Thebes, and if he might get it by aſſault, He would flea 
the King Creon and all them of his blod. 

With this concluſion, came thither all the Galleps of Andro- 
medus, fn which he hav eight thouſand fighting men. Andro- 
medus made them to return towards Thebes, and as halfily as 
he might; he entred into the Realm, waTing and deftroping 
the Countrep bp fire and (woꝛd ſo terribly, that che tudings 
came unto Ring Creon, When he knew cf che coming of the 
King Andromedus, and that without defiance, He made Him 
War, he ſounded to arms, and aſſembled a great company, and 
knowing that Andromedus was come into a certain plate, he 
illued out of Thebes all armed, and bzought his peaple upon hig 
Enemies, that received them jopfulln. And ſec themſelves in 
o2der againſt chem, and jopned their Battazls. The cru was 
great on both fides, ſpears, (wozds, darts, gnilarmes, arrows 
andpoleaxes were (et on wozk any Nobles were beaten down. 
Lyncus and Andromedus fought valiantly : Bing Creun and 
Amphitrion failed not, there was blood 4bundantlu ſhed on both 
ſides. The battail was cruel and ſharp, lo that Andromedus 
and his people, got ground from them of Thebes, an canſtrained 
them to retire: whereof King Creon had great loup w, aud put 
his men again in arrap, caſting himſelf in the greateſt pꝛels ol 
the battail, where he fought moztally, and made ſlaughter 
among His enemies, that Lyncus and Andromedus Heard of the 
skirmiſh, and tante together. Ag Lyncus ſaw the King Crevn 
do marvatigat Armes, be gave him ther ffrokes one after a- 
nother, and with the fourth ſtroke, he burſt His Helm in picces, 

and flew him: whereof then of Thebes were ſoze afraid, and dil. 
patred ſo, that then were utterly diſcomfited, and fled; which 
flight Amphicrion could not remedy, albeic he was trong and of” 


great courage. | FT 
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Df this obkrth10w Thebes wis haſtiln advertiſed. Megara 
was gone up upon an high Tower of the Palace, and beheld the 
battail: and ſaw them of Thebes flain wit haut remedp, and al 
ko turn their backs. The light of the beating down of the King 
her Father and the view of the others, made her to crp out of 
Foztune, and faid : Unhappy Thebes, what miſchief is befaln 
the - Where is Hercules - Alas what is become of him? That 
he is not here, to defend the Countrey of hignatibicp, to kæp 
his Wife from Her foes, and like a Bulwark, to defend this Ct: 
ty from her themſes. | 

When the had laid this, ſhe fell into a lwound, and ſo lap a 
great while. Then thep of Thebes flying, Andromedus and 
Lyncus followed them ſocloſe , that then entred the Citp with 
them. And fozaſmuch as the Thebians were without head and 
put out of arrap, and:Amphircion Had ſo maun Wounds upon 
him, that his Ffrength failed: ſs the unhappp Lyncus and An- 
dromedus twk the City , and flew. all that might bear Arms; 
ercept Amphirrion, whom then found not in the Hear. After: 
ward they went into the Palace, and there they found Megan 
and Amphitrion in great deſolation, with manp Ladies and 


hen Lyncus ſaw Megara ( ſhe was ſo fair and pleaſant ) he 
became us of her, and came to her and laid, Lady weep 
no moze : Hercules the baſtard Son of Jupiter is gone into Hell, 
and there he is dead.

After theſe wozds Lyncus ſent Megara into a Tower, — 
. ma 
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made her be kept there. After he ſent Philotas into a low Pri- 
ſon, and finding there in bondage and miſern Priamus the Bon of 
Ring Laomedon, he Had pitp of Him, andſent him again to Troy, 
where he way received with great jow-of the Trojans. | +, | 


CHAP VIII. 
How Hercules entred into Thebes in an unknown habit : and how he 
put to death the Giant Lyncvs and his Complices , and * Wil 
Megara. 


Wi by the Sword of hm an ; Gi Fhebes 
was taken, Ly neus exerciſed there many turannies. Foz 
Andromedus departed, leaving Lyncus there, with four hun ⸗ 
dzed men f Mar, to keep the Citp, and to hold it under his 
command, Thus were the Cencaures revenge. Juno coming 
into Thebes, rejopced greatly when ſhe found it deſolace, full of 
Widdows and Ozphanto, and in the hands of Hercules His ene» 
mies: then great were the lamentactong of Megara: hut Am» 
phitrion being nigh her, comfozred her. Lyncus came many 
times to her into the Pꝛiſon, and requeſted her love in the beit 
manner he could. Pet his fair winds availed Him nat, foz he 
found her tonſtant and firm, always ker ping inviolable her cha⸗ 
ſfitp, and gabe him many vertuous. — wheresk this is one, 
and the laſf : Lyncus thou haſt conquered Thebes, and Foztune 
hath given it unto the, whereby thou half enriched thy ſetf with 
bices. Thou now haſt power to commit on me murther: dur 
thy power, no2 thy ſins be not lo ffrong ,' to make mp bert 
bow tothe. Megara alwaps bewailed Hercules: the lamented 
lo much on a dap, that ſhe became all raviſhed, and in a Trance. 
That ſame dap, Hercules (being departed from Theſſalonica a god 
while befoze) journeped ſo that he entred into the Realm of The- 
des Accompanied with manp Noble men. Me found the Counerp 
all deſtroned. And he had not gone far, when it was told him, 
how Lyncus was Lozd of Thebes: and How he had flain in bat- 
tail the King Creon and impziſoned Megara. 

When Hercules Had reteived theſe tpdings, He was reple- 
niſhed with anger , and ſaid _ he would revenge him 2 
migpt. 
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might; Then he cloathed-him with a Pantle abobe his Armoz, 
an d diſguiſed Himſelf : when he had ſo done, be left there his 
fellows, and entred alone into Thebes, and being unknown, pal. 
ſed thzough the Gate, and carried himſelf ſowell; that the Poy- 
ters let him paſs thzough , till he came to the Palace. At the 
entry of the Palace a Souldier came to him, and demanded what 
he fought there's Hercules caſt awap his Mantle, and berok him 
to His @wozd, and without ſpeaking he gave lo great a ſtr:ke to 
the Souldier , that being unarmed he cleft His Head from the 
Higheſ part down to the ground. ann other ſouldiers that 
were there, {ing the troke, were afraid, and ran to their Axeg 
and Clubs, and ſome came and fought with Hercules: but he 
ffroke offcheir Heads, and then began to ariſe ſo great an upꝛoze, 
that LyncusHeard it: and thinking it had bern His Pogzters that 
Sadquarrelled, he came ruiming down unarmed, to make peace. 
Ys ſon as Hercules perceived him coming out of the Hall, he dꝛew 
unto him with bis Sword readp dzawn in His hand: crying 
Hercules, Hercules, and ffroke him ſo, that he cut cf his right 
arme, and with the ffroke he fell to the ground. And he laid 
upon others, that had no helms on their heads, noz targets on 
their backs: and then then kuew it was Hercules, Me lle w them 
& thick, that with the blod that ran down, was made a great 
ruſhing, as if it had ben a River, | 
Among theſe things the Gentlewomen of Megara iſſued out 
of che Palace, and went into the ſtrerts, crying with high am 
Clear bontes, that Hercules was come again, and that he had 
lain Lyncus, With theſe crpes, all the Citp re jopted, and both 
old and noung. Widows, Wives and aids, ran and tal arms 
with great courage, and aſſailed all about the men of Lyncus. 
There was a terrible battel, and manp people gathered toge⸗ 
ther, men and women againſt their enemies. In a little ſpace 
all the City was troubled. When Hercules had put to death 
, all that he found in the Palace , excepting Lyncus, whom he 
put in the guard, and keping of Queen Juno, andof mann Gen 
tle women that came unto him, He (p2ang into t he ſtreets, and 
ſhewed his (wozd, and laid down on all ſides, and fought ſo mo: 
talln with the men of Lyncus, all about where he might —

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(hem. that bp the Help of them of Thebes, he made all the par 
ty of Lyncus fall by his Sword. Then the Thebans rejupced 
greatly; and Hercules returned into the Palace , unte the place 
where the Ladies kept Lyncus. Then Hercules (cnt to bzeak open 
the denz of the Chamber which Megara was in, fazalmuch as 
then could not finde the keyes , foz then that kept her were dead. 
Megara then full of gladneſs turned to her Lozd,-- Hetcules, roſe

When Megars Heard thetcrime; the Traits; charged her with, 
che fell backward into a lwoun, without ſpeaking a wozd. Hercu- 
les be ing full of anger, and thinking Lyncus ſaid true, he ſtroke off 
the head of Lynons, and wich the fame Sword that he; flew the 
Traitoz; he put to death Megara, that was with Cbilde. Per 
the Chronicles of Spain tell, that he flew not his-Wife, hut put 
her into a Religious houſe, that he ozdained in Thebes in the 
Temple of Diana, renoimting her company : and it is laid, that 
this was the firſt Religion that ever was in Thebes, Theſe 
things actompltſhed, Hercules went and tok aut of Pziſon Am 
phicrion and Philoces, and departed from thence ſoze gvieveds ſa 
that then. noz a long time after he ſpake nat: and went His i. 
at all adventure, accompanied with Theſeus and Philores, and che 
Thebans lamented his departure: and he refuſing, then Crowns 
td Layus the Son of Agenor Ring of Aſſyria, fozaſmuch ag he 
married Jocoſta Daughter of King Creon. pe f uten 
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Now, that Hercules, Philotes, anm Ih eſeues bend run 
NThbebes, and went into mann wingdumes ſuching 
adbentures. And paſſing by Licia where Hercules was: drt ated 
King; on a dap thep came into * , unto * 
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King Eſon-, whoſe on Jaſon Had enterpziſed to ſajl into the 
Ifle of Colchos, and made all things ready, When Hercules 
bad been feaſted of Jaſon, and of Duke Peleus, and knew that 
Jaſon would conquer the Fl&ce of Gold, he p2omiled that he 
would atcompany him. And if Foztune would favour him, he 
would adventure to bzing his enterprize to an nd, To he biet, 
Jaſon and Hereules made ready a god Ship, ſetting out to Sea, 
and renewed- not their victuals, till then came to the Poxt of 
Troy. And then thep could not renew them at the Pozt, foz the 
Ring Lacmedon: wag then in Troy, and had foztified marbel- 
lena the Cltp again: knowing that there mas landing at hie 
Poꝛzt a Ship full of Greeks , He ſent down a Meſſenger, that 
commanded them rudelp, 2hat then ſhould depart thence, and 
that He was enemp tothe Greeks. Jaſon (as Captain of the Ar. 
mp) anſwered courteouſip the Pellenger of the King Laome- 
don, and-p:aved him, that he might have viauals fo2 his mon: 
The Pilengeran(ſwered him, that he ſhould Have none there, 
unleſs he gor it with the @wozd. Then Hercules could be ft: 
lent no longer, but (wore tothe Trojan, that if He might re- 
turn from che vonage that he Had enterp2tzed, he would pet once 
again deffrop Troy, and not leave one fone upon another, With 
"toncluſion , Hercules and Jaſon depatted from Troy, and 

by then werebzought tothe Pozt of Lemnos, where

baricious woman, Phy neus Hat been married to another woman 
be foze, and by her had two Sons. Thele two were wzongfullp 
baniſhed by their ſfep-mother : andſhe was lo coverous, that ſhe 
reok from the King his riches , and Held greater face then he. 
Hercules Hearing thereof, He went and ſpake ta King Phyne- 
us, and tothe Queen, and ſhewed them their vices in ſuch man⸗ 
ox; hen the v Thilnzen were called back from exile, andche 
Ritly bew hit ears ruh Then Hercules returned into Lem- 
neh, and(etting to Dea with Jaſon , failed te the Ile of Chol- 
«os, where Jaſon, bp the help of Medea, conquered the Shep 
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wich the fleece of Gold, and carried it with him into Greece. 
Then Hercules commended Jaſon greatlp among bis Parents 
and Friends, and ſpake of rhe unkindneſs of King Laomedon, 
how he had lwoꝛn to defrop Troy, fot the diſtourteſie that La- 


omedon had offered them. Then they altogether with Hercu- . 


les, bowed Troyes Deſtruction : and concluded upon the day of 
their departure, and after made read their ſhips, and other pꝛo⸗ 
viſions. Then Hercules kept his Covenant ſo well, that at the 
dap concluded, the whole Armp put fozth to Sea, and having a 
gentle Minde, thep ſhortlp arrived at the Pozt of Troy, with 
ſo great an Holt , that Laomedon durft not interrupt their land- 
ing. | 
Jaſon wag at that time, travailing to ſek adventures, Her- 
cules had with Him many Noblemen , and amoug others, there 
were with Him the King Thelamon , Ajax, the Duke Neſtor, 
Caſtor, Pullux, Theſeus, and many Kings and Dukes, At the 
landing of this Pozt (which was of ſtrong entrp) Hercules, that 
nothing doubied his enemies, cauſed to ſound the Trumpets and 
Taboꝛs, and made lo great anoile with them, that the Walls 
of Troy, and of the Palace ecchoed therewith , lo that Laome- 
don (&ing (out of ene of his Windows) the Yolt of His Ene⸗ 
mies, was a great while, thinking whether he would go co bat- 
tel againſt them, oꝛ no. So then it hapned, that as he was thus 
penſtve, he loked toward the Parket plate, and ſaw there moze 
then thirty thouſand armed men: which enflamed bis heart, 
that he went and armed him, and (all his thoughts and penſive- 
neſs ſet apart) came to his people, whom he deſired todo their 
uttermoſt. And after, Himſelf truſfing in Foztune, iſſued out in⸗ 
to the field in ozder of Battail, with god tondug: although he 
ſuppoſed Hercules to be in the Armp that was landed at ehe 
Pozt, He marched unto his enemies, that were jopful at his ca« 
ming. And ihen began the Greeks and Trojans a Hot skirmiſh 
with ſuch laughter, that there was many lain, Hercules failed 
not to beat d wu his enemies, and caſting his epes on high, eſ- 
pped the Lanner Royal of Troy: he laid on the right ſide, and 
onthe left, with His Club he beat down unmeaſurablp, that he 
came tothe Banner, and knding there Laomedon, be _—_ 
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— his Club on his Helme, that he pierted his bꝛain pan 
and he fell down dead among many Trojans: and ended his mi ⸗ 
ſerable life. 

Akter this, he fought lo valtantlp with them that Held the 
Banner, that he beat it down; then all the Trojans were diſ- 
comfited, and er ned flu, flu. Mith this cry, then began to re- 
tire unto the City, thinking to lave themſelves. But the Greeks 
purlued them ſo cloſe, that then flew many of them in their 
flight. The reſt entred the City, ſo troubled foz the death of 
King Laomedon, that there was little defence among them. The- 
la mon was the firſt man that centred Troy, and Hercules the ſe⸗ 
cond: and then Hercules fcund well, He was right valiaur. 
Priamus wag not in Troy at that time, but was gone into the 
Taſt, at the commandment of Laomedon, after he was return- 
ed from Thebes, Foztune having caſt down King Laomedon by 
the ffrong hand of Hercules, the Greeks entred into Illion and 
Pillaged it, and did Ranſack all the Treaſures of Troy. And 
then took Exiona the Daughter of the King, whom Hercules gave 
unto Thelamon, requeſting him to take her, fozaſmuch as he was 
the firff that entred the City, And when then had taken all then 
thought god in Troy, for a final vengeance, Hercules beat down 
the Towers and buildings, and fixed them: that then left not 
one ſfone upon another. . 


CHAP X, 

How Herewles and Affer aſſailed by battel the Gyant Axntheon, and 

ho they vanquiſhed him in battel the ficſt time. 
KW this general deſtrudion of Troy, when the Greeks 
departed, and Hercules had left them, the Greeks returu- 
ed into Greece with great glozy , and Hercules went by Sea, 
ſeking his adventures, accompanied with Theſeus and Philo- 
res: andarriving at the Pozt of Alexandria, He found in this 
Pot a great army, When the Captain of the Armp ſaw him 
weigh anchoz, he knew by the Enſigns of Hercules, that it was 
he: foz he Had heard him commended above all men, he came 
unto him full of jon, and ſaid to him: Lozdof valour, and 2 
ut

fure of verfue , amonglk the people moſt mighty, and among 
Kings moſt reſplendant in all gloztous vertue, Jſalute pou, and 
requeſt that J may be pour ſervane and friend, and thug ſaving, 
he fell on His knes befoze Hercules, in ſign of humility, He kiſ- 
ſed the earth. Mhen Hercules ſaw the lalutatien and behavi- 
our of this man, he tok Him by the Hand (and lifred him up from 
the ground) ſaluted him, and demanded of him his name »- He 
anſwered him, that his name was Afﬀer, Bon of Mediane, the 
Son of Abraham, and that in the Army, none was Captain but 
Himſelf, and that the Egyptians , Had ozdained Him Duke and 
Leader of the Yoſfe, to ge into Lybia, to deſfrop the Countrep 
in revenge of the injuries that the Tpzant Bulire of Ly bia, Had 
done to them, as Hercules well knew. 
When Hercules Had underſfod the name and affairs of Aﬀer, 
he tk him foz His friend: and ſaid to him, that He would ac- 
company him to conquer Lybia. Aﬀer thanked him, and bzought 
him into a rich Ship, where he feaſted him as much as was 
poſſible, Tt ep had not long abidden there, but they went to lea 
with great gladne's, for the Egyptians were (0 jopful and glad 
to haue Hercules with them, that they believed verilp , that 
there might no miſhap ci me to them. Hercules found in the ſhip 
of Affer, the Wife and allo the Daughter of Affer, whole name 
was Echee: the was the molt fair Centlewaman in the wozld, 
and young and freſh, Bu the daily ſight of her, Hercules becam 
a mozous of her, aud required her to be his Wife, Echee an: 
\wered, that of her (ſelf ſhe might not accozd to his demand: but 
the ſatd, if Fo2tiine gave me ſo great agrace that J may be pour 
Wife, J ſhall have moze cauſe to thank the Gods, then aun de⸗ 
ſert in me. Hercules was well content with the Damolel: and 
by her perſwaſion called Ater , and required him that he would 
gide to him his Daughter to be his Mile. Affer thanked Her- 
cules, that he vouch! afed to demand his Danghter : He that was 
the moſt ertellent o Nobles: and laid to Him, that he ſhould 
take her and do with her his will and pleaſure, Hercules elpoul⸗ 
ed Echee, bp the conient ot Aiter, and then lap together, paping 
the due debt of Partiage in ſuch wiſe, that Echee conceived of 
the ſ&d of Hercules. After the Parriage, Hercules any Aer 
7 a. led 
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ſafled ſo Tong, that thep arrived at the Pozt of Lybia, where now 
fanderch Carthage, and there they twk Land in a night which 
was clear , afterwards then entred haſtily into the Countrep, 
and beſieged the City of Lybia , without reſiſtance , oz gainſay: 
ing. 

In this Citp was then a great O nant named Antheon , very 
great above other Gpants, the mc ſtrong and puiſſant that wag 
in all the parts of Europe and Ly bia, Cirene, Tripoly, in all the 
Mountains and Illes, inhabited in theſe Countreys , unto the 
Alles Foꝛtunate. This King then advertiſed of the coming of 
the Egyptians, was paſſing angry, and (woze, that none of them 
ſhould return into Egypt. 

As \ſwn then as he might he did cauſe his men to arm them, 
and iſſued out of the City with a great company of Lybians, and 
made ſo great haſte to run upon the Egyptians, that he kept no 
ozder among his people, whereof he tak great harm: Foz whey 
he came to the battel, he found that Hercules Had trained his 
people, and ſet them in two battels, of which he lead and con⸗ 
duced the firſt battail. It hapned ſo, that then of the ſaid com 
pany of Hercules, bu fo:ce of ſhot, bare themſelbes (ſo valiontlp, 
with ffrokes , that then bꝛought to death moze then fifteen hun⸗ 
died Lybians, When their ſhot failed, Antheon ſpꝛang into the 
greateſt pzeſs, as the moſt valiant, and ſuppoſed well to habe 
skirmiſhed with his enemies: but when Hercules law him come, 
he laid hand on his Club, and put him foꝛzth be foze, and gave him 
ſo great a ſtroke, that he made his head to bow on the left ſide, 
Antheon Had His @wozd-lifted up to Have [mitten Hercules, 
when he received the ffroke that Hercules gave him, bn which 
His ſtrcke was bzoken. Nevertheleſs he ſaid between his cech, 
he would revenge Him. So he lifted up his Swozd again, and 
ffroke Hercules ſo vehementlp, that with the froke he bzake his 
Shield. Then Hercules knew that the Giant was a man of 
great ſtrength, vet not withſkanding, He lmote him the ſecond 
time with his Club: thus Hercules and Antheon gave each o: 
ther ſo great ſtroltes, that there came between them of the two 
parties, both Lybians and Egyptians, There was a great noiſe 
of clinking of ©wozds, and ſounding of the Shields and ey 
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that were bzoken, and Halberds that were diſmailed, Shields 
quartered, and Clabes bellen: there was blod largely ſhed on 
both parties. Hercules and Antheon were parti d bp fozce of the 
pꝛels. Antheon by great ire ſmete without ceaſing , upon the 
terte Egyprians: Hercules bzoke rhe Helmes largely with his 
| Club, and what he pleaſed with che Lybians, and bzought ſo ma« 
| ny to death with his Club, that in little time he paſſed thzough- 
| our the whole power of King Antheon, manp times in his wap 
| te covered che earth with dead Lybians, The krf gkirmiſh was 
; frong and damagable to Autheon: fa one Egyptian that he flew 
| with his Swozd, Hercules with His Club killed ten Lybians, 
About Hercules was nothing but blwo, Hercules made the Porm⸗ 
rains to rehound with tryes, the companies to tremble, the Ly- 
bians to fly back. with little gain. As long as the dap endured 
ße held the battel valiantly, and about the evening, when Affer 
and Theſeus came to the fight, he beſfirred Himſelf in ſuch faſhion 
_=>_ Antheon that He made him fp, ſo that the Egyptians pur⸗ 
ued them. 


CHAP. XI. 
How Hercules took King 4/4: and how he began to Study the Sci- 
ence of Aftronomy, and the ſeven liberal Sciences, 
Ow when Hercules ſaw the Lybians flu befoze them, he 
'V cauſed to ſound a Retreat, fozaſmuchas it was late, end- 
with great glozu returned into the place that he Had choſen to 
hold his Siege at. Mie Wife Echee came to Him with open 
arms, andkifſedhim:; the helpt to warm him, and bzoughr htm 
freſh water to waſhHis fate with, and there was made godehear 
of all the Egyptians, Contrary to this god chear , the Lybians 
were in the Citp and made qr for they had loft ne 
thirtp thouſand men: eſpectallp Ancheon' made fimple , 
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fo he had god cauſe ; Hercules Had ſo beaten him with his Club, 
that he might not Help Himſelf , bur went with great pain te 
bed, and with lozrow ſent foz his Phpſitians and Chirurgions, 
which came and viſited Him, and finding him all buviſed, ſaid ro 
him that it would be near a _ ere they could heal him. An» 
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theon conſidered his caſe, ſent and deſired of the Egyptians 
' CTruce foz the ſpace of a month, offering to lend them dailp a 
certain number of cattel, and a great quautitp of biauals. Then 
he commanded all the Kings and Pzinces that were his Trihu: 
caries, and ſent unto His neighbours, pzaping them that then 
would come and ſuccour him with their men of Arms, in the 
molt Haſkp wiſe then could. This peace (0 made, Hercules be- 
gan to remember them, that befoze time He Had Heard Philotes 
[peak of a King named Atlas, that he was the moſt wiſe man 
and cunningeſt of all the wozld, that he dwelt in a Caſtle ſfand: 
ing on the top of a berp high ꝙ untain named Atlas, after the 
name of the ſame Bing. Jn.this remembzance Hercules being 
cobetoug of the ſcience of Atlas, called Philores and ſaid to him 
that he wouldgoints the Realm of King Atlas, and that his 
intent was to ſ&k there His adbenture. Philoces anſwered, that 
He could bzing him into the Realm, foz he knew the Country. 
Then Hercules called Aſſer, and Theſeus, and charged them that 
then ſhould alwap make god watch. And tek leave of them and 
His Wife , ſaping that He would haſtilp return. This done, 
He and-thie Parriners with Philotres, went unto the Sea in a 
Gallep finely made, and ſailed into the Mediterrenian Sea: they 
Had ſpedv Wind and Foztune was god to them. In little while 
thep came into the Strait of Gibralcer. Aud then Philores ſhew⸗ 
ed unto Hercules the Pountain, and the Caffle where Atlas yas 
at that time abiding. 

When Hercules law the Pountain andthe Caffle , He went 
and to land jopouſly : Then he tok his Club, and commanded 
Philotes and his Parriners to abide them there. Sa he went 
toward the.Pountaſn, and it happened he met wi. h a man that 
deſcended down from the hill; and he addzeſſed Him coward the. 
ſaid man to Hear ſome. tydings, and demanded Him from 
whence He came - Me laid, Jcame from the. Caſtle that ye 
map ſir -nonder on High. Whither ga ve, ſaid Hercules? unto 
che City of Mercely , anſwered the ſtranger :- the. King Aclas 
to whom J am ſervant , bath {ent me. thither to publiſh his 
commandement unta the Citizens, that within ſix dans they 
Houldbe furniſhed with their Arms, foz to accompany Him to: 

go 
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ge unto the war of the great King cf Lybia, which requeſted 
inffantly to Have his ſuccour. Wherefoze if ve will ſerve Him in 
his Armie, and be his ſouldier, go up and ne ſhall finde Him in 
his Caſtle ſtudping the ſcience of Aſtronomm. The Servaiit of 
King Atlas with theſe wozds went en his way, and Hercules went 
up unto the Pountain , and came co the Gate st the Caſtle, 
where he found four Knights that demanded cf him what he 
would have / Hercules anſwered, his will was to {peak to the 
Bing, foꝛ certain matters that concerned him. The four Knights 
(thinking nothing but god) b:ought Hercules within a great 
Hall, wherein were all the men ok King Aclas , aſſaping them 
wich S woꝛds and Ares , foza\much as then had heard ſap, that 
then ſhould go to Wars, and then were all armed. 

When theſe Knights Had bzonght Hercules thither , then 
gave knowledge unto the Ring, that a ſtrange Gpant asked af- 
ter him, and wculd not tell them the cauſe why e Then Atlas 
went down, and found Hercules armed in a Lyong skin, and ask- 
ed him what he was ? then he anſwered, he was Hercnles that 
hath c:nquered Phylotes and the Garden with the Sheep of chn 
Daughters; J am now come hither foz to conquer the with 
tha ſciences. Mhere foze it ' behoveth ther that thou do to me o⸗ 
beplance, and give over to help the great Antheon mine ene- 
mie. And ik thou wilt not do ſo, Arm the haſfilp , and defend 
thee with Arms, and that J tommand the: Ik thou wilt not 
conſent thereto by lobe, J will make ther accozd thereto by fozce. 
Atlas was exceedingly diſcouraged , when he knew bp the mouth 
of Hercules that it was he that had conquered Philoces , and had 
lain the Gpant his fellow, taken his ſhep, and alſo newlp had 
aſſailed by War Antheon, to whom he had pꝛomiſed to give ſuc- 
cour : and alſo coaſidered, that he willed he ſhould peild bimſelf 
to him, his heart then began to [well foz anger and pꝛide, and in 
great rage he ſaid to him. O thou pzeſumptuous Hercules, How 
art thou ſo Hardy as to tome alone bt fat me © thou —— 
not love - know thou that J have had manp a diſplealure bp hp 


outrage, foz Philotes was mu grear friend : and now thou art 


come ta renew this diſpleaſure, and that J peil d me unte the, is 
F 2 | Atlas 
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Atlas with theſe wozds went into a Chamber fait bz, end crm- 
manded that every man \h2uld arm him, as thep did, Hercules 
had alwaps his eve upon him: tothe end that he ſhould not ef: 
cape him, When he was armed he came againſt Hercules, and 
challenged Him. Akter he gave Him a ſtroke with his ©wo2b 
fiercely, With che cry and with the ſtroke all they of the Fox 
treſſe aſſailed Hercules, Then he put Himſelf in defence, and 
laid about mightily bp the rigour of his Club; and with twelbe 
ftrakes he flew twelve of his euemies. After he wounded many 
other, and {pared long the bimd of Atlas. But in the end, foal: 
much as Atlas , gave great firokes to Hercules, Hercules {mcte 
him upon the Helme, without impleping all his ſtrength, and 
gabe him a wound in the head, that all aſtontcd Ze bare him ta 
the earth. Then they of the Foztreſs durſt no moze adventure 
to aſſail Hercules, neither durſt they adbruture to relieve Atlas, 
but fed thence out of the Caſtle, and Hercules abode there alone 
with Atlas, and the dead bodies. Do in the end when Hercules 
law they had given it ober, He tok Atlas, and made him to cry 
him mercy. Then he went into His (udp, and tek all his boks, 


which ye laded upon a Camel, and c 1#Fratned Aclas to follow 
n 


Dim d when Hercules had done in the Caſtle all his pleaſure, 
he departed actompanied wich Atlas, and with his bal, and 
bzought him down to the Sea fide; tothe plate where Philotes 
faped foz him. 

When Philotes ſaw Hercules teme with Atlas, and his boks, 
He Had great jop, and tk acquaintance with Atlas, who was ſy 
fozrowful that He could not ſpeak + then thep tut red into their 
Gallen, and went untothe Sea: Aclas was ſozrowful., and 
troubled with the wound he had in his head. Hercules requeſted 
bim infantly, that he would teach him his ſcience. Atlas would 
in na wiſe do it at the beginning of his ſozrow:; but when he had 

tauherſed and tarrued wich Hercules, ag well fe the bounty 
vs ſaw in him, as hu the perlwaſton of Philurcs, which affirmed 
that Hercules was the moſt noble and ue rtueis man that cver 
was, be began cs teach him all his ſciences: where in he learned 
and p2ofited by quick and ſharp wit, that he attained ta all, and 
that afterward he became the beſt PHploſopher , and the _ 
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perfe> Aſfronomer in all the wozld Thus ffudping, Hercules 
returned with great honour into the Arinp of Aſſer, and found at 
his coming, that his Wife had bzought foztha fair Sen, which 
the Egyptians had Crowned King of Egypt, where he reigned af- 
terward, and was called Dedon, f 
When Aﬀer law Aclas, and knew how Hercules had van 
quiſhed him , he marvailed much of his pꝛowels which was ſo 
great, and of his wiſdom that attained to luch High things, But 
Re:rcules bent all hig wit and\fudp to learn the ſcience, In the 
mean while a little anda little the time paſſcd, and Ant heqn 
allembled a verp great hoſte, and was all healed of Hig wounds; 
and the Trute failed and expired, whereat the Egyptians bad. 
greo: joy: f 2 thep pet Hoped to Hate vinozw of theircnemies. 
And the Lybians Hoped to rebenge them of the ſhame that Her- 
cules Had made them receive. When che Truce was expired, the 
day following Hercules made ready his battails of the one fide; 
and Ancheon ozdatned his cn the other ſide, Antheon made thz& 
battails , the firſt of twelve thouſand fighting men , the ſecond 
of twentp t hauland, and the third battel of thirty thouſand. Me 
then o2dained Himſelf King and chief Captain of the firſt bat 
tail: in the ſecond, pe ozdained the King of Getulie to be Got 
bernour ; and in the third, he made the King of Cochulie. And 
then when he had well ſer them in arrap , and trained them, in 
a mo2ning he made them to march jopouſlu againſt Hig enemies. 
expecting nothing but the Hour when Hercules wauld charge

Ircules hab made of His folk twobattails, the irt whereof 
he tonduned.

he (aw the Lybians march, which made the greareſt tumult and 
nopſe in the wozld, he went fozth befoze, and His Company fol⸗ 
iowed, Then began the Trumpets to laund, and Tabourg ts 
? | make 
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make great nopſe : the cry was great , they began ſharply the 
battatie, whereof Hercules and Antheon made the aſſay by a 
lwift courſe, and with ſharp Dwozds ſmote ſo ſoze together, 
that 'Antheon bake His Sword, and the Aron of rhe Dwozy 
of Hercules pietted the Shield of Antheon and his arms on his 
righe'lide, bp which he had a wound where the blod lpꝛang out. 
Antheon was almolt dead with ſozrow when he felt the ſtroke, 
and law that his Swozd had done but little to Hercules : he 
took His Swoꝛd, and Hercules took his, and then (mote each 
other lo Hard, that Hercules bare Antheon unto the earth with 
ene ffroke , and had lain him, Had not the Lybians run upon 
Hercules on all ſides, then gave him ſo great an aſſault that he 
knew not to whom he might attend. Then Hercnles imploped 
His Swoꝛd upon the Lybians, The Egyptians aſſembled them 
eagerip upon their enemies. Antheon relieved himſelf all a- 
ſhamed of his fall: applying all his puiſſante and ſtrengihᷣ to re- 
venge him, not upon Hercules, hut upon them of his party, This 
Antheon ſmote eagerlp on the one ſide , and Hercules on the o⸗ 
ther. Antheon fought with great fierceneſs and anger, aud Her 
cules by Pzoweſs.. The fierceneſs of Antheon was great, but 
the Pzoweſs of Hercules was ſo exceſſive great, that the Ly- 
bians fled him, and when they law him they trembled fog fear, 
ar this battel, befoze che @wozd of Hercules all blwdp, Then 
the great routs of the Lybians were ſoze afraid, and kept no ar- 
rap: he ſmote off heads, and laid them down to the earth: his 
folk that were de ſtroned by Antheon he gathered together again. 
Pe made ſuch wozk that the Lybians had the wozſe , and Anche- 
— haſtilp tothe King of Cothulie, that he ſhould come to his 


The Ring of Cothulie at the ſending of Antheon , departed, 
weening to habe come to the gkirmiſh: but when Affer and 
Theſeus ſaw him, thep went againſt Him, and hindzed him. 
Then began the fig he lo great and moztal, chat Theſeus and At- 
terflew the King of Corhulie , beat down His Banners ; his re⸗ 
cogniſances, and His Corruliens , and ſmote ſo ſoze npon their 
bodies, that then went back, and were rconffrained co try foz 
Help. The King of Getulie (@ing this evil adventure, tame un- 
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to the reſcue , and found the Cotuliens diſcomfozted, at this com: 
ing the noiſe and ſtrokeg began to renew: manp a valtant aa, 
and many a Pzoweſs was ſhewedthere. Panp ſhewed their 
bertue and ffrength , and manp were ſlain there, Theſeus did 
marbails, but always the Getulians held them together, and 
fought againſt Theſeus the ſpace of th hours, and loft but a 
few of their people until the time that Hercules bzought the armp 
of King Antheon to diſcomfiture , and made them flp, to ſave 
themſelbes , the Gemilians, then were diſcouraged in ſuch wile, 
that after they had ſen the Armp of King Antheon diſcomfited, 
they teuld not lift up their Arms to defend them, but were llain 
by little and little: and in the end then were bzought to luch a 
graiaht. that then knew not how to ſabe themſelves. Then 
then fled out of the plate, diſperſed in the fields, without Cap⸗ 
tains 02 Leaders. And Hercules put Himſelf fozth in the pꝛels 
befoze all, among them that fled firſt of che Lybians , ſo that he 
tame to the Gate of the Citp with chem, and began to ſmite, fa 
unmeaſurably, that he put to death che Lybians flping rhither, 
and the Pozters, and all them that did reſiſt him.

And Antheon ſeing foz⸗ 
tune againſt him in all points, fled into his Palace, not accompa- 
nicdas a King; but went at large to the fields, bp the condua 
of four Moores ant lu, that bzought him into Mauritania. wh 


CHAP. XIII. ek 
How Hercules ſle W Ant he. u. — 


N this manner Hercules and the Egyptians entred into Ly 
bie, and ſubdued it bp foxce of Arms. And Antheon fled into 
Mauritania, where he alembled new folk haſfilp, T hep of Ly 
bie peilded them all to the mercp ol Hercules. When Hercules 
had thus daunted them of Lybie, and their neighbours, He made 

Aﬀer King, and named it after him Affricke , and ſaid that He 
A 


fought not foz his ſingular pzofic and covetouſueſs, but ko; li 
ralitp, and to exalt vertue. O moſt valiant and nabe Herten 
there was never man bozn among the Panims moze liberal, 
moze nable, oz moze bertuows, Me wonld not be King of — 

the. 
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the waztd , he was liberal, and imploped His conqueſt well and 
wiſelp, aud gave all his gifts adviſedly. When he. had made Ae. 
fer King , he enquired what laws they held, and eſtabliſhed a- 
mong them the Satrement of marriage, Foz at that time the 
Wonien were there, all common, and when it Hapned that che 
Wonien had Childzcn, they gave tothe men after their Phi. 
ognimies: and thus ſaith Ariſtotle in his peliticks. 

Beſides this Sacrament , Hercules ozdained unto the Affri. 
eins, that thep ſhould keep the Laws of Greece „and with peli⸗ 
tick government , made the Aitcicans live reaſonably and vex: 
tuaullp. Andabove all other things, he made them Have the oz- 
der of marriage in great reverence, When Hercules had az ⸗ 
dained all this, tudings tame to him that Antheon was come 
again to chaſe him, with manp Moors t hat followed him. Then 

e returned toward Antheon and the Mory ans, and ſmote them 
bean with his Club, ſo deadly, that he made it red with their 
lad, flew them all and put them to flight ſo cruelty , that An- 
theon abode alone againſt Hercules, and fought againſt him body 
tobody hp great ſtrength, and gave himmany ſtroltes hard to

Hut Hercules gabe him ſo mann and ſo large ſfrokeg, that the 
Gyant une w not how ro ſave himſelf, and thought co Have fled, 
But Hercules that ran as ſwiftly as an Hozſe ran after him, and 
embzaced him in his arms with all His might, and lifted hun 
up into the air, and bare Him unto the Mauritanes. And when 
he came nigh unto them, he caſt him down diſpightfully to the 
earth, that bzuiſed and cruſked Him : Antheon abode there dead. 

ia death turned unto the Moors ſo great abaſhmene, that 
1 off all their frength, and were llain by great exceſs with 
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CHAP, XIV. 
How Hercules and I heſeus fought againſt the two Damoſels of S. 
thie, 


N remembzanceof this vicozp Hercules made in the field a 
ſtatue of a man fleeping, in the place where he Had put to death 
Antheon , and under it he buried che body of Antheon. And as 
the Image, which was made of the bone of an Elephant, was 
ſetup, the neck of the Jmage began to ſound like as it had ben 
a man flæping, wherefoze the Moors Had afterward the ſepulchze 
in great reverence and wozſhipped the Jdol. After this ffatue 
thus actompliſht by Hercules, He went bp Tingie and Ampeloſte 
and by mann other Countreps , and conquered all the Country, 
that now is called Affrick, and. gave all to Aﬀer, and Hercules 
returned into Ly bie, and there he found Echee His Wite dead bp a 
grievous ſickneſs: wherefoze he made marbailous great (02row- 
Then to foꝛget this ſezrow, he tok leave of King Aﬀer, and 
the Egyprians, and thought to have departed thence , but as he 
was taking leave, a Damoſel ffrangely arraped came unto him 
and ſaid, Lozd of Lybie , the Quen of Scythia, Ladies of 
Egypt, of Cappadocia, and of Aſia, have ſent me unto you : 
which Ladies Have conquered the ſaid Countreps, tu taking 
vengeance of the mis fortune of their Þugbands now late dead: 
and have abandoned their Countrep becauſe of the great out- 
rage that Verores Ring of Egypt made in Scythia, And fozal⸗ 
much as pe be of the Linage of the Egyprians, thep ſend to pou, 
that ve ſubmit unto their obedience , to do with peu what ſhall 
pleaſe them: or elſe that yon tome againſt them in battel, to 
pzevent the ſhedding of blood. And thep let nau know, that then 
have god right to (ubdue vou, and that if there be among pou 
two linights, that againſt two of them will do feats of arms ta 
ten their lives, they will deliver unco pen two Ladies in plate 
convenient, upon condition, that if the Ladies overcome you, now 
hall be-Holden as vanquiſhed, and be at their commandment? 
and ik pour men overcome the Ladies, then ſhall be repiuced as 
overcome, and ſhall be ſubjea umto peu, 
| * Hercules 
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Hereules Hearing this mefſage of the Ladies, auſtvered the 
Pellenger- Damolel, ſinte the Ladies of Scyrhia be ſs valiant 
that then Have conquered ehe great Realms of Egypt, Cappado- 
eia, and of Alia, thep map be doubted. Neverthelcls, to pzevent 
the effuſion of blood, and to defend the Africans from their bon: 
dage , vou ſhall return to them and ſap , that the batcel of two 
Knights againſt two Ladies, is agreed unte them, to be done to 
mozrow npon the condition that pou have laid. Then Hercules, 
Affer, and many other pzomiſed to hold cheſe things and din 
great honour unto the Damoſel. 

The'Damoſel having done her meſſage , returned unto the 
Ladies, which were entred agreat wap in Affrick, and told them 
wozd foz wozd the anſwer of Hercules. The pꝛintipal of all theſe 
Ladies, was Synope and had two ſiffers ſo expert in arms, that 
they feared no Knight of the wozld, the one was named Menalip- 
pe and the other Hy ppolita, Anon, as che Ladies had reteived 
cheſs tudings ofthe Affeicans, thep had great jon, and holding 
opinion, that Affrick was wan by the ffrength of Hippolita and 
Menalippe, who did marvails in Arms, thep oꝛdained that then 
thould fight with the two Knights: and ſo thep were on the mag 
row ready in the fields. 

At the hour that was oꝛdaine d, Hercules and Theſeus (ſitting 
an two hoꝛzſes, with a great company of Aff icans) rode into the 
plate that the Ladies had choſen to do feats of arms in. Ther 
were rde two Ladies abiding in a fair place armed and well 
mounted on god St&eds, and by them were other Ladies in great 
number. As (an as Hercules and Theſeus Hadeſpyed the two Da 
moſels, then made them that followed ta ſtand, and ſent unco the 
Damolels to know what then would da. The Damoſels anſwer: 
ed the two Ruights, that then were ready to do dæds of Arms # 
gainfk them, under the condition of their quarrel. And ik they 
Tere come then would come fozth. 

Hercules and Theſeus , with this anſwer cok their @pearg, 
und lpurred their Yozſes , and made ſighs unto the Damoſels. 
And thep furuiſhed with Shields and Spears, ran againſt them 
lo expertly, that then ſcemedof heaven and not of earth, and at 
She coping of the ir ſharp @pears, che frokes were ſo great — 
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both lides, that Hippolita and Theſeus bare cach other unto the 

earth, inlikewiſe did — and —— i he Affricans 

marvailed much to ſe the two Pztuces' box pet the 

Ladies of Scythia marvailedmu b al 25 Dai + When 

the Knights and the Damoſels found themſtedes wing on rhe 

earth, ſhame ſmote them to their hearts.

war. At this meſſage, Oeneus was troubled, and anl we red the 
Pcſſenger , that on the mozrow he would giwe him an anſwer . 
All chat dap Oeneus wag penſive an dabode alone: and to paſs 
hts melancholy, He came to Hercules. When He: cules, ſaw.him ſo 
penſive, He adjured hum eat neſt ly that he thould tell Him the cauſe 
of his penſiveneſs, who told it him and laid, Lozd Hercules ſince 
it pleaſeth vou to know oł mp grief, J will tell pou the cauſe. 
There is here by a King mp neighbour, named Achelous, great, 
and lit rte, which hath manp times deſired to have to his wife De- 
janira mp daughter, J habe not ben willing to accozd the Parri⸗ 
age, fo;aſmurch as J know this King a man of ebil life. And fo 
this cauſe J have had manp mcnaces of him, and alſo this dap his 
Pcficngex is come again come, and he hath ſaid, that if J give 
him not my Darghter at this time, he will make war. Surely 
Hercule if pe ſ me penſive it cometh to me by this occaſicn, foz 
J have not net given Him His anſwer, but J muſt give it him to 
mozrow, | 

Nebertheleſs, J habe concluded in my ſelf, that J will n't 
give unto him my Daughter. And now when Jlſe verilp, that 
by the refuſe of mp Daughter, it mult nerds be that war will 
enſue ; know weil that J am diſplealed: foz war ts The eternal 
— of the Countrep, perdition and waſte of the people and 
gods. 

Sir (ſaid Hercules) it is nedful unto a man that he take and 
bear all that Foztune will. Ag pe ſap, war is not increaſing of 
people, but diminution ; pet by that extremitp , it is expedient 
that a man rejopce in hᷣis right · Right comfozterh the courage 
os man, and the courage of a man tomfoꝛted, bzingeth him ot 
tenrimes to glozious vigozy. A bzute beaff diſgarniſhed of rea- 
lonable wit, fighteth foz his neſt with his claws , and with his 
tech. What wall a man ſenſible and endowed with wit and rea- 
ſon, do with anp aſſault (namely in his own Land and Terri- 
torie q Nature willeth and inffruceth that where corpozal fozce 
faileth , vigour andvertue of courage wozketh , and that then 
kight fo2 their Countrep. Take Courage then in pour right, and 
tell pour enemtes ; pe have received me wozipfullp, and — 
a ; ceiving 
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criving theſe tudings, J will help po if it be ned, and J ſuppoſe 
if Achelous aſſail pou, he ſhall repent him. 

With rheſe wozds the King Oeneus comfozted Himſelf great. 
lp, and the dap dzew ober. On the mozrow Oeneus called the 
meſſenger if Achelous, and ſaid to him, he ſhould come no moze 
to demand his daughter, foz that he was not minded to give her 
to his Paſfer ; and fnrthermoze if he mcbed war againf him 
fo this cauſe , he had intention to defend Himſelf unto the death 
of the laſt man of his people. The Peſſenger returned with 
theſe wozds and told them to Achelous, and all that he found 
with bim. Achelous was not content with K, Oeneus, and as he 
that was obermuth ſmitten with the love of Dejanira, began to 
aſſemble Hig men of Arms, with an intent to make war on King 
Oeneus, and to take from him his Daughter, Hercules was then 
in Calcedonia, and oftentimes he was with Dejanira in gra: 
tioug conferences. Me found Her ſo will addzefſed in all Honeg 
manners , that all the day He was'moſt part with her, in the 
night he did nought but dꝛeam and think on her: howbeiche lain 
nothing that concerned His amoꝛous deſires, willing firfk to chen 
them his power in Arms. Jt hapned on a dap he opened a win: 
dow that was by the Garden of Dejanira , and caſting His ene 
down he ſaw Dejanira that ſate upon a green plate, mccompaniey 
with mann Ladies and Gentle women. T hen he let an his mind 
fo contemplate the exteſſive beautp of Her. After he deſired her, 
{aping, O Dejanira thou that Half not the pier ogatibe to 
know the hearts and thoughts of men; if J would ſap to thee the 
tenth part of the lobe and deſire J Have to ther: thou couldeft 
mot belicve it. J have gone manya Conntten, aud (ex many's 
Realm, and mann a Treaſnre , J habe deſired many a thing. 
But of al, 10 come tomy wiſhed bliſs, J was never in ſo great 
thought aa Jam fa to get your Lobe. The ſarae hour that Het» 
eules ſpake by Himſelf, Dejanira was not idle: ſhe had Hereules 
in her rememb2ance , and in Her heart, then being rich in the 
points of Love ſown between variations of Hope and deſpair, ſhe 
was ſurpzi zed in ell her vepnes with the Heat of that fre! that 
Gurneth amozous Hearts. This fire was hard to quench, oz te 


Apes the right piercing ſparkle, She lap down then upon 4 
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graſs aud began toſap in her minde. Alas Hercules, what wal 
Dejanica do? ſhe tannot come to attain pour Lobe, J was wont 
not to deigne to behold a man and then ſaid, that neither Pzince 
noz Ring ſhonld have mp lobe. Now am à in another mind, and 
defire no other thing, but that J ſhould be your Mife, Jhadſup- 
poſed to haut remained and continued a pure Uirgin, and J one- 
Ip was diſdainer of men, contrarp to the requeſfs and admoniti⸗ 
ons of the Ladies: theſe be now far other tvdings. With theſe 
wec3ds the ceaſed a little, and began to think on mann other 
things. At this point, as ſhe theught on Hercules, and Hereules, 
on her, tpdings tame thither, that Achelous was coming to be⸗ 
lege the City, by land and by ſea, and that he wag very near. 
Foz theſe tudings aroſe in the Palace a great murmuring , that 
tame to tte ears of Hercules and of Dejanira ; their ſpirits were 
troubled in ſuch faſhion, that Hercnles left to behold Dejanica, 
- then ſhe left to think on Hercules, gud both went to the King 
eneus. 0 

Anon as Hercules tame unto the King, the King ſaw him, 
and ſaid to him, that his enemies were berp near the City, Her- 
cules an[wered jopouſly, that it behovethto go feaſt them: and 
willed that he put His people in arms. At this anſwer of Hers 
eules, tte King did ſonnd to Arms, and with this ſound all Cal- 
cedonia was moved, and each man made him ready, Hercules 
and his Greeks were ready in alittle ſpace, The Calcedonians 
aſſembled bp great companies in the Palace, When thep were 
aſſembled, the King and Hercules bzought them into the field; 
and Hercules put them in der , that done, he did cauſe them to 
marth, the Calcedoniam and Greeks, and each party appzoached 
fonigh, that there was nothing to do butto (mite. Hercu'es 
made two battalians , the firſt with His people, the other with 
Calcedonians, UQhen then came tothe pcint to meet, Hercules 
went tothe Calcedonians, and in the p:eſence of the Ring, ſain 
to them, loe here pe may ſe pour euemies that ſet little bn vou. 
fo} they come into pour Lozdſhip co afſail non, J pꝛau pou t has 
the great caurage of them abate not pour tourage. Ye: onghe 
herein to Have the kierceneſsof a Lpon , the puifſance of an E. 
lephant, and be greedp ag a Grpfkon, to deliver pou without end, 
from 
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from the fierce enmity of the King Achelous , in keping your 
Countvp, pour Dominion, pour Yonour, pour Treaſures, pour 
Wives, pour Childzen, and that moze 1s, pour lives, Be pe they 
ffudious to do well, be xe inflamed with deſire of vengeance, be 
re cobstoug of glow. If pe ſhew not pour ſelves valiant at this 
time, ye may not Have anp thing but beggerp, oz ſervitude to 
death: faz your enemies will do unto pou all the evil then can, 
if they have vidozp over pou. Theſe wotds w2ought in the 
Hearts of the Calcedonians, and gave them marvailous courage, 
And all then with god will, deſired the hattel. When Hercule; 
Had finiſched his exhoztation , he went to the battel: fo2 it wag 
come to the point to fight. Then were there great cries on the 
one ſide and on the other, Tabozs, Trumpets, Clarions, Yar: 
neſs and Weapons , began to ſound: Knights began to fir at 
theentry of the battel. Hercules and the Greeks ſhot, and dzew 
largely upon their enemies, and made Achelous abaſhed , foz- 
almuch as he Hoped not to have found lo great reſiſtance with the 
Calcedonians, Then then caſt their epes upon the Banner of 
Hercules, and ſ&ing the great Lpon that was painted therein, 
they began to imagine that there might be Hercules, of whom 
was ſpoken thzoughout the Wozld , foz His vertucs , aud hig 
frength. 

- When then were thus imagining, the ſhot failed, with great 
flaughter of the part; of Acbelous. When the ſhot was ſo fail: 
ed, Hercules to his Swe zd, and went up and down among 
them of Achaya, that were in the firſt front of the battel of A- 
chelous, and there made an hole ſo great, that the Calcedupians 
and the leonians wan upon them at the firſt j-pning , and made 
the other party go back , whereof Achelous Had great ſozrow: 
he tl to him rwenty Kntghts, which were choſen and came aud 

ranged with them there, where Hercules (cattered and b;ake the 
battel of the Achayans. There he appꝛobed his courage luffily, 
Now this ſtrong Gpant aud his Yozſemen fought valiancly, but 
the Greeks and Hercules dped t heir Swoꝛds with their blood. 
and the ffrife was ſo great, that men might ſ@ nothing elle bur 
heads and arms fly in the field. Hercules {mote no role but it 
was the death of one of Hig enemies. Achelcus in [ike manner 
# ftrokie, 
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Fter this vidozy , when Her eula fam that King Achelous 
; (avea himſelf bu the sea, he: galſed; King Oeneus, , and 
laid he would purſue his Enemn, and deli ber. cho wo2 ld of him 
after which an hundzed of bis choſen men tak leave of the King 
Oeneus, and went to Sea, Wong after. Achelous , recom- 
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mendirg him to George, and Dejanira. In the Night, Oene- 
us after the depart ing of Hercules returned into Calcedonie, and 
told his Wife and his Daughters, the High pꝛowels that Her- 
cules had done in the battel, How He Had chaſed his Enemieg, 
and gone after wtth two hundzed men. The Ladies George and 
Dejanira were right joyful of the bidozn, but it grieved them 
ſoze that Hercules withſo little a companp purſued Achelous + 
and above all ether Dejanira was greatly bered at the enter: 
pꝛize of Hercules, ſo ſoze that ſhe went into her Chamber, and 
was ained to wp, and not to habe jon in heart until the 
return of wes, Now to teturn unto the purpole touching 
Hercules, when he was put to the purſuit of Achelous, he en: 
cred into his Realm and followed Him ſo nigh, that He was con 
trained ro withdzawhimſelf into a frong Caftle fanding by 
the Sen, Hereules befiefted Achelous in this Caſtle. When A» 
ehelom (aw that Hercules. purſued Him with ſo little a com- 
pany,as with two hundzed men onely; he called his leaders ol his 
men, and among other things told them, that it was a chame to 
ſuffer themſelves to be beſteged with le little a number of pio⸗ 
ple. They anſwered He ſaid truth: and concluded che ſame hour 
to fue ent , andraiſe the flege , and forthwith they ſounded to 
arms with ſhozr counſel. It was not kong after that then iſſurd 
out of the Caffle , dire Hercnles eſpyinng them, unt w that they 
tame tothe battel, he ſet his men in arrap, and went alone to 
His enemies, as he that doubted nothing. When Achelous ſaw 
Him come, He began to malte a great ſigh , anderped untohig 
people, upon him: ſaying that it was he with the Club that had 
chaſed Him out of Calcedonie, and pꝛomiſed great gifts unto them 
that belaboured him wich Frokes, But when Hts folk knew 
vhat it was Hercules, then made conrtefie each to other, to go be 
foze, and crembling as the lcaf on the Tre, they durf not abide 
the weight of his Club: but without \miting of anp froke tur⸗ 
ned their backs, and led unro rhe Caffe. 1 þ 
Ackelous {@fng rhe behaviour of His folk, and the fear that 
they had of Hercules, thought chav He ſhould habe dy rd foz ſop 
$ow: ſo he went and entred again with them into the CaQle, 
And Hercules returned with dis people, laughing at ad 
A i 
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dealing of His enemies. Hercules began to chink on Dejanica, 
and Achelous began to imagine How he might annop the Calce- 
donians ; he had there one of his Captains, that ſaid unto him: 
Sir, pe know well that pour ffrength, map not compare unto 
the firength of pour enemies: We are ten againſt one, but 
that map nothing help us: fog the mighty Gpant that is with 
them, is encugh to burp us all, and deſfrop pour Realm. Con- 
ſider pe then, ſince it is ſo, that open puifſance and plain ffrength 
map not be uſed at this time, it is expedient to imagine ſome 
ſubtilcp , to grieve the Calcedonian:: aud it is mp advice that 
there ſhall be made a great flaming light in the Sea, ſuch as J 
ſhall well deviſe, ſo as bp that means thep that have beſieged us, 
map be deceived lighiln · This flaming light muff be by night, 
and ir ſhall be great and fozcible : we will make it ſecrecip; as 
ſon as our enemies ſhall ſc it, then will leap out of their Tents, 
and go unto the Dea to ſie the marvel, peradventure without a: 
ny Arms, foz then dzeadus not, and then we will ſer on them, 
and ſhall finde them unfurniſhed and unpzovided of cheir Arms, 
and conſequently it map enſue, that of them all we ſhall make a 


notable riddance. 


When Achelous heard this countel, it (@med to Him god, 
and he would that it were effected in ſuch manner as he had de- 
viſed. The deviſoz did make an hundꝛed Tozches, which were 
finiſbed in fiftten days, During theſe fifren daps, Hercules al- 
ſailed many times the Caſtle, where Achelous was , but he 
might never do any thing thereto, foz the Foztreſs ſtod upon 
the Sea, and iu a ſtrong Country, and could not be gotten bp 
aſſault, and Achelouscoutd have ſuttours from no part: foz, be- 
tween this Caffle and Achaya, wag a great Country, When 
tfe fift@en daps were paſſed, and the Tozches were made, on a 
night when it was peaceable from winde and fozm , thep that 
carried the To:ches tffued ont of che Calle, four of them unto 
the Naben, where was let but one little Boat which was on 
ground, and had not long time befoze put to the Sea. Andif pe 
demand where the Ships were become that Achelous bzought 
to this ot, J ſap that Hercules Had cauſed to take them, and 
lent them to the Sea, to ——_ that Achelous ſhould nor 
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tſtape him, noꝛ take awap the Ships by night. The Achayang 
then came to this litile Boat lping on the ground, and plped 
them that (Hep bzought it aloat on the Sca, as fetretly as then 
could, and cntred therein, with all that to them was neceſſary, 
King Achelous put hinuelf in ambuſhment with a theuſand of 
his men , nighunts the plate where he thought the Calcegoni- 
ans would go out to ſee the light that ſhould be made. And when 
then that were in the Sta, knew that it was time to light their 
To:ches, they let them on bre, and put them round about the 
Satt, wherein were made as maup- holes ag there was Ton- 
ches. And la as then ithagined;thepdid. The Knights that 
kept the watch of aße hoſt of Hercules ſaw it aud ſoze marvel- 
ing at this light; awaked Hercules and their fellows, and ſhew⸗ 
td them the light. As leon as Hercules ſaw the bzightnels of 
the Toꝛthes. he would know what it was: and then appzoched 
the banke of the Sta, and his tompanp with him, and had nat 
bern long there , when ing Aehelous did cauſe to light an hun⸗ 
dꝛed Tozches that he had pꝛobided, and after he illue d out of his 
ambuſhment with his thouſand men, and ran upon Hercules, 
and aſſailed him and all his men fiercely. But when Hercules 
ſaw them diſcover themſelves , he let his people in oꝛder in the 
beſt manner. he:could:, bp the light of the Stars, and received 
His enemies corragionſip ,. where began a right dolezous bactel: 
foz the one mote upon the dther very furiouſlp , and there were 
many wounded and dead, The gkirmiſh was great, Acheluus 
thought to come at unawares, but he was valiantly reſiſted, and 
lait many of his men: and Hercules mt Achelous, and (mote 
him on the Helm that he foundzed, and it gabe him a, wound on 
bis head, that the blod guſbed out, and mozeaver, he tek him, 
and delivered him to twelveof His wen ta kckp. There were 
great crpes, and great aboundante of roles of Swords. Then 
were the Tozches quenched; and put aut by.che-tozce of the 
ſmiting of the Achayans , which deſir ed greatlgato reſcue theit 
King: aud la then abandoned theis lives Nat, But. 

their Coꝛthen were quenched ,- bp liteſt and liftle, then began 
to col them, and withdꝛaw them, {oz theꝝ ſaw nothing at all. 
When then were withdzawn , Hercules aſſembled bis folk , — 

ai 
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ſaid to them, that he would kCail-ro take the Caffle , and thy. 
then ſhould follow him hardilp and fiercelp : and anon, when he. 
ſaw his enemies return unto the Cale, he ran after and faped 
them, and put himſelf in the thickeſt of them, (miting with hig 
Club on the right ſide and on the left, he made a right lar 
plate · And bu this wap he led his people unto the Gate of 
Caſtle, where he entred with them that fled, and there madelo 
great a ſlaughcer of his enemies, that with little reſiſtance, 
the lame night he put to death twelve hundred, aud the other 
lied inte the Citp of Petrace, from whence they were. In this 
battel, and the batcel chat had been in Calcedonie, all the men 
cf Achaya were flatn, except four hundred which ſaved. them⸗ 
ſelves by flight. Foz Achelous had taken all his men with him, 
his Country and his City Petrace, was all deſtroped. Whey 
Hercules had taken the Caſtle, afterward he went into the Ci⸗ 
tu ol Petrace: and entring into all plates without reſiſtauce, 
he let this Realm into the hands ol King Oe neus, and he tar ⸗ 
rie d not long after he had lubdurd this Realm, but teturned, as 
haſkilp as he might, to ſe Dejanira: and there He was received 
with ſo great gloꝛn, jop and trpumph, that no man can rehearſe 
noz wzite. hehe | 
The Poets repozt this conqueſt that Hercules made upon A- 
chelous, faigning that Achelous . fought firſf in likeneſd of a 
man, and being vanquiſhed: he after.changed bizuſelf Janto a 
Derpent. This is to be underlfod, in ſubtilneſs aiſd in malite, as 
he did in gailing,Hereules by night. To conclude, he fought in 
the likeneſs of a Bull, and Hercules bzake one of. His Hozng ; 
that is to be underckod, that at laſt Achelous, mag gs fierigrag a 
Bun, fox pꝛide and ſozrow that he was 9 5 „ Aud 
bzalte his hozn, that is to be unerFad, he. jake avid bi * 
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be feared him paſſing ſoze. Hercules at hig tomtug pꝛeſented to 
bim Achelous and his Realm, and ſaid to him, that he ſhould 
babe it without ann deupal. The King Oeneus (ent Ring A- 
chelous into exile, and acknowlcdged þimlelf greatly behold: 
ing to Hercules, whom He honeured marbialouſlp. Then Her- 
cules tok to his Heart again amorous tonteits: in like manner 
did Dejanira, ſhe Had ſoveraign jop to ler Hercules, and deſired 
uone other thing. Nor to be tedious , when Hercules had bern 
there a ſpate, he required king O-neus that he would give him 
hig daugheer toWife, Oeneus agred, and accozding to him, and 
Dejanica conſented with better will. The Wedding was lo⸗ 
lemut zed ouſly , and then went to bed and lan together. 
on after, when Hercules ſaw that his Father in law had his 
Realm in peace, he to leave of the King Oeneus, and depart⸗ 
ed from Calcedonia , with De janira and his people, to go by 
land into His Realm of Iconie. Hercules had always in his 
jonruep Dejanira by him: He loved her exteediugly, and had 
ſolace in her beauty: and it he Had not ſtudied wich Atlas, 
tauld not have abſtaiued him from behclding Her beautp. Ju 
paſſing the time plealantly, in the manner that folk do that be 
new Parried, Hercules journied ſo far, that he came te a 
quarter of Theſſaly, where the River of Hebenu« runneth, and 
arrtvedon thts River, which was dep and bzoad running impe- 
fnonfip , und had neither b:idge noz plank co paſs over, but 
there wag a Centaure named Neſſus, that ſpen: there his lite, 
bp the means of a little Boat, in which he carried the prople o 
der the River, 
* When Hercules had found this Neſſus, He came to him, and 
— 444 he and his folk might paſs the River ⸗ 
les ſince the time he Had vanquiſhed his fel- 
lows at the Wedding of Pyrothus, anſwered that He might net 
the River, bu: by His little Boat. And if he would pals, 
Se would with god will do him the pleaſure to ſec him over. 
Hercules thanked Neſſus, fozaſmuch as he ſaw that the beat 
was but little, and the time was diſpoſed to raine. He would 
that Dejanira and her Damoſels ſheuſd paſs firſt. Dejanirs and 
der Paſdeng entred inte the Boar, Neſſus rowed, and —— 
vowing 
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cowing he brheld Dejanira , and loked on her ſomuch, that her

d beauty raviſhed him. Foz as ſon as he was come over on the o⸗ 
. ther ſide, Hr toldDejanica, ſhe ſhould be His Wife, aud catching 
y hold on her, he twkHer on his ſhoulders, and bare her awap: 
4 wherefoze Dejanira and her Damolels made great tries. 
- cules la ing that the old Opant bare awap Dejanica, which he 
d would reſiſt to his power, bent His Bow, and ſhot an Arrow ups 
1 on the Gpant, with lo great cunning, that He (mote him on the 
n right ſide unto the Heart, andgave him his deaths wound. The 
d Fow of Hercules was ſo great and frong , that woman could 
» bend ic but Himſelf, Neſſus by the wound that Hercules gave him, 
. began to fiel the appzoaching of Death, and to ſuſfer ſharp an- 
8 guiſh, he ran a great while after unto a Uallep , where he fell 
2 down, andccnſidering that his life Had no recovery, he i d 
n the end of ir, to imagine How he might do diſpleaſure to Hercules, 
L cating to remembzance, that he had a moſt terrible and matal 
d popſon about him, he ſaid to De janira in great malice. Fair Ka- 
s, dp, the love of pou hath cauſed me to receive rhe death, 
u diſpleaſech me not ſo much, as that Hercules ſhall enj:p pou, who 
Ve deſerbe a far wozthier man. Hercules ig no true Yugband, hut 
a the unfaithfuleſt to his Wife, that ever wag, Fozalmuch as 
1d I have ſingular pitp of pou, and your beauty conſtrainerh me ts 


* do pou pleaſure, I will give pou here a pzecious thing, it having 
it ſuch vertue, that if pou bopl it with one of the ſhirts of Hercules 
t, with the blood that runneth out of mp wound, and gjve the ſhirt

to Hercules, that he ware it, he ſhall never after lobe aup other 

woman noz Ladp but pou, 
And with theſe wozds the Gpant trok the popſon, and tempe- 
0 ted it with his blod, and waund it tn a linnen Cloath, and gabr 
oþ it to Dejanica, The fooliſh Dejanica giving credit tothe wozds 
of the Gpant, toł the popſon. The Opant charged her, that na 
man Gould touch it bare, ſaping then it would loſe its vertue 
by afrevthe touching :- and with that, he gave upthe Gholk and dp- 
epitiiuflp, ſo Dcjanica eſcaping ſafelp from his hands: pur» 
poſed that ſhe would kp that pepſon ſetretip at all adventure, 
ta help her ſelf, ff it were need, While theſe things paſſed be⸗ 
twan.Dejanica and the Gpant, Herculcs was much *

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foz Dejanira. Ag ſon as he Had ſmitten Him on the right ſide 
withHis Arrow, de uncloathed himſelf, and'caſf His Gown, his 
Harneſs; aud Cluby over the Mater, by Hig great Grength, and 
toapttag iu, (wam obe r unto the other ſide, then as he put on his 
rument , Dejanira {again accompanied with her Damolels) 
tame to the River, ſurniſhed with that benemons pouſon. When 
Hercules ſaw De janira return , Fe imagined that he had ſlain the 
Gpant, anddemanded where the Tratroz was. Dejanica anfwe- 
ted not at firſt ta this his demand, but faidunto him. Alas mp 
Low, in mhat peril have J ben « What oppꝛeſſion - Mhat de- 
ſpair ol yop'hach oppzeſſed mu heart The traches of mine 
Arms where pet is len, the pzint of the Hands of the Gyant, 
ſhew in what diſpleaſure J have been: The curled glutton Gy 
ant bare me unto the depth of a dep ballen, where death appꝛo⸗ 
thing bn the ſtroke of porrr Arrow; madehim ta fatl down, and 
he would never let me go umil the iaſt ſight of death. Syrelp! 
habe ſuſfered a grent jeopardu, but thanks be tothe Gods, ſtũce 
have found pou again, J am luſfititutin abenged of mine enemy

] Ercules and Dejanica;-having Kifſed each other, Hercules 

1 went unto the place where the Gpant lap dend and fojal- 
much as he found him depzived of liſe. He let hum lie th te to th 
beaſts andabix ds. and His r ram that lap un him. This. was 
the Arrom that Achilles: was ſlain with after che Bemplt u 
Phobus in Troy, foz the lobe of Polixine. ThensHercules and 
Dejanira tame again to the Riber, and Hercules: ſet aber His 
men, and went from that plate tu the City of Lerm. The King 
of the-Citp did great honour to Hercule, rettribing bun as $6 
nout ably as he could · Among divers talk, Hergules de mam 
ngs of him. The ing ankwered tha he knew na other, 

but that in a great plate there abode a monſter, half a man. and 
Half a Serpent, that murdered many of bis Realm. : Fob 
Ps al [ 
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ſaid, that al the men, women, and childzen this monſter can find, 
he llapeth with his tail that is invenomed, with his claws and 
terth deffroving and devouring el. And ſoit will come to pals 
that this Country will be deſolate , foz the Labourers noz Par⸗ 
chants dare not go by, withle's company then two hundzed 
men: and if then be leſs, the Ponſter afailcth tFem, like as he 
hath done many others, 

Hercules was paſſing glad and jovful of theſe tydlngs, and 
ſaid tothe King: Dir, Jhave laboured hitherto foz the Com- 
mon weal of mann Realms, and pet habe J the will to per- 
ſevere, and do the wozks of vertue, Know verfen, ſince J am 
here arrided, J will ds ſomewhat foz the weal of this Countrp, 


as J have done foz many other. And Jhave intention to mo2- 


row to de mputtermoſt endeavour to travel towards the mon- 
ſter, to abide the adbenture of banquiſhing Him, oz to be venquiſh⸗ 
ed of him. This Ponſter was called Hydra, fozaſmuch as be 
dwelled in the Waters, When De janira Heard the enter pzi ze 
of Hercules, that he would go alone, and abandon himſelf in lo 
great peril, the began co wep , and make ſo grtat ſozrow, that 
no man could appeaſe her, noz make her int hex weeping. Her- 
cules comfozted her the beſt he could , ſo did Ailas and Philotes, 
and ſhewed Her the glozfous deeds of Hercules, to give her hope 
in this adbentur e. Wut all could not avail, ſhe ſo loved Hercu- 
les with al her heart and might. She required bim with her 
types charged full of tears, that he would abſfain from ſo high 
an enterpziſe, laping, that it wag no wil dom fo2 a man to ex- 
pole himſelf roſa eminent daugers, and that God had ſent the 
Ponſler into the Country, to cozrecn aud chaſtiſe the people. 
Notwithſtanding Hercules was terp ardentlp in love with her: 
pet her tears that ſhe wept, no2 her pzayers, noz ber reaſons, 
could cauſe Hercules to bzeak His purpoſe , noz leave off the ad- 
benture. But early in the mozning he cloathed him, and de- 
parted from Lerna, andtok his wap towards the Poz, wherein 

was the Pontker. | 
This Paz was long, andthze Piles in compaſs, as the 
Chzonicles of Spain rehearſe, and all environed with Foun- 
tains that ſpzang out of the . In the _ of 
this 
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this Plain was a great Lake, wherein dwelled the Hydra on, 
dzu land. When Hercules was come unto this plate, the Hy- 
dra that never flept with both epes, Had alwaps the neck out. 
ſcretthed on High, and the ear open, eſpping him, ſuddenly came 
againſt him running with great koꝛte. Hercules abade, when he 
eſpzed the marvailous Monſter, and had great pleaſure te ſg 
him: Me was ten fot high, and had as long a tail: he was foul 
and covered with hair : He had his bodu armed, and in his righ: 
Hand held a naked Swoꝛd, and in his lefr he tarried a Shield, 
Hercules thus beholding him, ſuſfered him to come to him, 
Then the Ponſter ſpake to him, and laid, Poz Gpantc, whi: 
ther goeſt thou ⸗Behold this Swoꝛd, ſharply on both lides tut · 
ting: pet was there never man that heard me ſpeak, but he 
dped by the point of this Swozd. Fozalmuch as J am the wiſet 
Creature that eber Nature made, Jam accuſtomed to malte a 
queſtion to ſuch men as J knd, and then deffrop them it rhep cans 
not anl wer thereto. 2 finde in my Realm prople dal asbeafy, 
without underſtanding, and have therefoze deffro/ed their blod, 
ſo will J do thine, if thou can not aſſovle a Sophiſme that J ſhall 
make unto the. © thou man Serpentine, ((aid Hercules) thine 
Eloquente, thy Pꝛudence, thy cruel Dwo92d, foul and poluted 
With infunte hamrertdes, make me nothing abaſhed, noz diicouras 
geth me - Jſought the, and am teme hither to de Trop ther. And 
J will not onlu aſſopl one of th @ophiſins, but as many as thou 
cinT deviſe and know, that if by fozte of mu wit, J aſſovl chp 
Sophiſmes and falatious arguments, J will do tothe like as 
thou wouldff do to me and if it happen that chn ſcience map not 
obercone ine, net defend ther with arms, and that thou keep ihn 
life as well as thou can. 

With thele wirds, the Meuſter made unto Hercules ſeben 
Sophiſmes one after another, all falacious and ſlubtil: Then 
when Hercules had given (elution to one, the Ponſter replued 
bp ſeven Arguments. Vet Hercules, füt of Phploſophie, and 
expert in all Sciences, made anſwer ſoſubTanttally to all his 
falatieus Arguments, that he ſet Him at a Non plus. Foz this 
cauſe the Poers feign this Hydra had ſeven heads, as ir appear: 
eth in the arlt Tragedy of Seneca, and fav that when Hercules 
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fad ſmitten off one ok the heads, leben other heads tame again 
in the lame plate. In the end then, to purſue this matter, when 
Hercules had ſo diſputed, the Serpent peilded to Hercules, in 
ſuch wife as he wilt not what to lap. Hercu'es ſaid unto Him: 
Serpent inhumane, we have foughr long enough with the 
tengue. Take thy Dwozd, I map nolenger with-hold mp hand 
from ſmiting the, and aſſay if theu be as ſubtil in arms, as thou 
art in language. Pz fol , (atd the Serpent (which was full 
of Pzide ) Knowelf not thou, that by ray part Serpentine, J 
have infeded all this Councrep » And J will this dap dzink thy 
blad, and devcur thy body : wherefoze make watch, and keep 
the well. 

Without moze wczds Hercules enhaunſed his ſwozd , fo to 
have ſmitten his adverſary, bin he could not \oſ@n Heft Him, bur 
the Serpent gave Him firſt two ſfrokes , one with His Sword, 
and the other with his tail, wherewith he had almoſt [mitten 
him down to the ground. Pet Hercules abode Fanding, and with 
his S woꝛd lifted up, He ſmote the Monſter upon the Helm with 
ſuch ſtrength, that he cruſhed the Helm, and made him a wound 
in the head. At this ſfroke the Serpent was full of furp , and 
with his Swoꝛd {mote Hercules the ſecond time upon the helm, 
that Te ſparkles and the fre flew cut, and the Helm was bꝛo⸗ 
ken, &c, 

Hercules that never befoze Had received ſo great a Croke, 
pꝛomiſed him that he would revenge it, and (mote htm right an- 
gerlp. Their ffrokes were great and deadly, thep {mote each at 
other long, and thep were both of them of great courage, But 
when Foztune Had enough cheriſhed them both, ſhe turned a- 
gainſt the Serpent ſoearneſt[p, that after many frokes, Hercules 
(mote hig Swoꝛd within the Helm into His Head, and bare Him 
dead unts the carth. 

Hercules rejopted greatly, when he ſaw the Ponlfer put to 
the fopl, and went foz to fetch the King of Lerna , with Deja- 
nira, and his folk, and bꝛought them to ſ& the Ponffer. When 
he had ſhewed them the Ponſfer, he made a great fire and burn- 
ed it, Wherefoze there were given unto him great praiſes. 
Be wag bꝛought to the City 7 Lerna, with great glozp of La- 
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dies and of Gentlewcmen , who conveyed him into the Kings 
Palace ſinging melodtouſly. Dejanica then rejopced greatly in 
the truumphant vicozy of her noble Husband. When Hercule; 
Had tarried there a while, he departed thence, and went to A- 
thens, where Theſeus received him glozioufiy, Then Hercul:s 
and Atlas Held Schl in Athens, fog as much as they of Athens 
were quick ok wit, and gate themſelves all to learn Sciences. 
There they were a great while, introducing and infozming 
them of Athens in Phylo"ophie, but eſpectalip in Astronomy. 
Atlas pzolited inſuch wiſe, that the Students there ſaid, he 
ſuſtained and bare the Heavens on his ſhoulders. O noble ver: 
Tuous man. UWhen Hercules had ſpent ſome time there, and 
fudicd (s long that His Doarine had given light unto the Athe- 
nians, He departed from thence wirh great bemoaning , and 
bzought His Wife unto the City of Lycia Aad then wag le 
greatly renowned, that from all che Realms of Greece, there 
came daily to him Nobiemen and other, to pzokic in Uertue, Ns: 
bleneſs, Ponour, Arms, Philoſophy, Aſtronomp, and all other 
Perkediong. 


CHAP. XIX. 
How Hercules went into Spain and fighting on the Sea , vanqu{ſhed 
King Gerion, and took the Ci y of Megidda, 


; Bout the time that Hercules flauriſhed in bertue, and his 
Name was bozn from Realm to Realm by glozieus Re: 
nown as the Ch2onicles of Sp-i1 rehearſe, there was a King 
of. the City ot Megidda, that ſtandeth upon the River of Gau- 
dian, that thzough his Tpzannical dealings, began to make his 
name have agreat repozt, by manu tp:aumies, that uo man could 
tell the third part. This Tyrant had to name Gerion, He was 
King of Andaloſie, and Deftremadure, and alſo of the Poun: 
tains of Galicia, and Portugal. The Poets feign, of this Ty- 
rant, that He had th:& heads, foza'much as he Had two Bze⸗ 
thzen, great Gpants, which were all of one Nature, and com- 
plexion, and then were lo united tege ther, that all that the one 
would, the other would: then were never in diſcozd. Gerion was 
| the 
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the wozſt of all. He tauſed to be made a Temple, in the City 
of Megidda, and 02dained all thep that were Noble ſhould there 
habe their Image and Sepulture: and that men ſhould make 
the remembzances of all the men of note that he ſhould flap; to 
the end, there (ſhould be a memozu of them Hereafter; Thus he 
and his Bzethzen tyr anni zed, nat oneln over ffrangers, but his 
neighbours, and pitved no man, inſomuch that he got him an e 
bil name: And the Affricans whom thep perletuted moze then 
ann, went and complained to Hercules, by Affers command, 
as to the onelu deſfrover of Tprants and enters, and requeſt 
edhim , to deliver them out of that Tribulation, When Her- 
cules under ſtod the complaint of the Aff icans , and was adver: 
tiſed of the Tyzannp that Gerion and his Bzerhzen uſed: Pe 
deſigned to go into Helperie , end pꝛomiſed to the Atfricans, that 
then ſhould have ſho:tl» ty»dings of Him. And asked them of the 
ffate of King Affer. And when they had told all that then knew. 
they returned with great jap into their countrey, Hercules from 
thentekozth, diſpoſed him to go into Heſperie , wherefoze his 
Wife Dejanira made great ſozrow. The Renown of this von⸗ 
age was (pread in all che Country, Jn ſhozt time there came 
moze men of Arms into Lycia, to ſerve Hercules then be ſent 
fot, he was (2 god, bountiful, wi e and valiant, that he gabe a« 
way all his ſpoils, where oze every man would follow him, faz 
no man ſerved him, but he rewarded and enriched him in wealth 
and happineſs, When His Armp was ready, he twk leave of 
Dejanira, and departed out of the Realm of Lycia, Mann a 
tear was ſhed at his departing, as well of Dejanira, as of big 
Dchollers that learned of him. Theſeus and H ſpan , Atlas and 
Philotes, were with him. During this bopage , þe ſtudied oft 
times with Atlas, and was never Idle, without doing ſome» 
what that ought to be remembzed, He arrived in Afﬀeick, where 
he found Aﬀer , who recetbed him wozſhipfully: From Afﬀrick 
Hercules paſſed bp the ffrait of Gibralcer and went into the 
Gades, that now we tall Galicia, aud peopled the Camtren foz» 
almrt)j as he found there god land, and delivered this people 
unto a noble man named Pniliſtines. This Philiſtines, ag Boc- 
cace rehearſeth in the Genealogte of Gods , wag ſon of King 
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Agenor, Son ak Bing Belus. Philiſtines then raigned in Gali. 
cia, end was after named the Pꝛieſt of Hercules, fo when Her- 
cules had t anquiſhed the Tprants of Heſperie, he founded there 
a Temple, which he held after in great reverence, Alwapg ag 
Hercules peopled and inhabited this Land, he did cauſe.to be made 
Pillars oꝛ Columnes high and marvailcus great, and ſet them 
upon the Sea: and upon everp Pillar oꝛ Columne, he made an 
image ol hard ſtone in the likeneſs of Hercules, clad with the 
Skin of a Lyon. And oneof the Jmages helda Table wherein 
was wꝛitten with letters of Gold, Paſs no further to ſeek land, nor 
goto conquer ſurthet any Realms in the Weſt, for thou ſhalt finde ro 
more Land, &c. 

The noble Hercules went then into the Countru, where 
ſtandeth now the Citp of Sivil , which was not then founded, 
and. found by his ſcience., that there ſhould be builded a City 
of great renown: in memozp thereof, Heſet up in that place 
a pillar of hard ſfones, and thereupon ſet an Image holding in 
bis hand witten, there ſhould be made one of the greateſt Ci. 
t ies in the world. This land of Galicia appertained to Gerion. 
Then when Hercules had made this pillar , and ſet it whereas 
now Fandeth Sivil : He Had a great deſire to begin to build 
the Citn, foz the Countrp was very god and commodious, 
But Atlas bp the ſcience of Aſtronomy , conuncelled Him to the 
contrary, ſhewing Him bp certain ſigns, that it was bp deſtiny 
that another hould build the City. And therefoze nigh the Pil⸗ 
lar, he made a. column of white Parble , upon which od tfe 
Image of Hercules great and rich, that held one Hand again 
che Cal, wherein was wzitten: Here hath been Hercules. And 
— the other hand he ſhewed the wziting that the other Image 


Theſe things accompliſhed , Hercules departed from thence 
and left to Juhabic and kap the Countrn eight hundzed men 
of His, ol the Countrꝝ of Scythia, that were ſfrong and expert 
in Arms, and: with god will then abode there , becauſe the 
Country was plentiful. Then went Hercules bp the banks of 
the Sea, into the laſt and furthermoff part of Europe, and ſail- 
ed ſq far that he entred into rhe River of Guadiana, where — 

Þ- 
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Tpꝛant Gerion dwelled, and abede in the Citp of Megidda, 
The ſame time that Hercules entred into the River, Gerion 
went up tothe top ok an High Tower, where be might ſ& all 
about the Countrep, roeſpie if anp perſon came, upon whom be 
might exerciſe his Tyranny: Me had not been long there, when 
he beheld the River, and ſaw che Armp of Hercules: And ſ&ttſg 
this Armp, he had great jon, foz he thought in all hatte he ſhoula 
overcome them. Mit hout other delan, [s aſſembled his Com- 
plices, and ſounded to Arms, Mithin a little while all pig men 
that were ready with arms, came unto him to know what be 
world » When Gerion wag armed, and readp to go to the battel 
he declared to His people his intention. Then entring into his 
Oallep as Haffily as be could he went from Megidda, appzoach- 
ing toward the Greeks, Thus rowing fozth, it hapned that he 
met a little Boat: And from as far as he ſaw it coming, be 
went againlf it , and arreffed it. In this Boat were no moze 
then two Parriners and H'ſpan. Gerion then called Hiſpan, 
and demanded of him whither he went, and what He was? Trulp 
fir, anſwered Hiſpan, Jam a Greek, and habe intention, to go 
to the King Gerion ,' that is now in his Citp of Megidda, to dil⸗ 
patch a w:effage J am charged with. Pellenger (ſaid the King) 
if pe (&k Gerion, penied go no further, foz J am he, whom pe 
ſpeak unto. Dir (anſwrced Hiſpan) ſince that pou be He to whom 
my meſſage appertaineth, J let pou Have knowledge fn the 
name of the vortnous Hercules, that He ig an enemp to pout vi- 
tes: and to cozrec pour great and abominable treſpaſſes , be is 
teme into pour Dominion: Brfſenget (anſwered Cecion) How 
is Hercules ſo preſtnmptuens as to taſte uon him te tome and 
tozrea mp Uices Pe knows little with whom He hath to do: 
go tell him, that He ſhall finde me but it ſhal . be tw ſon fo; his 
health , and that J will feaſt him in ſuch wiſe ere he eſcape me, 
as J habe been accuffomed to feaſt ſtrangerd. Hiſpan departed 
with thefe wozds, and returned to Hercules, and fold Him woꝛd 
foz wozd what Ger ion had laid unto him: moe over he ſaid, he 
would meet with him ſperdily, pꝛepared and readpto begin the 
battel. When Hiſpan had finiſhed his meſlage, the Galleps of 
King Gerion appeared and were ſeen from far. Hercules and 
the 
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the Gree ks had great jop and began a loud ſhouting, in ſounding 
Trumpets, Fifes, and Tabours. Gerion and his folk ſcing and 
hearing their Enemies, they likewiſe be ut, and make 
a mervailous great nopſe. The Air was k a great and 
jopful nopſe. In this outragious nopſe, the two Yoſts app:oa: 
ched earhotfer. At their encountring was not ſpared Darts, 
round ſkones, noꝛ Arrows. Thep of Heſperie had abund ante of 
Darts, which they uſed and taſt en the Greeks ag if it had ben 
rain. The crpes redoubled on the one ſide , and cn the other: 
ſo that there were many flain and hurt. They were cu men of 
War : each man bare him valiantlp, and amongſt all other, 
Hercules Faving his Bow in hand, flew as maup enemies, as he 
hot Arrows. The ſhot dured long. When it failed, they fought 
Hand to hand. Then began the Battel co be eager and hard. 
Gerion ſhe wid Himſelf boperous , and expert in arms, and; u 
to death manp Greeks, but fo; one that he New, Hercules ſlew ten 
of the Heſperians, | 

At the encounter of the Galeps where were manp hurt, Her- 
cules tok his Club and ſmiting one of the Galleps, that thought 
to have grapled and boarded hig Gaftep, He made it cleave in ſun- 
der, andthe water came in ſo (uddainlp that the moſt part at 
them in that Gallen were dzowned , without engaging. After 
this, Hercules came to another Gallep, and there did marba ils: 
all that he hit with dis Club were dead, oz ſoze hurt. ©. me he 
bzained, and of other he bzake legs and arms. Jt ſ&mcd to 
thunder with him: be did lo beſfir him, that each man fled frem 
Him, and there was no man that wichſfod him, cz durſt abide 
bim: When He ſaw this, he put þimſelf fozth to exploit great 
affairs. Leaping from Gallep to Gallen, and made ſo. great 
flaughters, that his people by hia god example abounded in va: 
tour and puiſlante, and the Heſperians diminiſhed: and had ſo 
much damage that all things went againſt them, Gerion conlt: 


dering, that foztune was dis enemp, ſounded a retreat, and left 
the battel. 
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| CHAP. XX. 
lw Cerion aſſailed Hercules the ſecond time, before Megiada, how 
Hercules (lew his brethren, vanquilhed, and conſtrained Gerzon to 


flie, 


Hen Hercules ſaw his enemies buſie to withdzaw, he ſoun⸗ 
W ded the retreat, fozaſmuch as it was near night and alſo 
becauſe he had encloſed the Galleps of Gerion, that they might 
not return into his Litp withour paſſing by him. When the 
two Armies were withdzawn Gerion in the darkeſt of the night. 
Shipped and went into the Citp of Valericia , wheroof ene of 
his Bꝛethꝛen was King, and put Him there in lafetp, in pur poſe 
to make the greateſt Army that he could co come upon Hercu- 
les. Hercules after the retreat , anchozed hig Galleys upon the 
River of Gaudiana, and paſſed there that night: an the moz- 
row when he ſaw that Gerion and his folk were fled , and were 
not upon the Dea within fighr, He rowed up untorhe Citp of 
Megidda, twk land and aſſailed fiercelpthe City. The affault 
was eager and ſharp, and the Megiddans defended themſelves, 
but then were fo diſ-furniſhed with men of War, that then could 
not Hold out, but opening the Town to the Greeks, peilded to 
Hercules. Thus was Hercules Lozb of the pzincipal City that 
Gerion had, He entred into it, and the Greeks with him. The 
Citp was well pzovided with biguals. So that ſince then de⸗ 
parted out of Greece, then found uo where ſo gad Foztnne. Her- 
cules Held him there a ſpace of time, ſearching in what plate he 
might linde Gerion. During theſe things he went untothe Tems 
ple, to&Hank His God. ' Jn this Temple were mann Sepul- 
tures, garniſhed wich verp fair marvailous Þiſfories. Among 
other, there was one paſſing rich: foz the remembzance of Ge- 
rion, of fine gold, enbironed with thirty Kings, whoſe heads 
were ſmitten off. Hercules abode at this Sepulture , and de- 
manded of the Citizens wherefo:s ſerved che @racues. and J- 
mages ſo rich. A Citizen ſaidito Him that then were the Se-. 
pultures of the Noble men of their Realm, and that Ring Ge- 
rion had bzought vp that _— to make theſe — ta 
0 are 
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have rememb:ance of them that were valiant in Arms. Fur, 
thermoꝛe (ſaid that ſame man) as ſen as in this Countrp a man 
hath put a Nobleman to death, then Fe makerh a remembzante 
of that dead man upon his Sepulture. And foza'mich as King 
Gerion in his time Hath ſlain thirtn Kings, he cauſed thig Se. 
pulture to be made which pou lee, meaning to be buried here in 

the end of his days. When Hercules he ard this, that the Citi, 
zen laid, he anſwered , he held himlelf Happp he had eſcaped the 
Swꝛꝛd of ſuch a Tpzant, that put ſo mann Kings to death, and 
made his Pꝛauers to his God ; After this he returned co the 
Palace, and there tame to him the Pefſenger ok King Gerion : 
who-by the power of his Palter, cemmanded him to aboid the 
Citp, andthe Realm, oz elſe make god watch. Hercules an; 
{wered that he was entred into the Realm, and info the City, 
with ſtrength sf arma, and he would not go out thereof, untill 
one had takgn from him his @wozd by fozce of Arms, o; untill 
the time that he put the Count ren in bediente. 

The Pellengev returned from Megidda, with this anſwer 
to Gerion , who was with His two Bzethzen; thep twk the 
wo:ds-of Hercules tmpatientlp , and [ware then would avenge 
—_ of Him, To be ſhozt , then went to the Sea with a great 

en. -; 2 di23 0 | TS. 

Then rowed and ſailed with all their rength unto Megidda; 
the Wind and Foztune ſuffered them in few dans, to arrive of 
the Poꝛt: Hercules was adviſed of their coming, who ſuffered 
them to take land, and let them reft that dan: they were fifty 
thotiland men. Then then landed it was late, and (ing the 
Gees made no defente at their landing, then laid one to ano» 
ther, that then dur ſt nat tome fozth and fight them. Tuning 
all to Have won adbantage, thereupou concluded , that on the 
mozrow then would aſſail the Citp verp early, Upon this con- 
clufion, Gerion and His. Bztthzen conſidered of things apper⸗ 
taining to the Afiault, menacing greatly Hercule, and hig 
Gueks--who were then in Megidda, thinking life wife on their: 
affairs; not onely in the intention to defend them frem their 
enemies, but to iſſue out the dau following, ta eMail them by 
Battel, as ſon as the night paſſed, A little befoze the Bun ri⸗ 
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fing, on the mozrew, Hercules made two battalions. In the fir, 
he put a thouſand lighting men, and conduced them. In the ſe- 
cond he put the reſidue of his Armp, and made Theſeus Captain 
of them. Akter this, wheu he had verp well trained his people, 
and let them in god order, He admoniſhed them te do their endea- 
vour, and minded them oß certain things, but could not finiſh his 
his ſpeech; Foz that (ami? time Gerion, and his bethzen; with 
their folk, made their appꝛoaches to aſſail the City, and made la 
great noiſe, that all about it redounded. | 

When Hercules heard this upꝛoar, he opened the Gate, tove- 
held what new things was there. And at the iſſuing eut he law 
his enemies haſt them to the Fozts and Walls, with Ladders 
and other Engines fit foz an aſſault, Then he began to laugh in 
Himſelf, and bade His men follow him: and went ſfreight- way 
fo:th to begin the Skirmiſh. 

When Gerion ſaw Hercules, He knew Him, by his gin of the 
Len, and his Club, and ſhewed him ro His Bzcthzen , that 
marvailed of him, becauſe he came alone upon them. Loe here 
ts our moztal adverſarie (ſaid Gerion) he is full of Pride , and 
ſetteth little by us: Let us aſail Him all three, and deſtroy him: 
all the gold in the wozld ſhall not ſave bis life, Hercules with 
theſe wozds , came ſo nigh the thꝛee Gpants, that he could wel! 
ſpeak unto them, and laid: Pe evil Tyrants , lan down your 
weapons : It is now no time to aſſail the City, it brhoveth pon 
tu diſpoſe peu to enter into battel. The battel is ready, begin 
at me, and J at pou, and let us fight together till moze rome. 
With rheſe wozds he lifted up His Club and charged the ſtroke 
ſo ſore upon one of the tha Bzethzen , that he caſf his Shield, 


and all aſfonied bare him tothe earth. When Gerion and his 


other bzother, ſaw their bꝛot her ſo bozn down, they ſmote with 
their Swozds upon Hercules, with great furp, andſo imploped 


their ffrength, that they bale off part of His Atmour. With 


theſe two ſtrokes of their Swozds, Hercules received moze then 
an hundzed darts upon His bodp , howſoever the ©wo2ds noz 
Darts were not lo Hard tempered, that thep culd pierce the 
armour of Hercules, noz Hercules left not to wo;ke with his 

b, but he litt it up on high * Troke it upou the ſetond — 
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ther of Ger ion, ſo [uſfilp, that from the top tothe Belm He bzuic. 
ed him, and ſmete Him to the ground, like as if a great Nock 
had fallen on His head. 

Gerion was (oe afraid to ſee lo great a ffroke, and with a wan: 
dcrful angry and fierce heat, he laid upon Hercules, and gave him 
ſo great a ſtrokeupcu the Helm with his Swoꝛd that he mate 
the fire ſpring out: but the Helm wag le Hard chat the Swod 
could not enter. Then was Hercules envircned with bis Ene. 
mies, and was ſ mitten in many aiplace upon his body. The He- 
ſperians deſired ſoze to ſ their Owozdg dped with the blad of 
Hercules, but Hercules put Himſelf in defence, joyous that he 
might emplop his ffrength upen them. 

And when he pꝛobed him thus upon one and other, and would 
ſuſfer none to come nearer then His arm and Club could reach, 
and that His enemies mote and moze came about him., Malicn 
that was Nephew to Ulifles iſſued out of Megidda, with a thcu⸗ 
ſand men of the Armp of Hercules. And ſ&ing lo great a tem- 
pany about Hercules, was aſſured that He fcught there, he and 
his people addzeſſed them thitherwards, making ſo great a trie, 
and letting on ſo valiantlp, that in bearing down. all. befoze 
them, then came and faund Hercules where he Had. lain moze 
then fix hundzed of His enemies., and that be fearednothing, 
They that bare the Staliug⸗Laders and other Engines were 
conffrained to taſt them down, and go to the Battel, which was 
griebous and hard: and there were many Knights llain. Ge- 
rion foz his part, beffirred himſelf rerriblp : Mis Bzother that 
was firlt beaten, after he was carried out of the pꝛels came un- 
to the field again: and in His coming he made great rom ameng 

the Greeks , he was frong and puiſſant, and bare a very heavy 
Guiſarme, the edge of whith was ther great foot long, he did 
marbails with this Guiſarme , and beat down le manp of the 
Greeks, that the nopſe aroſe greatip about him. And this noiſe 
and larum came tothe ears of Hercules. Then Hercules left 
them that he fought with, and as ſon as he ſaw the Gpant, that 
dealt with the Greeks ag He would, not well contented with that 
Guiſarme : lifteq up His Club, and ſmote the Gpant upon che 
woulder, emploptng bis ſfrength in ſuch wiſe, that the _

$zake and bare him down to the ground, not full» dead, but in 
wozle t ate: foz he might not relieve Himſelf, and muſt nerds 
dye under the feet of the men of Arms verp miſerably. 

At this time Theſeus and Hiſpan, with the reſidue of che 
Greeks, came unto the battel bery jopfuln, and finding their 
enemies out of arrap, and without anu conTua, then skirmiſhed 
among them ficxcely , and flew ſo many that all che place was 
covered. Hiſpan and Theſeus cleft the Heads of many nights : 
thep were expert in fears of arms. At their coming they made 
their enemies to retire , and wan upon them with lo god Fox: 


| tune, that by their means Gerion loſt above thirty thouſand men. 


In ſh3zc ſpace p battel was ſuch about Hercules, that His enemics 
knew not where to ſabe them. And Gerion being adverciſed cf 
the death of his ſecond Bzcther, turned his back and fled unto the 
Sea, blowing his hozn, anon then endeavcured ſuddenly to put 
chemſelves to flight, and they t hat could ſave ti emſeltes, ſaved 
them without delay, Hercules, Theſeus, and Hiſpan with abcuc 
twelve hundzed Greeks followed them ſwiftly : entring into 
ſome of their Ships , but had not Barriners ſo ready, as the o- 

ther, wherefoze thep were a little letted. ; 


CHAP, XXI. 
How Hercules purſued Gerion : and vanquiſhing him, pur him to 
death, at the port of the Corogue, 


T2 was finiſhed the Battel foz this dap, to the great 
loſs and diſhonour of Gerioh, and the Honour and pꝛo⸗ 


kt of Hercules, Malion abode in Megidda, by the appointment 


of Hercules, to kp the Greeks that abode there, and take the 
ſpoil of their enemies. Hercules on the other ſide ſailed after 
Gerion, who perceiving him was ſoze afraid, and fled : hig 
fight during thz& daps. Getion had god Parriners; who kept 
them warilp from boarding the Ship of Hercules, @ailing bn 
the Meditetanian Dea, from Coalt to Coaſt, now befoze , aud 
now behind, but the end was luch, that on the fourth dap then 
were conftratned to abide Hercules at the battel upon the Sea, 
& deſcend to land at the.Corogne iu Gallicia. Ta llie the — | 
whexeos. 
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whereof then were in d ubt, they left the Sea, and ton the K and, 
at a Pozt imagining that they ſhould well defend ihem againg 
Hercules, foz then were ten againſt one. As ſon as they pad 
taken Land at the Poꝛt of the Corogne, thep trained them about 
the Pezt to defend the dea, which was ſtrong to take. And 
then Getion warned his men, (aping: Here is che Hour oz the 
dap that we muſt dre oꝛ overcome our enemies Foztune hach 
dene us the wozlk ſhe can, ſhe was wont to matte all trangerg 
tremble befoze our Swozds. Now ſhe malteth us t9iremble be. 
feze a little number of people. Alas what ſhame is this. Dine: 
we are at this point, there is no wap but toavenge this ſhame, 
Il we avenge us at this time, we ſhak recover our henour. F 
tune hath bzought us into a verp god Pozt , as if the will rafſe 
us again, and make us Conquerours of our adverſaries : let us 
now defend the Pozt. Avenge our blwd, avenge our loꝛrow, and 
abenge dur damage. | 

In the mean while that Gerion encouraged thus his folli, Her. 
cules and his company rowed ſo nigh the Pozt , that they were 
come te ſtrekes. The Heſperians caſt upon Hercules round ffoncs, 
darts with ſharp Irons on the end, ſpears and lwoꝛds. Again 
this the Greeks rok their ſhiclds and covered them, and put them 
in devcir, to win the Po2t. But the caſfing of the Heſperians 
was \o moztal, that it conſtrained their enemies to abide , and 
not approach the Pozt. Thep Had at this Poꝛt great aboundance 
of fforzes. © The Heſperians kept well the entry mcze then thre 
Hours, ſo that the Greeks could finde no wap noz means to rcmr- 
du it. At the end of th; hours, Hercules bern ſozrowful to ſe his 
men troubled, thought he would enter into a little Boat , and lo 


adventure himſelf alcne to win the Pot. 


Then he that doubted no roke of ann moꝛtal man, entred in 
to a little boat, fearing it Himſelf, with Help of the winde, which 
were fo2 his adbantage, hoyſed up the ſatl, and adventuring as 
faſt as he could, he bought the Boat unto the Poxe, bur he retei⸗ 
bed moze then an hundred ffrokes with ſtones: that His Sail 
that nod up an end by fozce of the Winde, was (mitten kun of 
boles, the cozds broken, and the Paſt overthꝛown, and the boat 
almoſt filled wich Tones. | #1 


Not- 
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NetwithManding Hercules teaſed not at all fre his enter 
pꝛize, but thzough he paſſed by all the froltes of his enemies, 
labouring ſo that he to land, and thzuſt himſelf among the 
Heſperians, and there he began to ſmite with his Club, on the 
right fide, and on the left, end long, and over ⸗thwart, with 
ſuch an abundance of valour and pzoweſs , that all the place 
was ſo red with their blood and bꝛaing. Theſeus and Hiſpan, and 
fitz of the Greeks beſt armed, by the example of Hercules, fol 
allo a ligl t boat, and adventured themſelves to win the Putt ; 
Hercules was even at the mouth of the Pozt, he ſaw Thelcus 
tome, and to make him paſſage , he ran here and there, and did 
ſo much hurt to the Heſperians, that without great danger then 
tek land, and lpꝛang out of their boat. Then was the aſſault het 
and furious, Gerion came tothe Landing of Iheſeus, and at 
lcaſt thze hundzed of his men that kellowed Him. All then 
ſ\mote, and laid upon the Greeks , and of the fifty then flew ten. 
When Theſeus and Hiſpan ſaw that, their hearts began ta 
(well, Thep encouraged themſelves , and pterced tie aſſembly 
of Gerion, and againſt one man that wag ſlain of theirs , then 
flew fifty Heſperians, and there then uſcd zheir pꝛoweſleg, ſo that 
thep did w'nders by thetr Arms. 3 

Gerion even dued foz ſozrow tſ at he might net tome to Have 
His will on the Greeks : He aud his men were eager as Tpgers 
that had ben famiſhed. The Grecks were mighty and ffrong. 
as Elephants: their ſfrokes were great, thep doubted neither 
Dart no2z Swoꝛd, put all in adbenture. The Battel was furt- 
ous, and the Greeks received many a wound: alwayes Hiſpan 
and Theſeus by their marvaileus p:oweſſes ſaved tfcm from. 
death, and made paſſage thzough a great pꝛeſle where Hercules 
was, 

Hercule: that leſt nct to ſmite , was verp glad when he ſaw 
Theſeus and Hiſpan, and their foꝛtn Companions, Their com 
ing colt Geeion the death of a thouſand men and moze; foz Her- 
cules to encourage His men, added to His deds ſtrength upen 
trength , pꝛowels upon pzowe(s , confounding his enemies ſo 
dꝛeadfulln, dzawing them toward the Sea, that they that ſaw 
bim, wiſhed then had been in their mothers womb: and in flu 
wg, 
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ing then were in ſuch haff, that then beat each other inte the des. 
and flew the mſelve s. | . 

Then was Gerion ſmitten to the heart with great ire, min. 
gled with impatience: le He put kimlelf into the pꝛels, any 
{mote not onelp upon Hercules, but allo upon the compantons of 
Theſeus: he [mote the rſt man upon the Helm, that be cleft 
His head unto the teeth. After he aſſailed another, and bare him 

to the earth, ſo aſtcnied that He wiſt not where he was. Conſe: 
queutlp, he made there a great Paſſacre ſuddenlp on the Greek, 
that he dped his Swozd with their blod, and the Greeks were 
conſtrained to make a great crp, fo ſuttour, 

At this ſeaſon rhe Greeks that were left with their Galleps 
entred into the Pozr , and ton Land eaſilp. When Hercules 
he ard the try that His men made, he ran thither to the allault 
and made about them anew nople, great and pitious. Gerion 
knew that the nonſe came becauſe of Hercules, foz he ſaw him 
come and mite in the thickeſt of the Pzeſs , then he called ta 
his folk, and cheared them, but had there ſo great miſhap, that 
foꝛ one ſtroke Hercules gave him with his Club by chance, he 
was conſtrained to depart the pzeſs, and to withdzaw him a: 
part with them that were wearp, to take His bzeath, Gerion af- 
terward fought to his extremity, and caſting His epes upon the 
gkirmilh, He ſaw the Greeks upon the Pozr, and pꝛobiding them 
unte battel. Then he (aw how then put many of his men tothe 
wozlk, and that He might not reſiſt it: all his loſſes came befoze 
His eyes, and he began to ſigh, and laid with a dolo2ous heart: 
Alas, what is the mutabilitꝝ of Foztune » Flattering feztune, 
what haſt thou thought? All che Honour thou Haſt given me 

eretofoze, redounds now to mp thame : ſince thou haſt ſent me 

o manu gods, wherefoze haſt thou ſent to me Hercules: This 
is the enemp of all mp gtozy. Me from a ſhining: fame hath 
bzought me mw untoa name full ok darkneſs., Ak thou haf 
given him luffictent: Let him not come after me with his 
Hozrible deeds. All mp veins be repleniſhed with Furies, my 
Heart murmureth it lelf bopling with ire. O what greet mil- 
hap is this: ſince it muſt needs be J hell be unflez:unate, J wil 
verf1p due of the Club whercof J have (@n my bzotfer dne: 1 
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J will take vengeance. Gecion all out af hig wit, with theſe 
wozds put him in the Pzeſſe, crying: Gerion, Gerion, to en- 
courage his men. Thus trping, aud feking. Hercules, he put 
to death many Greeks: He wag all furious (a as His ©wozy 
was dyed with the blod of His encm'es, In {he rndhe came to 
Hercules, and wit 3 his ©wozd ſo dyed, He ſmate him ſoꝛe. ler- 
cules was weary, foz without ceaſing he ab de fighting by the 
ſpace of four hours, aud bad received upon His arms ſo mann 
frrokes, that no man could number them. MNetwithtanding, he 
fled not at all from Gerion, hut came to Him jopfulty and fought 
againſt him with lo great fozce , that all then that ſaw it mar- 
belled: and after many Crokes , Hercules ſm te him ane (2 
great, that he bzuiſed Gerion , aud beat the bzains out af his 
head, and {m2te the Helm off his ſnoulders, ſu that he. fei atnang

Hier 
culez, When the Yeſperians ſaw hjmn-bzaught to that paſſe, 48 
to tale the bitter mozlel of death, akk left their urma, uwaihng 
lezrowfulln the death of Gecion, and fei inta deipair: Mo tſiat 
ſome ſtayed til to be lain , others fled by Deſarts, Mountains 
and the Banks of the Dea, Whey: Hercules eſpned them (9 
dilmaped, he thauked his Cod, and purſued Hig enemies, The 
purſuit dured unto che evening.

The wea- 
ry men foꝛget the labeur and topl thatthep Had done. Then 
reſted them after their travel, and paſſed the night over. When

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and then (aſd, that fozthwith he would make one there, and con: 
cluded tobegin it. He ſent to all plates, where he knew any 
people were thereabouts , and gave to each man knowledge 
- thac he was minded to make a Citp there, and the ſirſt perlen 
thvt would tome to put hand thereto, ſhould þave ihe Govern⸗ 
ment thereof: this thing was known in Galicia. Mann came 
thither, but a woman named Corogne was the firſt that came. 
And therefore Hercules gave unto her the ruling thereof, and 
named it Corogne, in remembyzance of the victozy that be had 
there, Wpou the bodp of Gerion he founded a Tower, and by his 


oping the Looking ⸗Glaſſe and the 
Lamp. was made, Hercules cauſed to come 
ehicher all che Patds of the Countrep, and willed them to make 
n ſolemn feaff in remembzance of the death of Gerion, Then he 
deparced unto Megidda, where were pzeſented unto Him one

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Carthagenia, a ing and Onant Reigned, named Cacus, who 
was polling evil and ful of Tpzanny, and hath ſain by his tur⸗ 
{cd dealing the 111198 of Aragon and of Navar, their Wives and 
Childzen, and poſleſled their Seigniozies , and alſo Held in ſub 
jeaion all che Countzpot Italy. Hercules recetvey jonouſlꝝ theſe 
cudings,and ain by the pleaſure of God, He would aſſap to talte 
bengeauce of the drath of che Kings of Arragon and Navarre. 
Then he di{poſro him unto this work, and Having an appetite to 
torzed the King Cacus, ag ſoon as Armp might be ready, he 
went uuto the Realm of Caftile , where was King Cacus in the 
City of Carthagenia, that Rood beſide a Pountain named Mo- 
nachai'', And he paſſing bv many Realms that did Him oben-' 
ſance, fog Hig vertuous renown: he came to Carthagenia, the 
King Cacus came again Him in Arms: Foz he had been adver- 
tiſed of his coming, And as he entred into the frontiers, Cacus 
ſent unto him one of his Knights, that ſaid to him theſe wozds: 
Hercules, thon open Tpzantc, t hau haſt thine Heart greater then 
thx body, and wouldeſt aſail the Peaveng, to ronquer them, if 
God had given thee wings coflie: If thou doſf ſeek prate ans 
love, unto King Cacus , thpequal in tondition and Foztunt, A 
lalute chu in his name: and if thou doſt come as hislenemp, A 
defie the in hig name: And in no wiſe be thou ſo Hardp ag to en- 
ter into this Country, It thou enter, now thou that thou ſhales 
find in Cacus, and in the Caſtilians ſo Hard an encounter , that 
from thp evil abventure ſhall no man of thy companp be quit. 
Knight (anſwered Hercules) whatſorver pou be, pou ſhew not 
that pou Have the heart of a Noble man, Fo; it is a ſhame to all 
men, and eſpeciallp to a Noble man, to mil call oz ſpeak evil of 
another man. You have called me an open Tant, and alle 
pou habe compared me to the Tpzant Cacus. J anlwer pon ta 
this Article, that Jam no Tyzant, but a defroper of Tyzants : 
therefore return again unto Cacin, and cettifie him, that J have 
intention to ſhew what Hate J have to Tpzants : and within 
few dans he ſhall receive a hard encounter, notwichanding his 
bzavadses., With this anſwer the Caftilian departed from Her- 
cules, and returned unto King Cacus, and told him woꝛd foz 
wozd what Hercules Had ſaid. When Cacus Had heard this, pe

was abaſhed, notwithfanding he was a ffrong and puillant Gy- 
ant, and had never found a man fronfer than him'elf ; for the 
renown of Hercules was then ſo great through the univerſal 
Woꝛld, that the moſt frong,moff aſſured in Arms, and the moſt 
foztunate deubted Him, and trembled hearing ſpeak of his dæds. 
Howbeit Cacus took courage in Himſelf , and without ſign of 
being abaſhed, in the p;eſence of His Nobles, ſaid: Blelled be 
the next dapes, that Nature and Fo2tune (hall wing to us, to 
make pꝛt and fozce of our ffrength. Now it behsveth that Ca- 
ſtile and Sicil ſhew the fo:ce of their arms, to delend King Ca- 
eus from the Claws of his enemies: and it is of neceſicp like⸗ 
wiſe ; that King Caeus , foz His people put fo:ch the uttermoſt 
of his frength. Now ge wi on mp bꝛethzen and friends, we are 
tome to the Marre. The Greeks come upon Caſtile without a: 
up quarrel, let us go againſt them, and fight foz our Country; 
the Birds fight one againſt another for their Neſs, and the 
dumb Beaffs fo; their Caves. Nature leadeth them ſo to do, if 
whe haue the ſame Natute, the time is come that we ought to

ßen the Caftilians and tHe Arragonnies that were there, 
Seard Cacus ſpeak,thep p:atſed greatly His courage, and anſwe⸗ 
red all with one deite, thep were ready to aſſail their enemies. 
Werh this anſwer the King did dil⸗ lodge his Hoaſt that He had 
there in the Fields :* and went fozth againſt Hercules, the 
Sreighteft wap he could. Ring Cacus deſired to finde Hercules, 
Hercules on the other ſide wiſhed to \@ Cacus, Thep went lo 
toug the one againſt che other, that ſon after they ſaw each o: 
cher, nigh to a late where Hercules after founded a City, which 
was named Terr cone. As ſon as then ſaw tath other, then be” 
gan to make great jou, with ſhouts and cries. Then they trait: 
ed them in ozder of batcel , and marched the one againſt che o⸗ 
ther lo ſharply, that thep filled the air in ſbozt ſpace with ſhot of 
Arrows, taſting of Stones, and Darts. At the beginning of this 
batttel, the Caſtilians bare them valtantly, and there were many 
of their part lain, moze bp hardineſs than fo fear. Foz then 
put themſelves tm far forth. And then feared not the ſhot of the 
Greeks, though then were thick, chat all the Crounds was red 
with 
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with their blod. And the Caftilians which were ſo far gone, and 
ſoꝛe chaſed, were dziven back again to their feſlows. When 
Bing Cacus ſaw his folk ſo ſoʒe beſtead, and heard that then re · 
tonled from the ſhot of the Greeks : Fe had very great (czrow in 
bis Heart, and knew net what to da to withand the fozce of the 
Battel: Some fled, others went back , and others fell down, 
dead oz ſoze hurt. The Battel dured long to tFe ſozrowof Bing 
Cacus. But in the end the ſhot of the Gree ks failed, and the Ca- 
ſtilians with Cacus recovered new ſtrength, that they came to 
cloſe fight, hand to hand with their Swozds, they ſhed largeln 
the bleod of them of Tyre, and of Ancone, which were in the nr 
front et the batcels of Hercules. « * 

The noiſe aroſe great: there were many Shields bzoken, and 
gkins of Lions cut in pieces. As Cacus appzoached, it ſœmed as 
a Tempel: Ve was ſtrong, fierre, and outragious in ſmiting, 
each of His frokes was the death of a Greek. Me did ſo much, 
that the cries of them that were about him mounted up into ths 
Air, that the Caſtilians Had well nigh won all, and began ts 
re jonte fo: their god lo tune, and chaſing the Greeks to death: 
but like as a clear dap ig oftentimes troubled by a dark Cloud, 
ſo by the alone coming of Hercules to gkirmith, all their jon was 
troubled, and turned into moztal loſſes. Foz the deadly arm of 
Hercules laid about him ſo terriblp , that He beat down the Ca- 
ſtjlians, like as a Power with his Scythe cutteth down the 
graſs in a gren Pradow. When Cacus faw Hercules ſo founs- 
der his men, his blod was on fixe, and he was ſo excedinglp 
enraged, that in a great furp he pꝛeſented Himſelf befo:e the 
front of Hercules, and ſmote him with His ©wozdſo furtouſlp, 
that he cleft hes Shield in two partg. The Caſtilians ſ&ing 

e Shield of Hercules flie in pieteg, thought that Cacus had 
pit him to death ,. then then made a ſhout foz jop, but it dured 
not long: fog Hercules lift up His Club and ſmote Cacus upon 
the top of che elm with ſuch frength , that it ſemed to Ca- 
tus he had b&n ſmitten down with the greateſt Rock in Spain. 
rn Cacus abode ſtanding in his place, 1a 
enging Herkules to the death, and ſmote Him with all his 
might. At this allailing, the Caftilians hoping in the Furs 
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of Cacus, then all aſſaiſed Hercules. 

Hercules was gone ſo far among his Enemies, that ße was 
ſeparated from his companp. When he heard Cactus thieaten 
Him to death, and aw that the Caſtilians aſſapled him, and 
came to him from all ſides, His heart was filled with fury, and 
abandoning che thickneſs andHardneſs of bin Skin of the Lion 
to the ©wozds of them al withcut revenging Him, ſave cnely 
againſt Cacus, tHe ſmcte Him without meaſtire. Cacus fought 
with the ſpirif of a Tpzant chafed , Hercules fought with a 
Heart nouriſhed in Aertue. Both of them were fzerce, ſtrong, 
and of great courage: But when then had both enough eachof 
ether, at length the fftbkes of Hercules were ſo great and fogte⸗ 
able, that the ſgoulders of Cacus, uoꝛ His Head could ſuſtain them. 
Do in the end, after their battel Had dured two Howrs , Cacu; 
could no moze ſuffer Him, but fle. 

Then Hercules ſaw that Cacus fled, He meant not te follow, 
but foz the Wigozp , began to Hew on the Caſtilians, Arragon- 
noys, and ſuchothers as be founp; fo: he left no man alive be- 
foze Him, poung noꝛ old, fieble noz ſtrong. Hiſpan and the other 
ok Hts ſide, made their feacs of Arms to flaurith. The Battel 
was ſharp ; foz the Greeks doubled and redoubled tkeir roſes 
and ſlew manp of their enemies, Ju the end, when Cacus had 
taken His b:eath, he put again into the mitdle at one ſide, where 
Hig folk fled, and made them tatry, ſmiting and beating rhe 
Greeks moze terribly than He had done befoze, whereof the cries 
aroſe ſo high, that Hercules fighting on another ſide, beard, and 
ran theißer at all aduenture. And as he eſpped Cacus, He went 
befoze him, and b;oke the pzeaſs , and {mote down ſo ſoze , that 
Cacus knew him, but durff not abide him, but fled awap again. 
Then the Greeks made a ſhout , and a joptul yoiſe, ſo that an 
the Caſtilians fled ſome Here, ſome there, to the great Hurt and 
Toſg' of Cacus : Fo; of all His people there was left no moze but 
fifty which ſaved themſelbss upon the Pount of Tonchayo, 
which ed there by. But with great ettuſton of blond of them of 
Caſtilia , that thought to abe mcunted up with the other, (8 
that it ſæmed there Had ben a @p2ing of Blod,the Caves in the 
Walter were filled with bled: Howbeit Cacus ſaved Himſelf — 

fra 
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fifty of His men 11on the Ponntaines, as the Chzonicles of 
Spain rehearſe, - When he was above , and inſure peace, he re- 
turned, and loking down to the foot of the Hill, law lo many Ca» 
ſtilans , that were without unmber dead, oz in danger to dye: 
he had great ſozrow then at His heart, not fo2 pity, but deſpite, 
and foz the dangers that he ſaw he muſt paſſe. Anon after her 
law in the Champaigue, each quarter and place ther e, all cove- 
ted wich them of his par tp, and of their blood. Allo He ſaw 
them that fled taken, and bought to the hands of the other. 
Theſe things conſidered, the deſolation of his Dominion, and 
puniſhment of His tuzannp was to him evident: he thought then 
that Hercules would ſon cenquer all che Country: for rhep o⸗ 
de ed Him thzough fear and not fo: natural love. 
Notwithfanding, he deſpaired not, albeit that he ſawthe pu⸗ 

ifſance of his men defroped by the Club of Hercules, and knew 
that he might no moze raign in that Country, becaule they were 
al} ſlain, then he returned unto his Science , and as ſozrowful 
as he was, he entred into a honſe he had there, but firſt appointed 
twelve of his men to kep the paCage of this Pount, which wag 
ſs fraight and narrow, that there could go up but one man at 
once. 
Whet Hercules and His men Had put to death all their Cne- 
mite, Hercules began to afſail che Rock, and got upon the de- 
grees 82 ffairs: but then luddainlp they that kept the Paſſage, 
calf upon him great ffones, in ſo great aboundanre, that of force 
he was tenſtrained to deſcend. When Hercules ſaw that he muſt 
withdzaw him, he obeped Foxcune , notwithſtanding he made 
a bow, that he would never depart from the fot of the Rock, 
til he þhadconFrained Cacus to deſcend, bp famine oz otherwiſe: 
This vow made, Hercules came unto the fotof the hill, where 
the battel had ben, and made the place clean, and purged it of 
the dead bodſes,and of the blood of them that lap dead. After that 
he made His Tent of boughs and leaves, and His Bed of fret 
grafſe, and commanded that everp man-ſhould lodge there, 
When the dap was ended, and night appzorhed, the Greeks 
were wearp, fo; thep Had all dap laboured'tn arms, and would 


fain have reſt, and made god chear, with that then had, And af- 
ter 
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ter they had ozdafned and let their Match, as well to kap che 
Coaſt, ag rokep the Rock that Cacus ſhould, nat come down, then 
laid them down upon the grals, in ſuch wile as thep were atcu⸗ 
ſtomed when they were in the War, and ſo ſlept that night. 

On the moꝛrow, Hercules parted the Hoaſt in twain, and ſent 
Hiſpan with one of them into Arragon, and Navarre, and he re- 


mained with the other. Hiſpam in the name of Hercules, wag. 


jonfufly received of the Navarroys, and of the Acragonnoyes, And 
then all made to him obepſance 5 acknowledging Hercules to be 
their Lozd, and the moſt bertuous Pꝛinte that was in the weſt. 
When Hiſpan had ſubdued them, he returned unto Hercules, 
Hercules lau pet ffill befoze Monchayo, and there held Cacus 
in ſubjeaion , that he ſhould not iſſue out. Cacus and hig foik 
were then in great want of viaual, & they wilt not what to tat 
oꝛ dzink, Thep de lerred as long as then might, hop ing that He: » 
cules would be weary of being long there. But in che end, when 
their WUicuals failed, then ſaw that then muſt nerds adventure 
themſelbes tatsme down ;. Cacus by his Stiente made certain 
kecret things to go down into their ffomachs, and after put 
thereto re, and taught all the other to do ſo, then luddenly ag 
chep felt the fire iſlue out of their meuthes, the fume and molke 
in ſuch abundance, they ſcemed all on a light fre, then by the 
counſel of Cacus, then adver. tured themlelbes to deſtend down in 
running, and caſting fire and fume lo impetuoullp, chat Hercules 
and the Greeks thought it had ben a Tempeſt of Lightning 
from the Heavens, and had burnt the Mountains; fog it was a 
thing to make men ſoze abaſhed : and thus they eſcaped the dan: 
ger of Hercules at that time. Foz during all that dap the Rock 
was full of mene and fume that Cacus had made, and the ſinoke 

was ſo material, that tt ſeemed darkne(s, ˖ * 44 
Cacus and His folk thus paſſed the Yoſt of Hercules and the 
Greeks : Then Hercules who was the wiſeſt Clark in the 
Wozld , ſo emploped Himſelf in Cfudp , He tok Hig Boks and 
begau toſcarch:How aud by what reaſon the fire deſcended from 
the Rock: Heread much, but all things well conſidered, fc 
found not that this fume came of natural things. whereof he ha⸗ 
great marbel, Then he lent foz Atlas, that always was lodg- 
e3 
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ed behind the Yoſt, to be ſolitary, When Atlas was come, he 
f;ewed him the ſmoak and fame that dared pet; then he told of 
the Lightning that had paſſed by the Hoſt, and demanded of him 
his opinton. Aclas knew incontinent the fume, and anſwered to 
Hercules. Certes my Son, thou art moze ſharp in Science 
than J, fo mine age may not attain to ſo high things as thy 
youth. Yowbeit, foz as much as J know, the growing of this 
thing long time paſt: J will tell thee, (what J ſay thou ſhalt 
find true as J ſuppoſe, ) Therefoze know, that this fume is a 
thing artificial, and made by the Craſt of Vulcan, the Father 
of Cacus, who was an excellent Paſter in this Science, and 
was the inventer thereof: he made certain Pountains in Cicily 
toburn , and ſhall burn continually to the end of the Wozld, 
Cacus which knew the Art of his Father, hath made this fume 
toeſcape thy hands, he ts deſcended with his company in the 
fozm of Lightning oz Tempeſt, and thus thy ſtrength is decet- 
bed by his Science. When Hercules underftod this, that At- 
las had ſaid to him, he greatly marvailed at the Science of Ca- 
cus, and could not believe it. Then to know the truth, he ton 
his Club, and went up th2zough the ſmoak, unto the top of the 
Rock ſeeking Cacus: but he found there neither man no2 beaſt, 
then he returned unto Atlas, and laughing, confeſſed to him that 
he had ſaid truth, and ſald, he would make no purſute after him, 
fozaſmnch as he was ſo gentleman-like eſcaped. This day they 
palled over in ſpeaking and communing of Cacus and his father 
Vulcan. The dap following, when the ſmoak and fume was va- 


'niſhed away, Hercules began to behold the Country, and ſaw it 


was commodious and fertile, and t6 the end that there Gould 
ever be remembzance of him, he founded there a City whichhe 
named Terracone, fozaſmuch as he gave this Country to the 
Don of the King of Ancone, and there he made him dwell 
with his people, and with them eil Tyre. Hercules after this 
foundation, went to the City of Salamanque, and foꝛalmuch ag 
it was well inhabited, he would make there « ſolemn ſtudy, and 
did make in the earth a great round hole in manner of a Study, 


Bad let therein the ſeden liberal Sciences, with many other 
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Then he made them of the Country to come thither to ſtudy, 
but they were Fo rnde and dull, that their wits cold not com 
paize any cunning of Sctence. Zhen doꝛalmuch as Hercule: 
wouly depart en bis vopage, and would that this ſtndy were 
Malnt ained, he made an Image of gold unto his likeneſs, which 
ye did let up on high in the midſt of his ſtudy upon a Pillar, and 
made ſ by his Art, that all they that came befoze this Image, 
to hade detlatation of any ©cience,to all purpoſes, and all Sci, 
tnces, tie Image anſwered, inffructed, and taught the Schol, 
lers with Students, as it had been Hercules in his p2oper pers 
for, The renown of this ſtudy was great in all the Country, 
And this Study'dured a ter the time that St. James convertzy 
Spain unto the-Chziſtian Faith : from Salamanque F'ercules de- 
parted and went into Czralozne, and founded there the City of 
Barſeloigne, which is a good City, And finally, when he had ac 
compltſhed all theſe things, he ſent Atlas home again into his 
Country, but he held by him all his Wzitings,foz he loved Books 
abobe all the riches of the Wo2ld, After he would give leate 
unto Phylotes to return unto his Country, bat Phylotes refuſe 
his Congie, and ſaid to him, that he would ſerve him all his lit, 
und re puted his feticity moꝛe great to be in his ſex vice, then ty 
gotern the Country that Fortune had put into his hand, Her. 
& aſter this catled Hiſpar, and laid to him: Hiſpan, I knaly 
thy wit and thy vatour, * found thee always wile an 
ttue. Thon art a man of anthozity, and very well known 
theſe Coaſts, I do now make and conftitute thee to be Kings 
der all this Country: and A do give unto the charge to lobe 
vertue, and maintain thy homour, TUhen Hrſpan heard the gilt 
tot Hercutes beffowed vit hem, he felt rown at his fert & thanks 
ed him, and'ercuſed himol that honour, But Hercules (aid to 
him, he wojild have it ſo, andvelivered to him a certain namber 
of his propte to ſerye him. Afterwards be cauſed him to depart, 
with areat ſighs and —— wee then by all the

The Gpants hearing him ſo pzaiſe Hercules, had great mar⸗ 


bail of him, and wonld not believz Neſtor, of that he had repazt⸗ 


ed, that he would fight with them all together at once: Foz 
there were none of them all but he thought- himſelf ffrong e⸗ 
nough fo2 Hercules, Then they, asked again if Neſtor wert, 
Care to have well underſtod what Hercules ſaid unto him, that 
be would fight againſt them all at once 2 Neſtor anſwered; yea; 
and that he had heard him ſay it in his p2oper perſon, With 
thiq anſwer they concluded, that on the mozrow they ſhoyld 
Arm them all, and that they would go to the Field to Ain 
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pad adbiſed himſelf, he went. unto the oth 
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gainſt Hercules, if he came againſt them. One of the Gyants 
ſaid unto his 3Bzethzen : To mozrow ſhall be the day of our 
glozp, We ſhall vanquiſh the Uanquiſher of Ponſters: Let 
ns make good chear, B2other (anſwered Neſtor) therein is no 
doubt, but that'we ſhall overcome him that ye ſpeak of , but ſo 
much ſhall our glozy be the leſs, being eleven againift- ore, 
Well, ſaid another, if in fighting againſt us eleven we ſhall 
have the leſs honour, let us every man fight foz himſelf, 1520- 
ther (anſwered Neſtor) if ye had lern and heard him as J have, 
ye would not be ſo hardy as you feem : he is another manner of 
man then you think of, Nee pou at the offer that he hath made, 
it is better to have the moſt p2offif, and leſs honour. in ſuch a 
caſe, Jn theſe conferences they paſſed all that day, afterward 
they went to reſt. When the hour was come, on the mozrow 
early they aroſe,and made themſelves ready the beſt they could. 
After thep ſent one of their men nnto Hercules, to know what 
be would ſay : but as ſoon as the Peſſenger iſſued out of the 
Gate, the firft thing he ſaw was a Gpant armed marvellaufly : 
the Pefſenger abode then, and adviſed him a little, After he 


nt armed, and asked 
him what he was: J am Hercules, ſaid the Gyant, What will 
port ſap, oz habe, ſaid the Pellenger : J ſay, ſaid Hercules, that 
the Gyants of Cremona have no cauſe to let me the paſſage of 
their City. Fo2aſmuch as they gave me to underſtand peſter⸗ 
dap, if 3 would have paſſage, it behoveth-me to; vanquiſhthem 
dne after another in the field hy battel : Jam come hither in 
hope to win the victozy, and demand no other thing but to ſe 
them in arms, to fight with them altogether at once, to have 
— _ done, TUherefoze go to them, ſigniffe ray coming, and 
m, 
- The 8 with theſe woꝛds returned unto the Gpants, 
and told them all what he had found. When the Gyants knew 
that Hercules was already come into the field,they all took their 
Dwo2ds, and their furniture al War, and departed-from the 
City, add2eſſing themſelves again Hercules. Hercules was 
then alone in the place, The men and women: of Cremona 
went upon the Walls and Towers to ſe the battel, ae 
with 
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with other Noble men of the Greeks, were upon an Hill, far 
enough from the place where Hercules was abiding the Gyants, 
A hey were all well furniſhed with Helmets enriched with gold 
and ones. They were grrat and ſtrong, all ot ane meaſure, 
they were bearded, and had fierce countenantes: they marcher 
ffoutly, with a great courage. | 

TUhen they came nigh to Hercules, withinhalf a Bow-ſhct, 
they all menated him tothe death, and made a cry ſo great, that 
tbe walls of their City redounded. Then they ran against the 
allured Pzince, like as they had been Lyons : Hercules hearing 
theſe cryes, f&ing their courſe on fot, ſtayed faz them, lifting 
up his Club over his head. 

When it came to meeting, it ſeemed the Gyants would vam 
b2uiſed him with their words, foz they ſmote-npon him fo un⸗ 
meaſurably, that the peces of their Swo2ds flew into the Air. 
Hercules ſuffered them, and beheld what power they had: whey 
they made their allates upon him, Hercules made his allay upa 
them, and with his Club ſmote one of the Gyants upon 
Yelm, that he all b2uiſed not onely his Helm, but his bead, na 
he fell down kuddenly dead. When the other ten Gyants' 
their bꝛother dend of one ftroke , they had great fozrow, and 
their blood moved, Pature willed them to take ſharp vengee 
ance, They did what they could, and aſſailed Hercules eagerly 
on all ſides, . | | 

Hercules feared not any ffroke of Dwozd, Spear,o2 Poleaye ; 
his ait of the L yon was hard any ffromg : bis ſtrength was fta« 
ble; and his Club defended all, ſoit need, great was the ſfrokes 
that they gave each other. The Gyants did their bet ende 
bours, and gave ſtrokes enough to Hercules, but they could ne- 
ver pierce the skin of the Lyon, it was ſo hard: yet his Club 
was harder. The Gyants marvatiled at the conffance and pu/ 


ffance of Hercules, As ſoon as Hercules lift np his Club t 


m, they leaped aſide , and les bake his 
woke: bett ne tie We n hour flew four of them, 
and the other ſeven fought afterwards, byfuch vigoz, that the 
— dap ak them with his Club, the mozs furious he found 
bem wits 2 | iis 
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The battel was terrible and hard, foz the Gyants was ſtrong, 
and long had uſed the skill of Arms, great pain had they to ſave 
themſelves, and ſmall hope to revenge the blood of their 1Bzc- 
then, and gain the honour of the batte l. They ſaid that they 
were unfoztunate, ſ&ing they might not overcome one man a⸗ 
lone, no2 equal him. In fighting they helped and comfo2ted each 
6ther, and had all good courage, But what did their number of 
Bꝛethzen p2ofit them: What availed them their couragious 
ſtrokes, when they were appzoaching their death: Hercules was 
always Hercules: he rejoyced much in the number of his e ne⸗ 
mies, hs comfozted himſelf in Foztune, Foztune helped him, 
be did marvails on all ſides, well could he fight, and well d: - 
fended he Himſelf, all that he did was well done: all that the 
others did, was nought wo2th,not withſtanding they were micl;- 
ty. But the luck of Hercules was not to be bꝛoken, noz his Club 
to be fopled: but he Tryumphed, and his valeur encreaſed to 
ſuſtain the furies of his adverſaries, who with all their might 
charged him with their ffrokes. O marvelous ſtrengths and 
might of a man. Vis puillance was nat of a man, but of an C- 
lephant : his skin of the Lyon ſeemed that it had been temper- 
td with quick and hard ſteel: his body ſeemed mo2e conſtant a⸗ 
gainft the cutting Swoꝛds of all his enemies, then is an Anvel 
againſt the ffrokes of many hammers, o2 great edges: there 
was no ſtroke of his enemy that grievedhim:he took great plea⸗ 
ſure in the battel; ſ&ing himſelf among ſo many Gyants. He 
fill greatly rejopced, and there was nothing grieving him, but 
the declining of the day, which began-to fail. 

At this hour, when the Sun with-held her rates, and turned 
into the Weſt, Hercules would make an end of his battel., The 
Spants began to ceaſe to-ſmite, foz from the mo2ning to the 
tbening, they fought without ceaſing: and Hercules behaved 
himſelf ſmiting upon one and other, laping about him furpully, 
that of ſome he b2eak Velmets and Brads, of others he beak 
arms and ſides marvelouſly, and gave many great ſtrokes, that 
he beat down all excopt Neſtor, who fled wap, when he ſaw the 
diſcomfituxe, There in he did wiſely, foz all bis baettren wert 
lain by the hand of Hercules. n 
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When they of Cremona ſaw their Lo2ds dead, they ſoon e- 
nough nade an end of their mourning and ſozrow, fo2 they hay 
bee i ta them hard and troubleſome, At the end of this battet, 
they afſe:mbled to Councel, when they ſaw Hercules had won 
the victozy, and concluded together, that they would yield them⸗ 
ſelves to Hercules, and his mercy, With this concluſion they 
illued out ofthe Gates in a great number, and came to Hercules, 
the Conqueroz of his enemies: fir they kneled befoze him down 
to the ground: ſecondly, they pꝛaped and required of him mer, 
cy: and thirdly, they ſurcendzed unto him their Citv and their 

E, and ſaid they would holy him foz their Lo2d during their 
ives, Hercules, who was pitiful and gentle, to them that hums 
bled themſelves, received the Cremonians into his favour, any 
made them ſtand up, and after ſent fo2 them of his Hoſt. When 
they were come, he bzought them all into Cremona, where 
great joy was made: Foz they were glad of the death of the 
Gyants, And there was no man, woman, noz child, but did re- 
joyce, 4 | 

In this manner was Hercules Ring of Cremona; and en- 
riched with a new title of victozy, The firſt night that he en- 
tred into the City, he reſted him and his people: and were well 
refreſhed and well feaſted. On the mozrow he cauſed to bzing 
into the City the bodies of the Gyants that were dead, and by 
ried them woz2ſhipfully, Then he founded upon them a very 
great and high Tower, and upon the Zower he ſet eleven fta- 
tues ot mettal,after the faſhion of the Gpants that he had lain, 
in remembzance of his victozy, 

After the Ediſtcatton of this Zower , Hercules left in Cre- 
mona,. folk to govern them, and departed thence to go further 
into the Country. Me ffadyed alway, and was never idle: he 
ſtudye d ſc much, that he could make the fire artificial as well as 
Cacus; and found the remedies againſt the ſame. MN hat by arms 
and by his ſcience, he got very great glozy in Italy. He went in⸗ 
to many places, and over all where he came and went, men did 
him Reverence. With great god adventure he went ſo far, 
that he came to a City ſtanding nigh the Ponnt Aventine, 
where Retaned a King named Evander, which received — 

; mnly. 
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Jjemnly. At is to be noted, that then Cacus fied from Mon- 
«fare ye came into Italy unto this Mount, diſpltaſed that ye 
d lot bis Seigniozie. Then he gave ali his ſervants leave to 
depart from him, and in deſpair, be went to the Pount Aven- 
tine in an evening; where be was conſtrained to with draw pim⸗ 
ſelk, foz pe feared Hercules much. When be was come on rpis 
Pill, pe found there a great Cave, and went in without bis lup⸗ 
per, and then be began ta be diſtomtoztrd greatly, and ſaid: A. 
las, now am A exiled, and ban ſped wut ot all mp Seigniozies, 
and Lozdſbips. Pow have à no ſuccour noz comfozt of perſon. 
J dare not name me Ring, where J was wont by mp name to 
make Kings to tremble, alas all is turned, and become upſide 
down. I babe nothing to eat, nog know where to lodge, unleſſe 
it be with the beaſts. Þ Pez Ring: where is any man ſo un 
happp as 4? J am ſo unfo2tunate, that Jdarenotbe ſen noz 
known. With theſe wozds be laid him down upon the bare 
ground and laid a ſtone under his bead, and with great pain and 
grieffell aſleep, which dured not long, koz his veins were ſtrong⸗ 
iy ftirred, his beart was not quiet, and his body was ver p evil 
ſuſtained. After be awoke, be went out of the Cave, to look tt it 
were nigh dap: foz the night troubled him, and was to him to 
long. But when be was come into the ait, he ſaw na day ap- 
pear, noz ſtars noz con; ſhine, but be found jt all dark and all 
the Regions of the air. covered with clouds, whereat ve was 
greatly grieved. Then be went into the Cave again, nat inte 
the deepeft but inta the mouth, and there (ſozrowful and pen+ 

five) abode without ſleeping till it was dap. | 
When the dap appeared, Cacus went out of the Cave, up un⸗ 
to the top of the Pill, and began to view the Countrepabour.: 
The Countey ſeemed to him god and kair to live there, After 
great penfivenefſe and many. thoughts, be concluded in bimſelt, 
that be would abide thers,and would live ofbooties, rapirie; any 
theft. After be bethought himſelf, char be would ga unto Ring 
Pricus of CaJidonic, which, was bis Tou3zen, to have bis Wife: 
that he had choſen, to bear him companp, and that he wauld 
ask and demand in marriage one. of- vis Daughters, Wrth this 
conclufion be departed from the Pont Aventine, and tek bis 
wa | way 
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unts Calidonie, Some Cay Calidogie is that Country tþy 
— Calabria. Wyen Cacus war tom to Calidonie, 
Ring Pricus received pim, as it-a ned ton Ring, fozal- 
much as he knew him, and was of his Linage: ard demanded 
of bim Ys tydinzs. Cacus began to Nigh, when pie ſat that pee 
mut tell þis miſ-hap, and told him, from thebrginning to the 
end, how Hercules had taken from bim dis Realins, and dow de 
bad ben befteged, and was eſcaped. Fozaſmuch ( ſaſd he) gg 
dare not abide in my own Country, Jam come hither unto pou 
foz refuge to count my ſozrows. Ababe intention ra hold mie 
on the Þount Aventine ina Tabe thut is there, untill that time 
my enemy Hercules wall depatt from my Heritage: and J will 
kep me there ſo fecret, that no man in the wozld ſpall vate 
knowledge thereof, to the end that Hercules know it not, fozal: 
much as he path me in gr eat hate, and he hath moꝛt greater pap 
and foatume in arms than J babe: Amd if pe knew that 4 were 
inany place, J am certain he woufd come thitþer to deſtrop ms. 
This confidered., J hape choſen-fyis Cave to pide mer, as J 
bre ſaid : It is fo that the eyes of a man being in great trou- 
dle, rei opc in thefight ofa woman, foz a woman is a comfoze 
to d man. Wherefoze J require pou that you will give mg to 
wife one of pour Daughters. And ffitÞteaſepvn.ſb to do, pou 
Qail do une greater friend ſbip than J can have foz this pze- 
ſent time. Ring Pricus anſuered Cacus, pou art ofigh dif- 
cent, and habe great Lozdſbips in Heſperia. It foztune were 
Sgairiſt vou this dap, pour Prigbneſs vaght not cherefoze to ba 
the wozſe eſteemed. J have four Danghters, of whom the one 
is named Yole. Take whom tt pleaſeth pou, except Yole, foz 1 
will not pet marry Her. And if pou babe an) will to make ane

Cacus began to exercize the deeds of furp and Tyrannp, as be 
was going to. the Pount Aventine.

in arms, and made chemlelves readp , after trained in ozder of 
batte!.

C HAP. XXVII. 
How Hercsler fought King Prien: in battail: how he fled into tlie 
City, where He:cales alone flew him, and many others. 


Bout five of the clock in the mozning , Hercules and Pri- 

us aſſembled at the battel: from as farre as Vricus fan 
Hercules, He made a marbatlous cru. With this crp the Cal:- 
donians began to run againſt Hercules and made ſs great a 
nople, that it ſemed there was net people enow in all the wozld 
fo: them. But certainly , as ſmall rain abateth down a great 
wind, in like-nanner Hercules alone ſuppzeſt their over: boaſt: 
ing upꝛoze. 

Foz as ſoon as he ſaw his enemies come running againſt him, 
about a quarter of a mile off, he departed from His main bodn. 
that wag ſet in good oꝛder: and aſter He tommanded his folk that 
they ſhould not make Fafe , he began to run againſt the Cali- 

Þ do. uns 
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donians ſwiltin: not like an Hozſe, but an Bart, that no may 
might obertake. The King Evander was all abaſhed , to (ce in 
Hercules ſo great nimbleneſſe. Pricus and the Calidonians, 
when then ſaw him move from the Foff., ſappoſed. it had been 
a Bogle, oz other Beaſf. In the end, when Hercules wag come 
uigh them, within the'ſpace of a Bom hot, thep knew it was 
Hercules: wherenpon then were ſo abaſhed at hig comming: 
Pricus tryed ta habe ſet his men upon him. Thep ſhot Arrows, 
and thep cat Darts and ſzears upon Hercules, againſt all the 
parts of His bodp : ueber thelelle they could n ver pe irte noz en⸗ 
ter inta the Skin of the Lpon, and be neber rcffed, till he had ac- 
compliſhed his courſe, chzuffing Himſelf.fozwards among hig e. 
nemies ſo mightilp, that overthzowing all befoze him, like ag 
a Tempelt 0z Thunder, he went inte te mid# of the ont, 
where was the thief Banner of King Pricus. 

Hercules ſt there, and began to lap on. upon one ſide and 
the other, and dye His @wowd with the blood of the Calidonian,, 
His ſwozd was ſoheabp that no man might endure it, bzuiſing 
all it reachr. Jt made the place red where Cacus dped. Then 
was not the ſhame ana death of Cacus rebenged, hut aug mente 
upon the perſons of his friends, with an'exceeding laughter. 
The crp aroſe great about Hercules: Hee bzoke to peiceg the 
Banners and Recognizances. of the Calidonians, there was 
none ſo hardp but He dzove him back: and none ſo reſolute but 
he fled from him. Then He made what ſpoil he would with h's 
Enemies, Theſeus, Evander, and others, came unto the battel, 
At this conflia there was manp a Spear, Palbert and Shield 
bzoken, and manp & Knight ain. The Calidon'ans were in 
great number, and mann were both ffrong and mfghep. The 
battel was Warp and furious, King Pricus ſet fozemoff upon the 
Greeks, and fought moſt baliantlp , and Hercules and Theſe 
did wo2thilp , and deſerving memozy : then ran from ranck to 
ranck, and bzake the ranks of their Enemies. Then comfozted 
and encouraged their men, and ſhewed them How then ſhould do. 
Their deds were fo great, that it is impoſſible to recount 
them, koz in little timerhep put their enemies to deſpair. Al 
the dilcomſiture was upon the Calidonians; foz then could not 
withſtand the foꝛte of the Greeks, And when Ring Pricus tha 
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hat on the mozrow then were far 
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that his people couſd no moze fight, and that he loſt on all ſideg 
that Foztume was againff him in all points, being weary with 
fighting, he wirhdzew him out of che p2efſe; and ſounding a re 
treat, the Calidonians fled after him, 

; When Hercules ſaw the Calidonians' withdzaw themſelves, 
he made his Greeks retrtat: not fog ans need then had, but co 
give leave to their ene mies to ret them. Thus the battel ceaſ-

Hercules had taken P2ziſoner Priamus the Sonne of 


Bing Laemedon, and put him in Wziſon. Yowbeir,

therefoze he was not at that diſcomſiture. This Priamus bay 
wedded u very noble Lady, Daughter of Egyptus King of 
Thrace; by whom per had five Sons and thzæ Daughters of 
great beauty.

But be had not been lang on 
the Sea, till a great Tempeſt roſe, and the air began to waxe 
darke, to rain and fo thunder, and there aroſe great winds con- 
fcarp, and wared thick and hozrible, and his Ship was bozn on 
the waves, one time high and another time low, in great peril , 
there was not a man in the Ship, but ſuppoſed to die, and in theſe 
perils were they the daies, and on the fourth, the Tempeſt cea- 
ſed, and the air waxed all clear, and became peaceable. 

Then they comfozted themſelves, and ſailed ſo farre ſpat 
thep came to the pozt of Troy, and went ſireight to their Tem- 
ples to give thanks to their Gods foz that they bad eſcaped ſs 
many perils.

Ye know 
bow by pour councel Anthenos was ſent into Greece, to recover 
Exione by fair means : ye know alſo, how that he is returned 
and come back, and alſo what wzongs be bath found, and it 
ſemety the Greeks make little account of the injuries they have 
done unto us, at leaſt they by their wozds, repent them not, and. 
thgeaten us maze ſtrongiy than ever they did. God foz bid that 
ever it Gould come unte us, like as the? menace. But J pie 
the Gods to give us power to revenge us to their loſs. For 
me (xemeth, that wo are maze puiſſant than they are, and haue 
the moſt ſureſt Tito, and the beſt furni ſbed in the Wo21ld : alſo 
we have great Lo2ds very plentoaliyed to us, to help and aid us 
xt our nerd: for concluſion,” we have the puiffance to hurt and dx 
magt our enemies iu mano manners, and valour to defend us 
from them. And it wauld be god, to fbew them what pui ſſanet 
we bave, to grieve hm witbal. It pou think it good, we will 
ſend our men ſecretly, that ſpali da 80 them great damage, en 
the? $>uld be ready tor to defend themſelves. And fox that vr 
ougyt every one ta implap pour (elves to take vengeance of theſe 
Ns and that ye have ua daubt fo2 an: thing, in as much as 
the bad the firft. wgory : foz it bapptneth oftentimes that the 
Conqueroas be vanqui ſbed of them that were vanquiſhed. 

Tpenall that wers-preſont, allowed the advice of the Ring 

an 
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and offered every man to employ themſelves to the ſame with 
all ee pon er they could, whereat King Priamus had great joy. 
And after that he had given them thanks, be let every man de- 
part home to their own houſes, excepting his Sons legitimate, 
and the Baſtards whom be maintained in his Palace, and tuld 
to them his complaint of the Grecks, with weeping tears in this 
manner: Py Sons, pe have in your memozy the death of pour 
G2andfather, the ſervitude of our Aunt Exione, that they hold 
in the manner ot a common woman, and pou be ſo pufſant that 
reaſon ſhould inſtruc you; to emploꝝ your ſelves to revenge this 
great injurp and ſbame. And if this move you not tpereto, yet 
you ought to do it, to ſatiſfie my will and pleaſure: foz J am 
ready to dye foz ſozrow and anguiſh, which y# ought and are 
bound to remedy to pour power, that have cauſed you ſs well to 
be nourifhed and bzought fozth. And thou Hector, my rzgyr 
dear Son, that art the eldeſt of thy Bzethzen, tbe moſt wiſe 
and firong, I p2ay the firſt, that thou put in execution this my 


Mill. And that thou be Duke and Pzince to thy Bzethzen in 


this work, and all the other will obey gladly unts the. And in 
like manner {þaj{ thep do of this Realm, foz the great we- 
weſſe they know in the, And know, that from this day fozth I 
diſcharge mp ſelf of all this wozk, and put it upon thee that art 
the moft irong to maintain battels : Foz Jam ancient, and can 


not from hencefozth help my ſelf, ſs well as J was wont to do. 


To theſe woꝛds anſweredHedtor ſweetly, ſaying, my Father, 
and dear Soveraigne Lozd, there is none of all your ſons, but 
that it ſæmeth to bim a thing humane, to defire vengeance of 
theſe iryuries, and to us that be of high nobleneſs a little injury 
ought to be great. At is ſo, that as the quality of the perſore 
groweth oz dimini ſbeth, ſo ought the quality of the 1njury. At 
we be defirous to take vengeance or our injuries, we forſake not 
noz leave the nature of men: foz in like manner the dumb 
Begſis do, and Mature. it ſelf reacherh them thereto. Py dear 
Lo2d and Father, there is none of all your Sons that ounhe 
ras2e to dere the vengeance of the injury and death of eur Kory 
and Gzandfather, than A that am the eldeſt. But J will (it it 
pleaſe vou) that ye confider «> this enterpaize. not one the be- 
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ginning, but the middle and the end, to what peril we mxz*come 
hereafrer : Foz otherwile, little pzofit ſome things will be chat 
tome to an eo! end. 

Then me thinketh that it is much moze ailowable fox a man 
to abſtsin from things whereof the ends are dangerous, and 
whereof may come moze evil than good: Foz an) thing is not ta 
be ſaid foztunate, untill the time that it come unto a good end. 3 
ſa? n:t theſe things foz any cvili meaning oz Cowardiſe: onel⸗ 
to the end that pe begin not any thing, that pou babe in pour 
heart, to put in pzactiſe, but firſt ye be well councelled, and 
with good adviſement. 

Pe know that all Affrick and Europe, be Subjects unta the 
Grecks. Tyep be furniſhed with Unigyts, hardy and maroai: 
lous? Surely this dap, the ſtrength ok us is not to be compared 
unto them, in valour. Wherefoze, if we begin the wars againi 
them, we might eafily come to a miſchievousend. We that be 
in ſo great reſt among our ſelves, what ſþall we ſ#k to troy: 
ble our pzoſperity and weli-fare ? Exione is not of ſuch high 
p2ice, that it behoveth all us to put us in danger of death foz her: 
She hath been long time there. Jt were better that ſb? ſpend 
fozth ber time, who J think hach but little time to live, then 
we ſbould put us all into ſuch perils. And meekly J beſeech 

ou, not to ſuppoſe that J ſay theſe things foz cowardiſe : But 
I doubt the chances of Foztune, and leaſt that under the fa: 
dow ok this thing, ſbe confound and deſtrop our great Seigniozy: 
and atleaſt we Þould begin things that we ought to leave fax 
to eſchew m22e miſchief. 

Mhen Hector had made an end of this anſwer, Paris was 
nothing content therewith : be ſtood upon his fert: and laid. 
dear Lozd, Jbeſeech pou, to hear mee ſpeak, to what end von 
may come, if you once begin the War againſt the Greeks. Pet 
not we garniſþed with mighty and noble Chivalrp ss thep be? 
Surelp we be, that in the wozld is none that may diſcomfit us: 
therefoze begin ye boldly that enterp2ize that pe have thouzbt 
of, and ſend ſome of pour Ships, and people to go into Greece, 
to take their people, and damage the Countrez. And if it pleaſe 
you to ſend me, J will de it with a good will,foz Jam — 
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if ce ſend me, J ſpall do great damage unto the Greeks, and 3 
will take a wap ſume noble Lady of Grecce, and baing bee with 
mee into this Realm, and by commutatton et ber, pou map re⸗ 
cover pour fiſter Exione, Jf you will underſtand and know 
pow J am perſwaded of this thing? I will tell you, the Gods 
have pzomiſed it to mee. Jt happened to mee of late ( ſaid Pa: 
ris ) that by your commandement I was in the leſſer India, at 
tze beginning of the Summer, and upon a Friday J went to 
hunt in a fozreſt very early, and that mozning J found gathing 
that turned me to any pleaſure : and after mid dap, J found a 
great Part, that A put to the flight, ſo ſwifcly, that J lett all 
mp company behind: and followed the Hart cloſe, inta the moſt 
deſert place of the fozreſt which was named Ida. And ſa long 
I followed him, that J came unto a place, paſſing obſcure, then 
ſaw the Part no moze, that I chaſed. J felt then mo ſelf 
oze weary, and my Poꝛ ſe alſo, that could no further go. Sa A 
lighted, and tyed my Hozſe to a Tre, and laid mæ down upon 
tze Gra ſſe, and put under my bead my Bow, in ſtead ofe Þil- 
low, and fell aſlep. Then came ta me ina viſion, the God 
Mercurie, and in his company th2ze Goddeſſes : Venus, Pallas 
and Juno. Pe left the Goddeſſes a little from mee, and af- 
ter he app2oached and ſaid unto me in this manner: Paris, J 
bave bzougyt theſe thzee Goddeſſes unto ther: foz a great can: 
troverfie, that is fallen betwen them. Thee bave choſen the 
to be Judge and to determine atter thy will. Their controver⸗ 
fie is thus, that as thep did eat the other day together in a place, 
ſuddenly was caſt among them an Apple, of ſo marbailous fair- 
neſs, that never was ſen one ſuch befoze amengſt them. And 
there was waitten about this Apple in Greckiſh language : Bee 
it given to the Faireſt: Saeach of them would have it, by an» 
means in the wozld : ſaying each of them to be the maze fair then 
tye other, ſo they could not agree. 

Wyerefoze they have put it co thy Judgement, and each of, 
them pzomiſeth thee a gift foz thy reward, that thou Hait babe 
without fail, foz the Judgement of the Apple. At thou judge 
that Juno be the faireft, ſpe will make ther tue moſt noble man 
in the wozld- Af thou judge foz Pallas, be (ball make thæ the 
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moſt wiſeſt man of the wozld in all Sciences, Jf thou judge 
that Venus be the faireft, ſþz ſþall give thee ths moſt nobte Ka: 
dy in all Greece. When I beard. Mcrcurius thus ſpeak, J ſaid 
unto him, that J could not gt e true judgment, unleſs J ſaw 
them all naked befoze me, to ſi the fa ſbions of their bodies, the 
better to give a true judgement. Then incontinent Mercurius 
did cauſe them to uncloath themſelves, and then J bebeld them 
long, and methougyt all the paſsing fair: but pet me ſeem- 
ed that Venus exceeded the beauty of the other: therefore 3 
zudged that the Apple appertained to per. Then Venus great: 
lp rejopcing at my judgement, confirmed unto me the pzomiſe 
that Mercuric had made before in the favour of her: and after 
Jawoke. Weene ye then (my dear Father, ) that the Gods kal 

it any thing they pzomiſe? Nay verily, J ſay to you ſtill, it is 
beſt that ye ſend me into Greece, that pou map have jop of that 
I ſhall do there. 

After Paris, ſpake Deiphebus: My dear Lo2ds, it in all the 
wozks that men begin, ſhould be adviſed ever in the events of 

things that might happen, they Þould never enterprize noz do 
valiant acts by hardineſs. 

If the labourers would leave to ſow the Land, foz the ſerd 
which the birds pick up, they ſhould never labour. Therefoze 
(dear Father) let us make ready foz fo {end info Greece pour 
Ships. Pe may not bel&ve better councel than that which Pa: 

ris hath given unto pou : Foz if he bzing any noble Lady from 
thence, ye map eaſily pield her back again, to recover pour Hi: 
ſter Exione, foz whom we all ſuffer ſhame enough. After this 
ſpake Helenus, the fourth Son of King Priamus thus: Ba, ha, 
right puiſſant Ring, and right Soveraign over us, pour moſt 
bumble Subjects, and obedient Sons. Beware that covetous: 
neſſe of verigeance put in pou ſuch danger as lieth herein. Ye 
know well how J underſtand the things Future and to come as 

45 ha be pzoved many times without finding fault : the Gods 

o2bid, that ever it come to paſs, that Paris thould be ſent into 
Greece: Foz know pe, that ifever be go to make any aMarft up: 
on them, pre ſball ſ& this honourable City deſtroped by the 
Greeks, the Trojans ſlain, and all pour Children, Therefo:e 
di ſſwabe 
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di wade your ſelf from theſe things, whereof the end ſhall b- 
great deſolation, with death, to your ſelf, your Wife, and we 
that be pour Sons cannot eſcape. Foz if Paris gov into Greco, 
all theſe evils will come thereof. 

Wben the Ring heard Helenus thus ſpeak, be was abaſbed, 
and began to counterpoſe moze of the matter, and held bis peace 
and ſpake not of a god ſpace : ſo did all the other. Then aroſe 
up Troilus, the poungeſt Son of Bing Priamus, and began to 
ſpeak in this manner, O Noble men and yacdy, bow are ye a 
bathed for the wozds of this cowardly Pzieſt ? Is it not the cu 
fiome of Paieſts foz to dzead the battels, to lobe god chear, and 
pleaſures, and to fill their bellics with Mines and Peats ? 
Who is be that beleeverv, any man can know the things to come 
unleſs the Gods do ſhew them by Revelation? Jt is but fol- 
ip to tarrp upon this, o2 to beliede ſuch things, Jf Helenus bie 
afraid, let him go into the Temple, and ſing Divine Service, 
and let the other take revenge of their injurious wiongs by 
fo2ce of Arms. Y dear Lo2d and Father, wherefoze art theu ſo 
troubled with theſe wozds? Send the Ships into Greece, and 
thy Knights. wiſe and hardy, that may make requital to tie 
Grecks, for their injuries thes have denk unto us. Ali the? that 
beard Troilus thus ſpeak, commended him, ſaping : he bad very 
— ſpoken, And thus finiſhed their Parliament and went t9 

inner. 

After Dinner, King Priamus called Paris, and Deiphebus, 
and gave them commandement expꝛeſsly, that thep ſhould ride 
into the parts of Pannonic; to fetch and a ſemble yaliantRnigvts, 
and to take them into Greece. Ind the ſan e day Paris and Dei- 
phebus departed from Troy, ta accompiiſth the will of their Fa- 
ther. The dap following, the King #fſembled to cauncel, all 
the Citizens of Troy, and faid unto them: D mp loving friends 
and true Citizens, ye all know how noteziauflp the Greeks, by 
their pꝛide and inſolence have den? unto us great w2ongs, and 
damages, as it is well known ta the whole wozld.. And pe knaw 
alſo bow they hold my Hiſlier Exione in ſervitude, whi 4 
live in great ſozrow: and alſo pe may remember, how I ſent 
Anthenor into Greece, that bath done nothing: wberefoze wo 
ſo2rew. - 
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ſozrow is doubled. Fozaſmuch as Jbave purpoſed to ſend my 
Hen Paris, with men of Arms into Greece, for to aſſail our e- 
ne mies be ſtrength, and to do them great damages, and to aſſay 
ik the? can rake any ncbie Lady of Greece, and ſend per into 
this Citp: that by the commutation of her, Jmight get again 
my Stiller Exione : And becauſe J will not begin this thing, 
but that it map come tv pour knowledge firſt, J p2ay peu, that 
pou give to me pour advice: for without pou J will not pzoceed 
any further, fozairzuch as it teuchety you as v ell as me. 

yen the King had thus fini ſbed his ſpeecyes, and each man 
ſilent a great whiie : then ſtoed up a Knight named Pantheus, 
that was the Son of Deuphrobe the Phploſopher, and aid: 
D noble King, as J am pour Servant and Uaſſal, J u all de- 
clare unto you my advice in this matter: Truly, as a Ma ſſul 
and ſubject is bound tv councel bis Lozd.Ye have had god knoy;: 
ledge of Deuphrobe. the great Phploſopher, my Father, wha 
lived in this City, moze then nineſcoze and ten years, and was 
ſo wiſe in Phyloſopby, that be knew of the things ts come hereaf: 
ter: be ſaid unto me many times, and affirmed foz truth, that 
if Paris pour Son — "ory Greece to takeany noble Lady by 
violence, this famous Tity ſþould bee deſtroped and burnt to 
aſbes by the Grecks, and that pr and all yours ſpall be cruelly 
flain. Therefoze wiſe and vertuous Ring, pleaſeth it pour 6: 
bleneſs to hear my wozds, and bel@be what the wiſe men have 
ſaid, do not perſevere in your opinion. Wherefoze will ye ſ&k 
to intrap the good eſtates of your reſt, and put your tranquility 
under the dangerous adventures of Foztune; Leave this, and 
diſfwade your ſelf from this jeopardy : and finiſþ pour life in 
reſt happily, and ſufer not Paris to go into Greece in Arms. 
But ifpou will p2oc@d ſnd ſcme other and not Paris. 

At theſe wozds of Pantheus, grew and aroſe great murmur: 
ing. Some app2oved the Pꝛopbeßes of Deuphrobe the Phy: 
loſopher, and ſome held it as a Fable, which were of the great: 
eſt number, inſomuch that by conſent of the moſt part, Paris 
was appointed to ge into Greeee with men of Arms, ſo the Par: 
liament finiſþbed, and each man went þome, to his parttcular 
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When this conclufion was known te Caſſandra, Daughter 
of Ring Priamus, tbe began to make ſo great ſozrow, as if ſhe 
pad ban frantick, ſaying : O noble Cite of Troy, what Fairy 
hath moved ter to be bzought to ſuch perils, foz which thou ſhalt 
in ſpozt time be overthzown and deſtroyed unto the ground? S 
Quen Hecuba, foz what ſim haſt thou deſerved the death of 
thp childzen, which ſhall be hozrible; wherefoze with:yoldeft 
thou not Paris from going into Greece ? Which ſhall be the 
cauſe of this evil adventure? and when ſb& had ſo cried, ſpæ 
went unto the King her Father, and dꝛowned in tears with weep- 
ing, defired him he would be perſwaded to leave off his enter- 
pzize, ſaping 3 that ſbe knew by her Science the great evils that 
were coming by this means. But neither foz the diſwations 
of Hector, noz the admoniſbion of Caſſandra, the Ring would 
change his purpoſe, noz foz Helenus his Son, noz Pantheus. 


CHAP. III. 

How Paris and Deiphebus, Eneas, Anthenor , and - Polidamas, 
were lent into Greece: and how they raviſned Helen out of 
the Temple of Venus, with many Priſoners and riches, and 
brought them to Troy, where Paris eſpouſed Helen. 


the beginning of May, when the earth is adozned with di 
vers flowers, Paris and Deiphebus returned from Pannonic, 
and bzought with them thze thouſand Rnights, bardy and wiſe. 
Then they made ready two and twenty great Ships, and laid 
in them all that was convenient foz them. Then Priamus cal 
ed Encas, Anthenor, and Polidamus, - the Son of Anthenor, 
and commanded that they {bould go into Greece with Paris and 
Deiphebus, and they offered themſelves with a god will. Wyen 
they were all ready to take Shipping, Priamus ſpake unto them: 
Ind not to uſe many words, foz ye know well enough foz 
what cauſe J ſend ye into Srcece, and what juſt cauſe we have 
to revenge the wzongs the Greeks have done unto us. But the 
pzincipal cauſe is to recover my Siſter Exione, that liverh in 
great thzauldome. Mperef oze J admonifþ pou, that pe bend all 
your endeavours, that J my recover my Siſter, And be cer: 
rain 
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rain it pe want 02 ned any ſuccour, J will ſupply you with ſo 
great a ſtrength, that the Greeks ſþall not be able to beat. And 
that in this voyage pe hold my Son Paris Captain of the Arme 
of Eneas and Aunthenor, f 

After theſe wozds, Paris and all the other tok leave of the 
King, and entred their Ships, and boyſed up ſar's, and recom: 
mended them to the guiding of Jupiter and Venus, and ſailed ſo 
karre, that they arrived on the Coaſis of Greece, in ſailing about 
the Country, thep met a ſhip,-in which was one of the greateſt 
Kings of Grcece, named Menelaus, going to the Tity of Epire, 
unto the Duke Neſtor. This Menclaus , was bzother of Aga- 
memnon, and married unte Nueen Helen, that was the faireſt 
Lady in the wozld : fhe was Siſter of Caſter and Pollux, that 
dwelled together in the City of Samaſtare, and nouriſhed with 
them Hermione their Reece, Daughter of Helen: Menelaus 
made his ſþip croſſe a little, and to turn out of the way, ſo the 
one did not know the other. 

And the Trojans ſailed ſo farce, that thep arrived at the le 
of Cithar in Greece, there they anchozed their Ships and went 
a land. In this Jfle was a Temple of venus pasſing ancient, 
and of great beauty, full of all riches : foz the. Inhabitants of 
the Country made their devotion unto the Goddeſſe Venus ef: 
pecially, and ſolemnized her feaſt every pear, and ſpe told and 
gave them anſwers of their demands. 

Then when the Trojans were arrived, they ballowed the 
moſt p2incipal feaſt of Venus : and. foz this cauſe were a ſſem⸗ 
bled men and women of the Country thereabouts, that made 
great choar. 

Wyen Paris knew of this feaſt, he took bis beſt cloaths and 
appatelled him, and all the faireſt and lovelieſt of his men, and 
went into the Temple in a pleaſing manner, and made vis 
offering of gold and filver, with great liberalitp. | 

Then was Paris beheld en all fides that were there, foz bis 
beauty : foz be was one of the faireſt Knights of the wozid, and 
was ſo richly decked, that it afforded great pleaſure unto all 
wem that beheld him, and every man deſired to know whenct 
ve came, the Trojans told them it was Paris, Son of Ring Pria- 
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mus of Troy, that was come into Greece, by the commande 
ment of bis Father, to require that they would reſtoze again 
Exione his Siſter, that thep had given unto Ring Thelamon. 
So farre went the tidings of the coming of theſe Trojans and 
of their beauty and rich cloathing, that Mugen Helen heard 
ſpeak thereof : and after the cuſtom of women, ſhe yad great 
deſire to know by experience, ifit were truth that ſhe heard: and 
diſpoſed her to go unte the Temple, under colour of devotion, 
foz to accempliſþ per defire. Pow great follp is it, unts honeſt 
women, to go unto the ſpozts of poung people, that do nothing 
but deviſe how they may come to their defire, and care not what 
miſchief map follow in body and in ſoul ? Tye Ship would ne- 
ver peril, if it abode alwaies in the Pozt, and were not ſens 
out into perils of the Sea. 

It is a precious Jewel, to have a god womar, that holdeth 
her honeſty in her bouſe. O bow great damage came unto the 
Greeks and Trojans, that Helen went ſo lightly to ſ& the Tro- 
jans : andeſpecially in the abſence of her Puſband? But it is 
the cuſtome of women to be wilful, to bzing there defires to the 
end. Helen did cauſe ta make ready Pszſe, and all that was con: 
venient, to go unto the Temple, as if ſhe went foz Devotion: 
This Temple was not very far from the place where ſhe dwel⸗ 
led. Wyen all was ready, and te cloathed in Nopal habit, ſpr 
rode with her company, unto the Ale of Cithar, and entred 
into a Uefſel that brought per nigh to the Temple, where fb 
was received with great honour by the Country, as their Lady. 
She entred into the Temple right ſtately, and made ber obla- 
tions with great liberality. . 

Wyen Paris knew that Mugen Helen, was Wife of Ring 
Menelaus, one of the moſt noble Kings of Greece, was come 
unto this Temple, pe arrayed him in the moſt Gentleman:like 
manner, he could ( and his company ) and went into the Temple 
foz he had befoze heard of her great beauty. And when be ſaw 
her he was greatly furpzized with her love, add defired to ſ& 
the faſhion of her body, ſo fair and well ſhaped in all parts, that 
it ſæmed Mature had made ber to be loked on: foz in hec was 
nothing but ſerved to — all the exceliencies of a woman. 
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Mherefoze Paris could not fozbear beholding per, ſaping in 
pimſelf, be had never ſeen noz heard tell of any ſo beautiful and 
vell fozmed. And as he beheld her, ſbe likewiſe beheld him, 
man times and oft, he ſ#med to her, that ye was moze fairer a 
great deal than had ben repozted to her: and ſlill the ſaid in her 
ſelf, that ſhe never ſaw a man of ſo great beauty, noz that. plea: 
ſed her ſo well to behold : and ſo be left all her de votion and 
ga be no herd to any thing (ave onelp to behvld Paris. 

When Paris ſaw this, þe had great joy, and beheld her ſwet: 
lp moze and moze, and ſbe him. By which fight they ſhbered 
their deres, the one ts the other : and thought divers times by 
what occaſion they might ſpeak together. And ſo long ther be: 
held each other, that by all likelphod, Helen made a fign to 
Paris, and he appzoached to her: and Paris fate down beſide her, 
whiles that the people played in the Temple, he ſpake unto her 
with a ſoft voice ſweetly, amd ſhe to him, and declared each to 
other how they were ſurpꝛized with love, and reaſoned how they 
might come to the end of their drſires. Muhen theo bad ſpoken 
enough of their hot love, Paris tok leave of her, and iſſued out 
of the Temple, hz and his company: and Helen ſent her epes af: 
ter him as farre as ſhe might. 

When Paris was come to bis Ship, be called to him the mofi 
Nobleſt of the Trojans, and ſaid to them: My Friends, ye know 
wherefoze the King my Father hath ſent us into Greece, that 
is to recover Exione his Siſter : and if we cannot recover her, 
that we (bould do damage unto the Grecks. Mr cannot recover 
Exione, fog ſhe is in to ſtronx an hand: and alſo it would be ta 
our danger and loſſe ſince it is ſo that the King Thelamon, that 
holderh her, and loverh ber heartilp, is moze pucſſant than we, 
and is in his own Countrey. Me are not fo ſtrong foz to take 
any noble Cite in Greece, the Country is ſo full of people, and 
valiant Knights. 

Therefoze it is neceſſary, that we refuſe not the fair gift the 
Gods have ſent us. $02 in this Ile is come to the feaſt the moſt 
greateſt Cityzens, and the Temple repleniſ?d with the moſt 
noble women of this Wovince, alſo Nucen Helen that is Lad? 
of this Country, and Wife of King Menelaus. This Temple 
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is full of riches: if ne can take them alive that be in the Tem 
ple, and bzing them Pꝛiſoners with us, and the Gods that de 
there, ut Gold and Silver, we ſþall have conquered a great gain, 
and get riches in other places. 

It pe: think god this night we will enter into tha Temple 
ali armed, and take men and women, and all chat we find, and 
bzing into our Ships, and pzincipally Helen: foz if we can 
carrp her into Troy, Bing Priamus may lightly enough have 
his ſiſter Exione again foz her: therefoze abviſe ſpeedily what 
is beſt to be done, befoze they eſcape us. Some of chem blamed 
this thing, ſome allowed it: and finally they concluded after ma⸗ 
ny Councels, that they would do as Paris had deviſed. 

Now when the night was come, and the Pin nigh going 
down , the Trojans armed themſelues, and left ſome fo2 
to keep their Sbips, and the other went p2zivily unto the Tem- 
ple, and entred therein, ſo Armed as theo were, and with little 
defence, took all them that they found in the Temple, and all 
the riches. And Paris with his own hand, tok Helen, and them 
of her company, and bzeught into their Ships, and after retur- 
ned fo the. Booty. Than began thenoyſe to be pasſing great 
within the Temple, and ſome had rather ſuffer death, then foz 
to be taken Paiſvners. 

The noyſe was heard karre, that they of the Caftle there by, 


bea!d it: and aroſe and armed them, and came to affail the Tro- 


jans, as. valiant as they were. Then began the skirmiſh fierce 
and moztal : but the Trojans (that were four againſt one) ſlew 
many of them, and the other retired intd their Caſtle: and the 
Trojans twk as much gods as thep coul find, and carried them 
into their Ships, and hoyſed up their Sails, and ſailed ſo long, 
that on the ſeventh dap they arrived at the Pozt of Troy, their 
Ships filled. with god P2iſoners, and great riches and they re 
mained at the Wozt of Tencdon, that was th:& wiles from 
Troy: there they were received with great joy. And Paris ſent 
a pꝛoper Meſſenger uuto his Father King Priamus, to let him 
babe knowledge of bis coming, and all that ve bad done in 
Greece. At theſe tidincs tbe Ring was greatly rejopced, and 
commanded to make a ſolt mn Feaſt in all parts of the City. 


foz theſe tydings. C 3 W"i'cs : 
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piles that Helen was with the other Pziſoners in the Ship 
the ceaſed not to weep, and bewail with great ſighs .her Hul 
band, Bzethren, Daughter, Countrey, and per Friends, and 
was in ſo great ſozrow , that ſþe lefr to eat and dzink. And Paris 
comfozted yer the moſt [wetly that he could: that b& might 
fozbear wepmg, and Paris ſaid to her in this manner: Dear 
Lady : wherefoze make pe this ſoz row, day and night without 
reſt? What man or woman is it that can long endure this:? 
Anow not pe that this ſozrow hurteth your health? Pes verilo: 
wherefoze A pzap pou to reſt contented, foz in this Realm, pr 
ſhall want nothing, neither thoſe Pziſoners that pou reſpec, 
and ye ſhall be the moſt renowned Lady of this Realm, pour 
men that be here, ſhalt want nothing. To this ſhe anſwered 
Paris: Jknow well, that will J, oz will J not, J muſt needs 
do as you will, fince J am your Pziſoner : and if any god hap: 
pen to me and to the P2iſoners, J hope the Gods will reward 
and thank tyem that do it. Madam ( ſaid Paris) fear not foz J 
will do you and them all what ye ſhall pleaſe to command, 

Then he took her by the hand, and b2ought ber into a mon 
ſecret place, and ſaid unto her: Padam, think ye, faʒa ſmuch as 
it hath pleaſed the Gods to ſuffer pou to be bzought by me into 
this Pzovince, that ye be loſt, and undone, and ſþail not be moze 
rich and moze honoured than pe have ben, and that the Realm 
of Troy is not moze rich then the Realm of Achay ? Pes verily 
it is. J will not maintain you diſbaneſtly ? but will take pou to 
mp wife, ſo ſhall ye be moze honoured than you have been with 
your Yusband : foz pour husband is not deſcended from ſo n6- 
ble a houſe as Jam, no2 ſo valiant : noz did he love you ſ@ well 
as J will do. Tyerefoze ceaſe pour ſozrow , and beleve this 
that J have ſaid to pou. Sir ( ſaid te) who can abſtain from 
making of ſozrow, being in the eſtate that J am in? Alas, this 
caſe happened never befoze, but ſince it cannot be otherwiſe, J 
will do that thing ye require of mee, fozaſmuch as J babe no a. 
bilitp to refiſt it, Thus Helen was comforted a little: and Pa- 
ris did pleaſe her to the uttermoſt of his power. 

Dn the mozrow betime : ſbe apparelled her ſelf the moſt ho: 
nourably ſhe could and ſate upon a Palfrey richly arrayed, ſo 


did 
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did the other Paiſoners, each after their degre : and after he 
went on hozſeback himſelf, and Deiphebus his Bzother, Encas, 
Anthenor and Polidamas, with a great company of Roble men, 
and accompanied MNugn Helen, from Tenedon and went to- 
ward Troy. There came fozth of the Town King Priamus, 
with a great company of Roblemen, and received his Thildzen 
and his Friends with great jop: who came to Helen, and bow⸗ 
ed courteouſly to her, and velcomed her honourably. And when 
they came nigh the City, tie? found great ſtoze of people gfad 
of their coming, with Inſtruments of Muſick: and in ſuch joy 
came unto the Palace of Ring Priamus : he himſelf lighted 
down and helpt Helen from her Walfrep, and led her by the 
hand into the Yall, and made great joy, all the night, thzough- 
out all the City, foz theſe tidings. And the nert mozning, Pa- 
ris by conſent of his Father, wedded Hclen in the Temple or 
Fallace : and the feaſts was lengthened thaoughout all the Ci⸗ 
ty, foz the ſpace ofeight daies. . 

Wyen Caſſandra knew that ber Bzother Paris had Wedded 
Helcz, be began to make great ſozrow, and like a frantick wo- 
man ſaid thus: ä 

D unhappy Trojans, wherefoze rejopce re at the Wedding of 
Paris, of which ſo many evils ſball happen? Jt will cauſe the 
death of pour ſelves, pour Childzen ſþall be flain befoze pour 
eyes, and husbands befoze their Wives 2 D Noble City of 
Troy, vow walt thou be deſtroyed and put to nought? Þ un⸗ 
happy Dotyers, what ſozrow ſþall pe ſæ, when pour little Thil- 
dzen ſþall be taken and diſmembzed befoze pou ? W Hecuba, 
Catiffe, and unhappy : where \ſþalt thou take the Water that 
thou ſhalt weep foz the death of thy Childzen? D people blind 
and fooliſÞ, why ſend ye not Helen home again, and yeild yer 
unto ber Pusband, befoze that the [wozs of pour Enemies 
come and flap you with great ſozrow 2 Think you that the 
Ringly Pusband of Helen, will not ſ&k revenge? Pes, which 
Gall be your dolozous deſtructibn. D unbappy Helen, thou ſbalt 
be the cauſe of great ſozrow. As Caſſandra cryed, thus with 
great ſozrow King Priamus hearing it, intreated ber to ceaſe, 
but the would not. And then he commanded her to bee 820 in 

ziſon 
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Pꝛiſon where ſpe was kept many daies. W what pitty was it 
that the Trojans beleved not this warning and admonition? 
Foz, if thep had beleved it, they had pzevented the evils that 
came aftec unto them, which ſþall be told in tables, and made 
plain to them that will hear them, unto the end of the wozid. 


CH AP. IV. 

How Menelans was ſore troubled for the Raviſhing of Helen 
his Wife, And how her two Brethren Caſtor and Pollyx, 
purſued Paris in the Sea: and ot their deaths: And of the 
condition and manner of the Lords, as well Greeks as Trojans. 


A Fter theſe things were done, Menelaus (that ſvjournedat 
Epire with Duke Neſtor) yearing tydings of the pzize 
and taking of his Wife, and bis people, was ſo perplexed with 
grief, that he fell to the earth in a (wound. And when he was 
come again to hinzſelf : ye complain?d exceedingly, and made 
the greateſt ſvzrow of the Wozld. Above all other things hx 
was moſt grieved foz his Wife, and could not be comfuzted. 
yen Duke Neſtor yeard the tedings, be came to him and 
comfozted him the befi manner be could, foz he loved him en: 
tirely. But Menclaus could not leave his ſozrow : but tœk his 
leave and returned into his Country. 

And ſent unto King Agamemnon his Bzother, to come and 
ſpeak with him. And alſo unto Caſtor aud Pollux, his Bzothers 
of Helen, that thep ſpould come alſo to him. When Agamem- 
non ſaw his Bzother make ſuch ſozrow, hee ſaid : Brother, 
wberefoze grieve pe? Suppoſe that the cauſe be juſt, yet a wiſe 
man ought not to make ſþew thereof : foz it cauſeth vis friends 
to be ſozrowful, and þis enemies to-rejoyce : therefo2e hide thy 
ſozrow, and make ſbew as if thou didſt not regard it: foz by ſoz- 
row thou canſt not attam to honour noz revenge, but onely by 
fozce of arms. Therefoze awake thy courage, ſo ſpalt thou re: 
venge the injury done unto ther. Thou knoweſt what F:2ces 
we pabe and what Apders we shall find: foz this injury touch 
eth all the Rings and P2inces of Greece, and as ſon as we {all 
require their apd, there ſpall not be one but pee will help — 
vn 
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with all his power, then we will go befoze Troy, and will do 
with our enemies as we liſt, and will deſtroy the City. And it 
we take Paris that is acoz of theſe hurts, we will hang bim, 
and make bim dye a ſbamekul death. Ceaſe then thy ſozrow, 
and let us make it known to all the Kings and Pzinces of 
Greece, and require their apd to revenge this jury. 

Then was Meuclaus comkozted, with the wozds of his Bꝛo⸗ 
ther, and they ſent their Letters unto all the Barons of Greece, 
and at their intreaties thep all came: firft Achilles, Patroclus, 
Diomedces, and many others. As ſon as they knew wherefoze 
they were ſent foz, they (ſaid, that they would go to Troy with 
all cheir ſirengtb, foz to revenge the ſbame, and recover Helen. 
So thep choſe? Agamemnon chief Pzince of their Boſt, as he 
that was prudent, and of good councel. 

How it happened that Caſtor and Pollux, Bzethren of He- 
len, as ſ@n as they beard their ſiſter was raviſhed, theo took ſbip⸗ 
ping and purſued the Trojans, with a great Armp to recover 
ber again. Dn the third dap, as theo were on the Se, there 
aroſe a Lempeſt , Thunder and Raine, that their ſbips were 


. caſt on the Kocks, one here, another there: and finally they 


were all dzowned. And the Pagans ſay, that theſe two Bꝛe⸗ 
thzen were tranſlated with the Gods into the Heaven oz Zo⸗ 
diack , and returned in the Sign of two Beafts, fozaſmuch as 
they were Bzerhzen and twins. And thus ended their lives by 
the taking of their Siſter. Some Woets faigne, that theſe 
Bꝛethzen are tranſlated into two Starres, (that 1s) the ao th. 
ſtarre, and the South ſtarre, which are named after them, Ca. 
ſtor and Pollux. 

In this place declareth Dares, in bis Bok, the faſhions of the 
Greeks that wer? befoze Troy, ſome of the moſt Moble of them, 
as he that ſaw them many times, during the Seige befoze tbe 
City. And he began to ſpeak of Helen, and ſaith, that ſbe was 
ſo fair, that in all the — * no man could find a fairer, noz bet 
ter kozmed in all members. Agamemnon was long, and white 
of body, ſtrong of members, and well fozmed, loving, diſcreat, 
vardp, and paſſing well ſpoken. Menclaus was of mean ſta- 
ture, hardy in Arms, and conragions , Achilles was of great 


beauty 
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beauty, black haires, and criſpe, gray eyes, and great, of amiable 
fight, large Bzeaſts, bzoad ſþoulders, great arms, bis Reines 
vigh enough, a man of great ſtature, and had none like unto him 
among all the Greeks, deſirous to fight, large in gifts, and li: 
beral in ſpending. Tantalus was great of his body, and ſtrong, 
faithful, humble, flping quarrels, if ches were not juſt. Ajax 
was of à big ſtature, great and large in his ſhoulders , great 
arms, and alwaies well clothed, and very richly? and was of 
no great enterp2ize, and ſpake very quick. Thelamon Ajax wag 
a maryailous fair Rnight, be had black hairs, he had great plea- 
ſure in Puſick, and he himſelf ſung very ſweetly : bee was of 
great pꝛoweſſe, and a valiant man of Marre, without pomp. 
ulifles was the moſt faireſt man amongſt all the Grecks, pet he 
was very deceitful and ſubtil, and delivered his ſpech joyfully: 
be was a verp great Lyar, and ſo well ſpoken, that he had no 
fellow, like unto him. Diomedes was great, and had a bꝛoad 
baeaſt, and marbailous ſtrong, of fierce fight, faiſe in his pzo: 
miſes, wozthy in arms, defirous ot᷑ victozp, dꝛead and redoubted: 
he was greatly injurious to his Servants, and Luxurious, 
wherefoze he ſuffered many pains. Duke Neſtor was of great 
members, and well ſpoken, diſcreat, and very th2ifty, ga ve al- 
waits god councel, ſuddenly be would be very angry, a ſtraight: 
wap pleaſed again: be was the moſt true friend in the wozld. 
Prothefilaus was fair, and of a godlp ſtature, noble and active in 
Arms. Neoptolcmus was great, he bad black yaire, and great 
eyes, but joyful and well cheared, his exe-bzows ſmoth , flam: 
mering in his wozds, but be was wiſe in the Law. Palamedes 
the Son of King Naulus, was of fair ſhape and lean, ſtout and 
amiable, a god man, and liberal. Polidarius was paſſing great, 
fat, and cwolne, bardo, and high minded, wichout truth. Ma- 
thaon was of mean ſtature, pꝛoud, and hardy, one that flept lit: 
tle by night. Briſayda the Daughter of Chalcas, was pasſing 
fair, of mean ſtature, well made, (wet and pityful, and many 
men loved ber foz her beauty: Foz the love of her came the 
Tim of Perſia, unto the aid of the Greeks, unto the ſiege of 
roy. 
Now of them that were within Troy, the ſame Dares = 
r 
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firſt of Ring Priamus, he was long, griefly, and fair, and hao 
a loud voice, hardy, and that be did glad eat early in the mozn- 
ing, a man wityout fear, be pated flattery, be. was upzight, 
and a god juſter, had great delight to hear ſinging, and Putick, 
and earneſily loved his Servants, and much enriched them. Df 
all his Sons, there was none ſo hardp as his eldeſt, the wozthy 
Hector. This was he that paſſed in his time all other Knights 
in Chivalry, and ſtuttered a little: he was great, and had hard 
members, and could endure much pain, and his hair curled, he 
liſped : there never iſſued out of Troy ſo ſtrong a man, noz ſo 
wozthy : never came a villainous word out of his mouth : be 
was never weary of fighting in battel : there was neaer Knight 
better beloved of his people, than be was. Paris was a fair Rt. 
and ſtrong, ſoft yaired, true, ſwift, [wert of ſpech, well dzaw- 
ing a Bow, wiſe and hardy in batrel, very reſolute, and covetous 
of honour. Deiphebus and Helenus were both like the other, 
that a man could not know the one from the other, alſo rhey re 
ſembled Ring Priamus their Father. 
Deiphebus was wile. and hardy in arms. And Helenus was 
a marvailous wiſe Clerk. Troylus was great, and ſtout of cou- 
rage, well mannered, and beloved of young Paidens in 
ſtrength and merryneſs be reſembled Hector, and was the ſe- 
cond after him in Pꝛoweſſe: there was not in all the Realm, a 
moze ſtrong poung man., Eneas had a great body, bæ was dil: 
creet in his wozks, well ſpoken, very curteons in bis wozds. 
full of good councel, and cunning. He had his viſage joyful, bis 
eyes clear and gray, and was the richeſt man in Troy next K. 
Priamus, in Towns and Caſtles. Anthenor was long and lean 
and ſpake much, and ofgreat induſtry, and one whom Ring Pria- 
amus loved greatly, and gladly played among bis company, and 
was a wiſe man. Polydamas his Sonne was a godly young 
mari, hardy, and of good manners, long and lean like bis Father, 
bzown, and ſtrong in purſſance of Arms, and of good and courte⸗ 
ous wozds. King Menon was great, hie had large thoulders, 
great arms, be was hard in the bzeaft, and of great courage, one 
that bzonght many» Knights untoTroy. The Auen Hecuba 
was a ſtrong big woman, = ſemed better a man than aMo⸗ 
2 man :

man fþe was wile, courteous, and poneſt, loving the wozks 
of charity. Andromachę the wife of Hector was a fair woman 
and white, and had fair eyes and hair: ſþ& was very honeſt 
and civil in her wozks, Caſſandra was ofa fair ſtature, clear, 
round mouthed, wiſe, ſhe loved virginity, and knew much of 
things ro come, by Aſtronomy and other Sciences. Polixcua 
was a berg fair Maid, tender, and the very ray of beauty, in 
whom Pature failed nothing, ſave onlo ſhe made her mortal, 
the was the faireſt maid that was in her time, and the beſt fyz: 
med. Mang moze were within the Town and without, during 
the Seige: but theſe were the pꝛincipal and greateſt of Name. 
Therefoze Dares declareth the faſhion uf them, and rehear(ec) 
not of the other. 


CHAP. v. 
How the Kings, Dukes, Earlcs, and Barons, of Greece, aſſem- 
bled with their Navy, before Athens, to come to Troy : and 
how many Ships each man brought to help King Menelauz. 


WJ Per it came to the end of February, that the Winter 
was paſſed, the Ring and ÞPzinces of all Greece, aſſem- 
bled together at the Pozt of Athens, to go to Troy. It is not 
in the remembzance of any man fince the beginning of the 
Wozld, that ſo many Ships and Knights were aſſembled, as 
there were at that time: Firſt Agamemnon, that was Þ 2ince 
of the Poaſts of the Greeks, bzought from his Bealm of Mich- 
mas. an hundzed Ships full of Armed Unights. The King 
Menelaus his bzother bzought from his Realm of Sparta: fozty 
Ships. Archelaus and Prothenor from the Realm of Boccic 
fifty Ships, The Duke Aſcalapus, and the Earl Helmius, 
from the Þ2ovince of Orconemy thirto Ships. 

The King Epiſtrophus, and the Ring Scdius, frony the 
Realm of Focide, thirty Ships : in his company, was the Duke 
Theuter , Duke Amphimacus, the Earl Polixene, the Earl 
Thebus, and many other Nablemen. 

The ancient Duke Neſtor foz his Pzovince of Pilon, fifty 
Ships. The Ring Thoas of Tholy fifty Ships. The Ring 
Doxuno!s 
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Doxunois fifry Ships. The Ring Thelamon Thylcus fix ar d 
thirts Ships. Folybetes and Amphymacus from. vis P2ovince 
of Calidonic, wo and thirty Shivs: Lhe Ring Idumcus, and 
the King Mercon of Crete fourſcoze and two Ships., Tye 
Duke Tynclus from his City of Fryges, twelve Ships. 
Prothocathus and Protheſilaus the Dukes of Phylaca bzougbt 
wity them two and fifty Ships. Colleſis bzought four and twen⸗ 
te Sbips, from the Realm of Creſome. Ring Machaon, and 
the King Pollydris his Son, thze and thirty Ships. Achilles 
bzougyt from vis Noble City of Phacee, two and twents Ships. 
Tye King Thephalus baought from Rhodes, two and thirty 
Sups. Uruphilus from. Orchomenie, two and fifty Svips. 
Tye Duke Anthippus and the Duke Amphimacus of Ruſti- 
cane, thirteen Ships. The Ring Polibetes of Rithe, and the 
Duke Lopius his Bzother in Law tbat had wedded his Siſter , 
thar(coze and two Ships. The Bing Dyomedes of Arges, 
fouricoze and two Ships, and had in his compang Thelamus 
and Eurialus : the Bing Palyphebus, nine Ships. The Ring 
Enpeus, thirten Ships. The King Prothoylus of Chemenenſe, 
two and fifty Ships. Tye Ring Carpenor of Carpadie, two 
and fifty Ships. Theorus of Breiſſe, four and twenty Ships. 
Tye number of the Kings and Dukes come thither, were fixty 
nine. And thereaſſembled at the-Wozt of Athens, twelve hun. 


dard fourand twenty Ships, without rompziüng the Ships of 


Duke Pallamides, the Son of Ring Naulus, that came akter 

with bis eſtate, as ſþall be ſaid hereafter. | 

| . CHAP. VI. 

How the Greeks ſent Achilles. to Delphor, to the God Apollo to 
know the end of their Warre, an! how hee found C alch.:s 
fent from the Trojans, that went with him to Ales. 


Hen tbe Rings and Pꝛintes were thus afſembled at the 
Þozr of Athens, the 'Bing'Agememinon was chief of 
all the Paaſt, and to c onduc this Pont oꝛderly aſſembled there 
to councel on a plain without the City, all the Noblemen. 
And when they wete aſſembled * about him, hee ſaid to 
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them in this manner. Y ye Moblemen , that by one conſent 
are pere aſſembled with ſo great Puiſſance, pe know well, it is 
not in the remembzance of any man, that he ſaw ever ſo many 
PBoblepien aſſembled, foz to atchieve any wozk, noz ſo many 
young Anigpts active in Arms, to afſail there Enemies, Js not 
be out of his mind that pzeſumeth to raiſe himſeifagainſt us? ye: 
rily J doubt not but one of an-hundzed in this company is ſuf: 
ficient to bzing this wozk to an end, foz which we be all aſſem⸗ 
bled. Jt is well known to each of you, the great injuries and 
damages the Trojans have done to us, wherefoze wer have juſt 
cauſe to take vengeance by fozce of Arins, to the end, that from 
bencefozth the? noz any other ſhall enierpzize againft us in a: 
ny manner: foz if we ſuffer ſuch injuries by diſimulation, the? 
might pet grieve us moze than thep have done. And it is not the 
cuſtome of the Noble men of Greece to let paſs ſuch wzongs, 
therefoze it ſpould de to us great ſh me, that are ſo many, and 
have aſſembied ſo great ſtrength to diſſemble in this quarrel, 
and (pet) there is no Nation in the wozld, but that dzeadeth 
our puifſance, ſave onely theſe folith people of Troy, that bye: 
vil councel hath maved them againſt us, and enterpꝛized warre 
upon us: As firſt the King Laomedon that injured ſome of our 
people, foz little occafion : wherefoze he recieved death foz his 
reward, his City deſtroyed, and his people ſlain, and ſon bzought 
in ſervitude. Surely it is not ſo hard ta us that aremoze pu- 
iſſant, to take vengeance on the Trojans, then four Wzinces of 
[eſſe puiſſance, that came to get the better of them. Foz the 
Trojans, know we are aſſembled to go upon them, and.they are 
ſtrongly furni ſped with men of arms againſt our coming: there: 
foze it ſæmeth mee good , if it pleaſe pou, that ere we depart from 
this Pozt, we ſend into the Jſle of Delphos our ſpecial Meſſen⸗ 
gers, faz to have anſwer of our God Apollo, of this our enter 
P213e. 

Then was there none but allowed the wozds of Agam:m- 
non, and choſe Achilles and Patroclus ts go into this Jie, to 


bear the anſwer of Apollo: So they departed and came ſon ' 


thither : foz the laid Iſls is as it were in the midſt of the Alles 
of Ciclades, where Locana, Infanta, Apollo and Diana be. — 
tyrtt 
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there was a rich Temple, in which the God ofthe Panims was 
wozſhipped, and gave anſwer to the people of ſuch things as 
they demanded. This Jile was firſt called Delos, that is as 
much as to ſap in Greek as manifeſtation : fozaſmuch as in this 
Ie the Panims ſaw firſt the Son and the Pon after the de⸗ 
iuge : therefoze they ſuppoſed they had ben bozn there of their 
Potyers : foz Apollo is the Sun, and Diana the Poon in their 
language. ; 

Some call this Ade Ortigic : fozaſmuch as the Birds that 
men call Dztiges, in Engliſh thep be MNuailes, were firſt ſ&n 
there. The Panims gave to Apollo divers names after the di⸗ 
vers operations of the Sun. In this Temple was a great J- 
mage compoſed all of the fine gold in the wozſhip of the God A- 
pollo, and albeit the Image was deaf and dumbe, pet where 3. 
bolatry raigned at that time in the wozld, the devil put him in 
the Image, and gave anſwer to the Panims, of the things they 
demanded ofþim. This did the Devil to abuſe the foliſþ people, 
that at that time beleeved this Jmage was verp God. 

Upon this part tve Autþoz declareth, from whence came firſt 
Wolatry. We ſind in Hiſtoxia Eccliſiaſtica, that when Herod 
was deceived by the thze Rings that returned not again to him, 
but wozÞipped our Lozd Jeſus Chrift, as is contained in the 
Goſpel, afterwards departed bp another wap, &c. Herod pur: 
poſed to have flain the child Jeſus, therefoze tbe glorious Wir- 
gin our Lady Saint Mary his Pother and Joſeph bare him 
to Egypt.

Prometheus made the firſt among the Panims, and taugbt o- 
bers the manner how to make them: but the right beginning 
of Jdolatry, came of Belus Ring of Affyria, that was Father 


of Ring Ninus, when be was dead, bis Some Ninus 3 
Im 
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vim in a rich Sepulture, and did make an Image of fine gold, 
to the ſemblance and likeneſs of bis Father, to have memozie 
of him, and wozſhiped him as bis God, and compel led his folk 
to wozlhip him: after anevil ſpirit entred ints the Image, 
and gave unto the people anſwers of their ſundzy demands, 
Thus by the example of pim, the fimple Panims made other in 
the wozlhip of their Friends, thus pzoceded they in Wolatry 
and tyere were nene but had therr particular Gods, that gave 
unto them their anſwers of their demands, by the deviſe of che 
Enemp, that dececved them, and bzought chem unto damnatien, 
by the great envy he bad againſt the linnage of men, which God 
made, to fulfil rhe places of ]Paradiſe, fram whence be was caft 
out foz his pzide, into hozroz and darkeneſs : after the day of 
Judgement. 

Mpen Achilles and Patroclus were arrived in the Jile of 
Dclphos, they went with great devotion into the Temple of A- 
pollo : and there made their oblations with great liberality, and 
demanded of him anſwer concerning their affairs. Then an: 
ſwered Apollo with a low voire. Achilles, return again unto 
the Greeks, that have ſent thee-bitber : and ſay unto them, it 
ſhall yappen foz certainty, that they ſhall go ſafely to Troy, and 
there theo ſpall make many battels: But in the tenth year they 
tþall flap the King Priamus, bis Wife and Childzen, aud mot 
part of the Country. And there ſhall none eſcape, ſave they on- 
iy whom they will ſave. * 

Df this was Achilles paſſing glad: And it happened that 
whileſt they were yet in this Temple, a great learned Biſhop 
of Troy named Chalcas, Son of a man named Thiſtram, which 
was a wiſe man, entred into this Temple, and be was ſent al- 
- from the King Priamus, to bave anſwer of Apollo foz them 
of Troy. | 

As he then had made bis oblations and demands foz them of 
Troy, Apollo anſwered, ſaping : Chalcas, Chalcas, beware thou 
return not back again to Troy: but go with Achilles, unto tbe 
Greeks, and never depart from them, fo2 the Greeks thall have 
victozp of the Trojans, by the agrement of the Gods, and tyou 
ſpall be to them very neceſſary in councel.

Hector put in the fourth Battei ther thouſand Rnigbts, 
and ſeven hundzed, who marched under the conduc of Ring 
Huppon and Lariſſa, This Ring Huppon was the ſtrongeſt of 
all the Trojans next Hector, and hid in bis company a valiant 
Rnight g Baſtard Bzother of Hector, named Diamacus. The 
fifry battel Hector delivered to the conduit of King Ciſaine, 
with all bis people, that were ſtrong, and as great as Giants, 
and the ſame Ring bare in pis Shield all Azure, without any 
difference. Hector put in commisfton-in this batteil, Polidamas 
his Baſtard Bzother with this Ring, and iſfued after theotyec. 
The fixth battel the King Preneſtus lead, be had his people well 
inſtructed to ſheot and dzaw the Bow, and went without Armoz 
ta battel, mounted upon light Pozſes; Hector commiſed Dei- 
phebus his Bzother to conduct them. With this battel Hector 

zoned all the wozthy Knights, of the Realm of Agrelic, under 
the conduct of King Eſdt as, and King Philon.

When all the battels were ſet in ozder on both des, and 
there was nothing To do but to meet, then Hector advanced the 
rſt; and Patroclusrameagainſt him, as kæſt as dis Hozſe migpt 
run, and fmate him ſo ſtrongly with his Spear on pis b 
that be pierced it thozow, but did no mozeharm. Then Hector 
aſſailed Patroclus with his Sword, aud gave Him a upon 
bis bead, that be clefc it in two pertes, and PatrocluSteit 
dead. When Hector ſaw him dead, be coveted” pis 
thee were excoeding rich and goꝛgious, and 1ligbted hoy 
them, but the King Menon came upon him with thzi the 
Knigpts, foz ts defend the Ring oy fHctors 
laid to him thus. Wolf ra venous and le; 10! 
to ſk thy very in ſome other place, boz here 
And then rum aCavled him on all hes, and wog 
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Gon and Ring Theſus and Archilogus his Son, came with the 
thouſand, then Hector laid on, and beat down all afoze him 
the firſt that he met, he gabe ſo great @ ſtroke, thathe ſlew him, 
and after, many .moze be beat down and flew. 
Typus began the battel on both ſides, and Hector came again 
ta the body of Patroclus foz to have his Armes, but Bing Idu- 
meus of. Creet came againſt him. with two thouſand, and Ring 
Meuen (that bad always bis eyes. on Hector) ſetted him, and 
was \o in the wap, that Hector might not ba ue his arms; that 
be ſo earneſtly deſired, and ſuffered great pain fozaſmuch as ha 
was on kot, but hæ enfozced him with all his courage and began 
to flap man and hozſe, to ſmite off heads, legs, fet and arms, 
and fiew. fif teen of the ſtrongeſt that aſſailed him. Jn the mean 
time, King Menon twk the. body of Patroclus befoze him, and 
carried: it unto his Tent. As the Greeks contended to grieve 
Hector, and to take awap bis Yozſe, there was among them a 
gong Knight, named Creon de la Pierre, that grieved him moſt: 
then one of the Servants of Hector addzefſed him ag inſt this 
Creon, and gave him a ſtroke with his Spear, that he felied him 
dead to the earth, after be [mote down another, and then he 
fmote down a third, and cryed to the Trojans aloud, that they 
ſwould come and ſuccour Hector. | | 
ith this crp, firſt came Securabor, one ot the Baſtard bze: 
thzen.of Hector, and thzuſt into the greateſt paeſſe, Co fiercely, 
A upon them that moſt grieved Hector, who had 
cz mg2e-than thirty of them, and did beftir vim, that by fozce 
he made the Scecks to recople: then was Hector re-mounted, 
and.fþ2ult in among them, and ſlew great plenty of them., fo 
diſpleaſure that he might not ba ve the arms of Patroclus. Then 
he met ith none but pe flew, and each man made him way,

Then Miſeres of Troy tryed 
ta the Trojans, hat Troylus was paiſoner, and that weg ſhould 
be dil bonoured ik they ſuffeced him to be led awap. Then the 
King Alcanus tok pis Spear, and addzeſſed him unto them that 
veld Txoylus, and ſmote the firſt to the earth, and ſmote ano 
ther, and ſoze wounded him, and did ſo much by the apd of his 
men, that Troylus was reſcued, and ſer again upon his Pozſe 
aiſo, by the help of Ring Sampitus, that came on with all bis 
peopie, be gave (o great a ſtroke to Meneſteus, overthwart, that 
if be vad not ven well Armed, he had ben flain.:Then Meue- 
ſteus cryed to bis people, and ſe began among them a moztal 
battel, there wece many ſlain on both ſides. 1 ABS 
Among. theſe things, Meneſteus was ſozry be loſt bis Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, met Miſeres by whom her had laſt him, and bent him 
down, and the ſame time [mote down another night.

Huppon, and Hiripiſus, with twi thouſand, 
and againſt them came Menclaus and Prothenor with theis folk, 
and there began a moztal skirmi ſb. 
+ After came Polidamas the Son of Anthenor, with a great 
company, and thzuſt in on the other five among bis enemies. 
Akter came King Remus from Troy, with thze thouſand men, 
and againſt them came Mepelaus, with his peotile- Menclaus 
addzeſſed him againſt Ring Remus, and ches fitter? each other 
ta the ground. Then Polidamas the Nephew of Helen, . a 
young. man of twenty years old, addzefſed bim againſt "Remus, 
and Remus gave him a firoke with vis Sprar that he ſmote 
bim to the earth, wbereaf Menelaus bad greats ſdzroir, fox ber 
loved bim much, and in revenge be gabe ſo great a ſtroke #5 
Remus with his Sword, that be ſmote bim down as dead. 
Wyen Ring Remus was (a beaten down, bis men thought her 
had ben dead, and would babe fled, had it not bernfaz Poli- 
damas that retained them, and did ſo much; that tles to rveir 
King fo burt as he was, and boze bim yome in"ſafety; Then 
Ring Celidus, that was the moſt fair Ring of the wogld, addzel⸗ 
&d him to Polidamas, and _ him with his ſpear, but bee 
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could not remove him. Foladamas gabe ſo great « firoke with 
his Sword that ye ſmote him to the Earth. Among all theſe 
things Hector came beating domn his enemies; and made way 
befoze him in flaping of wozthy Knights, ſo farre, wat be came 
upon Salamine, that King Thelamon conducted, who 
new many of the Trojans, and beat them down by bis great 
Paowelle, Then King Theuter gave a ſtroke with vis Spear of 
Hector, that ye made him a dp wound: and Hector inhis great 
ire encountred an Admiral of the Greeks, and ſiew him with 
bis Swozd. Typen was Hector cloſed with bis enemies on all 
Parts : there was of the Greeks, the R ing Theſeus, and be ſpake 
ta Hector, and warned him be tv uld go out of the battel, and 
laid, it wert da mage foz all the woꝛld toloſe ſuch a knight : and 
Hector thanked him courteoufiy. 

In this while Menelaus and Thelamon afgailed Polidamas: 
and Thelamon that addzefſed him firſt, (mote bim with his 
ſpear, and after gave many ſtrokes, inſomuch that the bzake 
the lace. of his Helm, and tok him and had lead him away, had 
not Hector ben; which was not farre off, who ſmote among 
wem that held him, and ſlew and hurt many of them, and be hn 
valour flew thirty ot them: and kept Polidamas with him.-Then 
came together King Menelaus, and Ring Thelamon , with all 
their peapie, and (mote in among the Trojans by fo great 
fierceneſſe, that they made them go back, notwithſtanding the 
great pꝛoweſſe of Hector, that was with the other, that did 
marbels in his perſon. 

And then was bis fierce and gallant warlike hozſe Galathec 
fliain under him, and then be defended himſelt on ft ſo m cya: 
louſlp, that there was no man ſo hardy of the Greeks that burſt 
app2oach him. | 

When bis Bzethzen knew the greater danger that be ves im, 
they ran all to that part. Then was Thelamon ſoze hurt, and 
Dynadorus ( one .of the Baſtard Bzethzen of Hector) gave's 
firoke to Polixenus, a Mobile man, that he flew bim) beating 
bim down from a great Yozſe, and tok the Steed unto Hector, 
who fozthwith*mounted upon bim. There were martels of 
Arms done by the Baſtards. Then came on Deiphebus, wy 
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all hi ſt, wherein he dad great ſtoze of Archers, that burt 
—— t ſtoʒe of the Greeks. And Deiphebus gabe to Ring 
Theuter à great woumd in the viſage. Then began thebatte! 
as mo2tal as it had hien all the dag. There was Theſeu aſſailed 
by Quintelenus, one. of the Baftard. Bzetdzenof Hector, and of 
King Moderus, and was takten and led away: but Hector deli 
vered hem, foz the courtefie that he had done to him a littie be 


fozk. | 

Then tame to the battel of the Greeks, King Thoas, and 
Bing Philatas : but King Thoas addzeffed him againſt Caſſila- 
nus, one of the baſtard Bzethzen ot Hector, and gave him a 
ſtroke, that be flew him, to tde earth: Hector then ſmote ſo an⸗ 
gerly amongft the Grecks that he flew many of them, and put 
tye reſt to night.

To their ſuceours came Paris, and in his coming (mote 
the King of Frigic, who was Couſin to Uliſſes that be flew him, 
whereof the Greeks had much ſozrow : and Uliſſes ſuppoſed ty 
babe ſmitten Paris with his ſpear, but be (mote his Bozſe and 
flew bim, and Paris fell to. the earth. Then Troplus gabe to 
Wiſſes a. froke, that he wounded him in the face, and made the 
blood ſpzing out as the Wine runneth out of a Tun, and Ulifles 
hurt him again. And truly the Trojans had then fled, bad it 
not been foz the great Pzoweſſe of Hector, and his bꝛethzen, fo 
Hector ceaſed not to Put bimfelfinthe greateſt pzefge, here and 
there, and each man that knew him, made him way. 
hen pe ſaw chat bis people cauld not endure: the great 
ſtrength of the Greeks, pe withdzew toem, and told them 
what injuries the Greeks had done them, and what they will do 
ik they come to their conqueſt, and then admoniſht them to do 
well, and after bzought them to a Wzllep on the right fide, to 
aſſait their enemies. There was great ſlaughter of. the Greeks: 
there was King Thoas aſſailed of the baſtard Bzethzen of He. 
Qor, to revenge the death of Caflibelanus their Bꝛother that he 
d lain: they. beat him down of bis Pozſe, and raiſed off his 
Im from bis hend, and bad ſlain him, if the Duke of Athen; 
had; not come on, that thauft in amongſt them, and gave a ſtroke 
to one of the Baſtards of Quintilinus, that be fell to the ground 
ſoze burt: and Paris ſmote the Duke with an arrow on the fide 
and gave him a great wound: but the Duke ſet not thereby, 
b them a1}; ye delivered Ring Thoas from their hands. 
n Hector endeayqured to: put the Greeks unto fight, bu 
the Ring Humerus ſhot an Arrow unto Hector, and Wrt bin 
in the face, and Hector ran upon bim with fo great ire, that he 
ſmote him upon the head and cleft it unto the teeth, that he feil 
dom dead. rb Vf 4 ee 
pen, itþ bio wing ot an hozuc came moe than fenen thou 
ſand Greeks to ail Hecter ſhat defended bim againſt then

Mandon ſmote out an eve 
of King Sedoneus. -Sadcilus flew an Admiral of the Grecks. 


Thelamon beat Margarcton and ſoze wounded him. Fanuel 


beat King Prothenor to the earth. The Ring of Gaul Jufteb 
againſt Meneſteus, but. Meneſteus hurt him on the noſe with his 
Swozd . Then Dianor ſ&ing his Bzother purt addzeffed him 
to Meneſteus, and ſmote him down to the earth: then fl! upon 
vim the thz& bzethzen, that would have flain oz taken him, but 
ye defended pimſelf valianfly, and anon b& was ſuccoured by 
Ring Theuter. But Hector aſſailed. them both, and without 
fail they had not eſcaped had not Ajax the valiant Rnight conte 
to the reſcue, with a thouſand Rnigbts that be hatin bis tom 
pany. Then came on the Ring of Perle with five thouſand 
Anigpts, that Paris lead: and ſo did all the other Trojans, and 
made the Grecks go back by fozce. Dares wait#th in his Bak, 
how that Hector figus a thouſand /Unighgs, in this aTyuſt. 
Among all otber things, Hector ent ountered Menon 
befoae a Tent and ſaid to him: Ha, evil traitoz that thou let- 
edſt mer to take the Arms of Patroclus: and ſmote him a ſtroke 
that be fell ta the ground. After Hector aligyied down, and 
\mofe off his vead, and would have taken bis arms from him, 
but Meneſicus letted him and ſmote upon ſtlector oberthwatt 
vy ſuch foace that he gave him a wound, and went his way with- 
out moze tarrying, doubting the fury of Hector. Then Hector 
went — rye thaong — up iy — that rh no 
moze, went in again in pzeſſe, a men 
Dares ſaith, that after be had bound up his worn RS, 
tame dap a thoufand Knighrs, and there was none bay cott 
10 avenge oz defend bimſelk, but he put them alf to flight! 
the Trojans entred into their Tents, and took all the beſt they 
could find. 

Dn this day the Trojans had vittory of the-Grecksif uz türe 
vad conſented : fes they: might ha ve-flain then atanideſthew- 
ed great evils, that afrer came to them.

Thus it happened this day to the unhappy Hector, that had 
the better of his enemies, and might bave flain them all if he 
would, foz they (ought nothing but to flay. Mpen by great 
miſ:adventure, there came betoze him in an encounter Thela- 
mon-Ajax, that was Son of King Thelamon, and Exionr, that 
vas T@uzen-germainof Hector and of his bꝛethzen, which was 
wiſe and valiant, be addzeſſed vim againſt Hector, and gave 
bim a furious aault,and Hecorto him, as both valiant Rts. 
And as they were fighting, they talked together, and thereby 
Hector knew that he was his Couzen-germain ; Son of his 
Aunt : then Hector embzaced him in his Arms, and offered to 
pi m to do what pe pleaſed, if ye defired any thing of him, and 
pzaped him that be would come to Troy to ſe his lineage of his 
mothers fide : hut Thelamon that intended nothing but to his 
belt advantage (ajd pe would not go gt this time. But 
pzaped Hector, that if he loved him ſa much ag be ſaid, he 
would foz bis ſake, at his inſtance, ceaſe the battel foz that day, 
and that the Trojans ſþould leave the Greeks in peace. The 
unbappy Hector accozded unto bis requeſt, and blew a hozne 
and made all his people to withdzaw into the City. Then bad 
the Trojans begun to put fire in the ſhips of the Grecks, and had | 
burnt them all; had not Hector recailed them fcam thence: | 
wherefoze the Trojans were ſozrp of their repeal. 
This was the cauſe wherefoze tbe Trojans miſſed to have the 
victozie, unta which they might never attain: foz Foztune was 
to them contrary : and therefoze Virgil ſaith : Non eſt miſeti- 
cordia in bello, that is to ſay, there. is no mercy in battel. A 
man ought not to be merciful, but take the victor? when ht

| CHAP. XII. 

Of the firſt truce of two months : and of the three battels be- 

tween them, in which Heder beat Achilles to the ground 
twice and after ſlew King Prothenor, and cut him in two. 
K the mozning betimes the Trojans armed them toafſail tbe 
Greeks : but the Greeks went betimes to 8 — 
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demanded truce foz two months : and pe agrerd to them. Then 
were the dead bodies gathered, as well of the one partie as of 
the other, and ſome were buryed, and ſome burnt. Achilles 
was ſo ſozrovful foz the death of Patroclus, that he could in no 
wiſe be comfozted : þe made his body to be buried in a fair Se- 
pulture, and fo did they of the other, as of King Prothefilaus, 
and other Kings and Wzinces that were lain: they chat were 
wounded they did tauſe to be healed, during tbe Truce. Priamus 
we Ring did bury bis Baſtard Son Caſſibelanushonourably, in 
the Temple of Venus, and ſhewed great ſozrow foz his death, ſo 
did all that were there. | 

Caflandra heard the ſozrow that the Trojans made 
foz the death of their friends, ſher cryed and ſaid : S ungracious 
Trojans, make ſozrow foz your ſelves, foz in like wiſe ſþall it 
happen to you, as it is to pour friends: alas, why ſ&k pe not 
peace of the Grecks, befoze thoſs evils come to poy, and this no- 
ble City be deſtroyed? alas, wþy yeld ye not again Helen, 
that the King my Fatyer did cauſe to raviſþby fozce, wherefoze 
pe ſhall all be deſtroyed? among all theſe things, Palamedes 
murmured at the Seigniory of Agamemnon, ſaping that ber 
was not wozthy to have ſo great dominion above all other, and 
tyat he himſelf wag*moze wozthy to have the Seigniozpof the 
Poſt, than Agamemnon: and that pe pad not the god will and 
conſent of the Pzinces, but onely of th2e oz four: them at that 
time there was nothing further Woceded. 

When the Truce failed, King Agamemnon that had the 
charge of the Yoſt, oꝛdered early his Battels, and gave the ur 
to Achilles, and the ſecond to Diomedes, the third to Menelaus 
the fourth to Meneſteus the Duke of Athens, and over all the 
other he ozdained god Captains. Hector ozdered- his battels 
likewiſe, and ſet in thefirft Troylus, and in all the other be ſet 
god Captains, and made Ml the battels to ifMue out : and bee 
bimſelf in the front befoze. When Achilles ſaw bim he ranne 
againſt him, that they ſmote each other to the earth, Hector re- 
mounted firft and left Achilles lying on the earth, and ſmote in 
among the other, in the greateſt pꝛeſſe, and he caughtno Anigbt 
but he flew bim, oz beat 5 12 and went thzoughout tbe 

battel 
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battol all made red with the blod of them he had lain. When 
Achilles was remounted be thzuft in among theTrojans and 
new many : and went ſo far, that he encountered Hector again: 
and he ran ts him, and Hector to him, but Achilles was bozn to the 

: and Hector would have taken his Bezſe, but be could 
nat, foz the great ſutcours that Achilles had. So ſcon as he was 
re-mounted, ve aſſailed Hector with his word, and gave ſtrokes 
to Hector, that he vad almoſt beaten bim sbut Hector gave to 
vim a ſtroke upon the helm, that pe overth2ew him, and made 
the blood ſp2ing out ot his head. Thug was fhebattel mozral of 
the two Anigpts, if they bad not been parted rhe one from the 
other, they had bien flain: Then tame Dyomedes to the battel, 
and Troylus on the other five, which ſmore gach other to the 
earth, But Dyomedes re-mounted firſt, and aſſailed Troylus 
wat was on fot, and defended himſelf valiantly, and flew rhe 
Yozſfe of Dyomedes: but their men remounted them both by 
foace, and they began again to skirmiſh, Dyomedes had raken 
away Troylus, if the Trojans had not put them in peril of 
death, foz to reſcue him: and many of them were flain, then 
came Menclaus on the Grecks fide, and Faris on the other fide; 
and thus going and coming, Hector ceaſed not to beat down the 
Knights. :Then there was a new Unighf named Brices, that 
afſailed him fiercely, but Hector wih great ire mo te him upon 
we Helm that he cleft his , and be fell dov-n dead: but 
Archylogus bis Couzen, ſcin that Hector would have taken 
bis Poze, Archylogus defended him as much as he could, but 
Hector ran upon bim, and ſmote bis body in two peeces, not: 
witbfianding bis Yarneſs. King Prothenor addaeffed him to 
Hector tyat rok no regard, and ſmote him to the earth. 

And Hector re-mounted anon upon his Po2fe, and gave Ring 
Prothenor a ftroke with all his might thathe cleft his bodyin 
two halbes: Achilles that was hi en, ſteing that, had fo 
great ſozrow, that be and Ring Archelous contended te revenge

p But the Trojans did come upon him with ſuch courage and 
warlike ſtrength, that the Greeks fainted, and muſt nerds fy, 
the Trojans followed them unto their Tents, but the night 
came 
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tame on, that made them depart, and the Trojans retutned into

Fter this battel, when night was come, all the Rings, 

Pzinces and Barons of the Greeks affemb{ed at the Tent 
of King Agamemnon, and there held a Parliament bow the 
might flap Hector. They ſaid, that as long as he came to the bat: 
tel againſt them, the? could never vanqui ſh the Trojans. And 
to bzing this to end, thep requeſted Achilles that be would take 
it upon him, as well foz his ſtrength, as his wildome. And A- 
chilles enterpzized it gladly, as her that knew Hector deürkd 
moze his death, than of ay» other: al ſo Hector was ye, be whom 
he might ſooneſt loſe bis life *After.this Corincel they went to 


- reft, till on the mozrow betimes they armed them. And Hector 


then iſſued out of the City well and diligently pzdered, and was 
yimſeif befoze all other in the firſt battel. And atrer him came 
Eneas, then Paris, then Deiphebus, after him Troylus, and af: 
ter him the other fallowing teach in his 'ozver, jopned- 
all the Trojans together; and were moze than an hundzed thou:

babe taken bim: but the Son of Guideus ran upon Hector, 
and gave him a firoke with bis Swozd, that he hurt him very 
ſoze. Hector 1 ire encountred Diomedes, and gave bim a 
«ftroke, that be beat him to the ground: Then Troylus alightey 
to fight with Diomedes on fot : but Diomedes defended yim: 
ſelf ſo valiantly, that it was maryel. And befide them, fought 

Hector and Achilles. Then came to the skirmilh all 
the Kings and Pzinces of Greece, ard from the Trojans, came 
all theBarrons'that were come ts ard them : There began the 
battel. King Agamemnon and Ring Pandolus fought tege: 
ther: King Menclaus encountred Paris, and theo: knew each o⸗ 
ther well, Menclaus ſmote him with bis Spear, that he gam 
vim a wound, and ſmote him down, whereof Paris was aſbamed 
Uliſſes beat King Araſtous, and tok his Pozle that was very 
god, and ſent it to his Tent. Pollimetes aſſailed Huppon the 
ancient, and few bim. Neoptolemus and King Archillogus 
fought together. Polidamas brat Palamedes, and wounded vim 
very ſoze, and after mocked him by repzoach. Ring Sclenus 
and Ring Carras encountred together, and Carras was ſoze 
beaten and wounded. Philomenus beat Anthenor , Phylotcas 
and Ring Remi fought together. King Theſus and RingEu- 
rialas tought together, and both were ſoze hurt. And the Ba- 
ſtards of Ring Priamus flew many Grecks, and hurt many 
Rings. Ring Thelamoa and Ring Sarpedon juſted one againſt 
the other, that they fell both ſoze hurt, and aftonied of the 
angufft;thep: pad. Ring Thoas and Achilles that were Couzens, 
aſſailed Hector, and gave him manp ſtrokes, and dꝛew off his 
Velm frow bis head, and burt bim in many places. Hector 
| mute to him a ſiroke with his Swozd that he cut off halfyis 


To tbe refcue of Hector came his baſtard Bꝛethꝛen that flew 
many Greeks and took King Thoas, and wounded Ring Aga- 
memnon, that be boan to his Tent as dead, and Bing Tho- 
as was lead paiſoner to Troy. Menelaus endeavoured to grieve 
Paris, and Paris ſhot to him an Arrow'envtnomed, and wound- 
ev pim, that be was bozn into bis Tent, as ſon as 9 
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bad bound up his wounds, he came again to the battel to aſſail 
Paris, and he found him and aſſailed him, but Eneas put himſelt 
between them both, fozaſmuch as Paris was unarmed, and not 
able to. pzevant bim: and ſo Encas lead pim into tbe Citz, 
ta the end that Mcnelaas fpould not a bim. Hector aſ⸗ 


ſailed Mcnelaus, and wened to habe t 1 came 
to the reſcue great plenty ofThibalro ofthe Greeks, ze 
Hector could not come to bis intent, then hie th2uft in, and 
ſ\mote among the other, with belp of bis folk, that the Grecks 
tied. And then night coming on, made the battel ceaſe. | 


| CHAP, XIV. od 
How Priamet would have had King. Thoas hanged, and how 
they fought the fifth bat el, ig which Hefor flew three Kings; 
and how Diomedes ſlew the Sagittary. 


n the mozning Ring Priamus would not fight thet day, 
but ſent fox his, councel, to wit, Hector, Paris, Troylus, and 
Deiphebus, Eneas, Anthenor, and Polidamas, and ſaid- uta 
them : Pe know we bold Peiſoner Ring Thogs, without ang.e- 
vil we have deſerved, ye is come to deſtroy. us; and tberefaze 
I think god, that we make bim dye an evil. death. Wyat ſap 
ryereto ? Da ſir, ſaid Eneas, the Gods fozbid. that your, no- 
les ſþ-uld do ſuch a  villane, ſince it is ſothat Bing Thoas is 
one of the moſt noble Rings of Greece, fo it might, happen that 
the, Greeks might take one of vurs, to whom theo might do the 
likk, whereof ve might, take the greateſt g 115 oald.. Jt © 
is better as A Qing, that ye ke? (afe ing | ois withqut do⸗ 
ing bim burt, that if be koztune one ak ogrs were taken; wer 
might make an exchange, and take” one foz the other. This coun- 
ſel ſeemed god. and pleafing to Hectot, but Bing Prianuis Lald 
if pe do this, it ſpall ſem to the Greeks that,we doukt them; 
and that we dare not put their folk to ea : notwithſtanding 
I will do by your councel. This. councel finiſbed, Encas tak 
Troylus and Anthenor, and went to ſe Helen, whom thep 
found in the great Pall of Illeon, with the QNugn Hecuba, and 
manp,other noble Ladies, where ſþe made great — | 
ep. 
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they ſuppoſed to have comfozted hex, ſo did Muwn Heeuba, that

mong theſe things the Greeks complained of the death ot 
925 rien r ears new, and peid themſelves very 
oe ut themſelves in fuch danger, where: 
1 paſſed, if they dad had godcoeuncel : Ft it 
. * fame night, there came ſo great a wind and rain, 
that their Tents were all turned up⸗ſide down, and if ſemed 
that ths wozld ſhould yave ended by the great ſtozm, whereof 
their ſozrow was doubled. When it came te the mozning that 
Tempeſt was paſſed; they armed themſelves th2oughout the 
oft, and went againſt the Trojaus, that then were' tTued to 
battel. Achilles addzeſſed himſelf firſt to Huppon, that was ag 
great as a Giant, and was Ring of Lariſſa, and \mote him with 
a Spear in the bzeaſt, that be killed bim, and bare him to the 
earth. Hector flew in his compan?, ' King Anthoneus. Dyo- 
medes flew King Autipus. Then King Epiſtropus, and Bing 
Cedus affaiied Hector; Epiftropus juſted againſt Hector, 
— 40 rar nponhim, and ſaid to him many viſlainous 
e Hector was wonderful angry, and in bis erced: 
ire ve bim ir er that be ſlew him, and after: 
that and ſap his villanous wo2ds to them 
ad, fuch pr eb ba her ſap to the living. Then 
we fozrowfnf foz the death of his bzother,and 
admoniſþed/athodnfend Knights to flap Hector, and thep afſajled 
hint, 3 oft his Pozſe, and cryed to Bing Cedus to 
vim: Hector perceived that, he gave dim à ſtroke and 
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fand Knights , and they bzake ranks, and thzuſt among the 
Greeks that recopled in their coming, be bzought with him a 
Sagitary, that befoze is made mentionof. This Sagitary was 


not armed, but be bare a ſtrong Bow and a Nuiver full of Ar- 


rows, and ſhot ſtrongly. When the Knights of the Greeks ſaw 
this marvellous beaſt, they had no defire to goe fozth, and they 
that were befoze began to withdzaw. Among theſe things, 
Hector flew Polixenes, the noble Duke that fought ſoze againſt 
bim, foz by the ſtrength ofthe Trojans, and the hozrour of the 
Sagitary, the Greeks were dziven back to their Tenis. Jt 
happened that Dyomedes befoze one of the Tents, was aſſail- 
ed of the Sagitary, and þad this beaft befoze him, and the Tro- 
jans on his back, ſo that it behoved him there to ſþew his puiſ- 
ſance. Tye Hagitarp ſhot an Arrow to him, and Dyomedes 
not well aured, advanced nigh unto pim, and gave bim a ftroke 
with his Swozd not armed, that be flew him, at that time it 
was paſt mid-day, then the Grecks recovered the field, and made 
the Trojans flip. Then encountred Hector and Achilles, and 
with fozce of their Spears they fought, and fell both to the 
earth : And as Achilles was firſt re-mounted; be ſuppoſed to 
have led away Galathce the good Pozſe of Hector: but Hector 
trped to his folk, that thep ſhould not ſuffer bim. Then they 
ran upon Achilles, and recovered Galathee, and rendered him 
again to Hector, that was veryglad of him. At this skirmiſb 
was Anthenor taken and ſent to their Tents , notwithſtanding, 
that Polidamas his Son did marvels of Armes to reſcue him, but 
ye could not: thus they fought to great damage of both parties, 
until the night parted them. 


CHAP. XV. 
Ofthe Truce between them, after which began battel again from 
morn to even, with great damage to both parties, but the Tre- 
jans loſt more than the Greeks. 


| the mozning the Greeks ſent Dyomedes and Ulyſſes to 
King Priamus ta have peace fuz tha months. King Priamus 
aſſembled his councel upon this thing, and each man agreed 
I ſa ue 
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fave Hector, that ſaid the Greeks fained them to bury their dead 
bodies, and they lacked vietual, therefoze required Truce, to the 
end, that during this time they might pꝛovide them of vicuat, 
and we daily waſte ours, whereof we map ſon have ſcarcity : pet 
be would not ſtand againſt the opinion of ſs many wiſe men but 
agred, and the truce was accoꝛded foz hae months. This truce 
during, King Thoas was delivered in ſtead of Anthenor, whom 
thep ſent to the Trojans. Calchas that by the commandinent 
of Apollo had left the Trojans, had a paſſing fair Daughter, 
named Briſcyda, which be pzaged Ring Agamemnon and the 
other Wzinces, that they would require King Priamus to ſend 
Briſcyda to bim. They pꝛaped earneſtly to Ring Priamus at 
the requeſt of Calchas, but the Trojans blamed ſoze Calchas, 
and called him falſe Tzaptoz, and wozthy to dye, that had left 
bis own land and his natural Lozd, togo into the company of 
bis moztal enemies: pet at the earneſt deſire of the Grecks, N 
Priamus ſent Briſeyda to her Father. 

The Truce during Hector went ona day to the Tents of the 
Greeks, and Achilles beheld him gladly, fozaſmuch as he never 
ſaw him unarmed. And at the requeſt of Achilles Hector went 
into bis Tent, and as they ſpake together of many things, A 
chilles ſaid to Hector, I babe great pleaſure to ſ& the unarmed 
fozaſmuch as J never ſaw thee ſo befo2e.. Yet J \þall habe moze 
pleaſure, when thou ſþaltdye of my band, which thing J moſt 
defire. Foz J know the to be ſtrong, and have oftentimes pꝛo⸗ 
ved it, to the effuſion of my blod, whereof J have great anger: 
and much moze ſozrow,fozaſmuch as thou ſſeweſt Patroclus, that 
J loved the moſt of the wozld. Then thou mapeſt beleve, that 
befoze this pear be paſt, his death ſþall be avenged upon the, 
by mp hand, and J aiſo know, that thou deſireſt to ſlap me. 

Hector anſwered and ſaid, Achilles if J defire thy death, 
marvel nothing thereat : foz thou art mine enemv, and art come 
into this land to deſtroy mee and mine, J would have thee know 
that ty wozds fear me nothing at all: pet J babe hope that 
within two pears, if J live and continue health, and mp ſwozd 
fail mee not, thou fþaitdye by my hands, and not thou only, but 
whe greateſt part of the Greeks: foz among you ye have enter:

2ized a great folly. And J am afſured thou ſhalt-dye by n 
band ere I wall dre by thine. And if thou think thou thou 8 
defend thee againft me, make it ſo that all the Barons of thy 
hoſt do accozd, that we fight body againſt body, and if it ha 
that thou vanquiſh me, mp friends and J will ber vanguiſþy 
out of this Realm and leave it unto the Greeks, thereof I ſhall 
give god pledge. And herein thou mapeſt pzofit man other, 
tyzt map runne in danger, if they follow the battel : and ik it 
yappen that J vanquith the, then all of thy poſt depart hence, 
and ſuffer us to live in peace. Achilles chafed with theſe wozds 
and offered to fight this battel, and gave Hector his gage, whicy 
he tek and received gladly. 

Wyen Agamemnon knew of this offer, be went haſtily unte 
the Tent of Achilles, with a great company of Moble-men, 
which in no wiſe would accozd to this battel, ſaying that they 
would not ſubmit, ſo many Mobles under the ftrength of one 
man: and the Trojans ſaid in like manner, ſave onely King Pri- 
amus that would gladly agree, foz the great ſtrength be found 
in bis Son Hector. Thus was the fight bꝛoken, and Hector de 
parted and went again to Troy. 

Mhyen Troylus knew that Briſcyda ſhould be ſent to her fa: 
ther, be made great ſozrow, faz Ge was his Boveraign Labp of 
love, in likewiſe Briſeyda loved earneſtly Troylus, and made all- 
ſo the greateſt ſozrow of the wozld, to leave ber Soveraigne 
Lozd in lobe. There was never ſo much ſozrow between two 
Lovers at their departing. Who that liſt to bear of all their 
love, let bim read the book of Troylus that Chaucer wait where 
in be wall find whole ſtories, which were too long to waite here, 
but finally Briſcyda was led unto the Grecks, and reteived ha- 
nourably. | 

Among them was Dyomedes, that anon was enflamed with 
the love of Briſeyda, when he ſaw ber; and in riding by bag ſide 
ve ſhewed yer all his mind, and made her many paomiſes, den 
ing her love, when ſhe knew the mind or Dyomedes; ſhe orcuſed 
her, ſaying, ſþe would not agree to bim, nos refuſe him at that 
time, foz her heart was not diſpoſed to anſwer otberwiſe. Sf 
this anſwer Dyomedes had * jop, fozaſmuch 3

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refuſed utteriy,'and pe accompanied per unto the Tent ot per 

Father, and pelpt per down off her Dozſe, and took from her one 

of her Gloves, which ſbe held in her hand, and be ſuffered him 

ſweetly. Calchas received her with great jop, and when they 

_ in Pzivity between them both, Briſcyda ſaid to ber Father 
e woꝛds. 

, ba, my Father, how is thy wit failed that were wont to 
be fo wiſe, and the moſt honoured and beloved in the City of 
Troy, and governedſt all that was within, and hadſt ſo many 
riches and poſſeſſions , and now haſt been Traitoz, thou that 
oughteſt to have kept thy riches, and defended thy countro unto 
death? Pow ſhall this turn to thy ſhame? Surely thou ſpalt 
never get ſo much honour, as thou baſt gotten repzoach : and 
thou ſhalt not only be blamed in thy life, but alſo ill ſpoken 
ok after thy death, and be damned in Hell. And me ſ&@meth pet, 
it had been better to have dwelled out from the people upon ſome 
Ille of the Sea, than to dwell herein this diſbonour , thinkeſt 
thou that the Greeks hold thee foz true and faithful, thou art o: 

enly falſe and untrue to thy people? ſurely it was not onely 
He God Apollo,that thus abuſed ther, it was a company of De: 
vils : as ſpe thus ſpake to her Father, ſpe wept grievouſfly foz the 
diſpleaſure that ſbe conceived. 
„ba, my daughter, ſaid Calchas , thinkeſt thou it is a fit 


noble 
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noble City of Troy, and the love of noble Troylus. ® how ſon 
is the purpoſe ofa woman changed: Surely, ſooner than any man 
can ſap oʒ think: Even now Briſcyda attuſed her Father of Trea- 
fan, which ſbe her ſelf exerciſeth in fozgetting of her Country, 
and true friend Troylus. 


CH AF. XVI. 

How the Greeks and Trojans began the ſixth Battel, that dured 
thirty dayes, in which were many Kings and Princes ſlain 
on both ſides, and how Dyomedes ſmote down Troylus off his 
horſe, and ſent it to Brifezda his Love, that received it glad- 
ly. 

Fter the thaw Months Truce was expired, the Trojans 

v20vided foz Battel. And when Hector had ozdefed all 

his battels, be iſſued out firſt, and tok wich him fifren thouſand, 
and Troylus followed him with ten thouſand Anigpts: after 
bim came Paris with thꝛe thoufand god Archers, and well Yoz- 
ſed. After came Deiphcbus with thze thouſand : after yim 

Encas, and all the other in ozder, there were this dap en the 

Trojans party, moze than an pundzed thouſand valiant fight- 

ing men. 
= the Greeks party, came firſt Menelaus with ſeven thou: 

ſand Anigbts, after bim Dyomedes with as many, and then A- 

chilles who lead eleven thouſand, then Ring Pampytus with a 

great multitude of Knights, and the other after, as they were 

appointed. The King Philes advanced bim firft , and Hector 
ran againſt him ſo ſtrongly, tbat be ſlew bim with bis Spear. 

Then there aroſe a great cry foz bis death among the Greeks, 

and the laughter began ſo great, that it was an hozrible fight to 

ſ&, as well ofthe one Gde, as of the other, King Pam- 

pytus ſlew many Trojans, foz to revenge the death of bis 

Uncle, and aſſailed Hector, but Hector gave him a ſtroke that 

be flew bim, and to revenge dis death, the Grecks ſiew many 

of the Trojans. Achilles flew many RMoble-men, among whom 
be flew Duke Byraon, and Euforbe hat was @ great Roble⸗ 
man. Hector was this day ſoze burt inthe face, and knew not 
who bad done it, therefoze the Trojans recopled to the Walls.

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Wyen Hector apparently ſaw upon the walls, Auen Hecub; 
his Pother, and his Siſters, be was aſbamed, and furiouſly ac: 


ſailed King Menon, Couzen of Achilles, and gave bim ſo many 


firokes with þis Swozd upon his Helm, that be flew him in the 
fight of Achilles, that was mad for anger, and tok a ſtreng ſpear 
and ran againſt Hector, and brake his Spear upon him, but ye 
could not remove bim: and Hector gave bim a ſt roke that pe 
made him tumble under his Yozſe, and ſaid to him Achilles, A. 
chilles thou contendeſt to appzoach me, but know, thou appzen: 
cheſt thy death. And as Achilles would have anſvered te He- 
ctor, Troylus came between them with a great number of Res. 
And there were ſlain moze than five hundzed Rnigbts of the 
Greeks, and they put them back by fozce. Then Menelaus came 
to thè reſcue with tha thouſand fighting men. 

And on the Trojans fide came Bing Ademon, that juſted a: 
gainſt Menelaus, and hurt him in the face: and he and Troy. 
lus took him, and had lead him away, if Dyomedes had not come 
the ſooner, with a great compaup of Knights, and fought vali: 
antly with Troylus at his coming, and ſmote him down, and 
took his Yozſe and ſent it to Briſeyda, and did cauſe to ſap to 
ber by bis Servant, tyat it was Troylus his Dozſe, her Love: 
and that he had conquered him by his pꝛoweſſe, and p2zaped her 
from thencefozth,that fþe would hold him foz her love. 

Briſcyda had great Joy of theſe tydings, and ſaid to the Ser: 
vant, that be ſhould ſay unto his Lozd, ſbe might not hate him, 
that with ſo geod a heart loved her. When Dye medes knew 
the anſwer, he was joyful, and thzuſt in among bis Enemies; 
but the Trojans made the Grecks go back, and recople unte 
their Tents, and bad flain them all, if King Agamemnon had 
not ſuctourtd them with great ſtrength. Then began the bat: 
tel moztal , and the Greeks recovered the Field, and put the 
Trojans back to their Ditches. Then came Polidamas to the 
reſcue, with a great number of valiant Bnights, and did godly 
exploits of warre, Dyomedes addzeſſed him to him, but be was 
beaten ofyis Yozſe, by Polidamas, who took the Pozſe, and de- 
livered it to Troylus, that fought on feat, and be pꝛeſently mour- 
ted thereupon. | " 
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Then came Achilles againſt Troylus, whom Troylus recei- 
ved gladly, and beat down Achilles, which remounted ligbtlz, 
and aſſailed Troylus, with bis Swozd, Troylus defended him va: 
liantly. Then came on Hector, who bad at ryrs time ſlain moze 
than a thouſand Unights : but the Greeks defended Achilles, 
and were ſo ſoze oppzeſſed, that they could hardly defend bim a+ 
ny longer, he had ben flain oz taken, if Bing Thelamon and the 
Duke of Athens had not ſuccoured him. They ſet him again on 
his Pozſe, rþen the night came on, that parted them. They 
fought thus thirty daies continually, to the great damage of 
both parties: and there were ſlain fir of the Baſtard Sons of 
King Priamus, and Hector was hurt in the face, therefoze King 
Priamus demanded truce of the Grecks fox fix months; and 
they accozded to him. 


CHAP. XVII. 

How the Greeks and Trojans began the ſeventh battel, that du- 
red twelve Daies, md after began the eighth battel, where- 
in Hedior was ſlain by Achilles, and they were driven back 
into their City by force to their great damage. 


Uring tbe fix months Truce, Hector ſought to be healed of 
bis wounds, and played in the noble Hall of Tlion, (as the 
Diſtozy ſaith) the beautifulleſt Palace in the wozid. During 
the Truce, King Priamus buried his fix baſtard Sons, each in 
an honourable Sepulture. Among all other things, Dyomedcs - 
ſuffered great grief, foz the love cf Rriſcyda and could not reſt 
fo2 thinking on her, and many times requeſted her lobe, but ſhe 
anſwered him wittily till giving him hope without certainty : 
by which Dyomedes was moze engamed. When the fix mentbs 
were paſt, they began to fight foz toelve daits ſpace from 
mo2ning till night, there were many flain on both (bes. And 
there happened a great moztalitz in the Yoſt of the Grecks, by 
reaſon of the great beat: therefoze Agaremnon required truce 
which was acco2ded fo him. | 
Type night befoze the Truce was expired, Andromache the- 
Wife of Hector yad two fair Sons by him, whereof the one 
Wan 
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was named Laomedon , the other Aſtroma tes, this Androma- 
che ſaw that night a marvaiious vifion, and it ſæmed to per 
that ik Hector went the day following to the battel, be ſþouid 
bee ſlain. And ſþx pad great fear and dzeadof her Husband, 
mournfully requefting him, that be would not go to the batte] 
that dap: whereof Hector blamed his wife, ſaying, that the 
ſhould not beleeve noz give faith to dzeams. The next mozning 
Andromache went to King Priamus, and the Queen, and told 
them the Uerity of her Uiſion : and pꝛaping them, that they 
would do ſo much at per requeſt, as to diffwade Hector, ye 
ſhould not inany wiſe that day go to the battel. 

It happened, that day was fair, and the Trojans armed them, 
and Troilus iſſued firſt into the battel, after him Encas, after 
Paris, Deiphebus, Polidamas, and Bing Sarpedon, Ring Epi- 
fropus, King Croys, and Ring Philomenus, and after all, rhe 
P2inces that were come in ayd of the Trojans, each man in god 
ozder. King Priamus ſent to Hector, that he kep him that dap 
from going to battel. Whyerefoze Hector was angry, and re: 
p2oached his Wife, as he that knew well, that this commande 
ment came by her. Rotwithſtanding, he armed bim: and when 
Andromache ſaw him armed, che took her little Childzen, and 
fell down at the fet of ber Yusband, and humbly pꝛaped him 
that he would unarme him: but he would not do it. Then ſha 
ſaid, if not foz my ſake, yet have pitty on pour little Childzen, 
that J and they dye not a bitter death, oz that we be not lead 
into bondage into ſtrange Countreys. 

Then came Mugen Hecuba, and Mugen Helen, and the St: 
fiers of Hector, and they all at once þumbly entreated him 
with tears in their epes, to unarme bim, and come with them 
into the Hall: but he would not do it foz their pꝛapers, but de: 
cended from the Palace thus armed as be was, and twk his 
Yozſe, and would have gone to battel. But at the requeſt of 
Andromache, Ring Priamus came running, and tok bim by 
tbe bzidle and ſaid to him ſo much, that be made him return 
but in no wiſe be would be perſwaded to una rme him. 

Among all theſe things, the battel was moztal on both 
Mes. Dyomedes and Troylus Juſted together , and had _ 
eac 


ot theBaſtards of Ring Priamus, / 
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each other, if Menelaus had not parted them. Then Bing Mi- 
leres of Frigia beat Menclaus, and had taken bim, when Encas 
came, pe would have flain him, but Dyomedes delivered him, 
and nem many Trojans, ot oO I, 
'Tyen came Bing Thelamon with th2# thouſand, and Jyftfd 
again Polidamas, and wnþozſed him. Buf*Troylus ſuccoured 
bim, and made him remount bis Pozſe: after came Paris and 
Achilles on the other five, that (mote among the Trojans by ſa 
great fozce, with the help of his people, that be pat them to tiight 
unto the Ci te, in this chaſe Achilles flew Margareton, one 


1 Hector knew that Achilles had flain Margareton, be 


«t ſozraw, and did lace on bis Helme, and went to the 
battel that Vis Father knew not of, in bis coming bee ſlew two 
noble Greek Dukes, and Duke Corriphus , and Duke Baſtidus, 
and pe tyzuſt into Grecks, and fiew-as many as pe could 
reach, that che fied befoze him, and there was none ſo 
hardy that durſt abide bis ftrokes: thus the Trojans returned 
and flew the Greeks on all des.

Wyen Achilles ſaw that Hector flew thus the Nobles of 
Greece, and many other, that it was maryet to behold, bee 
thought if Hector wece not Fain, the Greeks ſhould never have 
victory. Fozaſmuch as be had ſlam many Rings and ÞP2Inces, 
he ran upon him. marvailouſly, and a noble of Greece 
with bim, named Policeus, that was come foz the love of A- 
ch Iles, the which bad faithfully pꝛomiſed to give him bis &- 
ſicr in marriage. But Hector Kew the lame Dyke in the fat 
of Achilles. Then Achilles thinking to revenge the death ot Pa- 
liceus, aMajled: Hector furiouſly : but Hector caſt to bim a dart 
fiercely, and made a wound in vis thigh : Then Achilles iſſued 
out of the battel: and did bind up his wound, and tek a great 
Spear ot purpoſe to lay Hector, if he might met him. Amon. 
all theſe things, Hector had taken a Noble Baron of Greece, 
tpat was richly aged, and 1 bim out of the Hoſt at h. 
rat. 
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eaſe, be caſt his ſþield behind him, andleftviobzeft untobered 
and as be was departing, minding not Achilles ve came pzivily 
unto him, and thzuft bis Spear in his body; and Hector tell dead 
to the ground, Bing Menon law Hector dead he aſſuiled 
Achilles by great e, and beat him to the ground, and hurt him 
grie6ouſly, but his men carried him into his tent uponhis ſhield. 
Then foz the death of Hector, were all the Trojaus diſcomfitred,

\ 1 Dw Hector being dead, aud bis body bozninto the City, 
there is no tongue can erpzedſe the fozrow that was made 

in the Cite, generally of men and women: there was none but 
bad rather have loſt his own ſon than bim: every ons ſaid, that 
from thencefozth they pad loft all their bope : thus theo demean- 
ed long their extream grief. Tye nobleſt Kings and Princes 
carried the body unto the Palace of Illion. When King Pria- 
mus ſaw him, pe fell down in a wound upon the body, that 
they were conſtrained to take him away by fozce. There all 
bis Bzethzen made great lamentations. What might men ſay 
of the ſozrow the Queen his Pother made, and afterwards his 
Siſter :'D what ſoarow made big Wife ? There can no man 
erpzefſe their ſeveral griefs. And fozaſmuch as the body might 
nyt long endure without cozruption, King Priamus took councel 
of wiſe s, how they might kp the badp of Hector with: 
out ture: then be did cauſe to be made by their advice 
and councel a rich ſepulture upon four pillars of gold, lift upon 
high, upon pe which was made a rich Tabernacle of gold and 
precious ſtones : and on the four cozners of the Tabernacle, 
were four Jmages ofgold , like Angels : and above the Ta- 
bernacle, there was @ wonderful great Image of Gold, that 
was made after the ſemblance of Hector, and had the viſage to: 
wards 
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wards the Greeks, and held # nakedſwozd, with which be me- 
naced them: there was inthe middeſt of the Tabernacle a place 
vopd, where the Paſters ſate, and put the bod of Hector, fleſh, 
and bones, clad in his robes, and ſtwd up in Ha feet, and might 
endure a long time in this wiſe without cozxtiption, by a certain 
device that the maſters had ſet on the head of HeRot : to wit, 
a Meſſel that pad a pole in the bottom, full of fine baltfie, that 
diſtilied and dꝛopped into his yead, and ſpzead down into all the 
parts of yis body, as well within as w und they often fil- 
led the Teſſel with balme. Thus the body did not impair foz 
the great vertue of this balme. 8 

And all the people that befired to ſ& Hectot, ſaw him as per- 
kealp as if be lived. To this ſepul ture, the fame Paſters made 
a Lamp of fine gold, burning continually without going out, 
and afterward, they made a cloſure, that no man ſhould ap- 
pzoach unto this Tabernacle without” licence. Jn this Tem- 
ple King Priamus o2dained great plenty of Þzieffs to pzay un- 
to the Gods without ceafing, foz his Soy Hector, and gave to 


them good rents.

Wat be rhought in the 
night, ve put in execution, and ſent a Meſſenger unto the Muren 
ts require ber Daughter , and bee related to her all that bis 
Aud commanded vim. When the Auen underſtwd the Mel 
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ſengec, ſþe anſwered him diſcreetly : and although he hated A-

Carly the next mozning, the Trojans iſſued out in geod ozder, 
and the Greeks came againft them. Then began the battel to be 
moztal, there was great ſlaughter on both ſides : bur it rained 
ſo that, day, fyat the Greeks withdzew them to their Tents, and 

the Trojans followed them: but the rain was ſo great, that they 
Akt the battel, and returned to the City. The next dap they be- 
gan to fight, and flew that day many Barrons of the Grecks, and 
* fought till evening: ſo they centinued ſeven daies, where was 
great ſlaughter on both ſides, fozaſmuch as the Greeks could not 
ſuffer the ſtench of the dead bodies, theo demanded Truce foz two 
' months, which was granted by King Priamus. 
During this Truce, K.'Agametanon ſent Duke Neſtor, Uliſ- 
ſes, and. Dyomedes, foſpeak to Achilles, to requeſt yim to come 
to the Poſt, and defend them againſt the Trojans. When they 
were come, be received them with great joy. And then Uliſſs 
aid unto bim: Sir Achilles, was it not by pour agræment, and 
Aldo ours, that this Poſt left their Country?

N Dw when the Truce of two months was pal, they began fo 
1 V fight in battel ſþarpely. There Troylus did revenge the 
death of his Bzother. Dares ſaith, be flew that dap a thouſand 
Knights, ſo the Grecks fled : the dap following began the four⸗ 
tenth battel. There Dyomedes fiew manp Trojans, and ay: 
dzefſed him againft Troylus, who ſmote him to the ground; and 
deply weunded him, repzoaching him with the love of Briſcyda. 
The Greeks with great firength tak Dyomedcs up, and bare 
him upon his Shield to his Tent. Mcnelaus ſæing Dyomedes 
wounded, addzeſſed himſelfagainſt Troylus. Troylus having his 
Spear whole, (mote him to the earth ſoze hurt, and was carry: 
ed fo his Tent on bis Spield. Then Agamemnon tpzuſt in: 
mongſt the hoy 1 and ſlew many, but Troylus came againft 
bim and ſmote him off his Hoꝛſe: but he was quickly remount: 
ed by the help of bis men. | 

Thus ended the battel that day, and Agamemnon required 
Aruce foz fix 1 , Ring Priamus agred tperete.

Polydamas and Uliſſes fought together 
a great while. Meneſtcus overthzew Encas in Juftirig. Bing 
Philomenus beat: Agamemuon, and had ſozely wounded bim, if 
Thelamanbad not come, who ſmore Philomenus ts the ground. 
Architogus Son ot Duke Neſtor; aſſailed une of the baſtards 
of King Priamis named Brum, and flew bim. Whereat the Tro- 
Jans had great ſozrow, above all other Troylus was angry, who 
th2uſting in among the Grecks, had put them to flight, if the 
Myrmidoms pad not ſtrongly refifted him. ke 
Therefoze Troy las ſmote in among them, and flew many, that 
be made the Greeks to retyre into their Tents, and aligbting on 
foor, entred into their Tents, and flew them on all ſides? there 
was ſo great a cry, that the ſound came to Achilles, who reſted 
in bis Tent, and he demanded of one of his Servants, what it 
was, he (aid ta him: thatthe Trojans had vanquiſhed the Greeks, 
and flew them, within their Tents, which were no mozeable to

Achilles during the fx months Truce, bealed the wounds that 
Troylus gave bim, and purpoſed to be revenged on him.

. tpeſe things, the ninerenth vattel began with great ſlaughter, 


and befoze Achilles aſſembled his Myrmidons, and defired them 
onely to incloſe Troylus, and kep him-tiff ye came, who would 
not be far from them. They pꝛomiſed him to do ſo. Then bee 
th2onged into the battef. And on the other fide came Troylus, 
who flew many of the Grecks, that about mid-day he put them 
to flight : then the Myrmidons (being two thouſand fighting 
men, and remembzing their Lozds command) thzuft in among 
tve Trojans and recovered the field. And they held together, and 
ſought no man but Troylus,ſo they found him, who fought va. 
liantly, and was incloſed on all parts, but he flew and wounded 
maay. And being alone among them, they ſlew bis Pozſe, and 
burt bim in many places, plucking off his Helmet, pet be detend 
ed bim the beſt he could. Mühen Achilles ſaw Troylus unarmed, 
he ran upon him furieufly, and ſmote off his head, and took the 
body, and bound it to his Pozſes tail, and dzew it after him 
tbzougbout the Yoſt. D what Uillany was it to the Son of a 
noble King, that was ſo valiant. Jfany nobleneſſe had been in 
Achilles, ve would not have done it. | 

Wyen Paris knew that Achilles had villainoufly flain Troy- 
lus, he had great ſozrow, ſo had Encasand Polidamas, and the» 
laboured to recover his body, but the Greeks retiſted them, that 
they could not. Alſo King Menon was griened foz the death of 
Troylus, that be affailed Achilles, and ſaid unto him: Ujſlain, 
what cruelty hath moved thee to bind to thy hozſes tail, the ſon 
of ſo noble a Pzince as Ring as Then be ran and fmtte 
| biin 
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him with his Spear on the baeaſt, that he gave wound, and 
after gave him ſo many ſirokes,that he beat theground, 
then was the bodp of Troylus recovered. The Myrmidons re- 
mounted again Achilles, and as ſwnaghis firength-came to him, 
pe returned into the battel, and encountred Ring Menog, who 
defended pimſelf valiantly, and wounded Achilles in many pla: 
tes: but there came ſo many on both fides,:that they parted: then 
the nigbt app2oached, which cauſed the battel to ceaſe,and the? 
fought thus foz the ſpace of ſeven dates, 

The ſeventh day, when Achilles was healed of his wounds, de: 
firing to revenge him of King Menon, he ſaid to his folk, if they 
might encounter him, they {þould eneloſe him as they did Troy- 
lus. Then began the battel, Achilles and Menon fought toge- 
ther, and beat down each other on fot. When the Myrmidons 
encloſed him, and teak him by fozce, who had no man to fuccout 
him. Then Achilles ſing King Menon in this danger, ran 
upon him, and flew bim: but Menongape him many wounds be 
foze, whereof he lay long after. Among thefe things, Menelaus 
and Meneſicus with a great company of Rings, Wzinces, and ma: 
ny Fighting men, thault into the thzong, and put many Trojans 
to flight, which entred into their City, with dolng great miſchief, 


fozaſmuch as the Greeks chaſed them ſo nigh, that they flew and 


bart many of them. 


CHAP. XXIII. 
How Paris by the perſwaſion of H cuba his mother, flew Achille 
and the Son of Duke Neſtor, in the Temple of Apollo, und how 
Paris and Ajax ſtew cach other in battell. 


Fes the death of Troylus, King Priamus and his Wife and 
Childꝛen, and all the Cityzens made great lamentation: that 
ſing they had loft Hector, Deiphebus, and Troylus, then bad 
no moze pope of their lives. Then Ring Priamus demandgd 
Truce and it was agreed to bythe Greeks: during which time, 
i buried the bodies of Troylus and Ring Mcnon honaurably. 

Nuten might not be appeaſed foz the death of her Childzen, 


and thought of many wayes, how we might be revenged — . 
chilles, 
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chilles, that vad tus lain ber Bone Then the talled Paris, and 
weepitig, laid to him ſrcrefly' there words! Dear Son, theu 
knoweft how this Trattoz Achilles hath flain thy Bzethzen, the 
ſolace ot my life. And becauſe he hath ſlain by treaſon; 4 
think it jus reward that he ſhould fall in the-ſrme manner, and 
I will tell we pow it ſhall be dene. The unjappp man yaty 
manp times reuured mi to babe Polixena fo> his Wife, and 
J have given to bim good hope thereof. Fþave purpoſed to ſend 
fo him the keperof my ſignet, to bid him meet mee in the Tem- 
ple of Apollo, and J denre the Son, to lye there in wait with 
© company of Uniglits, and when be ſball enter therein, ve may 
run upon þim and ſlay bim, and de ſure he eſcape not with life. 
Paris made anſu er that he would do this thing, as ſbe had deviſ- 
ed, thereupon pe affembled twenty Unigbts, in whom be put 
much confidence, and went fozth into the Temple of Apollo. 

As ſon as Achilles heard the Peſſenger, that came from 
Mun Hecuba, the Fool being evil councetied, took with bim 
the Son of Duk# Neſtor, and they went both to the Temple, and 
an ſwn as the were come; Paris and his Knights ran upon him, 
Paris caſt at him thze Darts, wherewith be hurt him ſoze, A- 
chilles daew his S having no other zrmo2, and wzappey 
bis arme with bis nfantle, and ſmote, and ſietw ſeven of them. 
But in the end, Achilogus Son of Duke Neſtor, and Achill 
wert both ſlain within the Temple: Paris tommanded his bid] 
ſbould becaft-unto the bounds, but at the requeſt of Helenus, they 
were put ina place befoze the Temple, to be kept. And the 
Trojans had great jop, and ſaid they had no care ofthe Greeks, 
ben — knew he ſent unto Ring Priamus, foz th 
have the bodies to bury them. Then Ring Primus made them 
tu ur delivered, and fpeß were bozn vote n to their Xenrs ; then 
aroſe a great” ſo2row among the Grecks, and fand, they vnd ot 
all.

body, whertat Mugen Penthaſilea fell dead to the ground! and 
Pyrrhus that was not pet ſatisfied, ſmote the bod ;, and cut it 
in two pieces: with the greateffufion of blood, that ran from bis 
wound he fell down as dead among his people, and they tk him 
up and laid him upon bis Svie!d, and carried him to his Tent. 
Lhen the Waidens of Penthatilca, to revenge the death of their 
Queen, ſmote amongſt the Myrmidons, and flew'miny'of them : 
but it could not much pzofit the Trojans, as they that were but 
a few-againſt a great multitude of Greeks. There were lam by 
the Trojans that dap in the battel, moze than ten thouſand, and 
withdzew themſelves into the City, foz tbeir own ſafegard, and 
wut faſt their Gates, and had no moze intention to iſſue out in 
battel againſt their enemies. 


v1 | CHAP. XXV. 

Mow Ambensr and Eneas conſulted together to deliver the City 
unto the Greeks by Treaſon, and did it under colbur of peace: 
and how King Priamus withſtood them, with ſome of his Baſ- 

1 tards, by great and rude words. 


'] Dw the Ttojans bad great ſozrow, when they ſaw fhep.bad 
: 1. N no moꝛe hope to have any ſuecours from any place, and they 
endeavoured nothing, but to keep their City, and to furniſh them 
well with «victuals ; fog they feared not any affault. Among 
16 tdefx 
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theſe things, the Greeks would have caft to the doꝝs the body of 
Penthaſilea, fozaſmuch as the had ſlain ſa many Mable wen of 
Greece, but Pyrrhus would not foz the honour of nobleneſſt: &- 
nally, they concluded, that they would caſt it in a pond that was 
nigh the City. Anchyſcs with vis Son Polidamas, went to coun- 
cel, to adviſe thent, how they might have their lives ſaved a- 
gainſt the Greeks, and their gods, and rather than fail hey would 
betray tbe City. 

Then theo concluded to ſpeake unto Ring Priamus and give 
bim councel ts take a peace with the Greeks in reftozing of Nu, 
Helen to her Pusband, and the damage that Paris did in the Ade 
of Citharis. p, if the Ring Priamus had ben ſo happy te have 
done this, and have pleaſed the Greeks at the beginning, pe had 
ſaved his own life, his Wives, and Childzen, City, and Citizens, 
and eſchewed all thoſe miſchiefs that befel them afterwards, 
Therefoze men ſay in a p2zoverb, that peacs ſon taken is god, 
foz it is a hard thing to appeaſe ſuch damages to him that bath 
advantage of the war. Foz with great pain would the Greeks 
babe bien content with theſe offers, fozaſmiich as they bad ſuf- 
fered as many damages befoze Troy, foz it ſeemed they were at 
the point to deſtroy the City, and all the Inhabitants. But theſe 
afoze-named Traitozs ſpake, but to the end that under colour of 
peace, they might. betray the City: if otherwiſe they might not 
ſave their lives. | 

Then they went befoze Ring Priamus and Amphimacus (ons 
of bis Baſtard Sons) and ſpake befoze many Noble men of the 
Citz : and as Ring Priamus heard them ſpeak of purchafing peace 
with the Greeks, he thought they ſpake this thing by great fury, 
and began to laugh : ſaying, that be would beadviſed firſt : then. 
they ſpake unto bim in this manner: if thou wilt bear our comm: 
cel uoon this thing, it it pleaſe thee not, uſe the counce! of others, 
The Ring ſaid he would here their councel, and would do what 
feemed gd. 

Then-ſpake Anchenor, ſaving : Bing, you may well di ſſemble, 
but that you and pours be compaſfed with your enemies, who be 
vere by your City deſiring pour deſtruction, and ye map not ifftie 
ent: there are moze than = Rings deſite nothing but to de⸗ 
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trop this City, and and all tpat dwell therein: ye may no 
tongtr cru them, neither dare pt any moꝛe fer open pour gates, 
and thus ta let us be incloſedherem. We ought of two evils to 
cpuſe the leit: therefoze fo2 to have peace with the Greeks, if pe 
fem god, we will render Helen to Menclaus her husband, fmce 
that Paris is dead: and alſo reffoze the damages that Paris did to 
them in Greece, rather than we will be put to death, &c. 

At theſe wozds aroſe up Amphimacus, one of the Baſtard 
Sons of Bing Priamus, and repzoved eagerly the wozds of Au- 
thenor, and ſaid to him: What truſt may my Load and Father, 
and we have in the, fince thou oughteft to have god will unto 
him, and to this City, and we ſe thee thus Kecreant thou ougptett 
to live and dye with us: and thou councelleſt us, to make peace 
with the Greeks, to our ſhame? Truly, befoze the Ring ſhall do 
this, there wall dye twenty thouſand men: the thing that thou 
counceileſt the King, cometh of Treaſon. 

Pany other wozds ſaid Amphimacus to Anthenor : and E- 
neas began to interrupt him, ſaying : pe know well that from 
beneefozth we may not go to battel againſt the Greeks, and we 
dare no mo280penour Gates, wherefoze it beboverh us to finde 
means to have peace with them. Then R. Priamus with great 
ire ſaid to Anthenor and Encas : have pre not ſhame in pour 
ſelves to ſpeak to me ? Ye make me dye with ſozrow; Foz all 
that J bave done bitþerto, J bape done it by your councel. An- 
thenor, at thy return from Greece, whither J ſent the to re: 
quire mp Sifter, councelledſt thou not me, that I ſbould ſend Pa- 
ris into Greece, to endamage the Greeks?- and J had never tak: 
en upon mee to habe moved warre againſt them, had not thy falſe 
councel ben, which moved me to ſend thither. And thou Encas, 
alas when J ſent the with Paris into Greece,.waſt not thou 
p2incipal of the Councel that Paris ſhould ravifh Helen, and 
bzing her into this Kealm, and thou helpedft thereto with thy 
perſon? Af thou wouldeſt have been but contrary thereto Helen 
bad never ſ&n the walls of Troy. And now after this they yave 
floin all mp Cpildzen, and done mee ſo much hurt, now pe coun: 
cel me(againſt honour.) to make peace with the Greeks? Sure- 
ty, your councel finiſþeth my life with great ſozrow and diſþo- 
nour. At 
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At theſe woꝛds was Encas excebing waoth, and anfwered tbe 
King Garpely, and ye and Authenor departed fram te Ring e- 
vil content. Wven wer were gone, the King began to w p, as 
pe wat vzeaded they would deliver the City inta the hands of the 
Greeks, which would flap him. Tyen he thought thathe would 
make them dye ürtt, and called to him Amphymacus, and ſaid 
unto him: dear Son, J am thy Father, wer ought. to ſupport 
each other, unto the death. J know certainly, that Anthenor 
and Eneas intend to flap us by the Grecks, and deliver to them 
this City: tþerefoze it ould not be ill to make them fail into 
the pit that they have made ready, befoze they do ſuch evil, and 
J will tell che in what manner. To mozrowat even they will 
come to take councel, then thou ſhalt be amhuſben here within, 
and thou walt pate with ye god Rnights, and when they ber 
come in, thou ſhalt run upon them and flap them. Amphimacus 
made anſwer, and ſaid, he would do ſo with a god will, albeit 
there were no mozeaffembled at this countell but the Ring and 
bis Son : pet ryereis nothing ſo ſecret;but other while is known. 
Eneas knew the truth of this thing, aud it was not Known by 
whom he knew it : anon þe and Anthenor and ſome other of their 
complices : ſpake concerning the Treaſon ofthe City, and they 
ſwoze each to other: then they ſapd. it chepwentany maze to cozm- 
cel ts the Ring, they would go with a great company of men ot 
Arms: foz Eneas was ofthe moſt noble of Troy, and moſt rich 
next to the Ring, and Anthenor was alſo rich, and had great 
friends in the City; and their treaſon was this, that they would 
deliver the City unto their enemies: ſo as whep and all theirLi- 
neage ſbauld have their lines and geobs ſaved, thereof they tam 
god ſurety of the Greeks. l emi} v3.7 9 

Among theſe things Ring Priamus ſent foz Anthenor and E- 
neas to councel, to perfozm the thing be vad pzomiſed, bur they 
came with a great company vf men of Arms : therefoze the R. 
ſent to Amphymacus that pe fhoutd. be u bis enterpatze. 
The day following, the Ring ſent tf all che Trojaus to ctun · 
fel, and when then were afſimblbbabefd2e! bim, Encas ftcod ws, 
and willed them do make peacewith the Greeks : ü hema! 
the other agreed ſave the __ then Eacas fſatd to bim, Sir 

2 RVing, 
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Ring, wherefoze doeſt not thou conſent with the other, foz whe- 
wer thou wilt oz not, we will treat fag peace, and will make it 
in diſpight of thee. When we Ring ſaw, that bis contradiction 
could not avail, be. had rather conſent with the other, than be 
the cauſe of his deſtruction and ſaid to Encas, let it be done that 
it may be moſt expedient to the peace. Then by the councel ot 
them all, Anthenor was choſen to go to the Greeks, to treat foz 
pace: wwe Trojaus tok bzanches of palm in gu of peace, and 
went upon the walls of the City, and ſbewed the ügn to rhe 
Grecks, which ſherred well that they would encline to peace, 
Then was Authenar. let down from the walls, and bzought be: 
foze Agamemnon. Agamemnon commiled all the wozk to the 
Ring ot Creet, Dyomedes, 'and Uliſes, that whatſoever theſe 
we Pzinces ſhould decree with Anthenor, all the Poſt pzomi: 
led to accompliſþ. 

When thes were aſſembled, Anthenor repleniſhed with furs 
p0milſed to deliver the City by treaſon, to do with it their will 
and pleaſure; ſo they would la be him, Encas, and all their Wa: 

and all them that be would chule, that Encas ſpould 
bave all his poſſesſions without any loſſe. Theſe th2ee Kings 
ſwoze to perfozm it: then ſaid one to the other, this muſt be 
kept ſecret till it be bzought about: and to kæp this treaſon moze 
ſecret, Anthenor deſired the Greeks, to let King Caſſilius ananci: 
ent man, go with bim to Troy, to the intent, he might be the bet- 
ter beleved :and Anthenor demanded. the body of Penthaſilea, 
and it was delivered to him. 

After theſe things Anthenor and King Caſlilius entred the 
City, und made their. caming known to the Ring. Sn the moz- 
row King Priamus aſſembled All the Trojans, to bear the ans 
ſwer-of Anthenbr, who ſaid to the Bing otherwiſe than it was, 
uſing good wozds to cover his treaſon. e ſpake long of the puiſ- 
fance of the Greeks, and of their truth in their pꝛomiſes, and 
bow they had holden_the Truce that they made; lying befo2e the 
City, and pad been faithfully governed, without bzeaking of 
them: after ſpake of the: fe&bleneſſe ot the Trojans, and of the 
dangers they were in, then concluded that ic were pzofitable to 
(ok pense, and that thep were come thereto : and ſaid, — 

cou 
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could not be unleſſe thep gabe a quantity ofgoid and filver unto 
the Greeks, to reſtore to them the great damages, that they had 
in the war. Akter theo adviſed the Ringand the other to implop 
tyemſelves in this thing. Fozaſmuch (ſaid Anthenoy) as J can- 
not know all their will at this time, A would bave ye let Encas' 
go with mee unto them to know moze, to the end, that they be- 
ive us the better. Gere man allowed: the wozds of Anthe- 
nor: and ſo went he and Encas to the Greeks, and the King Cal- 
ſilius with tyem. 5 f bid. 4 
When the counſel was ſini ſped, King Priamus entred info 
pis Cha mber and began to weep grievouſly as be that perceived 
well the treaſon, and complained ſoze of the death of his Sons, 
and. that woꝛſe, ye muſt buy vis peace of them that had done him 
all this hurt, and give them all the treaſure he had in long time 
gathered together, and become pwz in his old dates, and yet not 
ſure of his life, but muſt needs do the will of them that betray 
bim. Vn the other fide when Helen knew Anthenor ſpould go 
to the Greeks, (be pzayed him that ye would make her peace with 
Menelaus her Hus band, and that ve would take pit» on her: and 
be pzomiſed her, tyat he would di to his power. 8 
Myen Eneas and Anthenor were come into the Poſt-of the 
Greeks, thep treated of their Treaſon, with the thze Kings : 
and there they made peace foꝛ Helen, and tok god ſurety. After 
their communication, the Greeks ozdained that Dyomedes and 
Uliſſes, ſhould go with them. There was great jop when tbe⸗ 
-ard of their coming into their City, thinking the Trojans had 
peace they ſo much deſired. Dn the mozrow by the com: 
mandement of King Priamus, all the Trojans were aſſembled at 
bis Palace, then ſpake Uliſſes, ſaping unto them, that the Grecks 
demanded two things, to wit, reſtitution of the damages, alſo 
they required that Amphymacus ſhould be baniſhed fo2 eber out 
of Troy, (this purchaſed Anthenor. foz Amphymacus, fozaſ- 
much as pe had contraryed him befoze.) S how great peril it is 
to ſpeak lightly in time of perturbation and ſedition. 
As they were all aſſemvled in Parliament they beard a mar⸗ 
vellous cry: at that Dyomedes and Uliſſes were in great fear, 
that the people would have ſlain them : then ths other ſaid the⸗ 
N 3 would. 
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would take theſe two Kings in the ſtead of Amphymacus, tc 
the intent, that he þould not be bani ſbed, yet there could no man 
know from whence this noyſe came, therefoze they departed,eve: 
ty man to his place. | | 
Anthenor dzew apart Dyomedes and vliſſes to ſpeak of their 
evil practices. Then ſaid vliſſes, why tarryeſt thou fo long, and 
delapeſt to do that thou haſt pzomiſed? Anchenor anſwered, the 
Gods do know, that Encas and Jintend no other thing, but to do 
what we habe pzomiſed to you, but there is a thing that hmdzeth 
us, end J will tell you what it is. Certainly when the King 
founded firſt the Palace ot Ilion, in this City, he eftabliſbed in 
the name of Pallas, a great Temple, and when it was all made 
reaby, ſaving the Tower, a marvellous thing deſcended from the 
Heavens, and ſtuck in the wall of the Temple within the great 
Altar, and it hath been there until this time, and none may bear 
it away, ſave they that keep it: the matter is of tree 02 of wood, 
but there is no man knoweth of what wood, noz how it is made: 
but the Goddeſſe Pallas, that ſent it thither, and gave to this 
thing a great vertue, that is, that as long as this thing ſpall 
be within the Temple, the Trojans cannot loſe their City, King, 
no2 Peirs, and this is the thing that voldeth the Trojans in ſe- 
curity. And this thing bath to name Palladium, fozaſmuch as 
the Goddeſſe Pallas bath ſent it. Then ſaid Dyomedes, if this 
thing be of ſuch vertue as thou ſpeakeft, we do but loſe our 1aboz. 
Then laid Anthenor, J babe but late ſpoken to the Pzieft 
that keepeth it, to the end that he may deliver it by ſtealth: a 
I bave (ure truſt that be will deliver it mee foz a great ſum 
of gold, that J have pꝛomiſed him: as ſonas J have it, J will 
ſend it out ot the City to pou: and then we fþall perfezm that 
which we have pꝛomiſed, and ere ye go hence, foz to cover our 
wozk, J will go unto Ring Priamus, and will tell him, that I 
bave ſpoke long to you, to know what quantity of gold you de- 
mand: and it was ſo effected,as Anthenor bad determined. 
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How the Traitour Anthenor bought of the Prieft the Palladium, 
and gave it to Viiſſes : and of the Horſe of Braſſe, that was by 
the Greeky brought to the Temple of Pallas being full of men of 
arms : and how the City of Troy was taken and burnt, and the 
King Priamus llain, &. 


Den Dyomedes and uliſſes were returned into their boſt, 
VV Fathers went unta King Priamus, and ſaid, that be 
ſhould aſſemble his folk to councel : foz to come to their ptace 
with the Grecks, they muſt needs pay twenty thouſand marks of 
gold and that in god weight, and as much of filver, alſo an hun⸗ 
dzed thouſand quarters of wheat: and this muſt be made read? 
within a certain time, then they will give ſurety to hold the peace 
without any fraud oz ſubtiltp. | | 

Then it was oꝛdained how this ſumme ſhaul d be lea voed : and 
whiles they were buſfie thereabouts, Anthenor went unto the 
P2ieſt that kept the Palladium, whoſe name was Thoant, and 
bare to him a great quantity of gold, there were they at councel. 
Anthenor ſaid to him, that he \þ2uld take this ſumme of gold, 
wher2with be ſpould be rich all his life, and that be ſþ2uld give 
to bim the Palladium, and that no man ſhould know thereof: foz 
J vave (ſaid be) as much dzead as thou, that any man ſhould 
know thereof. And 4 will ſend it to Uliſſes, and he ſpall bear the 
blame upon bim, and every man fþall ſay, that Uliſſes path ſtolne 
it, and we ſþ31l be both quit thereof. 

Thoant the Pieſt refiſted ſtrongly the words of Anthenor: 
but foz covetouſneſſe of the great ſumme of gold, he conſented 
be ould take the Palladium, and bear it away. Then Anthe- 
nor took it, and ſent it to Uliſſes the ſame night, and a frer th2 
vopce ran among the people, that Wlifſcsphis ſubtilty bad ſtaln 
away the Palladium aut of Troy. D what treaſon was this cf 
a Wieſt ? that loved better to betrag his Cits, than leave the 
gold that was given him? ſurely it is afoul vice ina Bieft the 
in of covetouſneſſe : but few have ben befoze this time, and few 
are pet, but they be attainted therewith, whereef it is great

pity, unte that avarice is the mother of all vices. 

Wpilft the Trojans gathered together their gold and filver, 
and bzought it into the Temple of Minerva, to keep untill the 
time that it was all collected, it pleaſed them to offer Sacrifice 
unto their God Apollo: and when they had ain many Beaſig 
foz their ſolemn Sacrifice, and put them upon the Altar, and ſet 
fire unto them koz to burn them, it happend there came two un 
expected marvels, | 

The firſt was, that the fire would not burn, foz they began to 
make their fire moze than ten times, and alwaies it quenched. 
The ſecond marvel was when they had appointed the intrailgof 
the Beaſts foz their ſacrifice, a great Eagle deſcended from the 
apze crying greatly, and took with his claws the entrails, and 
bare them into the ſhips of the Grecks. 
- Df theſe two things were the Trojans troubled, and ſaid, that 
the Gods was angry with them. Then demanded they of Caſ- 
ſandra, what theſs things ſignified ? She ſaid that the God A. 
pollo was wzoth with them, foz the effuſion of the blob of A- 
chilles where withall his Temple was defiled and violated: and 
pe mult go fetch fire at the Sepulture of Achilles, and light pour 
Sacrifice therewith, then it will quenchno moze : and they did 
ſo, and the Sacrifice burnt clear: Foz the ſecond miracle, the 
ſaid, foz certain, treaſon was made of the City, with the Greeks, 
ben the Greeks heard of theſe miracles, they demanded cf 
Calchas ener fignifie? be made anſwer, that the City 
would ſho2tlp be pielded up, 2 
Amongſt theſe things, Calchas and Criſis the Prieſt counſel: 
led the Greeks that they ſbould make a Yozſe of Pꝛaſſe, ſo great 
as might hold within it a thouſand Bnigbts: and they ſaid un 
to them, that it was the pleaſure of the Gods. This Pozſe was 
made by one whoſe name was Sinon, and be made it ſubtlelp, 
that no man could perceiveany entry oꝛ iſſue, but within it was 
eafie foz them that were incloſed,to i ſſue aut when they would. 
When the great Yozſe was fully made, and the thouſand 
Knights therein, by thecounſel of Criſis, they pꝛaped Ning Pri- 
amus, be would ſuffer this Poaſe to enter into the City, that it 
might be ſet in the Temple of Pallas, fozaſmuch as — 
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pad mode it in the honour ef Pallas, foz a how that they ma de 
foz reftitution of the Palladium, wpirp thex had cauſed to be ta 
ken out of the ame Temple „ 

Among thele things toe Pzinces within Troy, when they ſavs 
that the Bing had ſo ſpamekullp treated with the Gree ks, the 
went awap out of Troy, and tek their men with them, and N ing 
Philomenus lead, no moze but two hundzed and fifty men, and 
thzreſcoze Paidens of Amazones, that were left ofa thouſand 
that came thither with the Auen Penthaſilea, and carreed the be 
dy of ber with them, and travelled to their own Country. 

Typen came the day that the Greeks ſþould ſwear their peace 
fainedly upon the plain field upon the Sanctuaries. N. Priamus 
ifſued out of the Cite and his people, and ſwear each party to 
hold the peace firmly from thence fazth : and Dyomedes ſwoze 
firft to the Greeks : after, when they bad bzoken the peacs the? 
pad treated with Anthenor of that thing, theo concluded after, 
therekoze they maintained they were not kozſwozn bp that co- 
tour, as the pzoverb ſaith, Be that ſweareth bydeceit, by malice 
kozſweareth himſelf. After that Dyomedos ſiware,, likewiſe all 
the Kings and Pzinces of Greece, then Bing Priatnusand tbe 
Trojans ſwoze in god katth, as thep that knew nothing of the 
treaſon : after their oaths thus made, King Priamus delivered 
Helen to Megelaus her Pusband, and pzaped bim and other 
Kings and Þzinces of Greece, that they would do to ber no harm 
but pardon her, and they pzomiſed. him fainedly they wauld · 

Then p2ayed the Greeks, that they might (et the Poaſe at bꝛaſſt 
within the Temple. of Pallas, foz reſtitufion of the Palladium, 
wat the Goddefſe Pallas might be to them friendly, in their xe: 
turn. And as Ring Prizmus aglwered. not theretg, Eneag and Au- 
thenor (aid ta him, it (hauly be well done, and that it Vagly be 
an honour to the City.

Among: theſe tþmgs Bing mon et in tbe Temple of 
Mincrya, in keping Andromeda, the mutet Hector and Ca(- 
ſandra, and-ſet the Ci on fire in all places and hurat it ali ex 
cept onely the þouſes'ot the Traitozs. Mpen the City ot Troy 
was all burnt, King Agamemnon affembled: the moſt nobte of 
Greece in the Temple of Minerva: and when they were all af: 
ſembled, be required them two things ane was; that they ſbauld 
keep their pꝛomiſe with the Traitozs che other; wat they mould 
take good advice to part the pzep of the Citi. 7 ++ [1 
- The anſwpr of the Grecks was, that they would huld their 
faith with the Lrai tours, foz the firft point; and Taz the ſeccny, 
every man ſhould baing all 1 in common, and fhere part 
to each man after his deſert. Then Thelamon ſaid then ſhould 
burn Helen, fo whom ſo manywoztbÞ:Bings and irt bad 
dyed. And there was a great murmure beredport,» that:Aga- 
memnon, Vliſſez and MeneJaus, nd mich nde to be ber. Bait 
Vliſſes with his fair ſpeech, (aid to them ſo mich ot diuerg things, 
tbatthey wert tontent Helen vote ne hamm. Mheands- 
garnemnon did ſo much to al} che ther, that foz big reward, 
Caſſandra the Daughter of Ding Framus was deli heb unt 
him. Mpiſſt that the Greeks "x1 Jet their Parliament, there 


came 
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tame to them Enes and Anchenor, and advertifed them how 
Helen had alwap'blanied the Trojans of the enterpꝛize that tpe⸗ 
made againſt the Greeks and councelled them to put the body 
of Achilles in à Sepulture, which they would have given to the 
Bounds, and beſought them rþerefoze they would ſave ber life, 
andthe? acco2ded' to them. And then Andromeda and Helenus 
intrented koz the two Sons of Hector, which were faved, 
: Aftor'tyis uproar, theo oaaained, that all the — — that 
wert eſcaped from death, Huld go whither they would frely, oz 
dwell there ſtill, it it pleaſed them. And after theſe things done, 
rytp.purpoſed to depart frem Troy : bufa great Tempeſt began 
co.ariſe, that enduted a whole month befoae they Could go'to 
Sea. Then the. Greeks asked of Calchas the cauſe of this krou- 
bie; and he anſwered that wwe puiſances Infernal were not pet 
appeaſed foz the effuſion of the bicod of Achilles, that was ſhed 
inthe Temple ,'foz the love of Polixena: and to appeaſe the 
Gods, it behoveth to latriũce Polixena, foz whom Achilles dped. 
Typen Pyrchus aquired diligentiy whete Polixena was, that 
was cauſe ofhis'Fathers death? Agarrieminon demanded of An- 
thenor : which ſaid he knew not where ſþe was, whereofhe lyed 
not: pet foz to make an end of alf 'evits he enquired fo much 
that Polixcna! was keund in un ancient Tower, tben he went 
and dzew her out ub face, and. pzeſented her unto Ring Aga- 
memmon, which: ſent ver to Pyrrhus, he ſent her to the Sepul⸗ 
ture of Achilles to be Nain: and as theo led her, there was n; 
King noz Prince but had great fozrow, to ſe ſo fair a woman 
oft, without ftþe vad deſerbed it, and they vad delivered her, if 
Calchas vad not ſaid, the Tempeſt would not ceaſe until ſhe

3: WhmrPolixena was befd2e the Seputture of Achilles, ſhe er⸗ 
caſed her ofthe death of Achilles, and ſaid that ſþx was much

WBI the Greeks ſtjourned at Troy, and could not de- 

part foz the great Tempeſt, after they had deſtroped the 

City, Bing Thelamon made his quarrel- befoze Ring Aga- 

memnon foz the Palladium that-v l:fles had, ſazing, that be vad 

not lo well deſerved it as he had done, that had ſo manp times 
fucteured the Yoſt with vid ual, and alfo had defended it by his 
great pꝛoweſſe: whereas the Yoſt of the Greeks had bien in dan- 

ger to have been loft; had not ye been, and ſaid, pe had flain B. 

Polnnneſtor, and after flew Polidorus, and bzeught a great 

treaſhre yefguind, to the -Poſt cf the Greeks. Aſſo pe bay flatn 

tho King of Frigic and bzougþt bis gods to the Post, and al- 
ledged then that be had gotten many Realms to the Seigniv2y 
of Greece, and many other valiances he had done to the henour 
of theGrecks: and {aid moreover, that Uliſes had no pzowefre, 
but enelp ſubtility, and fair ſpeaking to deceive men, and be him 
we have gotten grrat ſpime, that v bere wee might ba ve van⸗ 
quiſbed the Trojans by Arms, now ue have vanqimſbed them bo

- . Totheſs wozds anſwered U'iſſes, that by vis valdur and wit 

tbe Trojans were vanqui ted: and if he had nor been, the Projans 

bad bien yet in glozu in the- City, And ſaid to Thetamayn, 
ſarely the halladium was never tenquered by patit pꝛowetbe, but 
by my wit: and the-Greeks knew not what it was: and Jknew 

that Troy could not be taken as long as it was in the ſame. A

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red unto. me, and after we tok the City. To tyis anſwered 
Thelamon injuriouſly, and Vliſſes to him in like manner, that 
they became moztal enemies each to other: Thelamon menaced 
Viiſſes unto death openly. Pet after this matter was well dic: 
cuſſed, Agamemnon and Menelaus judged that Vliſſcs ſhould 
kep the Palladium : (ſome ſgid, they made this judgement, fo: 
aſmuch as Vliſſes by bis fair ſpeaking bad ſaved Helen from 
death, that Thelamon would habe bad dead.) And with this 
_— they could not be content, foz the greateſt part of the 
Poſt ſaid, that Thelamon ought better to have the Palladium 
than Vliſſes : tberefoze Thelamon ſpake fo Agamemnon and 
' Menelaus many Mjurious woꝛds, and (aid, that he would be their 
moztal enemp from thencefozth. Foz this cauſe Agamemnon, 
Menelaus, and Uliſſes, kept all thae together; and bad glway 
with them a great company of valiant Anigbts. And on the moz- 
row after, early in the mozning, Thelamon was found ſiain in 
his bed, and had wozmds in many places of his hody, whereof a 
roſea greatcry inthe Yoſt, and gabe all the blame to the tha 
Rings befoze rehearſed. | i 

Pyrrhus that loved King Thelamon, ſaid many injurious 
wods to Vliſſes. Then VI ſſes doubted, and the next night fol- 
lowing be and his menentred into La bee ſecretly and left 
the Palladium with ps friend Dyomedes. Pyrrbysdid cauſt to 
vurn the body of Th n, and put the aſbes ina veſſel ot gold, 

to carry with him into his own country, to burp it honourably. 
Lhe hate was great between Pyrrhus and Ring Agamemnon, 
and his bzother : but Anthenor made the peace, and after gave 

a dinner to all the Robles of Greece, and gave them fair gifts. 
Among theſe things, the Greeks repzoached Entas, that pad 
faifified his oath, becauſe he bid Potixcna : foz this cauſe: they 
ba him out ot Troy foz ever. And when Egeas ſaw beer 
migyt not abide there, pe pzayed them carneſtly that ye might 
babe tha two and twenty ſhips which Paris had with bim into 
Greece, and, they granted to him his requeſt, and gate bim four 
montpa (pace to kurniſh them ot all ſuch necefſacies- that they 
jacked. Anthenor departedafter from Troy, and led with him a 
great number of Trojans : but the Piftozy telleth not _ 
| e 
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ye would go. Encas greatly bated Anthenor fozaſmuch as be 
vim he was baniſbed out of Troy: and was in great ſezrow why 
Anthenor was not as well banitþed as he. Foz this cauſe Encas 
afembleg ali the Trojans, and ſaid to them: Py friends and bze- 
thzen, fince that Fortune yath put us wherein we be; we cannot 
live without a Gopernour : and it pe will do by my counſel, per 
tall chuſe Anthenor, pour Ring, foz he is wiſe. enough to go⸗ 
vern pou. This; counſel ſemed- gud to che Trojans, and. they; 
ſent after Anthenor,that teturned : and as ſoon as be was come. 
Tneas a ſſembled a gteat number ofpeople to run upon him, 2s 
be that was the moſt migpte in Troy. Then the Trojaus pꝛapes 
him that he ſþoyld ceaſe, fince that the war was ſini ſbed. and that 
pe ſbould not begin it again. (Said Eneas) ſhali we ſpare ſo hai⸗ 
nous a Traitour, chat by bis billanp bath cauſed Polixcnathe! 
fair Daughter of King Priamus to dye, by him J was bani ſhed 
out of Troy, that ſbauld have caunſelled pou: and now J muſt 
needs lea ve pou? Encas (aid ſo much to the Trojans, that they 
baniſþed Anthenor,foz ebet out of Troy, and tonſtrained: bim to 
go pzeſently out of the Town. 170 AKIN 0325 Tas! 
Anthenor went unto Sea with a great company ot Trojans, 
and fell among Pyprates, who. ran upon him and flew many of 
his men, and hurt, and.robbed his Hips: in the end Authenor: 
eſcaped from them, and ſailed ſo far that he arrived in a {920- 
vince named Gerbandy, whereof Tetideswas Nozd and Ring, a 
juſt man and a courttous. In this Land arrtved Anthenor with 
a few (pips, and reſted on the nde nf the greater Ine, that was 
nigh unto the Pozt, Pe ſaw the Country fair, full of woods and 
fountains, and there be builded a City, and foztified/it with 
Walls and god Thwers: And when the Trojans kners thereof, 
many went thikther and dwelt there with Anchenar and te 
City grew and was fill of people, andAnthenorgoverned him 
ſelfſo wiſely in this Laud, that he was in grate wich King Te- 
tides, and was the ſecond perſon after the Ring in his wealm, 
and named his City Cortiremetra lum | 
Onſſandra that was left at Troy, dad which" [Wrow tor the 
miſchirfs that were fallen to het krienvs aud eh nok te 
weep : and the Grecks demanded ot yer eit nate m weit re- 
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turning home : ſþe ſaid to them, that they Would ſuffer many 
great perils ere they got info their country : and after ſaid to 
Agamemnon  thep of bis own houſe ſhauld kill bim. Oo it 
happened to him after, and to all the other, like as Caſſandra 
pad foze-told. Df King Thelamon were left two Sons of two 
Queens, the eldeſt named Hermicides of the Mugen Glauſta: 
and the other of the Mugen Thimiſſa, had to name Anchyſatas, 
theſe two Childzen King Teuter nouriſped till thep were able 
to bear Arms. 
Among theſe things, Agamemnon and Menelaus demanded 
leave to return into their Karos: and the moſt part of the Yoſt 
gave them leave, being ſoze vered, fozaſmuch' as they had ben 
ſuſpected of the death of Thelamon with vliſſes, which was 
ſtoln away like a thef, wherefoze it ſbewed that ye was culpa: 
ble of his death. Thus theſe two Bzetb2en went to Sex to re: 
turn home, in the beginning of winter, when the Sta is moſt 
dangerous, ſon after, the other Greeks went to Sea, as folks 
evil adviſed foz the doubts of the Sea, and had their Ships all 
laden with riches, of the City of Troy: and foz the defire they 
had to be at home in their own Country, they returned back in 
the midff of winter, and ſet apart all dangers which fell unto 
them. About the pour of non, came a great Tempeſt, and fur 
pʒiſed them, ſuddenly with thunder and rain with wind and great 
waves: that caſt their ſ\bips here and there : and b2ake their 
maſts, and rent their ſails. And when night came, which was 
long and dark, the Sbips left each other in- ſailing befoze the 
winde, ſome in one place, ſome in another, and many were burnt\ 
with. Lightning and Thunder, and many ſunke in the Sea: 
and the great riches of Troy loft. Oylus Ajax thathad xxii ſhips 
in this company, bad ali periſhed, and be bimſelf by fozce of his 
arms and leggs all naked ſwimming, arrived a land all ſwollen 
with the water he had drunken, and lay a great while upon the 
gravel, moze looking foz death than life: and after came others 
likewiſe, that were ſaved by ſwimming . This miſchief came to 
Ajax, fozaſmucy as he dzew Caſſandra out of the Temple ot Mi- 
nerva. And it happeneth oft times, that many be puniſped fo;

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CHAP. XXII, | 
How King Naxlus and Cetus his Son did ſpoile many ſhips of the 
Greeks in their return, for the death of King Azamemnon, and ot 
the exite of Dyomedes, and of his calling back Egee his 
wiſe. ., | 


T this time there was a Ring in Greece named Naulus, 

verp rich and puifſant, and his Realm ſt od upon tbe ſide of 

the Sea of Greece toward the Sauth. Jn the which Sea were 

pin mocks, and many Pountains and Hills of ſand which were 

erilous. Lhis King was Father of Palamedcs that was flain 

efoze Troy, and had a Son named Cctus : there was nota Rnigþt 
in Greece ſo rich, noꝛ ſo puifſant, 

How there were ſome evil people there, that could not be in 
eaſe without annoying of others, which made Bing Nauluz.and 
bis Son Ring Cetus to underſtand, that Palamedes was not 
nain in battel, ſo as the voyce ran, but he was ſlamcovertlp by 
Uliſſes and Diomedes. Agamemnon and Menclaus bat made 
and contrived a faiſe Letter, wherein was contained that Pala- 
medes would have betrayed the Poſt of che Greeks, whiles he 
was Emptroux ok the Poſſ, faz a great quantity of gold; and 
they made this Letter to be put by the fight of a Knight that was 
flain. Then Uliſſes treated with one of the Secretaries of Pa- 
lamedes, foz a great ſumme of mone, ſuch as the Letters con- 
tained : this Secretary by the induction of uliſſes, put this ſumm 
of mony under the head of Palamedes. whiles he ſlept. And a 
don as the Secretary ſaid to Ulle ye had done: then Wes 
new this Secretary paivily, and did ſo much that this Letter 
re 
ba a , on in writing, and SS L885 oni 
mined in the ſame, laid under bis bead. They. went then in- 
TT tbe truth of this thing, and pꝛeſentley they 
would have run upon Falamedes: but that be offered bimipifto 
defend it againſt whom ſoevet mould * itz ſu fyerp was none 


fo hardy that durſt fight againſt him. Then bp Uhſles bis falt 
language, this thing was appeaſed: and Palamedes continued 
fill in his dignity. Þ After 
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" After this thing was appraſed, uliſſes and Dyomedes fold 
Palamedes, that thep knew a pit wherein was much Treaſure, 
and that they would be (ould have yis part: and go the next 
night following. Mpen night was come they went all tpꝛe 
without any mozecompanp, and offered Palamedes to go. down 
into the pit firſt;and ſaid, that they would follow: as ſoouas he 
was within, the other two caſt ſtones upcn him and flew him, af: 
ter returned to their Tents pꝛibilp. This thing d ne, theſe men 
charged King Naulus and Cecus of the death ef Palamedes: 
Then the Ring and pis Son began earneſtly to bething them, 
bow they migpt avenge them of the Greeks. They knew well 
that the” Greeks, were upon return in the heart of the winter: 
and they muſt paſſe along by bis Ringdome, then Ring Naulus 
did pꝛoclaim in all his Realm, that men auld make great fires 
every night upon the Pountains, bythe Sea fide, And this did 
Einer, rhinking ro und ſomegal Paven : ard/f tveycame the 
thtther, thinking ru Und ſome gad Paven : ep came they 
#f»utdfindhard Rocks and of ſand. So the? ſhauld not 
efcape without death. Jt was thus done as Naulaus hab deviſed, 
fo? therewere nightwo pundzed ſhips of the Grecks ſpilt and 
b2oken agninff the Racks all that were therein were dae wned. 
WyVen the other 'ſþips that followed, them, ;beacd. tbe nopſe of 
them that wetk boten, they turned on the. other board, and 
made te Ser wa fd, and ſaved. hemtelbes. Sf them that ef: 
rafed, were Agamemnon, Menclaus. and Dyomedes and others 
that walt be named hereafter, | 
Cerys that otherwiſe was called Pellus, had great ſozrow that 
Irrreernnor! was eſcaped : then be thought long, pow be might 
atone Art. And when be was arrived in bis own land, be 
woke a to Clytemneſtra, the wife of Agamemnon: and

She had treates with 
Egiſtus, that the firft night Agamemnon ſheuld come and [ye 
with her, be ſhauld run upon him, and flap him. This thing be- 
ing done as lþe had purpoſed: Ring Agamemnon ſſain, and laid 
in the earth : Clytemneſtra ſhoztly after, tn to Husband her 
Love Egiſtus, Ring of Michmas. 

Agamemnon thus ſlain, had a Son of this Clytemneſtra n. 
med Horeſtes, a poung-Chiid, which Calſibus his Cozen had in 
keping, and tok bim from his Pother, to the end ſhe ({hould not 
ſlay him: and after ſent him to the Ring of Creet, Idumeus, 
that was bis Unkle. Ye had great joy of bim: ſo bad his wite 
Tharaſis alſo, that loved him as much as Clytemneſtra ber daugh⸗ 
ter, that had no mo2s Childzen but her, tbe was a fair poung 
Maid. Thus as Cetus had witten to Ciytemneſtra the wife ot 
Agamemnon, in like manner be wzote to the wife of Dybme- 
des, named Egee, who was Daughter to King Polimites of Ar- 
{imens, and fiſter of Aſſandrus, that returned from Troy with 
Dyomedes his Brother in law, it happened in their returning, 
that they went inte the Land of Ring Tetcphins* with a great 
compan? of men of Arms, andaffailed chem: und; they vefended 
themſelves krone. — 5 fle v 1 2 0 1 of. 


Thus died Aſſandris; but it wits 11 
Sifter : it was fold her, that bree ier 
bim, ta have all the l of- 7 1 
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would receive him, but banifſÞed him out of his country foz ever. 
Typen pe happened to arrive in Salamine, where King Theitcy 
the Bzother of Bing Thelamon was. This Ring heard ſap, that 
Pyo medes was cuipeble of the death of his Bzcther, with u- 
lifes : whereupon be cemmanded that Dyomedes ſhauld be ta. 
ken. But Dyomedes hearing thereof, fled from thence. Bing De. 
mophon Bing Athmas being arrived in their own Lands, 
were banilped in like manner. Then the? arrived in the Land of 
Duke Neljor, which received them with great jop. Theſe two 
Kings purpoſed fo go into their Lands with men of Arms, and 
take vengeance on their people. But Duke Neſtor blamed thera 
rþereo ; and cduncelled them, that they ſþould firſt receive them 
taz their Loads, and pzomiſe them great liberties. Thug did 
tyep as Neſtor councelled them: and it was not long after, but 
their people received them. Ee 

- Whilſt Eneas abode in Troy to repair his Ships, beendured 
many aſſaults, of his neighbours, that would have taken the 
remnant ot the Trojans, Fozaſmuch as he could net abide lon- 
ger than his term aſſigned by the Greeks, he afſembled the Trojans 
aconuncelled them, they ould ſend foꝛ Dyomedes to be their R ing, 
and ſaid, ye would come willingly, fozaſmuch as he was dziven 
out ot his Country: and he was both wiſe and valiant, So chez 
ſent to ſæk Dyomedcs, and found him: who came and found the 
Trojans by their neighbour Hations. Eneas then pzepa:

trouble and vexation. From Creet, Menelaus failed to Michmas, 
and told EHdreſtes that he was not wozthy to be neither R. noz 
Oovernolk ee eee t6veafþ bixvion 
Pather?\Whyertupor” Mencldus affembled t.

Pis people then came from all places, with many 
rich pzeſents, to welcome him home. Gzeat was the joy, and 
moſt honourable the entertainment that vliſſes had at his re- 
turn fþewed him. Then be dealt with King Alcinous, that he 
gave to his Son Thelamonius, bis daughter Nauſica to wife. 
Tye wedding bang celebzated with great ſolemnit?, Alcinous 
departed bo me again, into his Country, leaving Vis quietly 
poſſeſſed in his Realm, 


CHAP. XXX. b 
Of the dealings of Pyrhus after his return from Troy: and how 
Horeſtes the Son of Agamemnin flew him at Delphos, for that 
he had gotten away Hermione his Wife. 


Vrrhus the Son of Achilles, and ok Dyadamis, daughter of 
& Ucomedes, which Lycomedes was Son to Acaſtus an old 
Ning, and greatly ba ted of Acaſtus his Gzand-father by the mo- 
ther fide. It is not recozded how this patred grew. But this A- 
caſtus, having dziben Peleus out of his Aingdome of Theſſaly, 
laid wait to havefiain Pyrrhus in his returne from Troy. 
 Pyrrhus paſſing tbzough many perils at Sea, was dziven by 
foul weather; t6-caff moſt part of his lobe bp bapjaghtſeom 
Trey into the Sea : and arriving at Moloſſe he going afhaze, 
was given to underſtand, that N. Pcleus bis Gzandfather, by the 
-Father-fide, was extled from bis Aingdome by Acaſtus, and 
that mam Ships were hired to lpe in wait to lap him : whereat 
ve was fotebiſpleaſed. King Feleus then knew not how to favc 
bimtelt beca ue Philidines and Nienalippus the two Sons gf A- 
caſtus; fung by all mean to dap him. Jn the end Peleus re 
anembaed vim of an old building, that ftod. half a mile from the 
itz of Theſſaly, betwen the Sea” and the City: this place 
2 was 
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was encompaſſed about with mocks and walls, having great 
Cellers under ground, into which by a little hole grown over 
with buſes, a man migpt go. 
Into theſe Uaults Ring Peleus got him, and there he abode 
untill the return of þis Nephew Pyrrhus from Troy, by whoſe 
good help, ve truſted to avenge himſelf of his enemies. Foz whoſe 
coming be often went to lok on the Sea coaſt. When Pyrrhus 
with pis Ships were landed, be addzeſſed bim ſelf to Theſſalie, 
againſt Ring Acaſtus: and the better to atchieve bis pur poſe, he 
ſent his two Secretaries, cheone called Criſpus, and the other 
Adraſtus, to one Aſſandrus, a man of great honour in Theſlalie: 
(which Aſſandrus was a great friend both to him and co Peleus) 
fo2 * have his councel and help. The Meſſengers þaving ben 
with Aſſandrus, returned to Pyrrhus, aſſuring bim ot᷑ bis friend: 
lp ayd. Mhereupon Pyrrhus hoyfed Sail, and making towards 
Theſſalie, they were by a ſudden Tempeſt driven in at the Poꝛt 
Sepeliadim, palf a mile from Theſſalie near about where Pe- 
Icus kept in the Uaults. Then Pyrrhus went a ſpoze to reſt yim- 
"ſelf, and take fresh aire, and by chance be went walking to the 
Cave where Peleus was hidden: and pasſing along the buſhes 
be fell into the pole, where was the deſcent into the cave, where \ 
be found Peleus his Gzandfather, Peleus knowing bim by his 
countenance, foz pe reſembled much bis Father Achilles, 
embzaced him jopfully, . and made known unto him alt his miſ⸗ 
fozttinies, and the wzongs that pe pad ſuſtained by the means of 
Acaſtus, and his Sons. Tydings hereof came to Philiſtines and 
Menalippus the Sons of Acaſtus, who were on hunting in a 
Fozreft there by. Then Pyrrhus apparelled himſelf in begger- 
Ip apparel, and leaving his Gzandfather with bis ſhips; went 
alone with his word into the Fozreſt where he met with. Phi- 
lifines and Menalippus, who demandedof him, what: be was? 
Pyrrhus ſaid, ve was a. Greciap, that returned from Troy; in 
company with 5c0. moze had eſcaped his life from Shipwaack, 
and loft al] that be had in tbe Sea, being nom daten ru ben fox 
vis ſuſfenance-: wherefozs be did brſech; zem, if Weg bad 
baokght anp uit uals Bade they ee ſqmathing 
id, ade | 


to rat. The. two bzethzen abide with them: 
which thing be granted. Upon 
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Upon this parley a great Hart eame running by them, at te 
fight whereof Minalippus put ſpurs to bis Pozfe and followeb 
on the chaſe : and immediately Philiſtines alighting of bis'hozſe 
to reſt himſelf, Pyrrhus ran him thorow and flew him: and Me- 
nalippus afcerwards returning again, was alſo flain by Pyrrhus. 

Thus Pyrrhus flew His two Uinkles, the bzethzen of Thetis the 
Mother of Achilles his Father. Pagfing from thence, he met 
with Chinaras, ont of the houſhald of Acaſtus, of whom dem2n- 
bing where the R. Acaſtas was, and underſtanding that he was 
bard by, he flew Chinaras, and going in haſte to bis Tips he ar- 
rared him inpꝛecio us robes, and ſo came back again to rhe Foz- 
reſt: and meting with Ring Acaſtus, the Ring asked bim wha 
be was?. J am (ſaid he) one of the Sons of Ring Priamus of 
Troy, who now am Þ2ifoner to Pyrrhus. Were is Pyrrhits 
(ſaid the King) Ye pointed him toward the Sea. And as her 
was loking toward the Sea coaſt, Pyrrhus dzew bis (992d and 
would have flain-him, had not Thetis ben, who knew Pyrrhus, 
and cryed out, ſaping: Ah dear Rephew, what wilt tydu do: 
Milt thou kill my Father as thou haſt killed my two bzethzen, 
thy Unkles ? and thus ſaying, ſpe caught vim faft by the arm 
that he was about to ſtrike withall. Then Pyrrhus teplyed, ſar 
ing: the Aing Acaſtus thy Father, hach wzangkully extled Ring 
Pelxus thy Hus band: let bim reſtoze him unto bis rigpt, and J 
will fave bis like. Ring Acaſtis way content thetewi den a 
peace was concluded between tbem all thʒæ, and thep loved well 
together. After this, Acaſtus ſaid to Pelcus, A am old, and can 
no longer govern this Realm: and thoſe are gone to 1 
have ſucceded me in this Kingdome.' Tperekoze ikit pieaſe 
thee, let Pyrrhus my dear ephew take on bim the Govern: 
ment. Peleus was well tontenſed : and then was commandement 
given tu all the Barons of Theſſaly, that the ſbiuſd do homage 
to: Pyrrhus as their Ring and Swergign: wperera the Brrons 
with great ioꝝ and liking accozded. Thus was P 4 9 wht 
Kang of Theffaly,and eſteemed the möft rdbudten King In git 
Greece. Idumeus Ring of-Crett dyed f be? 
bind dim two Sons, Mcrian and Lorca: Loarca bob tboztly af? 
ter his Father, and Merian ewoyed the Ringdome. Thelamo- 
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aius the Son of Uliſſes had a Son by bis Wife Naulica, © nam 
ed Deiphebus. | | 5 

After all theſe things accompliſht, Acaſtus went and burpti 
bis two Sons in Theſſaly, by rye conſent of Pytrhus: and when 
Pyrrhus was p2omoted to þis Koyal dignity, be became enamo⸗ 
2ed of Hermione, daughter of Helen, and wife-to Horeſtes. Her 
pe Co courted, and allured by ſo manyenticements, that be got 
her awap krom her Yusband into Theſſaly, and cok her to his 
wife. Horeſtes was ſoze grieued ar this imurp: pet be durſt not 
aſſuil him with battel in his own Realm, but ſaid, be would ere 
long beavenged of this indignit?, as ſcon as time would ſerve : 
ſpoztly aftec that, Fyrchus went to Delphos, to give thanks un 
to his God Apollo, foz the god ſucceſſe ye had obtained in Theſ- 
laly, in revenging his Fathers death, and getting the Kingdome : 
and leaving in his Palace behind him Andromache, ſometime 
the wife of Hector, and Laomedon her poung Son, in hisab- 
ſence it was found, that Andromache was with child by Pyr- 
rhus, whereat Hermione tek diſpleaſure, and ſent wozd to Me- 
nelaus her Father, bow Pyrrhus foz the love of Andromathe 
had fozſaken her, requeſting him, that during the abode of Pyr- 
rhus at Delphos, he would come and kill Andromache and Lao- 
me don her Son. At her requeſt Menelaus came, and with aTwozy 
ran at Andromache, who caught in her arms Laomedon her 
roung Son, and ran into the City crying foz ayd. 

Qpon fight hereof the City roſe in arms, to defend Andro- 
mache and her young Son from the ſlaughter ; whereupon Me: 
nelaus was fozced to retire into bis Country, without atchieving 
bis purpoſe. When Horeſtes underſtod of Pyrthus his being at 
Delphos, be went with all ſped thither, and ſlew bim with his 
own hands. Thus did Horeſtes recover again his wife, and cars 
ried hex into his own Realm. When Pycrhas was dead, Pclcus 
and Thetis took Audromache that was with Child by Pyrxhus, 
with ber little Son Laomedon, audeſent them ta the Citp of 
Moloſfa, where. Andromache pag, Wlivered of a godly San, 


which he namen Achilleides, yl Achillgdes when bg was

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free. Here the ſiozy ſaith, that the Siſter of Ring Menon (which 
Menon, Achilles ſiew befoze Troy, and whom Ring Priamus 
buried by his Son Troylus) came in very coſtly apparel to Troy 
and opening ber B2others Sepulfure took out bis bones: which 
ſo ſon as ſhe pad, ſbe with them vanithed ſuddenly,no man knew 
which wap; and it is ſaid, that either it was a Goddeſſe, oz the 
Daughter ofa Goddeſſe. 5

Uponthis, ve fearing 
his Son, cauſed him to beappzepended and ſurely kept. After: 
ward he made him to dwell.m a Caſtle, that ſtood alone, where 
with a few ok his truſty Friends and Servants, ve ſpent the time:

And about the time of Uþſſes his dwelling in 
bis Castle: Thelagonus being grown to ripe years, and being 
a ſtout poung man, would nerds know of his Pother, who was 
his Father. Alter much intreateſhe told him, who was his #a; 
ther, and where he did dwell. | 

Thelagonus very glad hereof, and deſiring to ſee his Father, 
tcavelled fozthwith to Achaia, and hearing where Vliſſes dwelt, 
ve went thither : and coming ona Bondap mozring, pe requeſt- 
ed thoſe that kept the bzidge, that they would let him go in to 
ſpeak with Vliſſes. The oa ters would. by no means yeild cher⸗
